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Foreword 

History makes fools of the men and women who attempt to write about it. The 
intervening span of time has more material, more perspective, more time on 
their side to capture events. This alas is the writer’s curse — the permanency of 
their flaws when put to print, or now: to the internet location of desire. 


The quantity of knowledge and analysis accessible has leveled the playing field 
too between the highly-degreed person and a mere man with the ability to 
gather up all that data. The expert proclaims they have the superior training 
on any subject matter — those ivory towers next to the Ivy Leagues — while any 
ordinary bloke may mistake noise as signal or causation from mere correlating 
factors.

More consequentially, for now, the Ball piece possibly provided criminal legal 
recourse due to the foreseeable outcomes of such conspiratorial actions. Ball, 
who is Nancy Pelosi’s biographer, knows the conspirators by name as she 
dropped a few of those names and their numbers (9) throughout her piece. 


Ball’s piece is very careful to position this as planning or strategy sessions ran 
by Mike Podhorzer, former long-time AFL-CIO senior advisor. She gave away 
that, “it stretched to Congress, Silicon Valley and the nation’s statehouses.”2¢ 
The cabal, as Ball called it, had, “activists appealed to Congress to steer COVID 
relief money to election administration. Led by the Leadership Conference on 
Civil and Human Rights, more than 150 organizations signed a letter to every 
member of Congress seeking $2 billion in election funding.”27 


Funding equaled: $400 million. 
Ball provided us the identities of key actors: 


“In November 2019, Mark Zuckerberg invited nine civil rights leaders to 
dinner at his home, where they warned him about the danger of the 
election-related falsehoods that were already spreading unchecked. “It took 
pushing, urging, conversations, brainstorming, all of that to get to a place 
where we ended up with more rigorous rules and enforcement,” says Vanita 


Gupta, president and CEO of the Leadership Conference on Civil and 
Human Rights, who attended the dinner and also met with Twitter CEO 


Jack Dorsey and others. (Gupta is now the Associate Attorney General for 
Biden administration and is the 3'¢ ranking official in the DOJ.)”28.29 


Ball reinforced the big lie on mail-in votes because it served the article’s moral 
ends and purposes, justifying the cabal’s unconstitutional and illegal deeds: 


“It was crucial for voters to understand that despite what Trump was 
saying, mail-in votes weren’t susceptible to fraud and that it would be 
normal if some states weren’t finished counting votes on election night. ”3° 


This is the very opposite conclusion of the Carter-Baker commission 
empaneled on Federal Election Reform. Including President Carter, a 
Democrat, the definitive topic statement is: “Fraud occurs in several ways. 
Absentee ballots remain the largest source of potential voter fraud.”3! 


The Commission recommended logically and rationally: “All citizens who 
register to vote with a mail-in form, whether that form is actually sent by mail 
or is instead hand-delivered, should comply with HAVA’s requirements or 


with stricter state requirements on voter ID, by providing proof of identity 
either with their registration application or when they appear at the polling 
station on Election Day. In this way, election offices will be obliged to verify 
the identity of every citizen who registers to vote, whether or not the 


registration occur in person.”32 [My emphasis. ] 


5.2 ABSENTEE BALLOT AND VOTER REGISTRATION FRAUD 


Fraud occurs in several ways. Absentee ballots remain the largest source of potential voter 
fraud.* A notorious recent case of absentee ballot fraud was Miami’s mayoral election of 
1998, and in that case, the judge declared the election fraudulent and called for a new 
election. Absentee balloting is vulnerable to abuse in several ways: Blank ballots mailed to 
the wrong address or to large residential buildings might get intercepted. Citizens who vote 


at home, at nursing homes, at the workplace, or in church are more susceptible to pressure, 


overt and subtle, or to intimidation. Vote buying schemes are far more difficult to detect 


when citizens vote by mail. States therefore should reduce the risks of fraud and abuse in 
absentee voting by prohibiting “third-party” organizations, candidates, and political party 
activists from handling absentee ballots. States also should make sure that absentee ballots 
received by election officials before Election Day are kept secure until they are opened and 
counted. 


The Detroit News, at the epicenter of another battleground state in Michigan, 
noted in August 2020: “Recorded ballot counts in 72% of Detroit's absentee 
voting precincts didn't match the number of ballots cast, spurring officials in 
Michigan's largest county to ask the state to investigate ahead of a pivotal 


presidential election.”33 Secretary of State Jocelyn Benson made herself a 
concerted roadblock to any investigations of claims of fraud while 
independent audits (Allied) determined that interference existed at the 
technology level.34 

Secretary of State Jocelyn Benson's statement on November 6, 2020 that "[t]the 


correct results always were and continue to be reflected on the tabulator totals 
tape... ." was false. 


The allowable election error rate established by the Federal Election Commission 
guidelines is of 1 in 250,000 ballots (.0008%). We observed an error rate of 
68.05%. This demonstrated a significant and fatal error in security and election 
integrity. 


The results of the Antrim County 2020 election are not certifiable. This is a result 
of machine and/or software error, not human error. 


The tabulation log for the forensic examination of the server for Antrim County 
from December 6, 2020consists of 15,676 individual events, of which 10,667 or 
68.05% of the events were recorded errors. These errors resulted in overall 
tabulation errors or ballots being sent to adjudication. This high error rates proves 
the Dominion Voting System is flawed and does not meet state or federal 
election laws. 


To clarify this: Time’s Molly Ball is a highly useful mouthpiece for the 
Democrat Party (she published her homage to Pelosi in May 2020). The 
Democrats sought to subvert the election process through any and all means. 
Ball called out yet another familiar name: Dick Gephardt, who stated: 


“We wanted to get a really bipartisan group of former elected officials, 
Cabinet secretaries, military leaders and so on, aimed mainly at messaging 
to the public but also speaking to local officials—the secretaries of state, 
attorneys general, governors who would be in the eye of the storm-to let 


them know we wanted to help.”35 


Gephardt, through his contacts, put $20 million into these “messaging” efforts 
to political officials.3° One should investigate the bank accounts of various 
high-level state officials for a boost in their state incomes and from where they 
received them. This would be insightful, and criminal, if such, was in any way, 
to hamper election fraud investigations — obstruction of justice charges. 


One emphasizes this because while on the surface this is merely a messaging 
campaign, such messaging does not cost $20 million in 2020. Got a Twitter 
account? Got Facebook? Speaking to officials is not that hard. 


It also seems that “state” targeting was done prior election being held. “The 22 
Democrats and 22 Republicans on the National Council on Election Integrity 


met on Zoom at least once a week. They ran ads in six states, made 
statements, wrote articles and alerted local officials to potential problems.”37 


Ball again, provided cover, by giving this effort the facade of bipartisanship, 
while the objective was far different.

Now, to the potential criminal legal peril. 
“The racial-justice uprising sparked by George Floyd’s killing in May was 
not primarily a political movement. The organizers who helped lead it 
wanted to harness its momentum for the election without allowing it to 
be co-opted by politicians. Many of those organizers were part of 
Podhorzer’s network, from the activists in battleground states who 
partnered with the Democracy Defense Coalition to organizations with 
leading roles in the Movement for Black Lives. 


The best way to ensure people’s voices were heard, they decided, was to 
protect their ability to vote. “We started thinking about a program that 
would complement the traditional election-protection area but also didn’t 
rely on calling the police,’ says Nelini Stamp, the Working Families Party’s 
national organizing director. They created a force of ‘election defenders’ 
who, unlike traditional poll watchers, were trained in de-escalation 
techniques.”39 


George Floyd’s death was exploited, producing riots and numerous deaths. 
Those deaths are a direct outcome of Mike Podhorzer’s election movement. 
These uprising organizers “le[a]d it” and were in “Podhorzer’s network” and 
“partnered” with “Democracy Defense Coalition” and “Black Lives” Matter. As 
they took to the streets, did they engage in, contribute, assist, facilitate, 
communicate, or allocate any resources, in any aspect, to the intervening riots 
and loss of human life?

Yet here we are.

In late 2019, this author never thought about Wuhan, China or its 8 million 
plus people. Neither were biomedical research labs nor bat caves as big of a 
concern as the manipulation domestically by the U.S. media. The first 
impeachment of Donald Trump slogged ahead over Ukrainian intrigues borne 
out of a Biden-mentioning phone call. That was not “allowed” under the 
National Security regime trying to get Trump out of D.C. without use of more

deal on December 8, 2019; and signed it on January 15, 2020.57.58 This 
agreement was odd just six months after the Chinese reneged on a May 2019 
deal.

Wuhan, China hosted the Military Games in October 2019. From what was

Lockheed Martin, Boeing Co., Raytheon Co., Northrop Grumman and 
General Dynamics. 


Unlike those firms, however, the Carlyle Group itself is not a manufacturer. 
It offers no services directly to the Pentagon, and has no defense contracts. 
Rather, it manages investments...officials who have...ties to the firm include 
former Clinton chief of staff Thomas F. ‘Mack’ McLarty; former Securities 
and Exchange Commission chairman Arthur Levitt...Secretary of State 
James Baker.”89 


As it also turns out, Staple Street’s co-founder, Stephen D. Owens, worked 
with Kennard at Carlyle Group from 1998 to 2009. Owens sits on the 
Dominion board of directors as well. Coincidence? Yes? This tangled web will 
be dissected further in Ends Justify Means section. A whole book could be 
filled about this aspect of the takeover — and the cozy relationships made off 
lobbying and investing to control the United States.

On January 8, 2021, a full-scale onslaught against United States and its 
citizens began. Twitter cancelled Donald Trump, and that de-platforming 
carried forth onto Google, Amazon, and other behemoth companies around 
the world, moving in lockstep.

The CCP owned, partnered, or is a key revenue source for: Comcast (NBC 
brands), Disney (ABC) and AT&T’s WarnerMedia (CNN). Hollywood is quite 
beholden to China — as by 2025 China will eclipse North America as the 
biggest market. Hollywood and sports stars such as John Cena and Lebron 
James kowtowed to the CCP in recent groveling sessions.!©2 As one not-so- 
bold CEO of Universal Parks and Resorts, Tom Williams said, “You don’t start 
talking about the leadership in China.

But the 
schools and their name faculty were in fact in the business of selling that 
research, much of it paid for directly by the U.S. government—which is why 
Harvard and Yale among other big-name schools appear to have 
systematically underreported the large amounts that China had gifted them. 


Indeed, many of academia’s pay-for-play deals with the CCP were not 
particularly subtle. In June 2020, a Harvard professor who received a 
research grant of $15 million in taxpayer money was indicted for lying

That professor was Dr. Charles Lieber; convicted in less than 3 hours and is 
awaiting sentencing.!25 Science published a tortured defense, saying, in part, 
“But Lieber’s conviction hasn’t altered their stance that the campaign has 
actually slowed the pace of U.S. innovation by scaring scientists away from 
engaging in important research collaborations between the two countries.”126

The true outset of the Biden administration began on January 6‘, That was 
the day the U.S. Congress met to certify the electors in a contested election. 
Many states showed voting irregularities, that routinely get examined, if 
honesty was a virtue and Constitution mattered to Washington D.C. pols.

On February 27, 1933, the Reichstag fire led to the usage of emergency powers 
in Germany. The restrictions were made the next day on: freedom of speech, 
press, and abolishing protections regarding investigation of people. The ability 
to arrest political opponents and dissolve any organizations based on their 
opposition to the majority’s current station as the head of state were hallmarks 
in the days and years to come. This event indeed launched the Nazis (NS) as 


they obtained support from the German National People’s Party (8%) to get 
52% of the vote in March 1933.17°.171 


Thereafter, the confiscation of property from strong opponents (Communists) 
and abridging any local and state laws showed centralization of power under 
one autocratic, Fascistic ruler. This resulted in millions upon millions dead in 
the forthcoming war started in September 1939 and from the concentration 
camps set up with National Socialist doctors’ complicity and obeyance.172.173 


Those NS doctors were vitally onboarded on July 14, 1933, promoting 
sterilization and abortions in the tens of thousands at the outset of the regime. 
It only escalated from there to involuntary euthanasia using “Jew” as a 
diagnosis and then transported to specialized centres.174 


Reichstag Fire provided the seizure opportunity for the Nazis 


Jacob Anthony Chansley (section picture) was charged by the DOJ three days 
later and faced twenty plus years in prison.!75 This escorted event painted 
Trump supporters with a broad brush, as evil, “a mob”, as Mitch McConnell 
called them. Funny how Mitch was quite mute when riots set ablaze thirty 
cities over the summer of 2020, resulting in billions in property damage and 
over 30 lost lives.176 The “Q Shaman” obtained a sentence of 41 months in 
prison with 36 months thereafter of supervised release in a DOJ plea deal.+77 


This event had a host of actors involved?”8 (often disguised well), with various 
goals from their point of view, but one overriding purpose: to disrupt any 
discussion and analysis of six contested states that had irregularities notable 
enough to contest them openly. As time has worn on, FBI agents’ involvement 
has been noted by Revolver News in their long-term investigations.179 


At least four other actors can be identified: Antifa, BLM (Sullivan), a far-right 
anti-Trump group linked to well-connected international actors (Ukrainian, 
Azovs, pro-Biden) and the “Q” Anon crowd.

Former Ukrainian President Petro Poroshenko writing 5 tweets to Joe 
Biden.183 Then Vice-President Biden assisted in “installing Petro” in 2014. 
Poroshenko remained in power for 5 years. Tweet translated, from Google: 


“Congratulations to President-elect @JoeBiden on his victory at 
Congress! It seems that no one among the true friends of the United 
States had any doubts about this result. I always remember the words of 


@JoeBiden, still in the position of Vice President of the United States, 
that if necessary, he is always open to Ukraine. I wish success to the 
democratic administration of the White House on the difficult path of 
counteracting the numerous challenges of today, which have only 
increased. Words of deep gratitude to the Republican administration of 
the United States, in cooperation with which we continued to increase 
our resilience. Ukraine sincerely appreciates the strategic partnership 
and alliance of the United States of America on the basis of strong 
bipartisan support for Ukraine. Electoral competitions behind, ahead of 
strengthening transatlantic unity and solidarity!” 


Poroshenko returned to Kiev, Ukraine (after a month in Poland), on January 
17, 2022, allegedly to face treason charges, just as the United States made 
claims of an imminent Russian attack on Ukraine.184 This as NATO advanced 
the idea of deployment of missiles in Ukraine, a non-NATO country, and a 
predominately Russian speaking and aligned region for well over 350 years.185 


Darren Beattie of Revolver News (and former Trump advisor) noted: 


“Without getting into too much detail on the 2014 coup, this was a 
prototypical ‘color revolution’ where a supportive American press and State 
Department gave political and moral cover to a violent, extrajudicial change 
in the government of Ukraine. Protesters seized control of key government 
buildings in Kyiv and the capitals of numerous regions. President 
Yanukovych agreed to early elections and constitutional changes but was 
still thrown out of power (without following the legal impeachment 
process), and the new government subsequently purged everyone 
associated with him from government (sound familiar?).”18¢ 


NATO primary mission from a pre-1991 game plan was the containment of the 
USSR which no longer exists. In March 1991, a promise to not expand NATO 
east was made.?87 Since that timeframe, there has been violation after violation 
with the addition of states to the NATO “defense” charter, and Article V 
protections. 


For sake of argument, there is a historical parallel here: the Cuban Missile 
Crisis in 1962 was about deployment of nuclear capable weapons just over 90 
miles and mere minutes launch-to-impact from American soil.188 One can 
understand Vladimir Putin’s position without being supportive of his 
geopolitical policies or the man himself. 


International Relations or Geopolitics does not allow one to be merely 
observant of one phenomenon without acknowledging the reality had in 
another equally similar situation. One’s adversaries, and allies, know what you 
know, and often, a far bit more. This is especially true when driven by the 
same world actors doing the same techniques to acquire close physical 
positioning or to threaten one’s opponent quickly. In a 5 generation war, 
cross border invasion could be had by drone swarms, telecommunication 
jamming, cyber-attack and control of outposts, and any number of nuanced 
coordinated actions of people, technology, and tactics to achieve surprise. 


[Putin declared Russian-speaking Ukrainian eastern sectors as independent 
on February 22, 2022. Thereafter, Putin launched his military invasion. 
Such timing is an overt method to test what the West would respond with 
after consistently testing Putin over the past twenty years. Here is a rational 
discussion recorded in March 2022 regarding the evolving and historical 
implications behind the Ukraine-Russia war.189] 


Ask yourself: Why would Biden’s administration ramp up talk of yet another 
conflict? (Deflection from other more pressing domestic issues?) 


One key answer lies in personnel: Victoria Nuland, a Ukrainian-American, and 
whose parents aligned with the Nazis in World War II+9°, has been a keen 
player in the framework of Eastern European policy for well over quarter 
century. As French journalist, editor and political analyst Thierry Meyssan 
reflected in “Russia declares war on the Straussians”: 


“Regime change in Kiev in 2014 was organized by the Straussians. Vice 
President Biden is firmly committed to it. Victoria Nuland came to support 
the neo-Nazi elements of the Right Sector and to supervise the Israeli 
‘Delta’ commando in Maidan Square. A telephone intercept reveals her wish 
to ‘fuck the European Union’ (sic) in the tradition of the 1992 Wolfowitz 
report. But the leaders of the European Union do not understand and 
protest only weakly. 


Jake Sullivan and Antony Blinken placed Vice President Biden’s son, 
Hunter, on the board of one of the major gas companies, Burisma Holdings, 
despite opposition from Secretary of State John Kerry. Hunter Biden is 
unfortunately just a junkie, he would serve as a front for a gigantic scam at 
the expense of the Ukrainian people. He would appoint, under the 
supervision of Amos Hochstein, several of his stoner friends to become 


other front men at the head of various companies and to plunder Ukrainian 

gas, "191,192 
Nuland, in October 2021, was sent as Biden’s errand girl to Moscow to make 
idle threats of economy destruction.193 This was a follow up to another U.S. 
diplomatic gaffe, timed up well with the catastrophic disaster in Afghanistan 
(August 31), to disregard Donbass agreements made with Russia.194 
Meanwhile, U.S. diplomats were equally engaging with China about Russia’s 
eminent invasion of Ukraine according to The New York Times. 


An answer may lay in an array of intelligence SNAFUs along with negligent 
and criminal foreign policy actions that Joe Biden and his staff pursued. But 
first, a few key aspects of this situation beyond the boundaries of Ukraine.

Europe, and Germany, most prominently, is beholden to Russian pipelines 
and natural gas for a very long time. Antony Sutton discussed this forty years 
ago as Germany imported and created synthetic oil (with American 
technology) since well before WW2.195 Yet the Germans, with Nord Stream 
(NS 1, 2)196, chaired by former German Chancellor Gerhard Schroder’97, 51% 
owned by Russia’s Gazprom, bantered about these LNG pipelines for the 


better part of the last six years. 


Trump put sanctions on NS2 in 2018198, pointing out the inane Germany 
policies199; sent in lethal aid to Ukraine in 2017; and more than once hit 
Russian-friendly areas with military.2°°2°! But the media story spun was: 
Trump was a Russian asset. He would let Putin have Ukraine. And, of course, 
the bought media and “the federal agency” retort would be: But we stopped 
him! 

France (with newly reelected WEF puppet Macron) is under the delusion of 
independence of energy as they sidelined their nuclear power plants.?°2 
Germany outright shutdown three nuclear plants at the end of 2021.2°3 If one 
was to conspire, this would be how to do it. The markets followed these green 
policy fails; and that policy has increased rates and threats to consumers’ lives 
while benefiting the bankers, as usual, the most.2°4 


(Note: Bankers seek ROI or Market Valuation. But what if a major concept 
here is to toggle from one extreme to the next, in policy, to force investments 
towards portfolio positions they themselves hold, nearly always, through 
family, close and distant alike? Misallocation of resources follows the 
problem-reaction-solution pendulum well. It pays to front-run your policy.) 
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Global Security Review (2018) 


More pointedly, at Biden, in the three months prior to the Putin-led Russian 
invasion, let his administration make obvious strategic errors of presenting 
intelligence to the Chinese. This, as Edward Wong of The New York Times 
noted was to: “beseeched the Chinese to tell Russia not to invade, according to 
U.S. officials.”2°5 Our intel agencies shared this message to China six times in 
three months during “emergency” meetings. (Once is too much. Six, why?) 


One must be thoroughly corrupt, delusional or stupid too to think China did 
not know and was tacitly, if not overtly made aware of, Putin’s forthcoming 
operation.2°© Wong continued with this insight: 


“China is Russia’s most powerful partner, and the two nations have been 
strengthening their bond for many years across diplomatic, economic and 
military realms. Mr. Xi and President Vladimir V. Putin of Russia, two 
autocrats with some shared ideas about global power, had met 37 times as 
national leaders before this year. If any world leader could make Mr. Putin 
think twice about invading Ukraine, it was Mr. Xi, went the thinking of 
some U.S. officials.”2°7 [My emphasis. | 


The Washington Times reported on February 23, 2022, that China’s foreign 
ministry spokeswoman Hua Chunying, a virulent CCP propagandist, 
suggested that: “A key question here is what role the U.S., the culprit of 
current tensions surrounding Ukraine, has played. If someone keeps pouring 
oil on the flame while accusing others of not doing their best to put out the 
fire, such kind of behavior is clearly irresponsible and immoral.”2°8 


This immoral behavior she speaks of, is indeed, in existence, and has been for 
many years. Biden’s minions, currently at State, are responsible for it. Lee 
Smith discussed this in a timely analysis regarding Ukraine and what keeps 
D.C. awake and employed. Here is quick summary from Lee’s piece: 


“This is a game that Biden and key figures in his administration have been 
playing for a long time, beginning with the 2013-14 Obama administration- 
backed coup that toppled a Russia-friendly government in Kyiv. This was 
the so-called Maidan Revolution, a sequel of sorts to the George W. Bush- 
backed Orange Revolution of 2004-05.

The White House and 
U.S. foreign policy experts from both parties are united in claiming that 
Ukraine is a U.S. ally, a democracy, and a beacon of freedom, which are no 
doubt fine words to hear when you have been left to fight Vladimir Putin on 
your own.”2°9 


In June 2021, Biden’s administration put on hold a “lethal package” of aid to 
the Ukraine. The amount: up to $100 million.2!° But the Washington Post, in 


June 2021, with an ever failing desire to discredit Trump, and discuss 
decisions more complex than Biden can handle, stated, with respect to 


backing off sanctions against Russia while withholding lethal aid: 


“The tension demonstrates an emerging post-Trump dynamic. Many 
Democrats, still seething over the Kremlin’s interference in the 2016 
election, want Biden to exert maximum pressure on Russia. Republicans, 
who privately grimaced at Trump’s glowing overtures to Putin, want the 
same. 


Biden, who in 2011 told Putin he had no ‘soul’ and more recently called 
Putin a ‘killer,’ wants to stabilize the relationship while focusing on 
bigger 21st century challenges such as China.”214 


In the months leading up to the February 2022 Ukraine invasion, the 
wavering on sanctions, the stalling of lethal aid, the continued carrot-stick of 
NATO entry, and the approval, then a pull back from Nord Stream 2, reflected 
chaos, indecisiveness, and policy blunders that enemies can and will exploit.

U.S. Energy policy was equally odd during this maelstrom, but exhibit a 
pattern of behavior. The Washington Free Beacon, in July 2022, determined 
950,000 barrels of U.S. Strategic Oil Reserves landed in China in a sale to a 
Hunter Biden-connected (Unipec-Sinopec) 2015 deal.213.214,215 These 
connections were still active — as of late 2021 — The Washington Times 
noticed Skaneateles (a 10% owner), and Hunter, as its sole beneficiary.21°-217 


The Washington Times reflected on Hunter’s attorney, George Mesires, who 
published in October 2019 about Hunter Biden’s business affairs in 
Medium.2!8 The Times summarized it: 


“Mesires disclosed in an October 2019 statement that Biden joined the 
board of BHR when it was founded in 2013 and obtained his 10% stake in 
the firm in October 2017 for approximately $420,000 through Skaneateles. 
Mesires added in the post that his client "has not received any 
compensation for being on BHR's board of directors."219 


Hunter was in deep with a Chinese battery manufacturer CATL as late as 
2019. That investment was tied to an exit strategy from BHR. BHR had nearly 
doubled its money in just three years.22°

In the case of so far happy-go- 
lucky Ursula von der Leyen there is no doubt itd be the latter... but only if 
we first dismiss her warm on-the-record support for Bundeswehr colonial 
policies and military involvement... plus her praise of Third Reich famous 
general Field Marshall Erwin Rommel, Commander of the Fuhrer 
Headquarters.225

‘This is why we will phase out Russian supply of crude oil within 6 months 
and refined products by the end of the year.’ Okay, so Aunty Ursie you 
believe the Russians are dumb enough to let you phase this idea out nice 
and easy at your own pace and whenever you decide to act per your own 
special EU schedule. No market dynamics involved as Europe plays 


everybody else’s pieces too as grandpas would do with 3-year-old 
grandkids.22°... 


It seems that Ursula von der Leyden has convinced the EU that feeding a 
refinery or a chemical plant is pretty much like feeding your dog. But 
nothing can be further from the truth. Chemical plants and refineries are 
very closely matched and subtly calibrated to very specific supply feeds very 
difficult to substitute. Changes can and have been made, but it requires lots 
of time, effort, money, dedicated facilities, experimentation, specific 
expertise, risk, and most important fixed, unchanging feeds always 
complying with specs. This means that Russia today supplies Europe with 
exclusive unreplaceable oil & gas grades of very specific chemical content 
(even coal grades) that would be impossible to get from third parties fast 
enough and cheap enough.227 


And food for thought, as Europe would face famine in-its-face if grains from 
Ukraine, Belarus, Russia and elsewhere are tied up or absent by Russian 
retaliation or impossibility to deliver. And the lack of cheap diesel and 
natural gas from Russia means that farmers everywhere face sharply 
increased costs, whereby fertilizer228 is either not available at all, or too 
expensive to use, and thus crop yields will fall worldwide increasing the 
price of food products. Greenhouse producers in many parts of Europe have 
already shut down over high energy costs as prices stand today, not even 
thinking of the possibility of having Russian oil banned worldwide. Banning 
Russian oil from Europe can only back-fire.” 


Jorge then mentions the biggest elephant: $600 trillion+ in derivatives.229 


Further confirmation of these ideas, regarding food, technology essentials, 
and market making are seen in articles by Reuters and Oilprice.com. 
Alexandra Alper of Reuters in March 2022 noted that: 


“Ukraine's two leading suppliers of neon, which produce about half the 
world's supply of the key ingredient for making chips, have halted their 
operations as Moscow has sharpened its attack on the country, threatening 
to raise prices and aggravate the semiconductor shortage. 


Some 45% to 54% of the world's semiconductor-grade neon, critical for the 
lasers used to make chips, comes from two Ukrainian companies, Ingas and 
Cryoin, according to Reuters calculations based on figures from the 
companies and market research firm Techcet.”23° 


This neon gas production supplied Taiwan, Korea, China, Germany and the 
United States for approximately 75% of their chip industry.23! To go along with 
other Russian commodity supremacy, discussed as a strategy to break the 
Atlantic Alliance nearly twenty years ago, one sees why their alliance was 
made in February with China. 


Alex Kimani of Oilprice.com reported on May 24,2022: 


“...India had doubled down on Russian oil after the west slapped a chain of 
sanctions on Moscow. India has never been a big buyer of Russian crude 
despite needing to import 80% of its needs. In a typical year, India imports 
just 2-5% of its crude from Russia, roughly the same proportion as the 
United States did before it announced a 100% ban on Russian energy 
commodities. Indeed, India imported only 12 million barrels of Russian 
crude in 2021, with the majority of its oil coming from Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
the United Arab Emirates, and Nigeria. 


...Matt Smith, the lead oil analyst at Kpler, told CNBC that since the 
beginning of March, five cargoes of Russian oil, or about 6 million barrels, 
have been loaded and are bound for India. In other words, India imported 
half as much crude from Russia in one month as it did in an entire year.”232 


Confirming the above, the Financial Times, in April 2022, wrote: “Russian 
exports of crude oil, refined products and gas to Europe alone are estimated to 
be providing Moscow with $850mn a day and have led Russia to a record 
current-account surplus, according to data from the Bruegel and the 
International Institute of Finance think-tanks.”233 


But ultimately, the key aspect of this all lay in who is making a market for the 
Russians: Switzerland. “The lion's share of Russian raw materials is traded via 
Switzerland and its nearly 1,000 commodity firms,”234 Alex Kimani confirmed. 


The ability of Russia to take hold of Ukraine’s inert gas manufacturing is 
necessary for these value streams to work. Taiwan produces the state-of-the- 
art microchips that the entire world wants. With China’s dominance in supply 
chain, ruthless technocratic control, and ability to debt entrap the world’s 
poorest nations and their hegemonic desires on the high seas, this will indeed 
strangle the West into submission by default. 


This was a well-conceived idea long before entering the 2022 final actions. 
Everything from Hunter Biden’s trips abroad to Joe Biden’s close relationship 
with Xi, while also pretending to be a bitter enemy of Putin, allowed this 


alignment to go forward. China too has aligned to Iran; while Russia will now 
court India with oil and food stuffs.

The NWO Plan to a New Financial System End State? 


This all would be beneficial to the alignment of the Davos players and the 
China’s control model. To wreck the Bretton Woods financial system, the 
collapse of U.S. primacy as the reserve currency, through an escalating war, 
aligns too well within the Putin invasion of Ukraine framework. The Great 
Reset has to appear to be driven by unforeseeable circumstances of 
randomness: virus, vaccine ineffectiveness, supply chains, farming shortfalls, 
inflation, energy chaos, and then war, in a little thought of, but highly 
consequential place for the invested actors. The consequences seem of little 
importance if one conveniently ignores this a perfect way to garner control 
through chaos.

Taiwan is eager to grab attention from the Ukraine 
issue. But there is no dispute over Ukraine’s 
sovereignty despite disputes on its borders. Taiwan’s 
sovereignty has never existed. It’s only a matter of time 
that your secessionist regime will be eradicated. 


Global Times (CCP-affiliated media) 
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A Project by Pro Publica gathered hours of detailed footage.239 They front 
loaded their database: “As supporters of Donald Trump...” one is more 


skeptical. John Sullivan (JaydenX) father (Kevin) was a USAF general.24° 
Jacob Chansley?41, US Navy vet, posed for pictures with Sergei Dybynyn, from 
Ukraine, an Azou Right Sector member. Babbitt, as well, was an Air Force vet. 


John Sullivan received $70,000 from CNN and NBC, on January 6", for his 
tape on Ashli Babbitt’s shooting death.242 The January 6t Commission in 
Congress inflamed that date (J6) for political purposes. Over 800 languished 
in a D.C. jail because the administrative state needed hostages (Americans) to 
create ongoing fear in the populace. The United States is now operating out of 
malice towards all its citizens. (Their agenda at hand required this brutality.) 


Journalist Julie Kelly, one of a scant few to report on what has transpired 
since J6, reported on April 6, 2022: “Judge Acquits J6 Protester in First 
Defeat for DOJ.”243 Kelly, author of two books, and a features writer noted: 


“Following a bench trial this week for Matthew Martin, a New Mexico man 
charged with the most common misdemeanors related to the Capitol 
protest, McFadden found Martin not guilty on all counts. It is the first 
acquittal in a January 6 case; nearly 800 Americans have been arrested and 
charged, mostly on petty offenses, for their involvement in the four-hour 
disturbance that day.”244 


So, in this 5‘ edition, the rapid nature of the ‘20s, the crazymaking, reached a 
near-term plateau on whether the United States of America survives this all- 
out subversive war that kicked into high gear with the arrival of the China 
virus. The Chinese motivations are clear and duly implemented every day 
under President Joe Biden. Their broad interference campaign, driven 
internally and externally, became more notable, and noticeable.245 


Such that, even the New York Times on December 19, 2020, revealed: 


“They [CCP] ordered news websites not to issue push notifications alerting 
readers to his [Dr. Li Wenliang] death. They told social platforms to 
gradually remove his name from trending topics pages. And they activated 
legions of fake online commenters to flood social sites with [this] 
distracting chatter, stressing the need for discretion: ‘As commenters fight 
to guide public opinion, they must conceal their identity, avoid crude 
patriotism and sarcastic praise, and be sleek and silent in achieving 
results.’”246 (Streisand Effect likely is operating. The idea was to get this to 
go viral.) 


China’s social control motivations, Xi’s, are coupled with the grand scheme to 
replace the United States as the sole superpower as noted. From the 2017 
paper by Cyber Defense Review: “China’s ultimate objective is to harvest and 
perpetuate the Chinese Dream through the extraction and extinguishing of the 
American Dream, the American way of life and ending Western Dominance 
(2).”247 The authors continued, stating, “The Chinese strategy is that after 200 
years of Western global dominance, it is their destiny to reverse roles with the 
US and to relegate it to a forced supplier with a much lower quality of life...it 
must be emphasized that AHW strategy is rooted in Unrestricted Warfare or 
‘war without rules(2).’”’248 


The intent is to cause great harm, but to do so, with subtlety. To bring the U.S. 
into submission without ever firing a round on U.S. soil or nuclear 
engagement. The CCP controls every transaction made with U.S. companies 
and uses shell organizations and fronts to accomplish this. The driven unity of 
China’s military, government, academics, and media turns on the matter of 
“living vs. dying” in Communist terms, not, “winning vs. losing” as U.S. 
traditional Capitalism rests.249 Xi’s CCP will kill anyone who gets in his way 
but would prefer using more subversive methods first. 


The full-scale intent is to use methods such as: data theft, cyberwarfare, 
propaganda campaigns, compromised politicians (Joe Biden) to garner policy 
favors to achieve the CCP’s objectives. And, to further strip Americans of their 
prosperity, their rights, and liberties, by sowing disunity in the U.S. populace, 
thus an asymmetrical war. Our side is dwarfed in knowledge about the 
ongoing war — as many Americans wrongly see China as a benign actor. 
Meanwhile, Americans (and Europeans) ignore a country called Taiwan.25° 


Kerry K. Gershaneck, a Marine Corps veteran, was inside the U.S. Department 
of Defense for nearly thirty years. He is now posted as a professor at National 
Chengchi University in Taiwan. His book “Political Warfare: Strategies for 
Combating China’s Plan to ‘Win without Fighting” (2020) insightfully reviews 
the history of the PRC’s warfare and their ongoing attempts against Thailand, 
Taiwan, and the ultimate coup de grace: The United States of America. 


“The PRC’s intent is not a theoretical conjecture. Beijing demonstrates on a 
daily basis its eagerness and ability to subvert and defeat—or, to use CCP 
parlance, to ‘divide and disintegrate’-—the United States and other foreign 
nations. This intent and capability is explored in considerable detail in this 
book, which includes case studies of PRC campaigns to co-opt Thailand, a 
treaty ally of the United States, and take possession of Taiwan, with which 
the United States shares a special relationship.”251 


According to Gershaneck, such knowledge and awareness is institutionally 
lacking. To quote from Political Warfare: 


“After 1992, political warfare-related courses disappeared from the 
curriculum of the universities that traditionally produced America’s 
diplomats, elected officials, and military leaders. Consequently, there exists 
no systematic way to educate emerging national leaders about the political 
warfare threat and help inoculate them to its strategies and tactics. As 
evidence, I routinely talk with recent graduates of reputable master’s degree 
programs and U.S. military command and staff colleges. Invariably, the 
graduates tell me that at these esteemed institutions, they were generally 
taught that the PRC is our ‘partner’ and not a threat. They learned a little 
about soft and hard power, but they were taught nothing about political 
warfare. 


One consequence I have observed firsthand is that many U.S. 
government officials and bureaucrats cannot recognize political warfare at 


all. For many who at least acknowledge it exits, it is ‘too complex’ or at most 
a mere ‘niche issue,’ as I was told by a senior U.S. official at a major 
American mission in Asia who was assigned to assist my research in 
2018.”252 


Gershaneck’s list continued, noting bureaucrats considered this “important, 
but not their jobs” and more perniciously, “it is willful, resulting from co- 
option, coercion, bribery, indoctrination, intimidation, or psychological 
manipulation. ”253 


China knows their tactics work. See: Hunter Biden, naval officer for one day, 
and later, involved in a myriad of deals inside China’s orbit. (The Big Guy 
section lays out his dealings in some detail.) 


Their psychological manipulation has blinded people in charge of the very 
policies to identify the CCP’s obvious threat to United States across multiple 
arenas from education to media to technology theft. Notable enough that, 
“acting U.S. assistant secretary of state for East Asian and Pacific affairs, 
Susan A. Thornton, a career foreign service officer, asserted in late 2018 that 
she had never ‘seen any evidence’ of PRC covert influence operations in the 
United States.”254 While even the FBI and CIA noted substantial financial and 
foreign influence campaigns, through Confucius Institutes, existed in March 
2018 as reported by Natalie Johnson of the Washington Free Beacon.255 


Among the worst outlets: Auburn, Purdue, Stanford, and the University of 
Washington. (Gates Foundation’s grants (2020) to those universities below.) 


Johnson further cited from the CIA report that, “The CCP bankrolls several 
English-media outlets in the U.S. that try to influence perceptions of China 
and world events. The CCP also pays some American media firms to publish 
propaganda without obvious CCP attribution... and harasses or denies visas to 
journalists who publish stories critical of the regime.”25¢ 


But more tellingly, our foreign service officers are “too soft” to handle a “hard” 
Chinese propaganda and political warfare operations. Gershaneck recounted 
that a presentation given in October 2016 to such a group resulted in tears. 
“Twenty-five minutes into the discussion, they neared hysteria and, in one 


case, became teary-eyed. They frantically tried to cut me off and convince the 
delegation to leave.”257 When professionals are this blind, or soft-hearted, who 
thinks they will rise to the occasion when their freedoms disappear from 
complacency or complicity? How do people garner such important positions? 


China’s plan has worked so well due to errant and neglectful policies pursued 
by the Clinton, Bush, and Obama administrations. Clinton fostered China’s 
entry into the WTO organization. Bush ramped up an amoral war, a mortgage 
bubble, and the trade deficit with China, in gutting American manufacturing— 
without any standards of quality — while Obama, created further wars (Arab 
Spring), cozied up to Russia, only to get backstabbed, and then sent Joe Biden 
overseas to handle sweetheart deals for Ukraine & China. China did little, 
while the Globalists did much, to secure these policies for their and the CCP’s 
financial benefit.258 
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The Thucydides Trap from a lefty point of view259 


President Obama said this in 20009: “I believe in American exceptionalism, 
just as I suspect that the Brits believe in British exceptionalism, and the 
Greeks believe in Greek exceptionalism.”26° Obama’s rhetoric was banal on the 
American Dream as he made empty promise after empty promise. He 
apologized for “Americans” while advancing his predecessor’s policies. 


Obama’s presence in the Biden administration can be seen in the 
appointments of Kerry, Rice, Nuland, Psaki, and others to important posts.2® 


Trump, however, received the most blame for identifying problem(s) and 
addressing them, openly, if unartfully so. Harvard’s Belfer Center wrote about 
the impending Thucydides Trap. (Belfer employed Biden’s NSA Jake Sullivan 
as a senior fellow in 2018-20262): 


“If Hollywood were producing a movie about China and the US on a path to 
war, central casting could find no better American lead than Donald Trump. 
His insistence on ‘blaming China first’ portends a blockbuster finale. Will 
Washington and Beijing follow in the tragic footsteps of Britain and 
Germany a century ago? Or will they find a way to avoid war as effectively 
as the US did in crafting a Cold War strategy to meet the challenge posed by 
the Soviet Union? In Destined for War, eminent Harvard scholar Graham 
Allison explains why Thucydides’s Trap is the best lens for understanding 
the most critical foreign policy issue of our time.”263 


This Trumpian policy came while fighting off dozens of investigations, two 
impeachments and the heel dragging amongst “his” Agencies: The Swamp. 
This is not to say Trump was not employing Bolton (a PNAC sidekick of 
Nuland’s husband?°4) or encouraging policies (trade deal negotiations with 
China) that furthered the objectives of our enemies. Sadly, he was only 
modestly effective, on certain issues, in a world where that put him ahead of 
his immediate predecessors. He was often a man alone with a Twitter feed. 


These swamp-level aligned forces, in doing their best to beat and humiliate 
Trump, may have permanently lost the U.S.A. to an eager China seeking to 
rule the world alongside the NWO Globalist kleptocratic proponents.2% 


Lee Smith encapsulated the year 2020, in a nutshell, and should be the vital 
warning to all U.S. citizens about who is coordinating you into a lethal trap: 


“And because it was true that China was the source of the China Class 
power, the novel coronavirus coming out of Wuhan became the platform for 
its coup de grace. So Americans became prey to an anti-democratic elite 
that used the coronavirus to demoralize them; lay waste to small 
businesses; leave them vulnerable to rioters who are free to steal, burn, and 
kill; keep their children from school and the dying from the last embrace of 
their loved ones; and desecrate American history, culture, and society; and 
defame the country as systemically racist in order to furnish the predicate 


for why ordinary Americans in fact deserved the hell that the elite’s private 
and public sector proxies had already prepared for them.”2°

China’s Xi is this bold — as China is supported deeply by the United Nations 
worst actors, and even, our U.S. “allies” (United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, 
Germany) whose leaderships have aligned with Xi’s repressive regime with its 
war-like intentions towards Hong Kong, Taiwan, and Myanmar?%, all on deck. 


This was made obvious with a huge trade agreement (RCEP) in mid- 
November 2020 by our Pacific rim allies with China.2©8 One the Australians 
(and the others) may reflect was akin to a Chamberlain move, not Churchill’s. 
Securing, not peace, but an asymmetric hybrid war in our time. Russia joined 
this CCP party too — entering a $117 billion dollar deal in February 2022 — 
right before their invasion of our “NATO-less” ally Ukraine.2°9 


For the past thirty years, the failure to grasp this essential truth 
has caused the U.S. government to pursue a dangerously misguided 
policy toward Moscow. U.S. administrations have been stuck in an 
endless cycle of “resets” with Russia for too long, launching and 
re-launching misguided policies based more on wishful thinking 
than on realistic assessments of a sophisticated and strategic 
opponent. Such inept approaches to dealing with Moscow have 
brought a crisis in U.S.-Russian relations that could escalate even 
to the point of a nuclear war—a war that neither country wants, but 
one that Putin’s Russia has been preparing to win. 

During my career, among those I briefed were CIA director John 
Brennan, DIA director Michael Flynn, Supreme Allied Commander 
Europe (SACEUR) and head of the U.S. European Combatant 
Command General Philip Breedlove, and General Robert Kehler, 
the head of U.S. Strategic Command, or STRATCOM, the 
combatant command in Omaha, Nebraska, that oversees U.S 
nuclear forces.

I also had the privilege of briefing vice chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff General Paul Selva as he prepared to take that 
position. 

Having grown up in the USSR, I have firsthand experience of 
Russian-style totalitarian oppression. Unlike analysts who learned 
about Russia from textbooks without ever setting foot into the 
Bear’s lair or even speaking the language, I am familiar with the 
mindset, behavior, and motivations of Russian leaders. I am fully

Warfares, the traditional foundation of PRC political warfare, include public 
opinion/media warfare, psychological warfare, and legal warfare (42).” These 
represent a non-military or trans-military operation in the United States. 
Those include: “the American public at large, journalists who influence the 
public and decision makers, business elites, Congress, and the president and 
his inner circle (48-49).” 


Each one has particular instances seen in 2020-21:

Public at large — Twitter videos of Chinese lockdowns and Wuhan people 
falling down from SARS-COV-2. 


. Journalists — particularly attacks on Trump for calling it the “China virus” 


coming from CCP-friendly operatives at CBS, NBC, CNN, et.al. 


. Business elites — Google, Twitter and Facebook CEOs censoring the 


President while allowing CGTN and other Chinese government-controlled 
accounts to post propaganda against US interests. 


. Congress — High-ranking Democrats and Republicans with close ties or 


entanglements with the CCP, going back decades, in many cases. 


. President — Biden has consummated business deals through his son in the 


10-figure range. Meanwhile saying that “they are not bad folks”271 and 
dismissing U.S. Constitutional Amendments as “not absolute.”272

Internationally, the PRC (CCP) are more active with lawfare campaigns to 
claim international waters supremacy, intimidate actors into conceding 
through media warfare and aggrieved status when nations deploy military 
assets close by their territorial waters. 


“The PRC has also used lawfare to bolster its territorial claims in the South 
China Sea by designating the village of Sansha, located on the disputed 
Paracel Islands, as a Hainan Prefecture in an attempt to extend PRC control 
far into the region. In addition, Beijing uses lawfare to block U.S. military 
activities in Japan and Pacific Island territories (45).” 


Xi Jinping is well versed in these games as his father was a top official in the 
United Front political warfare operations (47).

“A key element of united front work is to co-opt international organizations. 
For example, the PRC uses institutions such as the World Health

admitted to detaining Interpol president Meng Hongwei in 2018, the U.S. 
Department of Justice was asked to investigate whether Meng, a former 
PRC vice minister of public safety, was abusing his position at Interpol to 
harass or persecute Chinese dissidents and activists abroad. 


Concurrently, the WHO has been accused of turning a blind eye to the 
PRC’s cover-up of the COVID-19 global pandemic, which has killed nearly 
1.2 million people globally as of this writing. The WHO has also bowed to 
PRC direction by excluding Taiwan from the World Health Assembly during 
the past few years, in violation of its own charter (47).”

Gershaneck’s book pulled together the “innovative” parts of Political Warfare 
under which Xi Jinping operates, at present, going back to Sun Tzu, Qin Shi 
Huang, and Russian methodology that Yuri Bezmenov described for American 
audiences in the 1980s. (Yuri’s assessment was made prior to China’s overt 
planning stages for an overthrow of the United States by ideological 
subversion. Seen in a chapter ahead.) 


Sun Tzu: “Subjugating the enemy’s army without fighting is the true 
pinnacle of excellence (56).” 


Qin Shi Huang: “the worldviews of its first emperor, Qin Shi Huang, 
provides the traditional strategic culture of centralized despotism, coercion, 
and persuasion that lays the foundation for contemporary CCP political 
warfare (58). 


Qin’s foreign policy was one of aggressive expansionism, intended to attain 
complete control over the region—and eventually the world—to achieve 
total hegemony. The natural extension of totalitarianism, hegemony would 
lead to order, ensuring that the Chinese empire avoided the chaos that 
characterized so much of its history (59).” 


Russians: “In nearly all aspects, the Soviet Union initially provided the 
role model for Chinese Communist policy, organization, and operation. 
Mao and his followers learned operational arts, such as political warfare, 
from the Moscow-led Communist International (Comintern). As they 
adapted those Soviet operational arts to China’s own unique historical 
context, they merged Western revolutionary theory and practice with their 
own version of what might be termed ‘total war with Chinese 
characteristics.’ Mao combined China’s historical strategic culture with 
Comintern instruction as well as individual insights from Carl von 
Clausewitz, Lenin, Stalin, Leon Trotsky, and others (60). 


United front strategy was originally developed by the Bolsheviks during the 
Russian Civil War. It called for cooperating with nonrevolutionaries for 
practical purposes—for example, to defeat a common enemy—and winning 
them over to the revolutionary cause. In China, the strategy was first used 
in the 1920s to form an alliance between the CCP and KMT to end 
warlordism (61). 


Since then, this focus on influencing, co-opting, demoralizing, and 
subverting enemy elites and military forces has remained consistent for 
almost 100 years. Co-option of non-Communist forces remains its essence 
today, although exporting revolution is less important now than exporting 
the totalitarian China Model (62).” 


Such co-opting intertwined with US-based scientists and billionaires alike. 
Natalie Winters at The National Pulse has regularly uncovered deep 
connections fostered back to China through the years, particularly to Wuhan, 
and their P4 Lab. In an article titled, “The Scientists ‘Debunking’ The Wuhan 


Lab Leak Theory Admit Being ‘Collaborators’ And Honorees Of Chinese 
Communist Party”, Winters noted 


“In March 2020, NBC Science Contributor Dr. Joseph Fair called for the 
Trump administration to ‘stop blaming China’ for the outbreak of the virus, 
despite mounting evidence — even at the time — that China was hiding 
information and data, and silencing whistleblowers. 


Dr. Fair equated called the lab leak theory — now increasingly mainstream — 
as a “conspiracy.””273 


As it turns out, Dr. Fair is very familiar with the Wuhan Lab, speaking there in 
2013, and knows the bat woman, Shi Zengli, directly. In the COVID-19 & 
China’s Propaganda section, Ralph Baric, Peter Daszak, and Gain of Function 
(GOF) studies come into better view. Thanks, in large part, to journalists that 
are not working for the billionaire-run praetorian media. 
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The Usual Billionaires, and mostly connected to the events of 2020, are neck 
deep in providing China positive media coverage and have been for years. 
Winters wrote in article titled, “Google, Soros, & Gates-Funded Media Outlet 
‘Project Syndicate’ Publishes Op-Eds For China’s State Media.” 


“The globalist propaganda outlet — founded in 1995 — has also been lauded 
by the Chinese Communist Party’s Ministry of Foreign Affairs, with its 
Twitter account praising the outlet’s content defending genocide in Xinjiang 
as ‘objective and informative.” 27° 


Winters continued further on, noting a myriad of articles written and the CCP- 
controlled outlets favorited by these billionaires. 


“Among the state-controlled media outlets Project Syndicate partners with, 


however, are China Global Television Network (CGTN), China Daily, and 


Global Times. 


Together, these sites have published nearly 2,000 articles from the outlet, 
including content praising the Chinese Communist Party and attacking the 
U.S. and populism. What’s more, the Chinese state-run media outlets 
appear to exploit Project Syndicate content for legitimacy, often burying the 
fact that the content was obtained through Project Syndicate at the bottom 


of articles.”277

[Intelligence Committee who selected CIA Director Bill Burns. Feinstein 
employed a CCP spy/driver for twenty years.279.28° Burr and Sasse voted to 
impeach Trump. Ron Wyden received Nike donations and supports Chinese 
slave labor.28! Meanwhile, in the House, Eric Swalwell, another Californian, 
sat on House Intelligence Committee with Adam Schiff.282 Swalwell was 
targeted by a honey pot: AKA a CCP political operative Christine Fang.?83] 
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In contrast, G2o leaders (and Xi) got their media lackeys to place the dubious 
label on Trump as a “dictator,”284 or an “autocrat.”285 But really, it appears, 
that a World Plan was set into place (after the Paris Climate Accords) that 
Trump temporarily foiled in leaving that agreement in early 2017. 


Meanwhile, their currently planned machinates are as dictatorial as Stalin, 
Hitler, or Mao ultimately accomplished in the trampling of human rights, 
squelching free speech, blocking free movement, and seizing private property 
in a leverage buyout to transfer assets to the elite class.286 The PRC is a 
totalitarian and fascistic state by many experts in the field and the China 
Model is being adopted through these political warfare means.287

On his very first day in office, Biden suspended Executive Order #13920 (May 
1, 2020), regarding Securing the United States Bulk-Power System. Trump’s 
directive suspended what was directed at cyberwarfare from foreign actors: 


“[found] that foreign adversaries are increasingly creating and exploiting 
vulnerabilities in the United States bulk-power system, which provides the 
electricity that supports our national defense, vital emergency services, 


critical infrastructure, economy, and way of life. The bulk-power system is a 


target of those seeking to commit malicious acts against the United States 
and its people, including malicious cyber activities, because a successful 


attack on our bulk-power system would present significant risks to our 
economy, human health and safety, and would render the United States less 
capable of acting in defense of itself and its allies.”288 


Biden’s order suspended this for 90 days. Long enough for a Chinese or a 
foreign broker to make a deal on U.S. soil that undermines our power security. 
Or solidify this as U.S. policy to allow China or other foreign actors the ability 
to control electrical and various critical infrastructure: food, water, 
communications, or travel. 


As if on cue, a cyberattack occurred, as reported by CNN, titled “Cyberattack 
forces major US fuel pipeline to shut down.”289 CNN reported this as: 


“The attack comes amid rising concerns over the cybersecurity 
vulnerabilities in America's critical infrastructure following recent 
incidents, and after the Biden administration last month launched an effort 
to beef up cybersecurity in the nation's power grid, calling for industry 
leaders to install technologies that could thwart attacks on the electricity 
supply. 


Colonial, which transports more than 100 million gallons of gasoline and 
other fuel daily from Houston to the New York Harbor, according to its 
website, said it learned of the cyberattack on Friday, causing them to pause 
operations.”29° [My emphasis added. ] 


CNN later reported, after a Biden speech that “[s]till, the broader issue of 
security gaps in the nation's critical systems -- components of which are 
decades old and are privately owned -- remains a serious question for the 
White House, which is finalizing an executive order meant to better respond to 
cyberattacks.”291 


Why did Joe suspend a protective bulk-power EO to begin with? Whether one 
believes this pipeline is protected under it or not is irrelevant (given the 
government overreach one sees through private companies), there was no 
necessity, if one is actually trying to protect our country from foreign attacks. 
The question is: does the Biden administration have any desire to do that?

(Cornell Law on Conspiracy: “An agreement between two or more people to

Strands of this plan go back directly at least thirty years, with the George 
H.W. Bush administration announcing a new “World Order’ (echoing 
Kissinger and Brzezinski), and Clinton’s administration working thereafter 
with the likes of George Soros while decoupling human rights from trade 
agreements (China).293 


The LA Times wrote in May 1994: 


“President Clinton acted appropriately Thursday in decoupling human 
rights from trade policy in renewing most-favored-nation trading 
status for China. “We have reached the end of the usefulness of that policy,’ 
he said, and we must sadly agree. It was a difficult political decision, but 
one thoughtfully made in recognition of the need to build a productive, 
long-term, strategic relationship with China. A China engaged and open is 
far more desirable than a communist giant in isolation... 
The President was unequivocally clear on two points: that the United States 
will continue to champion human rights and that abuses continue in China. 
But the attempt to leverage trade for improvements in human rights has 
fallen short. The question now is what is the best way to pursue human 
rights in China? The issue is real, but it should not be the defining element 


in political, economic and security discussions with Beijing.”294 [My 
emphasis added. ] 


The Washington Post’s Hobert Cowen, just two months earlier, in March 
1994, installed the fear, the ask, to get, the buy-in: 


“‘Decouple’: That’s the new buzzword in a desperate effort to solve the 
major battle between the Clinton administration and the Chinese 
government over human rights, and continuance of most-favored-nation 
(MFN) trade treatment. 


Beijing has made clear that if it loses the tariff benefits of MFN in June, 
hence a competitive edge in some of their markets here, it would respond in 
kind. One can easily imagine that China would tell Boeing Co. in Seattle to 
keep its planes, while it turns to the European Airbus consortium.”295 


Such decoupling allowed New York Times journo Tom Friedman to write 
tombs like The Lexus and the Olive Tree: Understanding Globalization (1999) 
and The World is Flat: A Brief History of the Twenty-first Century (2005). 
Both served to sell the ideas of globalization benefits while ignoring the 
human costs and political instabilities (as he roundly supported the Iraq War, 
his “big stick” policy) that Globalist policy caused.29® Almost though as if that 
was the Elites plan. Friedman was later rewarded with a Pulitzer for his 2002 
terror coverage.?97 

The Washington Post thereafter positioned that losing China’s aircraft 
business would hijack the 1996 election for Clinton.298 At that point, China 
had, and still has, bigger issues: like providing water and feeding their 
people.299 


Eric Metz, a China analyst found in 2022 that China is two-tiered and in crisis: 


“Finally, we have to discuss agriculture. As you know from reading the 
previous post, China is facing a massive agricultural shortfall due to a 
shortage of trucking - largely driven by COVID lockdown protocols - has 
seen the capacity of freight hauling in the rural areas being cut by 86%. This 
has primarily hit farmers as a third are unable to get the seeds and fertilizer 
they need to grow crops. 


That fertilizer is desperately needed...”3°° [My emphasis: Russia is the 
largest producer of the world’s fertilizer.3% | 


On March 10, 2022, Fast Company’s Adele Peters, with a globalist narrative 
mimicry, headlined this global fertilizer issue as how to use less, saying this: 


“Yet, in the same way this tragic war might move the world faster toward 
renewable energy, could it also nudge farmers to find ways to use less 
fertilizer? 


Fertilizer causes serious environmental problems; it’s a major source of 
greenhouse gas emissions, makes soil less healthy, and pollutes waterways 
when it runs off fields. (In Florida right now, state officials are trying to save 
starving manatees who lost their food source because extra fertilizer from 
farms upstream made the water fill with algae.) A handful of startups are 
working on solutions that can help reduce the amount of fertilizer that 
farmers need.” 302 (My emphasis added.) 


Notice how Peters targeted Florida (as if that is, somehow, out of all the 
places) the one to concentrate on the most. Also required, she pitched Pivot 


Bio, a decade-old company in Berkeley, California funded in part by 
Rockefeller Capital Mgmt.3°3, and who’s major nitrogen product assists in 
corn production, primarily it appears. 


Adele Peters worked for Good Worldwide LLC., in 2012 and attended UC 
Berkeley.3°4 This good organization is predictably aligned with the Bill & 
Melinda Gates Foundation.3°5 The Good website noted that now: 


“We work with brands and communities to create participatory campaigns 
and shareable stories that drive powerful results across business and 
society. ”3°6 


While there can be an argument made — as China’s farming issues do about 
fertilizer and run off — one cannot help but notice these problems are driven 
always by the same folks with the same narratives seeking the same funding 
outlets. The United States does not have a food supply issue unless it driven by 
Corporate China-first Companies (CCC) to gobble up farmland, hyperinflate 
prices, and lobby to Congress for their international hustles to destroy both 
food and water production?°7,3°8, ignoring Earth can provide these things with 
common sense. 


In November 2012, a grant for $992,777 was made by the Gates 
Foundation.3°9 Fast Company’s Adele Peters started her employment at Good 
that same month. Good’s history is one of a vanity press and a failure to gain 
social media traction according to Wikipedia, hardly a critic of left-wing 
aligned organizations. Luckily there are other good publications out there.

Such short-sightedness, of one’s politics over one’s country, pushing climate 
activism, acting weak (China’s war was developed under Jiang Zemin, 24 
longest serving CCP Secretary General behind Mao), and further fueling 
obvious human rights problems, metastasized decades later into the present- 
day crisis. Zemin achieved his goal easily whilst George W. Bush ramped up

Fauci was getting consultation emails from an AbbVie representative in 
late January. And received emails and was asked favors by Baden.3!2 
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Trade War equals Currency War. Trump is not responsible for 16 years of poor 
trade policy by his predecessors. Though legacy media will tell you otherwise. 


Agenda 2030, the UN plan, ruses under “green policies” of sustainability and 
“equity” now. The year 2030 too is just targeted milestone for them — the 


sloganeering of Build Back Better or The Great Reset are slick propaganda 
that is presented over and over in trade magazines like a Fast Company or 
Forbes. 


Joe Biden, on December 12*, according to the AP, “pledged to rejoin the Paris 
Climate Accords on the first day of his presidency.”313 Just days before his 
inauguration, the New York Times wrote again: Paris Climate Accords are a 15t 
day priority by executive order. Good to his word, he rejoined the Paris 
Agreement and canceled the Keystone XL pipeline on his first day in office.3"4 


Quoting Biden’s administration release on the pipeline: 


“Keystone XL pipeline disserves the U.S. national interest. The United 
States and the world face a climate crisis. That crisis must be met with 
action on a scale and at a speed commensurate with the need to avoid 
setting the world on a dangerous, potentially catastrophic, climate 
trajectory. 7315 


The New York Times wrote with a qualifier: 


“Foreign leaders hailed Mr. Biden’s first moves as a powerful signal that the 
United States, the largest contributor to global warming in history, intends 
to restart its efforts to lower pollution levels and to restore the international 


order upended by Mr. Trump.”316 


[My emphasis. Such qualifiers shift the problem on who is causing the present 
tense contributions. Or assigning blame to ONE country is also suspiciously 
diabolical. Notice positioning on upending international order to one man. | 


Biden talked to Warren Buffett, worth merely $80 billion, in October 2020, 
about “leading the whole damn world in a way no one else can.”3!7 Warren, 
owns BNSF3%8, a railroad tapped as the alternative route for that oil to travel 
now that the XL pipeline is sufficiently nixed. Buffett is an oft overlooked man 
in this power grab drama as he has promised and provided over $31 Billion 
to the Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation since 2006.319.320 


Biden is beholden to these domestic oligarchs and foreign leaders (as 
FEC.GOV showed contributors to his campaign and Democrats generally32), 
ignoring China’s substantial and growing contributions in CO2 emissions 
(49% of the world’s total). Biden further ignored the U.S. has decreased its 
emissions, for years, even during Trump’s administration.322:323 While Joe 
killed energy projects, with the resultant gasoline spikes, reduced power grid 
security, Xi Jinping’s China commissioned or fired up 250 coal power plants!

“Including decommissions, China's coal-fired fleet capacity rose by a net 
29.8 GW in 2020, even as the rest of the world made cuts of 17.2 GW, 
according to research released on Wednesday by Global Energy Monitor 
(GEM), a U.S. think tank, and the Helsinki-based Centre for Research on 
Energy and Clean Air (CREA). 


The country won praise last year after President Xi Jinping pledged to make 
the country ‘carbon neutral’ by 2060. But regulators have since come 
under fire for failing to properly control the coal power sector, a major 
source of climate-warming greenhouse gas... 


The country's National Energy Administration (NEA) didn't immediately 
respond to Reuters' request for comment. 


China approved the construction of a further 36.9 GW of coal-fired capacity 
last year, three times more than a year earlier, bringing the total under 
construction to 88.1 GW. It now has 247 GW of coal power under 
development, enough to supply the whole of Germany.”324 [Emphasis 
added. Their Goal: 2049 Chinese Supremacy.) 


Does one think Xi cares one iota about that Paris Climate Accords agreement? 
Does one think he is the least bit worried about your air or the environment? 


Only someone doggedly pursuing to assist this man would be so blind to his 
overt efforts. 2060 is long after Xi’s and CCP’s ultimate quest.

Tom Friedman provided this quote from 2009 about China, then under Hu: 


“One-party autocracy certainly has its drawbacks. But when it is led by a 
reasonably enlightened group of people, as China is today, it can also have 
great advantages. That one party can just impose the politically difficult but 
critically important policies needed to move a society forward in the 21st 
century. "325 


President Joe Biden said in a CBS interview with Norah O’Donnell, “Xi 
Jinping doesn’t have a democratic bone in his body...we need not have a 
conflict but there’s gonna be extreme competition. I’m not going to do it the 
way Trump did it...”326 


In early May 2022, Biden’s extreme talking points came back to the United 
States, saying that, “This MAGA crowd is really the most extreme political 


organization that's existed in American history. Recent American history.”327 
Such heated rhetoric came on the heels of a leaked SCOTUS, yet-to-be- 
released decision overturning Roe v. Wade (1972), in sending the matter back 
to the States for their legislators to decide, and thus, to their electorates. 


Biden’s mantra, at the outset of his administration was about uniting the 
country. He even named his inaugural, “America United.”328 But thereafter, 
his military mandates on vaccines as commander-in-chief, showed this a 
facade329; while his administration issued DHS bulletins proclaiming those 
that questioned elections, COVID policy, were to be classified as 

“terrorists ”33°.331 as early as June 2021.332 As per the Democrat Party history, 
their post-Civil War uprisings, in forming the KKK, Biden certainly knows 
about entertaining — extremism as a coercive oe by the State. 


USA Today’s Ella Lee wrote voluminously (in June 2020) about Robert Byrd’s 
history with the KKK leadership and quitting the organization in 1952 upon 
running for the U.S. House of Representative. The AP Picture cited in the USA 
Today article pictures as well Jay Rockefeller and then Governor Joe Manchin 
(now a Senator).333 Biden did eulogize Senator Byrd in 2010.334 


In the same week, Biden discussed segregation and “eating lunch” with such 
segregationists. NBC News, in June 2019, noted Biden’s practice was in the 
1970s, reflecting Biden’s appalling record was never a secret.335 His legislative 
work smacked of a “separate but equal” doctrine, thankfully abandoned in the 
1954 Brown decision, nearly 60 years after Plessy (1896). Biden was twenty 
years behind even back in 1975. But Biden’s 2022 thinking reflected more of 
the same: “But at least we’d end up eating lunch together. Things have 
changed. We gotta bring it back.”33° Biden’s toggling emotions from one 
extremist slander (for life protection) to another extremist reminiscence 
(racist lunch) lowered one’s trust no matter how one framed Biden’s thoughts. 
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[The climate-related topic is discussed and shown graphically in the 
Globalists at Davos, UN, China section. Biden’s administration tapped the 
SPR to “lower” prices; then in stunning fashion, seeks to refill oil at a higher 
bid in the fall. Zero Hedge noted, “You simply cannot make this up!!!!337]

Amazingly, executive fiat and decree are the new methods under Biden, or 
rather: Obama 2.0 with Chinese and WEF insistence. Biden signed 17 
executive orders on his first day including killing Trump’s 1776 Commission 
and reinstalling diversity and inclusion training in Federal Agencies. This 
while further promoting racial divides, “rooting out systematic racism” as 
Obama retread Susan Rice heads up Biden’s Domestic Policy Council.338 


The “systemic racism” in institutions are fully hijacked by the Left (Media, 
Academia, Fortune 50, DC Agencies) — so who exactly is promoting this 
canard?

A Korean journalist at the Washington Post wrote a praising article for Biden’s 
immigration law pivot on his 1st day.

The focus on young immigration (illegal entry) is a cudgel to beat Americans 
with through Legal and Media Warfare. Kim further minimized the issue of 
encouraging of migrant caravans sponsored by Soros-connected outlets.342:343 
Biden attacked American citizens from day one of his administration344: 


e Revoked Trump’s plan to exclude non-citizens from Census (which 
determines appropriations and configuration of the U.S. House of 
Representatives) 

e Revoked deportation efforts of “unauthorized immigrants.” 

e Ended the “Muslim ban. While directing State Dept. to restart processing of 
individuals from “affected countries” and addressing “harm” 

e Ended construction of border wall. Ended Trump’s National Emergency 
funding of it. And will “close review” of legality of measures used. 


The problems of Central America are politically driven and have been for 
many decades, starting in the mid-1960s, often due to CIA operations that 
were disruptive and unnecessary.

Dr. Anthony Fauci was the 
most highly compensated federal employee — across all agencies — for the 
second year and earned $434,312.”345

Neither side can claim a sinless plate, though Democrats enjoy and 
reciprocate34° off of Soros donations and have Soros progeny in their company 
often. Soros used NGOs and foundations to funnel “dark money” to support 
the destruction of countries throughout Eastern Europe, and the United 
States; his ultimate prize or goal, now achieved, according to Molly Ball at

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This author was not aware of such takeovers in the 1990s. Most ideas sound 
good until one becomes fully aware of the dark and overriding agendas. All 
have that one key, overarching ingredient: control of the masses. This is 
discussed again in Globalists section. 


Here is but a mere sample platter of what is in store for billions of us. The plan 
in the works is as bold and unthinkable as it is compartmentalized and 
obfuscated while also in plain sight. Let’s explain, but with a little background. 


Catherine Austin Fitts worked in the George H.W. Bush administration as 
Assistant Secretary in HUD (1989-1990).348 Her financial acumen and 
knowledge of corruption intersected well with this manufactured crisis. In 
2002, an article from a New Zealand outlet, Scoop Independent News, 
discussed Fitts rise to managing director of Dillon Read, to improvement of 
1980s New York City through bond offerings that people said were impossible. 
After HUD, she founded a private sector investment banking firm that 
promoted open disclosure of HUD transactions on its mortgages.349:35° 


Her expertise and the company’s transparent software system led to savings in 
the billions on defaulted mortgages through HUD. This though stepped on the 
wrong toes. Legal harassment from DOJ, HUD, and other investment 
companies tied up Fitts from mid-1990s through to the end of the decade. 


At one point, “Fitts, President of the Hamilton Securities Group, Inc. sent the 
IC a copy of a civil complaint filed by Hamilton Securities against HUD 
Secretary Andrew Cuomo, Assistant Secretary Nicolas Retsinas and Inspector 
General Susan Gaffney. The complaint alleged that HUD's OIG investigation 
of Hamilton and improper media leaks by the OIG about the investigation was 
causing Hamilton to go out of business... After reviewing the letter and the 
attachments, the Public Integrity Section concludes that the allegations in the 
complaint do not provide sufficient information to warrant a criminal 
investigation."35! (Gaffney too would run into conflicts with Cuomo.) 


Cuomo cancelled Hamilton’s Securities contract while HUD Secretary in 
October 1997 still owing Hamilton $2.5 million for contracted services.352 


It was Cuomo’s push for homeownership, without the means to maintain 
payments, that played a role in the 2007-2010 subprime mortgage crisis. At 
the end of his HUD tenure, Cuomo’s department was unable to balance its 
books to the tune of $59 Billion (Feb 1, 2001).353 These policies and errors 
aside, Cuomo was very quick to expand on another program, without 
appropriation by Congress, called Community Builders. The perks for these 
800 positions was nearly a 6-figure salary (in 1999), new computers, but 
mainly, it operated to do PR campaigns and sow misinformation.354 


Cuomo claimed that the Community Builders would allow HUD to apply the 
“brightest minds” to “the greatest needs in communities” and help “turn back 
decades of decline in urban America and bring a new prosperity to people and places 


in need.”” In a June 16, 1999, speech to HUD employees, Cuomo made it clear 


that one purpose of the Community Builders was to mobilize opposition against 
HUD 'sabolition; Cuomo was bitter that recipients of HUD benefits had not rallied 
to protect the agency.” Cuomo created his “urban Peace Corps” with no authori- 
zation or appropriation from Congress; instead, he merely shuffled HUD’s books 
and used money “saved” by laying off other HUD employees. 

In August 1999, Community Builders were instructed to distribute a form 
letter to local community groups to spark opposition to a proposed Republican 
tax cut, As Newsday reported, “Local Community Builders were then expected 
to fill in blank spaces in the form letter, inserting the number of local jobs that 
would be lost and the number of housing units that would not be built in case 
of atax cut. The letter cites Appalachia, the Mississippi Delta, Indian reservations 
‘and closer to home’ as places that have not benefited from the economic boom 
. . » For Manchester, N.H.—that’s in the big presidential primary state, by the 
way—builders were instructed to inform local groups that $1.437 million would 
be lost because of the tax cuts, there would be 50 fewer local jobs, 158 fewer 
housing units and five fewer homeless or AIDS persons served.” 

Many congressmen were dubious about Cuomo’s pet project. The HUD 


James Bovard on Andrew Cuomo’s Community Builders program (190). 
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"Why Is $59 Billion Missing from HUD?" by O'Meara, Kelly ... 


Feb 1, 2001 — For most Americans, it is incomprehensible that $59 billion could be missing ...

But back to Fitts. 


Fitts made this observation recently: “Mr. Globalist is using technology to 
move to a system where between robotics, AI and software a few people can 
control the many with far less headaches and fear. You have to remember Mr. 
Globalist is very, very afraid of the general population.”355 


Fitts expanded on this with a telling analysis regarding the recent riots and the 
overlap with FED locations in America. It turns out 34 of the 37 cities 
impacted by riots had an opportunity zone setup under a 2018 Trump bill. The 
bill had ways to avoid capital gains taxes based on investments in such zones. 
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With that, if an eager billionaire had paid off the mayor or state governor 
(Cuomo) to allow riots and looting to happen in specific areas, that mainly 
impacted smaller businesses, would these politicians, do it? Especially in a 
chaotic year where medical, media, and election shenanigans abound? 
(Cuomo issued a March 25 executive order that placed the infirmed in danger. 
The outcomes were felt by thousands in his state, personally.35°) 


Especially too after most of the small businesses were deemed non-essential, 
constraining their cash flows, and putting them in a crisis management 
scenario. As will see later, many of the worst run states, and localities were 
Democrat strongholds and bitter as hell about other reforms on taxation by 
Trump. These did benefit the middle class who get robbed by the elite always. 


The Tyflocracy section explains the functionality of a perverse, risk-shifting 
monster that is often called the Deep State.

The Washington D.C. elite (led by three prior administrations foolish Middle 
Eastern wars and domestic gutting) purposefully undermined the Trump 
administration by placing D.C. snakes in his way. The Congress-led 
investigatory overreach hid their own criminal behaviors and treasonous 
actions, particularly deals with China that transferred technology via 3" party 
businesses. Or how CCP professors that openly brag about their embedding in 
U.S. power structures.359 And their comprising connections involved sex (Eric 
Swalwell) or employing CCP spies. (Diane Feinstein, who knows former CCP

As Lee Smith wrote at Tablet in April 2020: 


“[T]he wisdom of exporting millions of American manufacturing jobs and 
large parts of critical supply chains for everything from medication to 
ventilators to a hostile overseas power is looking ever more questionable, as 
a novel pathogen of Chinese origin has wreaked havoc on the American 
economy and locked the entire country indoors. In retrospect, Richard M. 
Nixon’s 1972 meeting with Mao Zedong marked not only the opening of 
China, but also a nearly 50-year delusion about the nature of the Chinese 


Communist Party (CCP) and its compatibility with America’s own economy 
and society. 


First on that list of those deserving of close attention is the senior U.S. 
senator from California, Dianne Feinstein—a longtime member of the 
Senate Select Committee on Intelligence—who briefly made headlines a few 
years ago when reports surfaced that she had been forced to fire a longtime 
aide after learning from the FBI that he had been recruited on behalf of the 
People’s Republic of China (PRC).” 


No one represents the marriage of American policy toward China and doing 
business with the PRC better than Feinstein. Her promotion of trade with 
China to advance the interests of her constituents turned into apologetics 
on behalf of the Communist Party, as it aided her political ascent and 
augmented her husband’s portfolio. In October, USA Today listed Feinstein 
as the sixth-richest member of Congress, with a net worth of $58.5 
million—a sum that vastly understates her actual wealth. Richard Blum, her 
husband, is himself worth at least another $1 billion.” [My emphasis. | 


Feinstein’s history with the Zemin goes back to her mayoral days and inviting 
the former Shanghai mayor to the U.S. for Thanksgiving. This while likely 
talking turkey about Blum’s Shanghai Pacific Partners investment that 
secured a piece of CCP state-backed real estate action in Shanghai soon 
after.36 


Like President Clinton, Diane was eagerly on board with granting Beijing 
“most-favored-nation trading status.”3°2 Blum profited well off this — and 
word got around to reporters and her political opponents. By 2000, despite 
Blum’s best intentions, promising charitable donation of his profits, his 
opaque dealings (non-mandatory disclosures) were raising eyebrows. 
Undeterred, and rather encouraged by the voting block in California, 
Feinstein’s responses were to ignore conflicts or joke about them. She is nearly 
go, and her personal wealth now stands at $90 million.3°3, 364 (Blum died 
recently.) 


The traitors exist on Republican side as well. Maybe more discreetly, but 
there, nonetheless. In early May 2022, nominal Republican Mark Esper 
peddled a tell-all (the go-to move of the administrative state) claiming Trump 
wanted protesters shot in the leg3°5 and missile strikes on Mexican soil to 


destroy drug labs and cartel power.3°° Maggie Haberman of The New York 
Times like Jonathan Swain of Axios wrote about “personal loyalty” yet it 
appears that Esper, Barr, and Pence, with their book deals for millions, do not 
care much for that idea. Be it Trump’s orders or for the country’s protection. 
Haberman furthered a narrative about bungling the COVID-19 response 
(which one — the one the Chinese provided? Or Fauci’s flatten the curve one)? 


What is clear from this timely release, as U.S. intel claims to have assisted 
Ukraine in sinking a Russian Black Sea Fleet flagship Moskva in mid-April3%, 
is that the media must propagandize and feed their unwitting public daily 
meat of prior misgivings. And what better way than to dwell on Trump’s 
foibles, real or imagined, (for political deflection from Biden’s cratering polls) 
while also buttressing the administrative state’s power and truthfulness. 


For instance, Esper was not the initial appointment of Trump. Rather, he was 
the third attempt to fill the billet of Secretary of the Army. Esper’s claim to 
fame prior to that: served under George W. Bush as a deputy assistant 
secretary of defense and was VP of relations at Raytheon by 2010. In 2015- 


2016, The Hill cited Esper as a top corporate lobbyist at Raytheon.3®8 


Trump was perpetually picking people after their candidacy was withdrawn, 
delayed on confirmation, or a paralysis by other methods, like, Jeff Sessions. 
Esper was confirmed 89-6, reflecting the pleasure of the Senate, which is not a 
good sign anymore. They got their lobbyist and their would-be traitor. 


Once in, Esper’s purpose showed. First was the transgender issue, a battle 
readiness concern, because “transitioning” is: exploitative, rooted in gender 
dysphoria, attempts to destroy sex classification, which presented in Esper’s 
non-committalness as Secretary of Defense, promoted after the Mattis firing. 
President Trump issued a directive on transgender identity (1300.28369) that 
was repealed by Joe Biden four days into his administration37° showing the 
diverging priorities regarding a military in good working order. 


Second, Esper’s recent hot-off-the-press 2022 book painted Trump as an 
extremist. Esper seeks to profit off that narrative, also protective of the 
administrative state, but Mexico is more likely a quip or fantasy, than any 
reality. Third on 60 Minutes, Esper claimed a “4 _NO”37! protocol existed on 
Trump in 2020: no withdrawals, no unnecessary wars, no politicization, no 
misuse of military. These are quite demonstratively planned treason — 


usurping the power of the President. (Syria showed this policy in action — in 
giving false intel to Trump after his direct order to withdraw forces.372) 


Esper’s Mexico claim may actually help Trump’s image given that drug cartels 
are criminals; enslave hundreds, if not many thousands, into a blackmail- 
drug-human-trafficking dehumanizing role as cartels deployed them to 
illegally cross the U.S. border. By comparison, these are depraved criminals 
that our intelligence services are assisting for very nefarious and evil ends. 


CIA researcher and author Douglas Valentine (not a Trump fan) gave a wider 
overview of this in his audiobook.373 “Every reporter knows this...The CIA 
plans out these little melodramas you see...The CIA works with the FBI...”374 


This of course is not, or never was, about anyone’s political party; it’s just 
about money and power for all of them. 
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This is exampled (above) by the passage of the 5,593-page Omnibus and 
Corona Relief Bill by overwhelming majorities in the House (359-53) and 
Senate (92-6) on December 21°. 


Thereafter, the next day, then President Trump did a 4-minute summary 
requesting it be revised, removing the pork to far flung places, even to U.S. 
institutions currently closed. Billions to ridiculous projects while American 
Citizens got $600. Trump asked for a clean bill of $2,000 without those 
international spends and pork barrel projects. (Opt. #2: Open up the U.S.A.!) 


Trump caved on the bill. But added in the 1974 Impoundment Control Act as a 
stipulation to “redline” areas most disconcerting in his view, citing that, “I am 
signing this bill to restore unemployment benefits, stop evictions, provide 


rental assistance, add money for PPP, return our airline workers back to work, 
add substantially more money for vaccine distribution, and much more.”375 


Timing matters. Congress just ignored the “rescissions” he suggested after 45 
days. A new Congress seated in session (117). Notice how “united” Congress 
became on these bills as they certainly wanted this abominable bill pushed 
through regardless of the impacts to U.S debt, its unpopularity, or the pork. 


But as it is: The Corona “plandemic” has served them well. To rid themselves 
of Trump; get climate back on track; destroy middle class wealth; retaliate 
against their constituencies that dared to investigate them at all.

The Ethical Skeptic piece harkened to a day this author remembers, as the 
outset of his media awareness, the personalities, and sorely wished could be 
reharnessed. Media radicalizes — now — due to the lack of standards. 


“What you are seeing in the media is not news. The function of media is to 
craft the direction and range of tolerance of an Overton Window. Paltering 
is the method by which one may lie through the delivery of facts. It is the 
chisel wielded by the ‘fact checker’, employed to shape and direct the 
Overton Window. 


Gone are the days in which one could sit down in front of the TV, and trust 
the information given by a Walter Cronkite or Peter Jennings. The function 
of media under the rule of The Party is to deliver neither salient information 
nor logical truth. While the media does tender updates on cherry sorted 
social situations, do not be deceived into thinking that therefore the media 
is a source of news. Most of the articles passed to the public constitute 
means of persuasion and not modes of informing. The purpose of a media

In the fall of 2021, prosecutor John Durham set sights on one Michael 
Sussman and other cohorts in the Alfa Bank-Russia-Trump contrived 
connections. Technofog.substack.com, a lawyer, posted numerous links to the

An example, her campaign manager Robby Mook, on Friday May 20, 2022, 
outed further the scam of using Alfa Bank as a way to link Trump to Russia. 
As Georgetown law professor Jonathan Turley wrote in The Hill: 


“The trial of former Clinton campaign attorney Michael Sussmann crossed a 
critical threshold Friday when a key witness uttered the name ‘Hillary 
Clinton’ in conjunction with a plan to spread the false Alfa Bank Russian 
collusion claim before the 2016 presidential election. 


For Democrats and many in the media, Hillary Clinton has long held a 
Voldemort-like status as “She who must not be named” in scandals. Yet, 
there was her former campaign manager, Robby Mook, telling a jury that 
Clinton personally approved a plan to spread the claim of covert 
communications between the Trump organization and the Russian bank. It 
was one of the most successful disinformation campaigns in American 
politics, and Mook implicated Clinton as green-lighting the gas-lighting of 
the electorate. 


The mere mention of Clinton’s name sent shockwaves through Washington. 
In past scandals, the Clintons have always evaded direct responsibility as 
aides were investigated or convicted, from the Whitewater land dealings to 
cattle futures. Even when long-sought documents in Whitewater were 
discovered outside of the family quarters and bearing Hillary Clinton’s 
fingerprints, Washington quickly moved on.”4°3 


The transcript of the Sussman trial from that day is analyzed here. 


Turley called out what then CIA director John Brennan told Obama in July 
20106: 


“On July 28, 2016, then-CIA Director John Brennan briefed President

“a means of distracting the public from her use of a private email server.”4°4 


As Turley noted, that date was key because it was just three days before the 
FBI’s collusion investigation commenced.

In the 
Special Counsel noted that, in completing his investigation, he employed _19 lawyers who were 
assisted by a team of approximately 40 FBI agents, intelligence analysts, forensic accountants, and 
ther professional staff. The Special Counsel issued more than 2,800 subpoenas, executed nearly 
500 search warrants, obtained more than 230 orders for communication records, issued almost 50 


orders authorizing use of pen registers, made 13 requests to foreign governments for evidence, and 


interviewed approximately 500 witnesses. 


The DOJ and FBI are not exactly unconnected to Democrats. Impartiality has 
left the building. On May 31, 2022, Perkins Coie admitted they had operating 
office space for the FBI at their D.C. HQ since 2012.495 James Baker even went 
to Twitter, showing Big Tech once again is not uninvolved with our 
government officials.

John Solomon of JustTheNews.com has backed up this reporting and insight 
for many, many months.

Others like Manafort were ditched by Trump quickly when the “black book” on 
Ukrainian dealings came out (and the money to him).422 But that worked to 
build a narrative for media fear porn.

Within minutes, of Trump’s inauguration, the Washington Post (Bezos- 
owned) released an article calling for Trump’s impeachment.432

In fact, at that point, the FBI had already spent three days interviewing 
Steele’s primary source, Igor Danchenko, who disavowed pretty much every 
claim in Steele’s dossier.

With the firing of FBI director James Comey, the special counsel was brought 
to bear on Trump’s administration as Robert Mueller stepped into full view.

Dear Attorney General Garland: 


In sworn testimony before this Committee, you denied that the Department of Justice or 
its components were using counterterrorism statutes and resources to target parents at school 
board meetings.' We now have evidence that contrary to your testimony, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has labeled at least dozens of investigations into parents with a threat tag created by 
the FBI’s Counterterrorism Division to assess and track investigations related to school boards. 
These cases include investigations into parents upset about mask mandates and state elected 
officials who publicly voiced opposition to vaccine mandates. These investigations into 
concerned parents are the direct result of, and would not have occurred but for, your directive to 
federal law enforcement to target these categories of people. 


On October 4, 2021, in response to a request from the National School Boards 
Association that the federal government use counterterrorism tools, including the Patriot Act, to 
target parents at school board meetings, you issued a memorandum directing the FBI to address 
these threats.” The press release accompanying your memorandum highlighted the FBI’s 
National Threat Operations Center to serve as a snitch-line for tips about parents at school board 
meetings.’ By October 20, the FBI had operationalized your directive. In an FBI-wide email, the 
FBI's Counterterrorism Division and Criminal Division announced the creation of a new threat 
tag- EDUOF! FICIALS—and directed all FBI personnel to apply it to school board-related 
threats.

These investigations into concerned parents were the direct result of your October 4 
directive to the FBI. Each of the cases was initiated following your directive. Each of the 
complaints came into the FBI through the same snitch-line—the National Threat Operations 
Center—highlighted in the press release accompanying your October 4 memorandum. One 
complainant even told an FBI agent that they reported the tip to the FBI because of the snitch- 
line, despite having “no specific information” about any actual threat. These facts lead us to 
conclude that these investigations into concerned parents, and likely many more like them, 
would not have occurred but for your directive. 


Parents have an undisputed right to direct the upbringing and education of their children,* 
which includes voicing their strong opposition to controversial curricula at local schools. This 
whistleblower information raises serious concerns that your October 4 memorandum will chill 
protected First Amendment activity as parents will rightfully fear that their passionate advocacy 
for their children could result in a visit from federal law enforcement. You have refused to 
rescind your October 4 memorandum and its anti-parent directives. In light of this new 
whistleblower information, we again call on you to rescind your October 4 memorandum. 


Committee Republicans have been investigating the Biden Administration’s misuse of 
law-enforcement resources to target concerned parents since last fall.° You have failed to 
substantively respond to our requests for documents and your sworn testimony to the Committee 
is now contradicted by whistleblower information. Please be assured that Committee 
Republicans will not let this matter drop. Accordingly, we request the following information: 


1. Produce all documents and materials identified in our letters to Departmental 
components dated November 1, 2021, November 2, 2021, November 3, 2021, and 
November 18, 2021, immediately; and 


2. Take all reasonable steps immediately to preserve all records responsive to our 
letters to Department components. 


In addition, we remind you that whistleblower disclosures to Congress are protected by 
law and that we will not tolerate any effort to retaliate against whistleblowers for their 
disclosures.

We have learned from brave whistleblowers that the FBI has opened investigations with 
the EDUOFFICIALS threat tag in almost every region of the country and relating to all types of 
educational settings. The information we have received shows how, as a direct result of your 
directive, federal law enforcement is using counterterrorism resources to investigate protected 
First Amendment activity. For example: 


¢ In one investigation begun following your directive, the FBI's ggg Field 
Office interviewed a mom for allegedly telling a local school board “we are 
coming for you.” The complaint, which came into the FBI through the National 
Threat Operations Center snitch-line, alleged that the mom was a threat because 
she belonged to a “right wing mom’s group” known as “Moms for Liberty” and 
because she “is a gun owner.” When an FBI agent interviewed the mom, she told 
the agent that she was upset about the school board’s mask mandates and that her 
statement was a warning that her organization would seek to replace the school 
board with new members through the electoral process. 


The FBI's MM Field Office opened an investigation, subsequent to your 
directive, into a dad opposed to mask mandates. The complaint came in through 
the National Threat Operations Center snitch-line and alleged that the dad “fit the 
profile of an insurrectionist” because he “rails against the government,” “believes 
all conspiracy theories,” and “has a lot of guns and threatens to use them.” When 
an FBI agent interviewed the complainant, the complainant admitted they had “no 
specific information or observations of . . . any crimes or threats,” but they 
contacted the FBI after learning the Justice Department had a website “to submit 
tips to the FBI in regards to any concerning behavior directed toward school 
boards.” 


In another case initiated after your directive, the FBI's J Field Office 
opened an investigation into Republican state elected officials over allegations 
from a state Democratic party official that the Republicans “incited violence” by 
expressing public displeasure with school districts’ vaccine mandates. This 
complaint also came into the FBI through the National Threat Operations Center 
snitch-line. 


This whistleblower information is startling. You have subjected these moms and dads to 
the opening of an FBI investigation about them, the establishment of an FBI case file that 
includes their political views, and the application of a “threat tag” to their names as a direct result 
of their exercise of their fundamental constitutional right to speak and advocate for their 
children. This information is evidence of how the Biden Administration is using federal law 
enforcement, including counterterrorism resources, to investigate concerned parents for protected 
First Amendment activity. Although FBI agents ultimately—and rightly—determined that these 
cases did not implicate federal criminal statutes, the agents still exerted their limited time and 
resources investigating these complaints. This valuable law-enforcement time and resources 
could have been expended on real and pressing threats. 


Trump the Flawed 
The rest of this story tied to what former President Trump was, did, or said 
has to be filtered through a suspicious lens, regarding his political enemies: 


1) The Senate confirms his appointments. They decided who filled 
cabinet-level positions outside of the Vice-President. The D.C. Swamp has 
so many retreads available that Goodyear is mad about it. Trump’s JV 
advisors were as expected. Even when highly recommended (Barr)457, one 
need only see what or who they gave their first loyalties to (Bush). Trump, 
was picking from the political waiver wire, hoping to get some value out of 
well-known D.C. rats that hover around for a paycheck. This is not a great 
long-term strategy. And this did effectively kill his administration, 
particularly Barr’s sly CIA-like approach. [Barr wrote a “critical” letter 
about Mueller’s tactics.45| This was a lure tossed at Trump’s ego.

Barr thereafter immediately got a book deal.46° And continued to make 
comments that speak of his score-settling agenda — whether his or his 
neocon allies — is likely in his tome: “One Damn Thing After Another.” 
(The Guardian Lloyd Green stated that: “Barr records the suicide in federal 
custody of Jeffrey Epstein, predator and friend of presidents Trump and 
Clinton. He makes no mention of the fact that his own father, Donald Barr, 
gave Epstein one of his first jobs, as a high-school math teacher at the 
Dalton school, a tony Manhattan establishment. Even then, former students 
have said, Epstein creeped out young women.”4°! (Donald Barr may not 
have done this. But his proximity to Epstein’s career outset is not disputed.) 

Trump’s military picks — Esper and Milley — were equally traitorous, as 
discussed. Add in Dr. Fauci’s preeminence throughout the 2020 election 
and violence intrigues. Fauci’s emails showed the most vocal people were 
always praising him while disparaging Trump for any wavering from Fauci’s 
self-serving narratives on the origins of the virus to lockdowns to masks. 

Fauci may rightly be patient zero for why 2020 became a sheer 
nightmare in the United States. His emails show a very self-interested and 
narcissistic administrator easily swooned with words of support while not 
happy or entertaining of any critiques or suggestions on treatment.

Stephen Kotkin, a highly-respected Russian historian and Princeton 
University professor, was brutally against Trump and his foreign policy, 
with mockery of Trump’s buddy and close family appointments to second- 
tier assignments.4°5 Irony: Trump’s foreign policy never put the U.S. at the 
brink of a direct kinetic war with a nuclear-armed State. While Biden’s (as 
of early June 2022) is approaching this brink. Another gerontic Democratic 
leader (Steny Hoyer) even said this out loud: “We are at war.”4°° 


Kotkin took this mildly antagonistic position in March 2022 on other 
historians and policy experts who provided a nuanced, recent understanding 
of Russia during a New Yorker interview with David Remnick: 

“T have only the greatest respect for George Kennan. John Mearsheimer 
is a giant of a scholar. But I respectfully disagree. The problem with their 
argument is that it assumes that, had NATO not expanded, Russia wouldn’t 
be the same or very likely close to what it is today. What we have today in 
Russia is not some kind of surprise. It’s not some kind of deviation from a 
historical pattern. Way before NATO existed—in the nineteenth century— 
Russia looked like this: it had an autocrat. It had repression. It had 
militarism. It had suspicion of foreigners and the West. This is a Russia that 
we know, and it’s not a Russia that arrived yesterday or in the nineteen- 
nineties. It’s not a response to the actions of the West. There are internal 
processes in Russia that account for where we are today.”4°7 


This sort of assessment is: “what is past is prologue.” What has happened 
before will happen again is a safe, if flawed, assertion. The impetus this time 
came not solely from Russian aggression or even Putin’s machinates. The U.S. 
government casted a die from June-November 2021 regarding Russia through 
military incursions and Minsk Accords violations.4®8.469 

The United States and the European Union has to take responsibility for 
their chess maneuvers since 1991 under the Wolfowitz Doctrine.47° The 
expanding EU has been a disastrous attempt to hogtie together a bunch of 
cultures, foist powerplays on its member countries, at the disregard of their 
sovereignty, but to say, or offer: wel protect any entry later into NATO. And 
the United States will foot the military bill. Meanwhile, Russia, with a 
widespread test drive of 21st century kleptocracy with a KGB graduate as its 
long-term leader, has tethered its ambitions to the local realms of their once 
vast empire. Hardly noble, but nothing is clear cut here. 

Ukraine is not united either, contrary to Kotkin’s thoughts.471 The eastern 
provinces are overwhelmingly Russian-speaking and have no loyalty to the 
corrupt Kiev government that the U.S. further reinforced through a Color 
Revolution in early 2014.472 The Svoboda Party tangos with the Azovs. The 
AZoVs are not a mere idea — they are real hardcore Neo-Nazis. And Joe Biden 
was not idle at all to these discussions or ideas either. Biden is totally out-to- 
lunch in 2022, but he wasn’t incoherent about his U.S. allies made in 2014.473

West chaos. forced to hide who they are. It wasn’t until 2011 that ga

The rule of law does not seem sacrosanct if leaking out Supreme Court 
rulings are seen in their proper context.

The lack 
of respect for individuals — their freedom of speech — how is that issue going 
in the West? Does forming any Disinformation board sound more American 
or Russian in its origin? The freedom to move or fly — ask Canadians — seems 
as well off the Freedoms List. Decadence is pervasive from Netflix to Disney to 
teachers teaching Pre-K-12 about sexual education — through the CDC.48° 

Meanwhile, out of this same article about Russia: 

“It’s a military-police dictatorship. Those are the people who are in power. 

In addition, it has a brilliant coterie of people who run macroeconomics. 

The central bank, the finance ministry, are all run on the highest 

professional level. That’s why Russia has this macroeconomic fortress, these 

foreign-currency reserves, the ‘rainy day’ fund. It has reasonable inflation, a 

very balanced budget, very low state debt—twenty per cent of G.D.P., the 

lowest of any major economy. It had the best macroeconomic 
management. 48! [Emphasis added. ] 


Exactly whose policies (and why) worked better is a question to ask Kotkin 
as of June 2022. The Russians do not want their culture destroyed — and did 
offer up peace (but the Western Allies refused that). And while Russia’s 
military-police dictatorship described is not Western — exactly what is 
differing about the policies of Biden, Trudeau, Johnson, Ardern, Macron, et.

3) The COVID-19 plan was to destroy the U.S. economy and for the 
States to ignore or even actively subvert POTUS. When the 
Memorial Day riots kicked off — in what can be rightly seen as a subversive 
plot looking for an incident (Molly Ball) — Democrat-held cities refused help 
and actively ignored violence and destruction of property, standing down 
policemen. The silence from D.C., by the Republicans, told of how deeply 
embedded they too are in this country-wrecking plan.

5) Trump is no angel. He battled the media on Twitter, his party’s caucus of 
quasi-conservatives and outright frauds, and the radicals on the left who are 
just greedy Socialists. He wins with his supporters — because they want 
some fight in a President — but for the politically naive, or just entrenched 
in radical positions, he lost due to the social and legacy media pervasive 
holds on the conversation. What-about-ism and hyperbole really made it 
hard to discuss any actual issues. This too is by design. 

That hampered Trump. He lacked focus; lacked any key DC insider to 
frame his messaging better — especially on China’s interference and the 
national security threat it poses. The bleeding-heart liberal was touched by 
visions of border woes where AOC cried at a fence or Time Magazine puts a 
young child crying on their cover. And the people at ICE or Immigration 
laws are subverting the Constitution by design because they too are 
answerable to corrupt politicians, big businesses, NGOs tooled up by the 
CIA.

Trump had enormous blind spots regarding his advisors. Seeking them 
out or following these Globalists on the worst policies, or even, their 
subordinate political hires.

The world, may indeed, be run by psychopathic forces as Carroll Quigley 
noted (574). People that feign empathy and caring while lining their pockets 
with overt glee has been starkly visible over these past few years. 

Quigley wrote this in Tragedy and Hope: 

“From the broadest point of view, the aggressors of 1931-1941 were 
attacking the whole nineteenth century way of life and some of the most 
fundamental attributes of Western Civilization itself. They were in revolt 
against democracy; against the parliamentary system, against laissez 
faire and the liberal outlook, against nationalism (although in the name 
of nationalism), against humanitarianism, against science, and against all 
respect for human dignity and human decency. It was an attempt to 
brutalize men into a mass of unthinking atoms who reactions could be 
controlled by methods of mass communications and directed to increase 
the profits and power of an alliance of militarists, heavy-industrialists, 
landlords, and psychopathic political organizers recruited from the dregs 
of society. That the society which they came to control could have created 
such dregs, men who were totally untouched by the traditions of Western 
Civilization and who were restrained by no social relationships at all, and 
that it could have allowed the militarists and industrialists to use the 
dregs as an instrument for seizing control of the state raise profound 
doubts about the nature of that society and its real allegiance to the 
traditions to which it paid lip service.”492 [My emphasis. | 


The 21st century’s third decade mirrors this analysis. A revolt against stable 
democratic and republican systems is clear and by coordinated design. The 
congealing of monopolistic or cabal power to subvert fascistically all nation- 
states in the West is ongoing; and may reach a climax very soon. The willful 
intent to coerce a vaccine to undermine the Nuremberg proclamations is 
profoundly disturbing to all human dignity.

Georgetown Professor Carroll Quigley (1910-1977) was a teacher and 
mentor of Bill Clinton.

To quote President John F. Kennedy, who noted dangers in his time that 
are echoing loudly, and clearly, today, in 2021: 


“Today no war has been declared--and however fierce the struggle may be, 
it may never be declared in the traditional fashion. Our way of life is under 
attack. Those who make themselves our enemy are advancing around the 
globe. The survival of our friends is in danger. And yet no war has been 
declared, no borders have been crossed by marching troops, no missiles 
have been fired. 


If the press is awaiting a declaration of war before it imposes the self- 
discipline of combat conditions, then I can only say that no war ever posed 
a greater threat to our security. If you are awaiting a finding of “clear and 
present danger,’ then I can only say that the danger has never been more 
clear and its presence has never been more imminent. 


It requires a change in outlook, a change in tactics, a change in missions--by 
the government, by the people, by every businessman or labor leader, and 
by every newspaper. For we are opposed around the world by a monolithic 
and ruthless conspiracy that relies primarily on covert means for expanding 
its sphere of influence--on infiltration instead of invasion, on subversion 
instead of elections, on intimidation instead of free choice, on guerrillas by 
night instead of armies by day. It is a system which has conscripted vast 
human and material resources into the building of a tightly knit, highly 
efficient machine that combines military, diplomatic, intelligence, 
economic, scientific, and political operations. 


Its preparations are concealed, not published. Its mistakes are buried, not 
headlined. Its dissenters are silenced, not praised. No expenditure is 
questioned, no rumor is printed, no secret is revealed. It conducts the Cold 
War, in short, with a wartime discipline no democracy would ever hope or 
wish to match. 


Nevertheless, every democracy recognizes the necessary restraints of 
national security — and the question remains whether those restraints need 
to be more strictly observed if we are to oppose this kind of attack as well as 
outright invasion. 


For the facts of the matter are that this nation's foes have openly boasted of 
acquiring through our newspapers information they would otherwise hire 
agents to acquire through theft, bribery or espionage; that details of this 


nation's covert preparations to counter the enemy's covert operations have 
been available to every newspaper reader, friend and foe alike; that the size, 
the strength, the location and the nature of our forces and weapons, and our 
plans and strategy for their use, have all been pinpointed in the press and 
other news media to a degree sufficient to satisfy any foreign power; and 
that, in at least in one case, the publication of details concerning a secret 
mechanism whereby satellites were followed required its alteration at the 
expense of considerable time and money. 


The newspapers which printed these stories were loyal, patriotic, 
responsible, and well-meaning. Had we been engaged in open warfare, they 
undoubtedly would not have published such items. But in the absence of 
open warfare, they recognized only the tests of journalism and not the tests 
of national security. And my question tonight is whether additional tests 
should not now be adopted.”53

Whereas Trump garnered the worst 
media coverage of any modern POTUS — on multiple attack vectors. In 


contrast to his predecessor and in the occupancy of Biden’s administration, 
Trump was a 24-7 lightning rod — which depended on the lens one sees that 
through — based often on Trump’s Tweets.

As one can surmise, this Praetorian Media, which continually rear their ugly 
heads, are at the fore of such aspects of creating these blind spots towards 
issues for time immemorial. Those that control the pen, control history, it 
is proffered. Those that control search and social media, control nearly all 
narratives and isolate out free thinking to the dustbins. 


If one were to go out on a limb, there is a game of ping-pong being played in 
front of us. But the ball, on return, each cycle, moves further and further to 
the left on the political spectrum. Away from individual accountability, 
liberty, and economic freedoms (not corporatism with major tax breaks, 
creating monopolistic power); but further towards apathy in motivations.

It is the contention of the writer that this is exactly what has happened over 
a period of time following World War II. The methods used to fool the 
American people, certainly since 1963 and to some extent also since the end 
of World War I, have varied slightly as administrations changed. The main 
thrust however has been a constant erosion of civil rights, and a swing of 
government away from the best interests of the people and toward big 
companies, banks, the military and rich individuals, and families. The trend 
was slowed down only briefly between 1960 and 1963 when Jack Kennedy 
attempted to alter the situation.

To fool the American people is not easy. It requires immense capabilities, 
tricky, secret methods, hidden resources, great wealth and the equivalent of 
brainwashing or mind control on a grand scale. Yet that type of resource is 
precisely what has accomplished the deed. It is probable that, like Germany, 
the American people will awaken to what has been happening to them and 
to who has been doing it (11).”516 [My emphasis. ]

7) The radicals think Trump’s further involvement and sanctions 
on “bad state actors” constituted unethical and war-like 
positions. For all the bluster over Russia, what policy did Trump moved 
on that showed substantial Kremlin sympathies? (Nord Stream 2.517) 
Meanwhile, when harsh on China, the D.C. people actively ignored those 
problems, from fentanyl, trade from our MNCs, who aligned with 
themselves to China, to the embedding of thousands of Chinese-born CCP 
operatives here for technology and spying, using universities or think tanks. 

Our CIA downplayed election interference because: “they tend to 
disagree with the administration’s policies,” and “CIA Management took 
actions ‘pressuring [analysts]’ to withdraw their support” in order to 
“suppress it.”5!8 CIA management is the problem and has been for decades.

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But this does not fit with the master plan for the Globalists. The U.S.’s 
destruction does.

China backtracked on nearly all 
aspects of US trade deal: Sources

Lockdowns and masks were a test of compliance. State governors revolted by 
orders from Washington D.C., Democrats, in particular. The CDC, NIH, and 
FDA were called upon to drive the messaging for these measures. Because the 
U.S. Constitution does not specifically assign powers over health, federally. 
Yet, federal money controls policy at the state level. And state governments 
are just a microcosm of D.C. in many respects. 


On February 2, 2021, the CDC issued an order regarding public 
transportation.543:544,545 This order has this in footnote 6: 


“A properly worn mask completely covers the nose and mouth of the 
wearer. A mask should be secured to the head, including with ties and ear 


loops. A mask should fit snugly but comfortably against the side of the face. 
Masks do not include face shields. Masks can be either manufactured or 
homemade and should be a solid piece of material without slits, exhalation 
valves, or punctures. Medical masks and N-95 respirators fulfill the 
requirements of this Order. CDC guidance for attributes of acceptable 
masks in the context of this Order is available at:

Homemade? (This is a health agency with a multi-billion-dollar budget?) 


It continued with this enforcement caveat(5): “To the extent permitted by law, 
and consistent with President Biden’s Executive Order of January 21, 2021 
(Promoting COVID-19 Safety in Domestic and International Travel), Federal 
agencies are required to implement additional measures enforcing the 
provisions of this Order.”547 


This was an end-around to your human rights, your Constitutional rights. 
Those additional measures are: punitive, arbitrary, and capricious. 


States too can therefore act as mini-countries and subvert the United States at 
their will.

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Meanwhile, in our real life, one must learn to accept a great deal of 
accountability. Pointing solely to an external locus of control assures no 
responsibility for one’s actions or bad outcomes. Health, for instance, is highly 
personal; and, only slightly influenced, not controlled, by your government. 
People that politically position on 100% control by a “benevolent” government 


of their healthcare and the outcomes need to “reassess” that policy, or rather: 
their reality. 


But this too is a handy blame shift technique, fostered by media and academia, 
for an invisible virus that spreads whether any President approved $1 Trillion 
dollars or a nickel to it.

Censorship grows daily — Project Veritas was taken off Twitter in February 
2021 as mentioned. The media crowd of CNN, New York Times and 
Washington Post are bloodthirsty to cancel persons after the January 6% 
riotous event. This is driven by their incessant desire to control conversation, 
thoughts, behaviors, with zero criticisms allowed on their lack of self- 
reflection and reporting. This kind of journalistic petulance is seen in children;

The letter 
was sent three days prior to January 6%. Geoff Earle wrote: 


“Rep. Liz Cheney secretly masterminded an extraordinary Washington Post 
op-ed authored by top military leaders just three days before the January 6 
Capitol riot, it has been claimed. 


The letter published in the Washington Post contained a stark warning 
from 10 Defense Secretaries from both parties — and came just three days 
before the January 6 Capitol riot.”577 


Cheney is well-connected to the CCP through her husband’s law firm.578 


More telling is the propping up of Cheney, Romney, and Bush by 
“Progressives,” to destroy and distort history regarding Populists/ MAGA folks. 
Democrat Sheila Jackson Lee wrote an Op Ed for CNN on May 6, 2021. 
Conveniently released just a day before it was reported Cheney orchestrated 
the above letter prior to the January 6. As discussed earlier, “assets” were 
deployed by multiple groups to interfere with the 2020 electoral process. 


Jackson Lee wrote: 


“I am a proud progressive Texas Democrat in the tradition of the late Gov. 
Ann Richards and my predecessors, Reps. Barbara Jordan and Mickey 
Leland. And yet Rep. Liz Cheney of Wyoming, the third-ranking Republican 
in the House, Sen. Mitt Romney of Utah, the 2012 Republican presidential 
candidate, and President George W. Bush, the last Republican president to 
amass a popular vote majority, have my undying respect for the manner in 
which they have stood steadfast in defense of the US Constitution and their 
principles -- even in the face of brutal and unwarranted attacks by their own 


party. 


All three of them have repeatedly rejected and denounced publicly, 
unequivocally and fiercely the Republican-driven ‘Big Lie’ that the 2020 
presidential election was stolen from former President Donald Trump. 
Together, Cheney, Romney and Bush are modern-day profiles in courage -- 
embodying former President John F. Kennedy's dictum that ‘sometimes

Jackson Lee continued on, spinning up rhetoric learned in middle school:

But I have chosen to ignore this 
convention because I am a firm believer in the promise of a more perfect 
union. And I believe in America and its future.”58°

McConnell, and John Roberts, have the Washington D.C. power cells able to 
accomplish much, even at local levels, regarding elections. Their behaviors 
about this election were “tells.”

Dear Acting Attorney General Rosen, Secretary McCarthy, and Acting Secretary Miller: 


As the law enforcement agency charged with protecting residents and visitors throughout the District of 
Columbia, the Metropolitan Police Department (MPD) is prepared for this week's First Amendment 
activities. MPD has coordinated with its federal partners, namely the US Park Police, US Capitol Police 
and the US Secret Service—all of whom regularly have uniformed personnel protecting federal assets in 
the District of Columbia. This week, MPD has additional logistical support of unarmed members of the DC 
National Guard, who will work under the direction of, and in coordination with, MPD. 


The District of Columbia Government has not requested personnel from any other federal law enforcement 
agencies. To avoid confusion, we ask that any request for additional assistance be coordinated using the 
same process and procedures. 

We are mindful that in 2020, MPD was expected to perform the demanding tasks of policing large crowds 
while working around unidentifiable personnel deployed in the District of Columbia without proper 
coordination. Unidentifiable personnel—in many cases, armed—caused confusion among residents and 
visitors and could become a national security threat with no way for MPD and federal law enforcement to 
decipher armed groups. 

To be clear, the District of Columbia is not requesting other federal law enforcement personnel and 
discourages any additional deployment without immediate notification to, and consultation with, MPD if 
such plans are underway. The protection of persons and property is our utmost concern and responsibility. 
MPD is well trained and prepared to lead the law enforcement, coordination and response to allow for the 
peaceful demonstration of First Amendment rights in the District of Columbia.

BlackRock rules the world. Well, not exactly. But with $10.01* trillion in assets 
under management (AUM) in 2022, BlackRock is the largest asset 
management company in the world.® In 2021, their growth was quite 
substantial. At the beginning of the year, their AUM equaled $8.68 trillion. 
By the end of the third quarter their assets hit $9.46 trillion (US). 


Their top brethren in acquisitions, Vanguard and State Street, showed up in 
very similar ratios on each major company shown above, reaching over $22 
trillion as group. This is nearly equaled the 2021 U.S. Current-dollar GDP 
produced,®°3 Each industry or sector shown have similar ownership structures 
with similar group of asset managers like JPMorgan Chase, Fidelity, and 
others as shown.®4 The top 10 institutional investors for every single industry 
typically included these names as of the end of 2021.

These financial groups (above) acquired the most shares of the largest 
companies in the world. While this seems normal, as one can dismiss this as 
conspiracy-related, take even larger notice of the “ESG” moves ahead 
worldwide. ESG stands for Environmental, Social and Governance and has 
been lurking in the background of society since at late 2015. Premier banks 
and BlackRock, for instance, agreed to an implementation plan on the ESG 
score around the time of the 2017 Paris climate accords. 


Other writers attempted to create a narrative that ESG has been long- 
standing, within historic social movements, but ESG usage by key financial 
institutions is lacking. FICO and individual credit scores are all anyone of a 
certain age would discuss in the United States. Those two measures determine 
credit worthiness for purchases of assets like homes, cars, boats, or other loan 
instrument tied purchases, such as business entities or commercial property. 


ESG mirrored many “progressive” ideas attempts to hyper-regulate, hyper- 
control, and thus, undervalue humanity’s diverse interactions. The obsessive 
needs of collectivist-minded progressives is to stop others from enjoying 
liberty because it is inconvenient to them.®° But the BlackRocks and 
Vanguards of the world exploited this divide, furthering their control desires 
via central banking injections of cash.

BlackRock’s board of directors reflected this neoliberal or progressive ideology 
runs deep.

Mills. Mills was a top Clinton administration lawyer (1999), advisor in 2008 to 
Hillary Clinton, and Chief of Staff for Clinton while Hillary was Secretary of 
State. Mills is a director at the Clinton Foundation, that received funding 
from Bill Gates totaling 600 million dollars.®°9 Mills is highly active in sub- 
Saharan Africa much like Bill Gates as well. 


Marco Antonio Slim Domit, whose father is Carlos Slim, sits on BlackRock’s 
board since 2011.°° Slim was the richest man in the world from 2010 through 
2013. Carlos Slim too was once the top shareholder of The New York Times 
(along with BlackRock) as The Hill reported in 2017." BlackRock still owns 
8.2% of the Times as of 3/30/22.°2 The internal and external lattices of 
crossholdings and directorships of major entities running this world would 
dizzy the mind.

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Moves by the U.S. Federal Reserve and an August 2019 paper by BlackRock 
called, “Going Direct,” focused on reaching inflation targets.®3 


“A soft form of coordination would help ensure that monetary and fiscal 
policy are both providing stimulus rather than working in opposite 
directions as has often been the case in the post-crisis period. This 


experience suggests that there is room for a better policy — and yet simply 
hoping for such an outcome will probably not be enough. 


An unprecedented response is needed when monetary policy is exhausted 
and fiscal space is limited. That response will likely involve ‘going direct’: 
Going direct means the central bank finding ways to get central bank money 
directly in the hands of public and private sector spenders. Going direct, 
which can be organised in a variety of different ways, works by: 


1) bypassing the interest rate channel when this traditional central bank 
toolkit is exhausted, and 


2) enforcing policy coordination so that the fiscal expansion does not lead 
to an offsetting increase in interest rates.”614

Lo and behold, inflation is back! BlackRock was accused of buying up huge 
swaths of real estate developments in 2020-21, as was Blackstone. So much 
so, BlackRock felt the need to address this conspiracy in a tweet shown above.

BlackRock of course has a real estate division of 400 persons in 34 cities. 
Their SEC filings (2017) show REITs is a heavy amount of a vast portfolio that 
is hard to put into context. Their work too is captured by GRESB association — 
an acronym tied to climate and sustainability - but hardly transparent.®® 


Nevertheless, inflationary pressures hurt the working class, who owned few 
stocks or zero real estate, the most. Moreover, their ability to acquire these 
assets is nearly nil. Which is also convenient if a behemoth like BlackRock is 


attempting to corner a suite of asset markets. Then, further debt entrap 
millions of souls through owning key asset and consumer companies, and 
then, top-down force both working and middle classes further into abject 
poverty. 

Meanwhile, these behemoth companies, are financed by FED money, and 
thus, buy up these available assets from the remaining middle class who were 
impacted most during the last 30 years. For instance, CNBC reported in 
October 2021 that the wealthiest 10% of Americans own 89% of U.S. Stocks.®7 


CNBC’s Robert Frank bullet pointed that: 


“The wealthiest 10% of American households now own 89% of all U.S. 
stocks, a record high that highlights the stock market’s role in increasing 
wealth inequality. 


The top 1% gained over $6.5 trillion in corporate equities and mutual fund 
wealth during the pandemic, according to the latest data from the Federal 
Reserve... 


The stock market, which has nearly doubled since the March 2020 drop and 
is up nearly 40% since January 2020, was the main source of wealth 
creation in America during the pandemic — as well as the main driver of 
inequality. The total wealth of the top 1% now tops 32%, a record, according 
to the Fed data. Nearly 70% of their wealth gains over the past year and a 
half — one of the fastest wealth booms in recent history — came from 
stocks.”618 [My emphasis added. ] 


Realize too these stock markets are highly corruptible casinos, operating 
merely at the whims of those entities and persons that front-run trades or 
have trading algorithms manipulating the suite of positions they may hold. 
Many in Congress have been accused of millions in insider trading or front 
running the market influenced by passage of, or nixing of, regulations.©19 And 
their political affiliations are left and right, Democrat and Republican. 


Moreover, the stock markets are not the most important aspect of the financial 
system. Bonds are. Commodities are. Forex, the currency arena — as it is 
constituted at present in 2022 — all reflect more fundamental and insightful 
areas in the overall financial nexus. Which is why the powers-that-be wanted 
people to concentrate on stocks. Because this offered the most dopamine, and 
hope, to those seeking quick profits and set-it-and-forget-it 401k 
management. The casino smiled the most from our hands-off approaches. 


As well, all Federal Reserve interference (which has damaged markets for 
decades), and coordinating with entities such as BlackRock, is cause for alarm. 
These financial parasites are crowding out good investments and divorcing 
people from the actual results.

The following lays out the facts (as one researched them since 2020) 
surrounding the agenda pushed by a worldwide pandemic. One says pushing, 
because: primary underlying motivations were always to create fear.

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Technocracy News posted the above CNBC snapshots of what Yelp’s VP of 
data scientist Justin Norman reported on that channel in the fall 2020.34,635 
The small business sector accounted for 80% of overall jobs in the United 
States. The places with the least capital cushion, highest personal risks, and 
most entrepreneurial foundation, were hallowed out in a matter of months.®36 


By contrast, the billionaire groups certainly profited from the consolidation of 
the small businesses. The above showed a snapshot of five of them versus the 
early days of the pandemic. Other billionaire investors, like Paul Singer,

“Restrictions are ramping up in many areas as cases surge nationwide.”®53 It is 
as if they don’t even think anyone looks at their charts. Or the magical 
reasons behind the case drops. 


The drop in “cases” though is linked to a WHO notice®54 regarding the PCR 
testing being “overly sensitive based on its cycle threshold,” as Brian C.

“It's truly shocking how our politicians will do everything in their power to 
play up the vaccines and downplay natural immunity; to ratchet up the 
cycle thresholds for those getting the virus without the vaccine, while 
ratchetting them down for those already vaccinated. They all like to say they 
are following the science, but in reality, they are following the money and

Early on, many doctors spoke up about this insanity: locking down the healthy 
with the sick and the economic knock-on impacts. At least the ones not 
swayed by the administration’s go-to guy, Dr. Anthony Fauci. His referencing 
catastrophic models, that bore no connection to reality, were questioned once 
data was gathered and analysis was done. His continued fear mongering, that 
became more transparent, and duly questioned, by those that use facts, data, 
and their own eyes to perceive the world around them, came into full view, 
and exposed it for what it was. Yet too, Trump could hardly fire Fauci without 
triggering outrage. As politics are weighed in responses in a “divided” nation. 


For their troubles, these doctors, scientists, and epidemiologists were 
routinely attacked®*1, censored, by mainstream media, social platforms, and 
fellow doctors alike. The goal became clear: keep the crisis focused on each 
death counted/cases and conditioning the population towards the “new 
normal” requiring “social distancing” and “masks.”662 Others though noticed 
the real reasons for this: psychological warfare and brainwashing.®°°3 


The Great Barrington Declaration (GBD) was published on October 4, 
2020,°°4 with a significant group of top epidemiologists, doctors, and 
scientists signing the document. The key tenant to the GBD was to account for 
all persons using Focused Protection. This was to avoid furthering declines in 
other health areas (non-COVID), such as: suicides, missed cancer screenings, 
cardiovascular setbacks and death, and working class regression across 
mental, social, and educational arenas. But the elitist responses inside D.C., 
including from Fauci and Collins, and from Harvard, Marc Lipsitch and 
Rochelle Wolensky (the future CDC Director), was to mock or decry the GBD’s 
modest and rational proposals.®°5 


The D.C. establishment (through its Bezos-owned Washington Post) 
dismissed these laudable goals as a, “half-baked idea into a official strategy, 
calling it ‘focused protection.” Further insinuating that the declaration was 
archaic and backward. Wolensky et. al. wrote, “In the modern era, herd 
immunity is best achieved by vaccination, when enough people acquire 
immunity to an infection through a shot in the arm to protect the whole 
community.” The GBD did not ignore vaccination; rather, it did not depend 
solely on that one-size-fits-all tool.°°7 The GBD gave a very logical — and dare 
say — more detailed plan than two Harvard faculty members and Yale Public 
Health professor mustered. 


(Notable: more people died in 2021 than in 2020 even with two available 
and well-distributed mRNA “vaccines.” Particularly given that these 
vaccinations hit over half Americans’ arms by June 1‘. 50.8% total on 6/1/21; 


59.4% over age 12; 85.7% 65 plus in age.°68)

Often, the CDC manipulated reporting due to the lag times on reporting of 
deaths. The use of MMWR (a week can start in one year and then overlap to 
another) to massage conclusions (a year can be reported as a 52-week year 
versus a 53-week year) can hide enough deaths (as 7,700 plus people died per 
day in the US (by 2017), irrespective of their COVID-19 status) to suggest 
conclusions when useful.°7° (More deaths equaled we didn’t vaccinate enough. 
Lower deaths equaled see how well the shots work!) 


The number of citizens in the United States plus illegal migration is constantly 
a dilemma to capture. This too masked or reinforced narratives the media can

Note: Dr. Gold attended the January 6th #StopTheSteal rally in D.C. She was 
charged by the DOJ on January 13, 2021 with entering a restricted building 
and “violent entry and disorderly conduct.”739,74° Such public disobedience, a 
sit-in movement, happened in the 1960s.

Professor Carl Heneghan, director of the Centre for Evidence-Based Medicine 
at the University of Oxford stated this: “And let's be clear the high quality trial 
evidence for cloth masks suggest they increase your rate of reinfection.”741 He 
further added this on cloth masks, in an article written on July 23, 2020: 


“Only one randomized trial (n=569) included cloth masks. This trial found 
ILI rates were 13 times higher in Vietnamese hospital workers allocated to 
cloth masks compared to medical/surgical masks, RR 13.25, (95%CI 1.74 to 
100.97) and over three times higher when compared to no masks, RR 3.49 
(95%CI 1.00 to 12.17).”742 


The study cited above743 wrote a follow-up with COVID-19 in mind, ostensibly 
to walk around their results (and for others that challenged their results): 


“At the time of the study, there had been very little work done in this space, 
and so little thought into how to improve the protective value of the cloth 
masks. Until now, most guidelines on PPE did not even mention cloth 
masks, despite many health workers in Asia using them. 


Health workers are asking us if they should wear no mask at all if cloth 
masks are the only option. Our research does not condone health workers 
working unprotected.”744

More tellingly, seasonal virus spread, is often tied to absolute humidity 
(below) — air dryness — not in mask usage for the reduction, or amelioration of 
it. Dry air increases likelihood of higher spread rates (Shaman, 2010), or more 
formally: “onset of increased wintertime influenza-related mortality in the 
United States is associated with anomalously low absolute humidity levels 
during the prior weeks.” 


This below article and picture was co-written by Marc Lipsitch and the 
academic editor was Neil M. Ferguson of Imperial College! 


Shaman et. al. reflected that, “in effect, negative AH’ in the weeks prior to 
onset provide an additional increase of influenza virus survival and 
transmission over typical local wintertime levels and may further facilitate the 
spread of the virus.” 
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But even the mask issue is relative compared to more stark trade-offs (11) as 
noted by a Center for Global Development Working Paper #535: 


“COVID-19 presents policymakers with difficult trade-offs. Many 
governments in low- and middle-income countries have resorted to severe 
lockdown measures which impose high costs. Recent estimates suggest 
COVID-19 mitigation efforts and the reallocation of healthcare resources in 


the developing world could contribute indirectly to over one million 
additional child deaths.” [My emphasis. ] 


(Note: Center for Global Development has received 39 Gates grants.) 


Professor Michael Levitt, of Stanford, Nobel Prize in Chemistry (2013)747, 
echoed the damages to the economy, younger generation, normal errors of 
epidemiologists, and in a screen shot, gave a risk analysis of COVID-19, 
regarding its lethality: “that is exactly as dangerous as [the] flu (16:35).”748

Meanwhile, psychologists were positioning any resistance to mask health 
edicts, in spite of common sense, research749, and long-known ideas regarding 


herd immunity, as being “psychopathic.”75° One study was a survey performed 
using Amazon’s Mechanical Turk on 502 adults between March 20-23 by 
Pavel S. Blagov, a professor and director at a Whitman College.75! Personality 
traits regarding conscientious and agreeableness were homed in on as the 
main factors. But, professor Blagov stated, with these caveats: 


“The study’s limitations included its use of a non-random, non-probability 
sample of only U.S. adults; abbreviated trait measures; and newly 
developed, previously untested health-behavior measures. A likely 
unintended effect of this may be underestimating the strength of trait- 
behavior correlations. The results do not mean that viral disease is spread 
only by irresponsible or inconsiderate people. The correlations were often 
small, and the scientific definitions of traits are not everyday judgments 
about character.”752,753[ My emphasis added. ] 


But the “evil seed” was sown. Because personal hygiene will be ignored as a 
factor (his study does mention that), while the larger (media) focus will be on 
“social distancing” and “masks.” A paid 15-minute survey ($2.50) likely will be 
cited as evidence, regarding people’s resistant behavior on masks.754 


Brazilian scientists published their own ASPD claim in an August research 
paper. But also noted, “The increase in COVID-19 cases in the country are not 
associated with people's adherence to containment measures.”755 


Sample size, N=1578, 32 PCR tests with 5 positives. Self-reported 
questionnaire. R2=.072. This author’s view: sample size, too small (actual 
positive cases), self-reporting has flaws, three questions based on “necessary 
to do” and reached leaps of causation from weak correlation. But then stated 
in conclusion, “Containment measures have been the most effective way to 
flatten the curve of COVID-19 contamination (Wilder-Smith et al., 2020).” 


Such studies targeted and pathologized people and their responses as will see 
further on. First, The Atlantic wrote “Mask Up and Shut Up” on August 31, 
2020. Quite a way to create antagonism and conflict from a title alone. 


“Covid-19 researchers have rightly extolled the virtues of masks, hailed 
the necessity of ventilation, and praised the salutary nature of outdoor 
activities. But another behavioral tactic hasn’t received enough attention, 
in part because it makes itself known by its absence. That tactic is silence. 
Yes, it is finally time to talk, in this pandemic, about the importance of 
not talking in this pandemic. 


‘Every route of viral transmission would go down if we talked less, or 
talked less loudly, in public spaces,’ Jose L. Jimenez, a professor at the 


University of Colorado Boulder, who studies disease transmission, told 
me. “This is just a very clear fact. It’s not controversial.’”75° [My 
emphasis. ] 


Notable is that Professor Jimenez is not an epidemiologist or virologist. 
According to his university bio, his areas of expertise are: “Environmental 
Chemistry, Atmospheric Field Studies, Instrument Development, Aerosols & 
Clouds, Planetary Atmospheres, Trace Gases & Radicals.”757 


The purpose of this article is to seed that control of others, their breathing, 
their talking, their expelling of “virus-laden particles” is within the purview of 
anyone that feels threatened by a virus. Jimenez has an agenda as we will see. 


The Atlantic used Japan as an example, a completely different culture, far 
more homogenous and hierarchical, than the United States. Japan 
additionally used HCQ prophylactically for this virus while the U.S. had 
internal agencies (FDA) sabotage this usage almost immediately. 


Jimenez stated, “The truth is that if everybody stopped talking for a month or 
two, the pandemic would probably die off.”758 Quite interesting that did not 
seem a pressing spreading causation in the multitude of cities that encouraged 
“protesters” who were not quiet, at all, and merely hid behind masks. Was 
Jimenez as vocal about this issue then? 


Dr. Jimenez runs the Jimenez Group.759 In 2012 and 2013, The Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation GCGH sponsored Jimenez Group along with 
FNIH.7©° The two collaborations were vaccine-related: “Needle-free Delivery 
of Dry Powder Aerosol Vaccines and Pharmaceuticals...The measles live- 
attenuated, inhalable dry powder aerosolizable vaccine has been tested in 
Phase I clinical trials recently successfully completed in Pune, India,” and “Dry 
Powder Aerosol Measles Vaccine Now In Clinical Trials.” Gates has provided 
University of Colorado Boulder (9) grants, including two regarding vaccine 
development.7®! 


Jimenez appeared in Science Friday piece that led off with a discussion of Bill 
DeBlasio regarding air ventilation and schools.7©2 More tellingly, National 
Geographic UK, published a piece earlier that August, citing Jimenez 
modelling.763 National Geographic quoted Jimenez, saying, “We do not have a 
ton of information, but we cannot afford to wait for a ton of information.” Two 


weeks later, Jimenez was the feature writer for Time article titled: “COVID-19 
Is Transmitted Through Aerosols. We Have Enough Evidence, Now It Is Time 
to Act.”764 (Below: National Geographic’s Jimenez Model.)

The Time article has a long explanation of three types of virus transmission, 
again, not from an epidemiologist. Professor Jimenez wrote his solution: 


“While the WHO and CDC both state that aerosols could lead to 
transmission under highly specific situations, both organizations maintain 
that they are less important. I believe this is a significant mistake and on 
July 6, I, along with 239 scientists, appealed to the WHO to reevaluate their 
stance. WHO updated its position in response, but the agency’s language 
continues to express skepticism of the importance of this pathway... 


I propose the following: Avoid Crowding, Indoors, low Ventilation, Close 
proximity, long Duration, Unmasked, Talking/singing/Yelling (“A CIViC 
DUTY’) ... 


Given how much being outside reduces COVID-19 transmission risk, it is 
mind boggling that the U.S. National Guard is not busy setting up open 
canopy tents at every school around the country. That said, stepping 
outdoors is not a magical protection against contagion: a windy day in an 
open area while keeping our distance is very safe, but an unmasked close 
conversation with still air in a narrow passage between tall buildings is 


Portable HEPA air cleaners work well to remove virus-laden aerosols, but 
unfortunately they are costly. Makeshift fan-filter cleaners can be made for 


less than $50, have been shown to work in multiple tests including peer- 
reviewed papers, and have been used for years in China to reduce the 
impact of pollution in homes.”765 [My emphasis. ] 


The CIVIC DUTY is quite a propaganda ploy. The U.S. National Guard has 
been restricted by individual states due to U.S. Constitutional oversight of 
health under the 10 Amendment and states for its protest responses. This 
however is not a weakness when people cooperated and worked together in 
any “crisis.” Citing China for pollution, the world leader in the CO2 emissions 
race, the thing environmentalist hyper-focused on, seems humorous. But all of 
the COVID game was exploitable to push forward many agendas. 
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The Atlantic also cited Dr. Donald K. Milton at the University of Maryland 
School of Public Health. It was Milton’s article that Jimenez referenced above 
(July 6, 20202) as they both signed on to it. Maryland is not immune from 
Gates, receiving over (60) grants for well over $275 million as of 2022.76 


Dr. Milton was among the keynotes at a 4-day conference called the Suntec 
Singapore Options X for the Control of Influenza’ in late August of 2019. 
Multiple Gates Foundation members (Klugman, Srikantiah) were plenary 
speakers. Also, in attendance was Rick Bright (HCQ), and numerous infectious 
disease heads from China, Singapore, Japan, Australia, UK, and U.S. among 
others represented. Universities presenting: Imperial College, Oxford, Institut 
Pasteur, London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, Monash 
University, Duke, and several universities from China. 


Rick Bright (a former Trump administration official) in December 2020 was 
alongside BMGF personnel at a Milken Institute conference regarding an early 
warning initiative on pandemics.768 The Milken Institute — which has a public 
health arm at George Washington University — is funded philanthropically by 
Michael Milken. Milken was a big name in 1980s Wall Street, notably 
discussed in James B. Stewart’s Den of Thieves book, a Pulitzer Prize winner. 


From Chapter 1 of this page turner, Stewart laid out key players, from Ivan 
Boesky to Michael Milken: 


“At Drexel, Milken started in research and then asked to moved to sales and 
trading, where he gradually focused almost exclusively on the low-rated and 
unrated securities that would become his hallmark... 


As Milken's business grew, so did Joseph's, if not at so spectacular a rate. 
Joseph moved quickly to improve the quality of investment bankers at 
Drexel, hiring several people he had earlier recruited to Shearson, among 
them John Kissick, Herbert Bachelor, Fred McCarthy, John Sorte and 
David Kay, whom he put in charge of an infant mergers-and-acquisitions 
department. And he hired an arrogant, chubby, headstrong young business 
school graduate, Leon Black. Black's father, the head of United Brands, had 
been caught in a scandal while Leon was at Harvard Business School and 
had committed suicide by jumping from his office window.”79.770 


Milken’s discussion here is not by accident. In the Fauci FOIA emails, Milken 
called, and then was courted, at an early point in the pre-lockdown pandemic. 
Milken’s connections do not end with Fauci or Collins either. His institute 
received nearly $5 million from BMGF over the years.77! George Washington 
University has received $27,334,584 as of June 2022.772

By propaganda turn, The Washington Post picked up on the personality 
disorder trek on September 25, 2020. Citing an emeritus professor, who took 


a singular interaction, correcting another’s mask wearing as: “Whitbourne 
believes that ‘teeny, tiny slice of behavior’ may have been a sign of an 
unwholesome personality trait that could explain some of the resistance to 
masks in America: narcissism.”773 The Post continued “several recent studies” 
as per usual, the seeding that people must be narcissistic if they don’t obey 
mask wearing. 


Whitbourne drew these further conclusions: 


666 


You can’t just diagnose somebody on the basis of a snap judgment, but 
you can see narcissistic qualities.’ By appearing to prioritize a phone call 
over the state mandate, for example, the man in Whole Foods seemed to be 
sending a message that ‘I’m above those laws, I’m special, the rules don’t 
apply to me and I don’t care about other people.”7”4 


The Post cited the Brazilian article above!775 The Post further positioned 
strongly that the, “Rhetoric from anti-maskers, who have publicly eschewed 
face coverings even though there is strong scientific evidence that wearing 
them can help protect others, ‘is one of the most stunning examples of lack of 
empathy you could see,’ said Durvasula, the author of “Don’t You Know Who I 
Am?: How to Stay Sane in an Era of Narcissism, Entitlement, and 
Incivility.”776 [My emphasis. ] 


Again, here is a Danish randomized control trial on Masks countering the 
usefulness of masking.7”77 The Washington Post, in April 2020, willingly 
published an article about the ineffectiveness of masking during the 1918 
Spanish Influenza.778 And of course, just a mere calendar year later, The Post 
published Dr. Monica Gandhi of the University of San Francisco’s fervent 
support of the CDC’s then guidance on masking: 


“When the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention called for universal 
mask-wearing to prevent the spread of the coronavirus in April 2020, much 
of America took heed. We wore masks at work and while jogging. We put 
face coverings on our children at the playground. And by doing so, we 
helped slow the spread of a disease that has taken the lives of more than 3.4 
million people globally, including more than 580,000 in the United States. 


Now, it’s time for us to listen to the CDC again. In declaring last week that 
most vaccinated people don’t need to wear masks, the agency leaned on 
solid science that shows the vaccines are working — not only to protect the 


person who got the shot, but also the people around them. Embracing this 


new guidance is an important step that will help move our country toward a 
normality that we’ve all worked hard to bring back. 


I am keenly aware of the protective value of masks. I was among the first to 


publish a scientific brief on the importance of universal face masking for the 
U.S. public. Since then, I have published many papers with others 


promoting masks as a way to not only slow the spread of the virus but 
potentially even reduce the amount of virus the wearer is exposed to and 
reduce the severity of disease if contracted. Based in part on our work, the 
CDC revised its guidance in November to conclude that masks don’t just 
protect others but also protect the person wearing them.”779,78° 


The universal masking article was “supported by the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases (NIAID)/National Institutes of Health 
(NIH).”78 Notable are the number of grants the BMGF have issued to 
University of San Francisco over the years.

In April 2021, Gandhi and Haigh published “COVID-19 Mitigation With 
Appropriate Measures in an Essential Workplace: Lessons for Open Work 
Settings in the United States During COVID-19.”782 Their results gathered 
pivoted off Mercury System’s application of the PCR test: 


“Among 586 employees at 3 sites, only 1.5% employees developed severe 
illness over the study duration. Testing campaigns revealed 44 with positive 
PCR results at a cycle threshold (CT) <37 (likely infectious) and 61 with a 
CT =37 (low-level viral load). True positivity rates were consistent with 
community prevalence at the time: 1.1% in New Hampshire, 6.2% in 
California, 12.9% in Arizona. Of all employees with positive tests, 99% were 
asymptomatic. Employee surveys showed high satisfaction.”783 


The term “essential workplace,” and the usage of PCR, that is not 
appropriately designed for detection, presented data that gave people 
confidence that is not appropriate (as Kary Mullis noted). PCR discussion is in 
the next section. This paper was funded by an NIAID grant ID#, Ro1AI158013, 
for $1,509,156.784-785 


More tellingly, this grant is more about the interaction of COVID-19 with HIV, 
targeted at the San Francisco area, than the study above. Since it included two 
other states (hopefully for unique comparisons) of infection rates for COVID- 


19. Nowhere in this paper is their mention of HIV, AIDs, or acquired immune 
deficiency.78°

A March 2021 article787 published by Dr. Gandhi et. al. was funded by a CDC 
grant (PS18-1802).788 This grant has a 79-page report with estimated funding

Lying about science and projecting has become the media’s default setting. 
And often, degreed professionals, across a host of outlets, nearly always 
loaded with grants incoming from Bill Gates, added amply to those lies. The 
CDC, NIAID, NIH, HHS, and FDA powerfully aligned, creating havoc on 
guidance regarding masks, lockdowns, therapeutics, vaccines, and reporting. 


Simple question: if all it took was masks, why hasn’t this been used in the past

The Critic, anew UK magazine, posted this insightful counterbalance, from a 
psychological research and human history perspective, titled, “Face masks 
make you stupid.”79! Psychologist Patrick Fagan discussed, from a behavioral 
science perspective, the nature of control techniques, starting off, with a docile 
cow. Docile, Fagan wrote, “which comes from the Latin docere, meaning ‘to 
teach’ (as does, say, ‘doctorate’ and “‘document’). Being docile means being 
compliant and following commands, which means submitting to a system of 
thought.”792 The example: cows originally had more aggressive behaviors, thus 
more unpredictability. Cows needed to be tamed, conditioned, and raised for 
its various uses, from plow to dinner table. 


The human, has the opposite problem: as it is too smart to begin with. It needs 
to be “dumbed down.” More bluntly, as Fagan put it: “You won’t disobey an 
order if you lack the cognitive ability to question it.” And, as it turns out, many 
things promote the lessening of cognitive ability: television, sexual imagery, 
alcohol, fluoridated water, all with studies that support their impacts on 
intelligence and one’s conscience, too boot.793 


The ways in which this hijacked your brain are highly correlated to the way 
masks will too. One will be “suggestible” and “switch off your executive 
function — your conscience.” Mask studies going back to the 1970s reflected 
people’s compliance to do things alter with a mask on, needing less financial 
incentives, and “lowered restraints on behavior.” (One can see why Antifa 
members wear masks and likely do it for some lesser financial incentives 
offered by outside forces seeking chaos. Talk about NPD/ASPD traits!) 


Anonymity released more primitive instincts. Masks are well-documented for 
sexual rituals and gratification to a now ubiquitous TV trope: the masked 
armed robber. (Your money or your life!) 


Reiterating Dr. Rancourt’s study review, Fagan discussed mask science: 


“There is also a more basic reason masks might make you stupid: 
decreasing oxygen flow to the brain. Face veils reduce ventilatory function 
in the long-term (Alghadir, Aly & Zafar, 2012), and surgical masks may 
reduce blood oxygenation among surgeons (Beder et al., 2008): believe it or 
not, covering your mouth makes it harder to breathe. Reviewing the N95 
face mask, a 2010 study (Roberge et al.) concluded that ‘carbon dioxide and 
oxygen levels were significantly above and below, respectively, the ambient 
workplace standards’ inside the mask. A post-COVID study found that 81% 


of 128 previously-fit healthcare workers developed headaches as a result of 
wearing personal protective equipment (Ong et al., 2020).”794 


Such headaches come from 5% COs: levels in the air. Bigger headaches come 
from ignoring the signs of psychological manipulation and communist 
propaganda that certain psychologists weaponized. As Fagan continued: 


“The point of face masks is not to protect humans, but to diminish 
humanity — to rob people of their ego, their identity, and their autonomy. 
Masks are worn by disposable horror movie villains and ignorable 
background dancers; they make people less-than-human. 


Dehumanisation is rarely followed by anything good. Face masks are 
another worrying portent of what’s to come, alongside a seismic shift in 
mainstream discourse. In an analysis of the Rwandan genocide, one of the 
first linguistic predictors was the tendency to look backwards, to blame, and 
to focus on past wrongs and injustices (Donohue, 2012), which will sound 
familiar to anyone unfortunate enough to have read The BBC or The 
Guardian recently.”795 


[Notice: Democrats politically pivoted to “racism” post George Floyd’s death. ]

Newsom was sued for his actions and his various rebuttals8°3 to those 
including: centralizing all authority in his position as governor of the state. 
One example involved Project Roomkey, regarding hotels in Orange County. 


“Through the California Emergency Services Act, the Legislature has 
centralized authority to respond to state emergencies within the Governor. 
In emergencies like the present one, the Governor has “all police power 
vested in the state.” (Gov. Code, § 8627.) This includes authority to “make, 
amend, and rescind orders and regulations necessary” to respond to the 
emergency (id., § 8567), as well as to “suspend any statute prescribing the 
procedure for conduct of state business, or the orders, rules, or regulations 
of any state agency ... where the Governor determines and declares that 
strict compliance with any statute, order, rule, or regulation would in any 
way prevent, hinder, or delay the mitigation of the effects of the 
emergency.” (Id., § 8571). 


The State’s proclamation of a state of emergency and invocation of 
emergency powers “necessarily restrict[] activities that would normally be 
constitutionally protected,” and “[a]ctions which citizens are normally free 
to engage in [have] become subject to criminal penalty.” (United States v. 
Chalk (4th Cir. 1971) 441 F.2d 1277, 1281.) Given this broad authority, the 
Governor has the authority to implement Project Roomkey...(page 9)” 


Some continued their fight against Newsom’s ongoing orders. Orders which

CNET then positioned off, “Dr. Fauci's reeommendation comes in light of new 
strains of SARS-CoV-2, the coronavirus that causes COVID-19, that are 
thought to be more transmissible than the primary strain of SARS-CoV-2.” 


CNET then undermined its earlier statement on scientific studies: 


“In fact, three layers is really best: A recent (not yet peer-reviewed) study 
tested 11 mask materials and found that masks are more protective when 
they have three layers, two tightly woven cloth layers with a nonwoven, 
high-efficiency filter material sandwiched in between. If you don't already 
have a mask with three layers, you can mimic this by wearing a cloth mask 
and a surgical mask -- more about that is below.” [My emphasis. ] 


A then yet to be peer-reviewed study, which Dr. Fauci was all about RCTs and 
dotting every eye, and crossing every tee, was promoted as “good science”? 


The real point of this: to increase bacterial infections which will mimic

Early in February 2020, with Trump’s desire to shut down air travel, the 
Democrats immediately took the very opposite position.

of legal tools for promoting vaccination on a continuum of coerciveness. 
Progressing from most coercive to least coercive, these tools include use 
of force, criminal law, conditioned access, cost internalization, mandated 
transparency, procedural tightening, positive incentives, and persuasion 
through education. Reiss said that many schools report data on immuniza- 
tion rates, but few states require schools to do so. Colorado has adopted a 
moderate vaccine policy that requires schools to send school immunization 
rates to parents.

Dr. Kary B. Mullis (1944 — 2019) invented the Polymerase Chain Reaction 
technology not for virus detection, but replication of DNA sequences in 


billions of iterations. (Mullis won the 1993 Nobel Prize in chemistry for the 
PCR. He was not shy about his views on Fauci, the AIDs story, and its defined 
cause.826 The CDC in 2016 has this fact sheet posted on AIDS.827) 


Dr. Mullis wrote in 2013: “PCR detects a very small segment of the nucleic 
acid which is part of a virus itself. The specific fragment detected is 
determined by the somewhat arbitrary choice of DNA primers used which 
become the ends of the amplified fragment.” 


Those arbitrary choices could identify a host of corona-type viruses. In other 
words: if you had SARS-COV-1 (2003), that residual of that corona virus could 


be in your system. The design of the PCR test could capture a positive 
dependent on a gene targets of the virus that was identifiable to both viruses. 
Lastly, the purification of the virus, from a sick patient, would have to be 
shown to cause an illness when introduced to another host animal.828 


A British Medical Journal titled, “Interpreting a COVID-19 Test Result”829 
showed a matrix of sensitivity and specificity, the positive and negative test 
result, versus having COVID-19 or not. Dr. Jessica Watson and professors 
Penny F. Whiting and John E. Brush created a smooth interactive analysis 
with initial settings gathered from their recent PCR study outcomes. 


The PCR testing problem was noted very early on in this pandemic. The 
journal article revealed that, “covid-19 tests reported false negative rates of 
between 2% and 29%.”830 Meanwhile, NPR reporter Richard Harris, in an 
interview with Dr. Bobbi Pritt, “...PCR is so incredibly sensitive, 
contamination is a particular concern. Even the tiniest amount of stray 
material in a lab can spell trouble.”831 


Dr. David Rasnick, bio-chemist for over 40 years, in an interview with Celia 
Farber, said, “You don’t start with testing; you start with listening to the lungs. 
I’m skeptical that a PRC test is ever true. It’s a great scientific research tool. 
It’s a horrible tool for clinical medicine. 30% of your infected cells have been 
killed before you show symptoms. By the time you show symptoms...the dead 
cells are generating the symptoms.” 


The PCR test faultiness lay in a spectrum issue as David Crowe noted here. 
The test measures light (wavelength) based on an RNA fluorescent marker 
that replicates during the PCR DNA manufacturing process. The rub is: the 
number of replication cycles to make a gold standard positive. “I found 37 
cycles. If you didn’t get enough fluorescence by 37 cycles, you are considered 


negative...So, it’s quite possible that different hospitals, different States, 
Canada versus the US, Italy versus France are all using different cutoff 
sensitivity standards of the Covid test. So, if you cut off at 20, everybody would 
be negative. If you cut off a 50, you might have everybody positive.” 


For the medical complex, the reliance on PCR testing, that is notably faulty, 
has knock-on effects, even as the British Medical Journal mentioned the China 
protocol: “The Chinese handbook of covid-19 prevention and treatment stated 
if the nucleic acid test is negative at the beginning, samples should continue to 
be collected and tested on subsequent days.” If one did not do this, the knock- 
on effects are generated from erroneous sortation: “False negatives carry 
substantial risks; patients may be moved into non-covid-19 wards leading to 
spread of hospital acquired covid-19 infection, [carriers] could spread 
infection to vulnerable dependents, and healthcare workers risk spreading 
covid-19 to multiple vulnerable individuals. ”832 


So again, science is neither definitive, nor explicitly cautious about its 
defendable responses to this particular viral outbreak, or even, its detection. 


More governmentally defined, is the U.S. FDA’s EUA criteria for Quest 
Diagnostics regarding PCR tests. Seen in a 27-page document found here. 


1) Limit of Detection 


The Limit of Detection (LOD) is defined as the lowest SARS-CoV-2 RNA concentration that is successfully detected 
with a probability of 95% or greater. Sensitivity standards were prepared by serially diluting the SARS-CoV-2 viral 
RNA transcript containing an 1100 nucleotide region from the N gene in stabilizing buffer RNA Diluent P to the 
following concentrations: 2,580, 968, 363, 136, and 51 copies/mL. RNA was quantified by an RNA fluorometric 
method (Qubit HS Assay). The LOD was evaluated by testing the sensitivity standards over three separate runs 
using the SARS-CoV-2 RNA Qualitative RT-PCR assay. In each run, 7 replicates at each concentration level were 
purified using the MagNA Pure 96 and each replicate was then tested in the ABI 7500 to yield a total of 21 replicate 
results at each concentration level. 


The Limit of Detection study results are shown in the table below. The concentration of SARS-CoV-2 RNA that was 
successfully detected with at least a 95% detection rate was calculated as 136 copies/mL for nCoV-N1 and nCoV- 
N3 primer/probe sets. The LOD of the test is established at 136 copies/mL.

3) Cross-reactivity 


Organisms in the a commercially available Respiratory Verification Panel were extracted and tested with the Quest 
SARS-CoV-2 Real-Time RT-PCR assay to demonstrate analytical specificity and exclusivity. The commercially 
available panel comprised of 22 individual inactivated respiratory related pathogens (purified, intact virus particles 
and bacterial cells) manufactured specifically for use as positive controls in nucleic acid tests.

From the chart above, accounting for most of the United States population, 
Democrat counties (52% or more in 2016) versus Republican (Less than 48% 
D) were analyzed. The reason: COVID was diagnosed or listed as involved in 
the cause of death at higher rates in 248 Democrat counties. Meanwhile, more 
people died in Republican districts in total (1582), garnering a higher death %. 
The chart above measures Death of Pop % against 54 weeks, therefore, that 
percentage rate is not normalized.

In looking at CDC categorization of Urban to Rural counties (overall), one can 
see patterns: generally, Republican counties did better on COVID, or certainly 
less catastrophic, with regards to overall mortality to COVID in Metro-defined 
areas (below). That said, with only one exception, death in general (the last 
column) was always higher in Republican districts (large fringe metro). 


Small metro & Micropolitan areas worked best for Democrats on handling 
COVID. So why did COVID create greater disparities versus Republican 
districts? Democrats defined this as a race issue — in the same districts they 
dominate — reflecting, they are incapable of providing care if that was the only 
reason. However, one suspects it is much more complex at the county level.

Funding for hospitals in Covid-19 hotspots 


New York hospitals received about $5 billion of the $12 billion allocated by HHS for 
hospitals in areas with high numbers of Covid-19 cases.

Early on HHS (Health and Human Services) provide billions based on COVID- 
19 caseloads. Elise Reuter wrote up an article in May 2020 regarding 
Congress’s CARES bill passed that reflected the allocation of funding to 
certain states.833 New York state got the lion’s share of the first allocation. 


The worst responses and death totals happened New Jersey and New York 
State as of January 16, 2021. In those places, over 16.5% of total U.S. deaths, 
as coded by the CDC, occurred.834 As time wore on regarding COVID-19, due 
to herd immunity, their percentage of “COVID” death toll declined. But 
what therapeutics existed to ameliorate this at the outset? The 
Hydroxychloroquine section will delve into that topic further. 


Attorney General of New York, Letitia James, on January 28, 2021, released a 
report regarding New York Governor Andrew Cuomo’s COVID response, 
particularly underestimating deaths tied to the nursing homes by over 50%. 
The New York Post reported it as, “The bombshell findings could push the 
current DOH tally of 8,711 deaths to more than 13,000, based on a survey of 
62 nursing homes that found the state undercounted the fatalities there by an 
average of 56 percent.”835 More than 950 complaints were logged to the AG 
office regarding COVID-19 neglect in nursing homes (5) and “government 
guidance requiring the admission of COVID-19 patients into nursing homes 
may of put residents at increased risk of harm (6).” 


Howard Zucker, head of the New York DOH responded with, “Ultimately, the 
OAG's report demonstrates that the recurring problems in nursing homes and 


by facility operators resulted from a complete abdication by the Trump 
administration of its duty to manage this pandemic. With no uniform 
processes or reporting mechanisms, every state reported data in different 
ways.”836 The New York Post cited this particular blame shift as, 
“Shameful.”837

with a loonier authoritarian in CCP-aligned Kathy Hochul.838) 


By political party, Democrats saw initially the brunt of this virus, accounting 
for 60.5% of coded COVID-19 deaths while their overall deaths were at 56.5%. 
Seemingly, with all the best medical facilities, highly paid and trained medical 
staff, access to latest medications versus the rural localities stereotyped as 
backward or laggards in health, the urbanite Democrats came up short on 
COVID-19.

Notice New Jersey, Massachusetts, Delaware has zero rural threat of closures. 
Most of the Southeast and Southwest (Texas, Kansas, and Oklahoma) are 
facing the most closures. As Brianna Bailey wrote in Medscape “How the 
CARES Act Forgot America’s Most Vulnerable Hospitals” here: 


“over the past 10 months, the distribution of more than $100 billion in 
CARES Act funding for health care providers has been plagued by a dizzying 
rollout and, at times, contradictory guidelines for how to use the funding. 
The result has been a patchwork of problems for rural hospitals, which were 
already at far greater risk of closure than other health care facilities and in 
dire need of help, The Frontier and ProPublica found. The scope of those 
problems is clearly visible in Oklahoma, which tied for the third-highest 
number of hospital closures in the country in the nine years before the 
pandemic.”839 


Rural hospitals are closing, yearly. Since 2005, 176 rural hospitals have 
shuttered.84° Moreover, most rural localities are operating on shoestring 
budgets, weeks of cash to maintain operations, but COVID acerbated the flow 
away from rural hospital through the typical labyrinth of federal government 
(HHS) doublespeak, to quote: “responses have sometimes contradicted 
previous guidance from the agency, leaving health care providers confused 
about how money can be used and what the agency would seek to claw 
back.”841 


Most tellingly, as per this entire medical takeover, the bigger one was, the 
more money came to them. Congress made this happen through the CARES 
ACT and Department of Health and Human Services carried through on it. 


“The hospital rescue program similarly helped wealthier facilities pad their 
bottom lines, while poorer hospitals struggled. In the first round of funding, 
wealthier hospitals received a larger share of the $50 billion than poor and 
rural hospitals, according to a report from the Kaiser Family Foundation, a 
health policy research organization. The report found that those hospitals 
with a larger share of revenue coming from private insurers received about 


$44,000 per bed, while poor, rural hospitals got about half that amount.”842 


During the pandemic, rural hospitals, under state orders, had to forgo elective 
surgeries and “nonessential” services which often are the revenue drivers for 
the rural located hospitals.843 Hospital administrators who did get funding 
early in preparation for COVID cases, used the funds for operating expenses 


and debt servicing in the hopes of potential cases justifying the usage. No 
cases, government wants its money provided back to them.844 


Many of these states also have severe existing obesity issues according to the 
CDC, a marker for COVID-19 impacts. So, while the pandemic was raging, 
your Congress was not identifying long-term impacts to the “health system.” 
Nor did it distribute that money wisely to the urban hospitals. But that was 
never the “plandemic.”

CDC Data Collection at Work 


The CDC, over the course of the pandemic, showed that $7 billion budgets do 
not buy what they should, or rather, are designated for. Data collection, 
analysis, and education were replaced with propaganda, vaccine promotion, 
and nonsensical and arbitrary orders regarding masking and social behaviors. 


Whenever possible, the CDC overstepped its authority as well. Rental and 
housing payments suddenly fell under its purview. It took an August 2021

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Certain counties were heavily impacted by COVID-19. New York City and 
surrounding areas were pronounced. Southern states, Texas and Florida 
showed high rates, as did three counties in California. North Dakota ticked up 
in recording higher percentages as well. As time wore on, the virus in certain 
localities became less of an issue as a percentage of overall death percentage. 
But viruses are seasonal; and driven by “climate” patterns as they vary year to 
year, much like flu strains as discussed. 


One source, rather historical, but relevant is that flu patterns generally exist by 
latitudes. The 11‘ Edition of The Transmission of Influenza by R. Edge Hope- 
Simpson published in 1992 showed this in various tables (below). 


Add in low absolute humidity and specificity of indoor restrictions to those 
zones for the United States, it was not unusual that Republican, southern 
states had later outbreaks at lower latitudes. Florida is below 30 degrees. 
Houston, the 4 largest U.S. City, is at that fringe latitude (15% totaled). 
Southern California is far different from Northern California. New Mexico 
reflected a similar hot spot.

Updated information. Notice the differential by age groups. Young people 
were not the “attack vector” for COVID-19 in the United States.

In mid-summer, the rise of cases in Republican-held states, were immediately 
pivoted to by large media outlets, who, by in large, are in large, Democrat- 
controlled cities.

More noticeably, a herd immunity cycle was achieved in many Democrat-held 
areas by May 30, Thus, Dr. Anthony Fauci could play oblivious, as he did 
before Jim Jordan, on July 315t with to regards to the “social distancing” 
during protests that started up after the George Floyd incident.

To adegree, we may have misled ourselves by the means of panic motivated actions, along with a faulty logical calculus regarding death taxonomy. By 


1. only allowing two categorical designations, ‘underlying cause’ and ‘chain event’,

Contact Tracing 


On May 4, 2020, Ventura County, California health commissioner Dr. Robert 
Levin stated, “if they live in a home with one bathroom, and there are 3 or 4 
other people living there.

International Impacts of COVID-19 

If the politics of COVID-19 were merely a U.S. phenomenon, the situation 
would have been easily defined as the political fracturing in the United States, 
long overdue, in some intellectual quarters. However, almost immediately, 
and triggered by Italy notably, the response to the Chinese-originating virus 
impacted all the Western Democratic states. The alignment of messaging, as 
seen in social media posts, with medical ministers barking out word-for-word 
the same hackneyed script, reflected “health” coordination that never existed 
in one’s lifetime. Some people welcomed this; others saw it as a plan of attack. 


The level of propaganda, fearful messaging (referencing the Spanish Flu — and 
50 million souls dead), all but assured a population kept on a terrorist knife’s 
edge. This though was by a clever, incremental design. The whole of the last 
twenty years was about instituting terror threat levels and instantaneous 
messaging. First, came 9/11 and the United States worldwide war on terror 
against the wrong enemies, in the wrong countries, to advance 
unconstitutionally, a “PATRIOT Act,” a surveillance agenda. Other European 
Union and Asian countries bulked up their regulations to social engineer a 
docile, local population while creating hostile foreign adversaries, usually 
coming in from the Middle East. Notice it took longer to kill Osama bin Laden 
than the length of World War II. Does one think it was that hard to find him? 
Was he a convenient scapegoat? Julian Assange ferreted out the real purpose 
of this prolonged and conveniently located war: money laundering.863 


Secondly, allow people to spread the word fast in any such crisis — the cellular 
ubiquity craze — and then, the ability to cut off unapproved messaging 
completely at a whim through the biggest platforms on Earth. The censorship 
frenzy started in the U.S. shortly after the NDAA of 2012 as propaganda 
became the media’s expanded superpower as they lost markets and trust. 
Social media giants, as many experts noted, eroded people’s critical thinking 
skills, and replaced them with persistent entitlement, narcissism, and 
depression.8©4 But this too was in the planning. Social media juiced dopamine 
into the brain — a highly addictive chemical — and so, in a crisis, real or 
imagined, people craved social media connections as public interactions were 
curtailed. The youth, the most impacted and the least skilled in personal 
interactions, were easily abused. With intentional isolation and on-a-whim 
peer group rejections, the authoritarian responses (grounded in Xi-WHO 


recommendations) came natural to politicians worldwide. More sinisterly, the 
WEF wrote up white papers encouraging this exact deployed strategy. 


A third point, the data collected around the world showed starkly that 
manipulation of people is merely a question of who owned and hustled us 
through the media. No matter how things were presented to the masses by 
rational forces, or the historical analysis on coronaviruses, the general 
population went along with the billionaire narrative. This sad result came 
about through the marriage of the fear of the unknown and the invisible. 


Conveniently too, our state governments and their favorite NGOs were 
wargaming scenarios for biological outbreaks, particularly in first two decades 
of the 21st century. The Bush administration started down that path — 
entertaining the idea of lockdowns — while Obama’s presidency started up 
with a Swine flu (ignored for six months by the media). From the 2009 Swine 
Flu, medical professionals in Europe and United States were keenly aware of 
an opportunity to install a one-size-fits-all health system. The Rockefeller 
Foundation in 2010 published their four-scenario plan with a lockstep- 
lockdown plan that modeled the Chinese authoritarian regime. 2019’s Event 
201 was a follow-up to other tabletop virus planning scenarios done by or with 
the Gates Foundation, Rockefellers, WEF and the Johns Hopkins and Harvard 
medical folks and their satellite underlings. 


The outcome of these dry runs and the deep and friendly connections by 
NIH/NIAID to the CCP should be cause for investigation and dissection like a 
specimen on an operating table. But what criminal would allow for that to 
occur?

In late summer 2020, data coming out of Europe did not support pushes to 
strip people of their rights in the slightest. But if one was watching the media 
— and many were forced to by lockdown and limited movement edicts — the 
dire circumstances agenda was front and center. The recognition of control 
over the population by medical fiat using the same trickery — PCR testing cycle 
counts — and lack of evaluation of prior death rates, meant the population had 
to delve into the data because the media would not. 


As one can see, smaller nation-states, by mid-August 2020, saw their cases be 
counted, but the impact (deaths), is nearly absent. Showing some herd 
immunity was reached. These countries, with higher density of population, 
than even the U.S. overall, went through a first wave of the virus. 


FatEmperor (Ivor Cummins) showed 2020 COVID Deaths were not ticking up 
in the U.K. While PCR testing ramped up in early September to maintain 
medical illusions with a “Casedemic.”8°5 


Europe had not experienced a markedly catastrophic shift in death from 
previous seasons.®° There 2018 numbers reflected several peaks that 
watranted no news and zero panic. As people went about their daily lives. 
Lockdowns did not occur then. 


The lead-in to COVID-19, in European deaths over 65+ years, was lighter than 
usual. In 2017 and 2018, rates at the turn of the year were over 55,000 per 
week. At the turn of 2020, the number was 3,000+ less through the first 
several weeks. Meaning, sadly: there was a delay in death for folks that 
normally fall ill around that time. This was once called: the ebb and flow of life 
and death.®°7 


Was it environmental, like an exceptionally mild winter? Or something else?

Down under, Australia devolved into an authoritarian overreach as an ever- 
present threat. Victoria Premier Daniel Andrews playing God with rights as 
police attacked citizens for not staying in house, or within 5-kilometer of their 
house as 9News Melbourne reported. 


Later, the Australian Health Minister Brad Hazzard said the quiet part out 
loud. He mentioned the “New World Order” while discussing people in their 
homes, as “both a safe place and a dangerous place,” while criticizing citizens 
as having, “a level of apathy, a level of complacency.”8°8 


Not to be outdone, The Evening Standard in the UK noted an added feature 
was put in place with this virus: AI cameras that learn what people are doing 
during the COVID-19 predicament. Chief operating officer at Vivacity decided 
(or was asked), in March 2020, to add, “an extra feature...to register the 
distance between pedestrians. This data is shared in a monthly report with the 
Government.” With over 1,000 sensors in London, Manchester, Oxford, 
Cambridge and Nottingham, it seems the U.K. has long-term plans well in 
place.8°9 Mildon, the officer, noted, the data is “useful for informing policy 
decisions,” regarding U.K. lockdowns. 


The data explanation sounds totally logical unless one wonders if this AI ever 
gets turned off. (And no one has ever utilized a new tool badly.) Mildon 
continued in detail: 


“We developed an addition to our sensors that was not just looking at the 
paths pedestrians were taking, but if two pedestrians come within two 
metres of one another then we will count that as one, and if they don't come 
within two metres of one another then we will count that as a different one. 


We're creating a set of statistics on how behaviour is changing in terms of 
how people are staying close together or apart. And it is that data that is 
then useful for informing policy decisions on whether there should be a two 
metre rule or a one metre plus rule or whether local lockdown measures are

Though, for some reason, epidemiologists (Gates-funded) are promoting 
immunity disappearance in months. Others, like Dr. Sebastian Rushworth, a 


physician from Sweden, have noted T-cell immunity has been seen and 


reports on reinfections were asymptomatic.871:872:873 
From Nature publication on July 15, 2020: 


“SARS-CoV-specific antibodies dropped below the limit of detection within 
2 to 3 years, whereas SARS-CoV-specific memory T cells have been detected 
even 11 years after SARS. As the sequences of selected structural and non- 
structural proteins are highly conserved among different coronaviruses (for 
example, NSP7 and NSP13 are 100% and 99% identical, respectively, 
between SARS-CoV-2, SARS-CoV and the bat-associated bat-SL- 
CoVZXC21), we investigated whether cross-reactive SARS-CoV-2-specific T 
cells are present in individuals who resolved SARS-CoV, and compared the 
responses with those present in individuals who recovered from SARS-CoV- 
2 infection.”874 


Continuing to their observation on the overlap between SARS-CoV and SARS- 
CoV-2-specific T-cells, the researchers wrote: 


“Thus, SARS-CoV-2 N-specific T cells are part of the T cell repertoire of 


individuals with a history of SARS-CoV infection and these T cells are able 
to robustly expand after encountering N peptides of SARS-CoV-2. These 
findings demonstrate that virus-specific T cells induced by infection with 
betacoronaviruses are long-lasting, supporting the notion that patients with 


COVID-19 will develop long-term T cell immunity. Our findings also raise 
the possibility that long-lasting T cells generated after infection with related 


viruses may be able to protect against, or modify the pathology caused by, 
infection with SARS-CoV-2.”875 [My emphasis. | 


Dr. Rushworth discussed the Nature study in common terms, but insightfully 
so: 


“LW ]e can look at the people who were convalescing from severe disease. 
Among these individuals, 100% had antibodies, and 100% had T-cells 

(23/23). This makes sense. When you have a severe illness, you get a strong 
immune response. 


Next up, let’s look at the people who were convalescing from mild disease. 
In this group 87% had antibodies (27/31), while 97% had T-cells (30/31). 
Again, this makes sense — if you have symptomatic disease, then that is a 


sign your immune system has realized there is an infection going on, so 
there should eventually be signs of that in the form of measurable 
antibodies and/or T-cells. 


Now we can look at the exposed family members. Remember, this was a 
group of people that had not shown signs of symptomatic disease. In this 
group, 60% had antibodies (17/28), while 93% had T-cells! (26/28). This is 
pretty astonishing, and it shows two things. Firstly, if you lived with 
someone who had covid then you were most likely also infected.”876 


It’s not that immunity disappearance (antibodies) can’t happen — but was this 
virus manufactured towards such a purpose? 


Evidently not, as the Nature article tended to reflect. 


But Dr. Rushworth was less positive on this assertion, requiring confirmable 
evidence: 


“As yet, no proper studies have been performed, to my knowledge, showing 
that antibodies give immunity to covid, and no studies have been done 
showing that T-cells give immunity to covid either for that matter. 
However, we know from experience of infectious diseases in general that an 
antibody response and/or a T-cell response usually means that you are 
protected from future infection, at least for a time, and often for a 

lifetime. ”877 


October 28 Study: Robust Neutralizing Antibodies to SARS-CoV-2 infection 
persist for months.878 Long lasting IgG antibody were stable up to 5 months. 
So, why ts this not being reported more readily to folks? 

Because fear, sells. Control is the game. 

Is COVID-19 politically convenient to scare folks based on that control? 

Or to be more accepting of a vaccine for the pharmaceutical companies? 


Or to advance a broad package of economic, climate, and socially destructive 
policies through world-centric bodies? 


In October 2020, Britain and France returned to lockdown status.879 Their 
leaders hijacked their own countries and conditioned people solely based of 
positive tests. “The virus is circulating at a speed that not even the most 
pessimistic forecasts had anticipated,’ Mr. Macron said. “Like all our 
neighbours, we are submerged by the sudden acceleration of the virus. We are 


all in the same position.’ Germany also announced a new national lockdown 
despite both it and France recording fewer daily Covid deaths than Britain.”88°

Hydroxychloroquine & Medicines 

When President Trump suggested people try hydroxychloroquine (HCQ) on 
March 19, 2020, the media vigorously dismissed this as dangerous medical 
advice. However, Trump was not unbriefed toward the efficacy of HCQ. (He 
likely had to be briefed toward this anti-malarial drug to even mention it.) 


The media jumped on this; smeared Trump due to an Arizona woman dosing 
her husband with fish tank cleaner (March 22") which contained chloroquine 
phosphate.®93 Live Science published on March 24 the story8%%, disregarding 
the woman’s noted instability versus her husband’s caring.895 


From The New York Times on April 4, 2020: 


“What do you have to lose? Take it,’ the president said. ‘I really think they 
should take it. But it’s their choice. And it’s their doctor’s choice or the 
doctors in the hospital. But hydroxychloroquine. Try it if you'd like.’ 


During the briefing, as Dr. Fauci and other advisers looked on, the 
president talked about the potential of other medicines, too. He mentioned 
azithromycin, often referred to as a Z-Pak, which has been given to some 
patients along with hydroxychloroquine.”89° 


Trump further noted in The Times article: “The other thing, if you have a heart 
condition, I understand, probably you stay away from the Z-Pak. But that’s an 
antibiotic. It can clean out the lung. The lungs are a point of attack for this 
horrible virus. ”897 


From this, HCQ, Z-Pak and Zinc, became subjected to “scientific proof” in a 
fast-moving pandemic where time is short for the most vulnerable persons 
that contracted COVID-19. Such an item was raised here, “Under normal 
circumstances, the ‘holy grail’ of evidence is achieved from well-designed, 
randomized, controlled trials (RCTs). However, in the midst of a pandemic, it 
is not always possible to provide the ‘holy grail.””898 One cannot proceed to a 
holy grail if the quest is not even about that. The quest is to save lives. 


Doctors were indeed using HCQ+ Z-Paks from South Korea to France.899 Even 
had their real-time studies done on actual patients with comorbidities. 
Doctors, aware of heart issues (QT), placed in-hospital care patients on EKG 
monitoring where that need arose. But the battle became frontline doctors 
versus the administrators at the CDC, NIH and FDA on who “knew” better for 
a patient’s treatment. (And big pharma doctors with ties to the Bill & Melinda 
Gates Foundation were assisting the administrators.) 


But what Trump stated, then, was and is, medically relevant and sound 
enough advice, coming into a fast-moving “crisis” situation. But that was not 
to be heard at all. Again, his desire to address the situation, in March, was 
mentioned prominently in an International Journal of Antimicrobial Agents 
research paper in July 2020: 
“The publication has received a global and polarized response, in part 
because of its widespread dissemination by the President of the United 
States in the form of Tweets, but more importantly by a flurry of criticism in 
the form of social media activity (approximately 70,000 mentions) and 
notification from colleagues who disputed the study's design, execution and 
conclusions.”9°° 


Such criticism, whether it was Trump providing medical treatments or hope, 
or seen as reckless by his political opponents (while medical people were 
caught staging up crises (CBS) by Project Veritas9°1), or stalling tactics while 
“awaiting” Holy Grail evidence, one can hypothesize to their unique desires. 
This “scientific” response coincided with promoting useless masks, economy- 
destroying lockdowns, and placing restrictions on doctors on how to manage 
patients, with and without, this virus. Damaging, otherwise healthy lives, did 
not matter as much as focusing on just the “COVID crisis.” 


That “lockdown idea”9°2 came from a 15-year girl whose dad, Robert Glass 
advised the George W. Bush administration should, like many ideas, be 
discarded into the dustbin of history. So where was the science on that? 


According to Nobel Laureate Michael Levitt, not very sound. To quote: 


“SARS-CoV-2 seems a factor of 1.5 to 2 worse than regular Influenza. I 
personally worry that the terribly misguided response of lockdown may 
turn this into a catastrophe of bad government, economic loss, and social 
unrest the likes of which not seen for 90 years. Hope to be wrong!”9°3 


But a random person on Twitter, a neural scientist, that Dr. Michael Levitt 
retweeted, noted with an nifographic (shown below) the stark outgrowth of 
these lockdowns.94 


The Peruvian lockdown created the worst outcomes. Generally, in spite of 
seeing Sweden doing better9°5, without lockdowns, doubling down on 
lockdown policy led to prolonged misery and knock-on impacts around the 
world.

Trump was not the immediate issue on COVID-19: the issue laid with those 
whose motives were obviously not about assessing human life in its entirety.

In an interview by The New York Times, barely a week into the Biden 
Administration, Fauci, the U.S. federal government’s highest paid employee

“Tt coincided very much with the rapid escalation of cases in the 
northeastern part of the country, particularly the New York metropolitan 
area. I would try to express the gravity of the situation, and the response of 
the president was always leaning toward, ‘Well, it’s not that bad, right?’ And 
I would say, ‘Yes, it is that bad.’ It was almost a reflex response, trying to 
coax you to minimize it. Not saying, ‘I want you to minimize it,’ but, ‘Oh, 
really, was it that bad?’ 


And the other thing that made me really concerned was, it was clear that he 
was getting input from people who were calling him up, I don’t know who, 
people he knew from business, saying, ‘Hey, I heard about this drug, isn’t it 
great?’ or, ‘Boy, this convalescent plasma is really phenomenal.’ And I 
would try to, you know, calmly explain that you find out if something works 
by doing an appropriate clinical trial; you get the information, you give it a 
peer review. And he’d say, “Oh, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, this stuff really 
works.’ 


He would take just as seriously their opinion — based on no data, just 
anecdote — that something might really be important. It wasn’t just 
hydroxychloroquine, it was a variety of alternative-medicine-type 
approaches. It was always, ‘A guy called me up, a friend of mine from blah, 
blah, blah.’ That’s when my anxiety started to escalate.”9°9 


Fauci, ever the politician with a lab coat, was great at minimizing, and then 
maximizing, the harm of this pandemic when needed as seen above regarding 
the Floyd Riots. Just as easily as he had on mask usage and their mandates. 
Though Fauci confirmed here that Trump did not receive advice on HCQ from 
him. (Remdesivir was Fauci’s go-to drug: a highly expensive failed drug to 
select during crisis.9°) 


Funny though, HCQ was well studied going back to SARS-COV-1 in 2004.94 In 
August 2005, an article published by the NIH, with Fauci leading and heading 
up the National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases, the paper noted 
that, “Chloroquine is effective in preventing the spread of SARS CoV in cell 
culture. Favorable inhibition of virus spread was observed when the cells were 
either treated with chloroquine prior to or after SARS CoV infection. ”9?2 


Fauci’s above anxiety escalation was caused by what? That President Trump 
garnered help from other doctors (Dr. Zev Zelenko, for instance) looking to 
minimize the deaths due to novel coronavirus before the crisis could be used 
for other reasons? One will never get the follow-up question needed here — but 
we do have some circumstantial evidence that lends credence to that agenda. 


Continuing on, Fauci stated that: 


“That’s when I started to get into some trouble. The people around him, his 
inner circle, were quite upset that I would dare publicly contradict the 
president. That’s when we started getting into things I felt were unfortunate 
and somewhat nefarious — namely, allowing Peter Navarro to write an 


editorial in USA Today saying ’m wrong on most of the things I say. Or to 
have the White House press office send out a detailed list of things I said 


that turned out to be not true — all of which were nonsense because they 
were all true. The very press office that was making decisions as to whether 
I can go on a TV show or talk to you.”913 [My emphasis. ] 


Fauci’s advice and support presented as wishy washy as possible in interviews; 
he make things personal too. One draws out that characteristic from others 
who interacted with Fauci on a more peer-to-peer basis. 


Published in Real Clear Politics, epidemiologist Dr. Mikko Paunio, reflected 
on HCQ and other doctors’ interactions with Dr. Fauci, “As an epidemiologist, 
I believe that America has been profoundly ill-served by the contribution of its 
public health authorities to the debate on the efficacy of treating vulnerable 
COVID-19 patients with hydroxychloroquine (HCQ).”914 


Dr. Paunio continued: 


“Demanding proof when time is short and when there is highly suggestive 
observational evidence has been condemned by Drs. George Fareed, 
Michael Jacobs, and Donald Pompan in an open letter to Dr. Fauci. They 
point out that the FDA has approved many drugs without RCTs—penicillin 
was So efficacious in treating pneumonia that there was no need for RCTs... 


To require an RCT for the HCQ triple therapy is indeed unethical; evidence 
supporting its use comes from large patient series, controlled trials, and 
even a natural experiment in the Brazilian state of Para. In assessing 
ongoing patient outcomes, keep in mind that observations might be affected 
should the SARS-CoV-2 virus lose virulence... 


Yet rather than engage in proper debate, Dr. Fauci has resorted to name- 
calling. “The pushback has been furious,’ Risch writes. Dr. Fauci ‘has 
implied that I am incompetent, notwithstanding my hundreds of highly 
regarded, methodologically relevant publications in peer-reviewed scientific 
literature.”’915 [My emphasis added. ] 


Notable here, Fauci’s relationships with Bill Gates and Hillary Clinton more 
than sufficed to hijack the conversation on therapeutics. Neither are Trump 
fans — obviously — and moreover, these two presented as outright enemies of 
Trump or anything that thwarted achieving them more power. 


More tellingly, Fauci’s appointment to Gates “Decade of Vaccines” board and

By contrast, in saner times, the 1968-69 H3N2 “Hong Kong Flu” was by death 
percentage of world population far more costly to the United States and the 
world at-large during its run.

The first studies, regarding a similar coronavirus (SARS-CoV) treatment dated 
back to 2004, in vitro.924 (COVID-19 studies) In that research, published in

On March 18, 2020, Nature published a study by Wuhan Virology Lab 
cohorts, titled, “Hydroxychloroquine, a less toxic derivative of chloroquine, is 
effective in inhibiting SARS-CoV-2 infection in vitro.”926 They further gave a 
safe dosage recommendation for HCQ, 6-6.5mg/kg per day, that would 
“inhibit SARS-CoV-2 infection.”927 (Yes, that Wuhan!

The World Health Organization (WHO) had HCQ on its list of safe and 
“essential” medications as of March 2020.928 HCQ was first synthesized in 
1946. Known issues with the prescription of CQ/HCQ were discussed in The 
Lancet, published November 2003, noting that each provided, “valid 
contribution to the available pharmacological tools” and did so, “while 
showing limited toxicity.”929 The article further noted the most serious toxic 
effect was macular retinopathy93° which was tied to cumulative dose of 
HCQ/CQ. More telling, this Lancet article hypothesized too on the treatment 
of SARS with HCQ in 2003!

Hydroxychloroquine, the antimalarial 
drug touted by President Trump, is 
linked to increased risk of death in 
coronavirus patients, according to 
analysis of 96,000 patients 
published in the Lancet. 


Hydroxychloroquine is unproven for 
fighting coronavirus. 


The media dismissed and actively smeared the efficacy of hydroxychloroquine 
(HCQ), using terms like “paranoia, hallucinations, and psychosis” as Michelle 
Goldberg at The New York Times did as side effects of its usage. Most 
repeated though, “unproven” and potentially, “lethal” to scare off both 
patients from suggesting HCQ and doctors from offering HCQ for treatment. 


Two particular studies stalled out WHO’s HCQ trial in late May. The studies 
also “influenced” the FDA to put severe restrictions on HCQ usage, revoking 
emergency use authorization on June 15,932 with the FDA citing, “serious 
heart rhythm problems” later, on July 1, 2020. MSNBC cited the Lancet study, 
that was later retracted933, for shoddy data sets compiled in error by 
Surgisphere, who refused to provide access to the data.934 


Surgisphere Corporation, according to LinkedIn, is “a leader in healthcare 
data analytics and medication education.”935 Surgisphere were such leaders 
that their website went offline (author noted this on July 3, 2020). They also 
deleted their Twitter account @Surgisphere. Their fly-by-night operations 
were located at 875 N. Michigan Avenue in Chicago and formed in 2008. Later 
formally registered in November 2019, and then, received a$21,780 PPP loan 
from the US SBA on April 30, 2020.936 


Surgisphere last LinkedIn activity was on March 25, 2020 with an article 
titled, “COVID-19: Why Real Time Data Is Critical.”937 This article, written by 
Courtney Herz, pitched a tracking tool called the COVID-19 Triage Decision 
Support. Five days before, on March 20, 2020, Courtney posted an article, 
writing: 
“Primarily, the community needs to band together in its commitment to 
isolation and social distancing wherever possible. Not only is it critical to 
follow the directions of the Center for Disease Control (CDC), World Health 
Organization (WHO), and local government officials, but to take further 
precautions to ensure that this virus is as contained as possible while 
scientist and researchers work on potential solutions.”938 


Courtney was busy just two days prior on March 18, 2020.939 The snippet 
captured (below) showed the Ferguson Model, released on March 16, was 
referenced directly and seen as a business opportunity for Surgisphere. Prior 
to this flurry, no post activity was seen on LinkedIn from Surgisphere.

The CEO of Surgisphere is Dr. Sapan Desai. Who met the co-author of the 
retracted Lancet study, Dr. Amit Patel, formerly of the University of Utah94°, 
through being his brother-in-law!941 Patel was tweeting out Surgisphere 
promotion in March 2020. No conflicts of interests evidently in doing this. 


Dr. Desai co-authored with Drs. Patel and Mehra a New England Journal of 
Medicine article regarding, “Cardiovascular Disease, Drug Therapy and 
Mortality in COVID-19”942 This too was retracted due to Dr. Desai’s data 
coming from Surgisphere’s worldwide datasets. Desai’s work as a graduate 
student at UIC also warranted review, as it appeared, he manipulated images 
on a journal submission in 2004.943 Ethics, anyone? 


The lead author of the Lancet study was Mandeep R. Mehra, M.D., medical 
director of Heart and Vascular Center at Brigham and Women’s Hospital.944 
In March 2020, The Gates Foundation provided a $4,995,109 grant to 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital “to develop a set of platform technologies to 
address the unmet need of dosing of patients on an infrequent basis and have 
the capacity to safely reside in the body for prolonged periods of time >1 
month and up to 12 months.”945 This was 3" largest grant ever received by 
Brigham (BWH) from the Gates Foundation and uniquely timed.946 


Hypothesizing, but the data points to multiple actions to subvert the process 
of treatment; to lead people astray; to induce fear; and, to further delay one 
easily accessible drug, that at correct dosage level and earliest treatment 
criteria, could have addressed nearly all critical cases. (Age over 60 with 
comorbidities as this French-linked study #79, reflected in late August 2020). 


But to understand this story in a deeper context, the following is a timeline of 
unique events. These require investigations into the highest levels of medicine. 


2020 Timeline of Key COVID-19 Events Regarding Therapeutics 


Jan-8-20: SARS-COV-2 “was proved to be the cause of COVID-19” 
according to Science. This was published on October 28, 2020. 947 
Jan-10-20: Sequences published according to Nature on August 5, 
2020.948 Listed in the Nature paper were Ralph S. Baric and Sayda M. 
Elbashir. Elbashir was listed on Patent #9,587,003.949 This was filed by 
Moderna Therapeutics (ModernaTxX, Inc.) on Feb-4-2016. Bill Gates 
provided Moderna with nearly a $20M grant in Jan-2016. 

The patent included a genomic sequence not seen in nature, and specific 
to the SARS-COV-2 spike protein codons. This was discussed, in detail, by 
Nicolas Wade on May 5, 2021.95° Wade served as a writer and editor at 
Nature, Science and The New York Times.95! Wade’s Wikipedia page 
altered substantially after the publication of his two-theory examination 
regarding COVID-19 origins. 


Jan-13-20: Moderna allegedly received the sequences from the CAS 
(Chinese Academy of Science) to formulate a vaccine for the “Alpha variant” 
of SARS-COV-2. (Nature) 

Jan-14-20: The WHO tweeted out that “preliminary investigations 
conducted by the Chinese authorities have found no clear evidence of 
human-to-human transmission of the novel #coronavirus (2019-nCoV) 
identified in #Wuhan, #China.”952 

Jan-18-20: Trial of Lopinavir in China. Fierce Pharma did a write up.953 
Jan-30-20: AbbVie’s Fernando Tatsch, MD. Offers Fauci a “consultancy.” 
Feb-4-20: BWH/NEJM Lindsey Baden emailed Tony Fauci about a favor. 
Feb-9-20: Surgisphere’s CEO Desai party to multiple Illinois lawsuits.954 
Mar-20: Gates provides Brigham’s (BWH) a $5M grant tied to “develop a 
set of platform technologies to address the unmet need of dosing of patients 
on an infrequent basis and have the capacity to safely reside in the body for 
prolonged periods of time >1 month and up to 12 months.”955 

Mar-15-20: Thomas Hudson of AbbVie emails Fauci & Francis Collins. 
Collins rerouted Hudson to the WHO lead scientist, Soumya Swaminathan. 
AbbVie is the maker of Kaletra (Lopinavir). 

Mar-18-20: Baden cited in Fierce Pharma; NEJM editorial published.956 
Mar-20-20: WHO Solitary trials: AbbVie’s Lopinavir, Gilead’s Remdesivir, 
included against Chloroquine not Hydroxychloroquine.957 


Mar-20: Surgisphere promoted by the brother-in-law of Sapan Desai, Dr. 
Amit Patel in tweets since deleted. Patel co-wrote papers with his in-law. 
Apr-May 2020: Surgisphere data a part of two papers: Lancet & NEJM. 
BWH’s Dr. Mandeep Mehra disclosures note Abbott conflicts.958 

Abbott, AbbVie & Surgisphere are all located in Chicagoland. 
Apr-30-20: Remdesivir study pre-released in late April 2020. Dr. Zeke 
Emanuel thought the data weak and underwhelming. Fauci differed. Fauci 
contacted by a 34 party (Demiurge) about Remdesivir results and reminded 
Fauci of their modeling projections on Remdesivir’s ineffectiveness. 
Apr-30-20: Fauci received an email about “autopsy data” supporting 
Remdesivir. Zeke Emanuel emailed Fauci about “finance people.” 
May-1-20: Remdesivir given EUA by FDA.959 The NEJM published 
Surgisphere Paper regarding ACE inhibitors and ARBs.9°° 

May-22-20: A preliminary Remdesivir paper noted that, “this publication 
does not necessarily reflect the views or policies of...the Henry M. Jackson 
Foundation for the Advancement of Military Medicine...”9° (HMJF) 
May-27-20: Dr. Eric Rubin and Dr. Lindsey Baden did a podcast on 
Remdesivir. The first study cited was truncated — later, the NEJM 
published the results in October 2020. But yet, Baden noted a “signal of 
benefit,” and further noted that the FDA gave the EUA. “He applauded the 
[study] team.” Baden sits on the key Antimicrobial FDA Committee as its 
chair.962 Rubin and Baden believed Chinese data (from The Lancet) 
regarding a 2™¢4 Remdesivir trial, but noted that the “epidemic ended,” as of 
May 2020. They touted the Chinese “underpowered study” even though it 
was not completed. Dr. Rubin mentioned the lack of drug availability — 
from Gilead — but selected Remdesivir as the best way forward. Science 
undermined this analysis in their late October 2020 publication.9%3 


June 20: The Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation provided the HMJF a $1.5 
million grant.9°4 The grant was purposefully moved to HJF Medical 
Research International, Inc. by June 26, 2020. HMJF is a wholly-owned 
subsidiary.96 More importantly, the grant was assigned as: “to collect data 
to estimate the burden of COVID-19 in pregnancy; outcomes associated 
with COVID-19 in pregnancy and describe maternal and newborn 


morbidities associated with COVID-19 in Western Kenya.” The natural 


question would be: where are these results and who and why was HJF doing 
these studies in Africa with little or no outbreaks occurring then?) 


Jun-4-20: Surgisphere papers are retracted; all authors provided weak 
mea culpas on the data, stating that they, “were not granted access to the 
raw data,” in their published retraction in the NEJM.9% 

Jun-8-20: Dr Amit Patel wrote: “Many people from the Brigham were at 
the wedding and media knew about it.” Patel terminated his University of 
Utah affiliation that same day.9°7 

Jun-15-20: FDA removed EUA from HCQ. EUA for Remdesivir stands. 


Sept-30-20: Baden et. al. published an article in the NEJM titled: “The 
FDA and the Importance of Trust.”9°8 His group noted that: 


“The challenges posed by Covid-19 have required our federal agencies to 
move with greater speed than ever before to provide guidance on which 
treatments should be used, perhaps selectively, in the care of patients. 
Emergency Use Authorization (EUA) allows the FDA to approve the use 
of an emerging potential therapy when there is reason to believe that the 
new therapy is likely to be safe and that it may work. Although the EUA 


that was issued for remdesivir required fewer data than standard FDA 
approval, it relied on results from at least one high-quality randomized, 
placebo-controlled trial. But the EUAs granted for hydroxychloroquine 
and chloroquine and, more recently, for convalescent plasma have raised 
the troubling concern that political pressure rather than a data-driven 
process influenced the FDA’s decision making.” (My emphasis added.) 


Oct-8-20: Final version of the NEJM Remdesivir paper was published. 9% 
Oct-8-20: Baden et. al., as “The Editors” were highly critical of the Trump 
Administration. Published at the same time as the final Remdesivir paper. 
The paper titled, “Dying in a Leadership Vacuum,”97° praised China while 
sharply critical, rather erroneously, of Trump. (What exactly can a non- 
doctor do that MDs and scientists were not involved in intentionally making 
political?) 


Oct-28-20: Science article, written by Jon Cohen (a favorite of Francis 
Collins on the COVID origins) discussed the poor showing of Remdesivir: 


“But both decisions baffled scientists who have closely watched the 
clinical trials of remdesivir unfold over the past 6 months—and who have 
many questions about remdesivir's worth. At best, one large, well- 
designed study found remdesivir modestly reduced the time to recover 
from COVID-19 in hospitalized patients with severe illness. A few smaller 
studies found no impact of treatment on the disease whatsoever. Then, 
on 15 October—in this month's decidedly unfavorable news for Gilead— 
the fourth and largest controlled study delivered what some believed was 
a coup de grace: The World Health Organization's (WHO's) Solidarity 


trial showed that remdesivir does not reduce mortality or the time 


COVID-19 patients take to recover... 
Science has learned that both FDA's decision and the EU deal came about 


under unusual circumstances that gave the company important 


advantages. FDA never consulted a group of outside experts that it has at 
the ready to weigh in on complicated antiviral drug issues. That group, 


the Antimicrobial Drugs Advisory Committee (AMDAC), mixes infectious 
disease clinicians with biostatisticians, pharmacists, and a consumer 
representative to review all available data on experimental treatments 
and make recommendations to FDA about drug approvals—yet it has not 


convened once during the pandemic.”971 (My emphasis added.) 


e Dr. Lindsey R. Baden chairs that Antimicrobial Drug Advisory Board that 
never convened during this time.972973 Yet, Dr. Baden found time to do 
podcasts, particularly the May-27-20 with Dr. Eric Rubin on Remdesivir 
trials, and write an editorial in support of Remdesivir as shown above. Both 
of those trials were criticized heavily in the October 2020 Science article. 


e Oct-28-20: Baden was even quoted in that same Science article by Jon 
Cohen, et. al. The paragraph cited: 
“To many scientists, such complexities underscore that FDA should have 
consulted ADAC, its panel of outside experts, for a vigorous debate. It 
could have ‘elevated the discussion,’ says ADAC Chair Lindsey Baden, an 
infectious disease specialist at Brigham and Women's Hospital. 
‘Hydroxychloroquine, convalescent plasma, remdesivir—these are 


complicated decisions given the imperfect nature of the data upon which 
the decisions are being made, and the urgency of the clinical use gives all 


the more reasons to have an open discussion,’ says Baden, whose group 
last met in October 2019.” [My emphasis. | 
e July-19-19: Dr. Baden sought a waiver in 2019 to work as a “co- 
investigator” on Gilead Sciences, Inc. drug(s) for an “HIV prophylaxis.” This 
was not noted in any of his future public disclosures.974

e Jan-27-21: Baden, Rubin, and Fauci do a podcast together.976 


Timeline Conclusions 

There is an overwhelming amount of key and circumstantial evidence that Dr. 
Lindsey R. Baden was a key inside resource on a number of fronts. He 
promoted Remdesivir, kept down HCQ through his “coincidental” co-worker 
Dr. Mandeep Mehra working at Brigham’s (BWH). Mehra’s connection to the 
Surgisphere’s data was an intentional hijacking of a cheaper drug with the 
right co-medications that feasibly provided better early treatment options. 


Dr. Baden and Dr. Rubin’s close proximity to the AbbVie’s drug trial, and later 
readoption into the WHO Solidarity Trial along with a lesser drug, 
chloroquine, raises serious clinical trial design issues. As Science noted: 


“bottom line from the trials so far is there simply isn't enough evidence 
that remdesivir works, says Jason Pogue, a University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, researcher who is president of the Society of Infectious Diseases 
Pharmacists. Pogue believes FDA made a mistake and, unless more data 
emerge, EMA should not give the drug full approval.”977 


Instead of seeking out other cheaper remedies and therapeutics, Remdesivir 
($2,400 EU cost), that was dismissed by substantial scientific data and 
medical scientists, was chosen, over and over again. A tragedy, and 
potentially, done with intent, to incur maximum harm onto the United States 
during an election year. (This is but one hypothesis on motives.) 


Moreover, Dr. Baden was involved in Moderna’s vaccine trials, starting in 
December 2020.978 His disclosures reflected that Moderna conflict along with 
HMJ Military Research connections and Gates Foundation grants. However, 
his Gilead work as a co-investigator was not reported. In short, Dr. Lindsey 
would be a key witness, a linchpin, to the strategies taken throughout the early 
days of COVID-19 by the NEJM, NIH, and the FDA. He is deeply involved in 
one of the worst tragedies in United States history, and potentially, the World 
response to SARS-COV-2.

The Surgisphere published studies caused confusion and impacted decision- 
making because doctors (and bureaucrats) often rely on real-time scientific 
information. Many doctors and scientific experts called out the fraudulent 
data analysis. The Association of American Physicians and Surgeons (AAPS) 
took action and filed suit. Their documents are located here.9°° 


On June 22, 2020, the AAPS filed suit seeking a preliminary injunction versus 
the FDA et. al.987 The AAPS noted in their complaint: 


“The requested injunction is in the public interest. By denying access to a 
safe medication for prophylactic and early treatment of COVID-19, 
Defendants increase suffering and the loss of life, and exacerbate public fear 
resulting in an infringement on associative rights such as AAPS’s and 
national political parties’ conventions. It is in the public interest to 
eliminate arbitrary barriers to early access to safe medication for illness, 
and to reduce hoarding and wasting of such medication by government 
during this time of need.” 


Specifically, the injunction sought to: 


1) Enjoin all Defendants from enforcing the restrictions on the use of HCQ... 

2) Ordering all Defendants to make available and distribute promptly without 
any interference... 

3) Ordering Defendants HHS and FDA to retract their unsupported 
disparaging statements made on June 16, 2020, concerning use of HCQ 


4) Enjoining all Defendants from impeding the distribution, sale or purchase 
of HCQ by adult members of the public during the COVID-19 pandemic.988 


The AAPS cited further in their memorandum a list of authorities regarding 
HCQ and its efficacy. For example: 


Harvey A Risch, Early Outpatient Treatment of Symptomatic, High-Risk 
Covid-19 Patients That Should Be Ramped-Up Immediately as Key to the 
Pandemic Crisis, ___ AM. J. EPIDEMIOLOGY __ (May 27, 2020) 


The Memorandum?9%9 denoted various roadblocks, including Rick Bright, who 
put into place arbitrary conditions (clinical trials) for access to HCQ. AAPS 
cited the Lancet study above that was retracted. And finally, a study that was 
late-stage focused (16.6 days) in a COVID-19 illness path. 


Professor of Epidemiology at Yale University, Harvey Risch, stated in his peer- 
reviewed medical journal article, titled, “Early Outpatient Treatment of 
Symptomatic, High-Risk COVID-19 Patients that Should be Ramped-Up 
Immediately as Key to the Pandemic Crisis”99° 


“An outpatient treatment that prevents hospitalization is desperately 
needed [for COVID-19]. ... These medications need to be widely available 
and promoted immediately for physicians (13).”9% 


Dr. Risch furthermore stated that: 


“Hydroxychloroquine + azithromycin has been widely misrepresented in 
both clinical reports and public media, and outpatient trials results are not 
expected until September. Early outpatient illness is very different than 
later hospitalized florid disease and the treatments differ.” 


Later, Dr. Risch appeared on Life, Liberty and Levin to discuss HCQ. Stating 
that, “The science is so one-sided...it is stronger than anything else I’ve ever 
studied in my entire career,” regarding the efficacy of HCQ for use in COVID- 
19. 

Their suit cited Dr. Jon Giles, and epidemiologist and rheumatologist at 
Columbia University Department of Medicine, who noted on HCQ, “It’s a very, 
very safe drug...I don’t get an ECG or do blood monitoring (12).” 


On page 34 of the AAPS Memorandum, the strongest visual, medical journal 
and anecdotal data appears: 


“In addition, more than 25 articles since 1982 published in peer-reviewed 
medical journals have reported on the safety of HCQ, and these articles are 


included in the PubMed database as maintained by the United States 
National Library of Medicine at the National Institutes of Health (34).”992

Many countries (Brazil) and world leaders (Nayib Bukele) used HCQ 
prophylactically (preventive treatment), including Trump, suggesting that it 
had very low risks and substantial benefits (34). Though like all medications, 
there is no absolute ability to stop viruses solely with short-term medications. 
One noticed there were no reports on HCQ resulting in strange deaths. 


In late July 2020, America’s Frontline Doctors discussed HCQ beneficially, 
only to be censored, with their videos taken down by a host of Silicon Valley 
platforms.993:994 The message still got out — virally — and people questioned 
this media spin and censorious tactics behind this once highly regarded drug. 


Tucker Carlson discussed HCQ treatment, and pharmacists overriding 
doctors, on July 30% with Dr. Simone Gold.995 Dr. Gold is a board-certified 
medical doctor, working in emergency care, and also, a lawyer. Her stance on 
hydroxychloroquine made her a target, as she was fired by her employer. 


Dr. Gold, again, was not the only one raising the alert. The Citizens’ Council 
for Health Freedom, chaired by Twila Brase, R.N. out of St. Paul, MN, 
released this statement in August 2020: 
“Citizens’ Council for Health Freedom (CCHF), a national patient-centered 
health policy organization, opposes the restrictions that governors and state 
agencies, have placed on the prescribing and dispensing of 
hydroxychloroquine (HCQ) for patients with COVID-19. 


Over 30 states have some form of limitation, restriction or outright ban on 
the prescription of FDA-approved HCQ for the treatment or prevention of 
COVID-19. 


‘To our knowledge, never in this nation’s history have governors and state 
agencies teamed up to deny patients access to a life-saving medication. 
Pharmacies are refusing to dispense lawfully-prescribed drugs and medical 
boards are threatening doctors to keep them from prescribing 
hydroxychloroquine to their patients — a drug that has been deemed safe for 
human use for at least 65 years, a drug that like every other FDA-approved 
drug can be used freely for off-label and on-label use. This is a travesty,’ 
said Twila Brase, president and co-founder of CCHF.”996 


Other doctors, around the country were speaking out too. Journalist Debbie 
Aldrich, a former congressional candidate, and married to a doctor, 
interviewed Dr. Vladimir Zelenko, a family physician, on the topic of HCQ. In 
a mid-summer 2020 podcast, a simple analogy for the usage of HCQ and Zinc 
was made, starting at (8:58-11:22).997 


“Zinc is an antiviral...Zinc inhibits the function of a virus replicating...Zinc 
is like a bullet... HCQ opens up a channel for zinc...Think of 
Hydroxychloroquine as a gun. The combination, the synergy, that makes it 
powerful.”998 


Notable is his first tweet, regarding his HCQ+ Zinc protocol, was on April 7‘. 


He tweeted on this Zinc protocol treatment 18 times through August 315. (He 
was cancelled off Twitter.) Zelenko published a recent study: #234.999 


This author’s cursory review of Zinc therapy (from 2010) provided at least 
three studies from a WebCrawler search completed on June 30, 2022. The 
search term was: “Zinc HIV study 2010.” The studies provided analysis of 
benefits of zinc to the improvement of HIV patients and that many people are 
deficient in Zinc. The studies were published by the NIH.1°©°, 1001,1002 This of 
course does not proved Zinc is beneficial. It does show research has been done 
and accepted as legitimate and showed benefits in these particular studies. 


Why did one include HIV in this scenario? Because the SARS-COV-2 genomic

Dr. Vladimir (Zev) Zelenko discussed the EUA act, and how it is used, to 
circumvent the arduous process of drug approval by the FDA. Because this 
process takes “a decade” and hundreds of millions of dollars from big 
pharmaceuticals to get approval. The FDA though can issue an EUA for drugs 
that “may be effective” or there is “nothing else available.” The caveat is: that 
once the EUA is issued, for a treatment, then no other drug can be used for 
that treatment. Which explains the vaccine pushes and methodology as well.

Taken in totality, the number of medical doctors, epidemiologists, and journal 
reviews, one should be able to assess that the problem was never about HCQ, 
and its co-medicines, but rather: the politics, media, and anti-Trump 
campaigns, going back to the day Trump was elected. 


To top off the politicization of this topic, The New England Journal of 
Medicine wrote, “Dying in a Leadership Vacuum” on October 8, 2020. The 
article in detail condoned China while deriding the United States. This is the 
same journal which did its worst to create misinformation on 
Hydroxychloroquine, interfering with therapeutic options. It cited Maggie 
Haberman, a known propagandist, regarding that therapeutic as shown. But 
more tellingly, it purposefully endorsed a political candidate, if subtly so. The 
Washington Post, confirmed this: “Now it’s urging voters to oust Trump.”1008 


Here is this journal’s article, in full. 


“Covid-19 has created a crisis throughout the world. This crisis has produced a 
test of leadership. With no good options to combat a novel pathogen, countries 
were forced to make hard choices about how to respond. Here in the United 
States, our leaders have failed that test. They have taken a crisis and turned it 


into a tragedy. 


The magnitude of this failure is astonishing. According to the Johns Hopkins 
Center for Systems Science and Engineering, the United States leads the world 


in Covid-19 cases and in deaths due to the disease, far exceeding the numbers 
in much larger countries, such as China. The death rate in this country is more 
than double that of Canada, exceeds that of Japan, a country with a vulnerable 
and elderly population, by a factor of almost 50, and even dwarfs the rates in 
lower-middle-income countries, such as Vietnam, by a factor of almost 2000. 
Covid-19 is an overwhelming challenge, and many factors contribute to its 
severity. But the one we can control is how we behave. And in the United 
States we have consistently behaved poorly. 


We know that we could have done better. China, faced with the first outbreak 


chose strict quarantine and isolation after an initial delay. These measures 
were severe but effective, essentially eliminating transmission at the point 
where the outbreak began and reducing the death rate to a reported 3 per 


million, as compared with more than 500 per million in the United States. 
Countries that had far more exchange with China, such as Singapore and 


South Korea, began intensive testing early, along with aggressive contact 
tracing and appropriate isolation, and have had relatively small outbreaks. 
And New Zealand has used these same measures, together with its geographic 
advantages, to come close to eliminating the disease, something that has 
allowed that country to limit the time of closure and to largely reopen society 


to a prepandemic level. In general, not only have many democracies done 
better than the United States, but they have also outperformed us by orders of 
magnitude. 


Why has the United States handled this pandemic so badly? We have failed at 
almost every step. We had ample warning, but when the disease first arrived, 
we were incapable of testing effectively and couldn’t provide even the most 
basic personal protective equipment to health care workers and the general 
public. And we continue to be way behind the curve in testing. While the 
absolute numbers of tests have increased substantially, the more useful metric 
is the number of tests performed per infected person, a rate that puts us far 
down the international list, below such places as Kazakhstan, Zimbabwe, and 
Ethiopia, countries that cannot boast the biomedical infrastructure or the 
manufacturing capacity that we have. Moreover, a lack of emphasis on 
developing capacity has meant that U.S. test results are often long delayed, 
rendering the results useless for disease control. 


Although we tend to focus on technology, most of the interventions that have 
large effects are not complicated. The United States instituted quarantine and 


isolation measures late and inconsistently, often without any effort to enforce 
them, after the disease had spread substantially in many communities. Our 
rules on social distancing have in many places been lackadaisical at best, with 
loosening of restrictions long before adequate disease control had been 
achieved. And in much of the country, people simply don’t wear masks, largely 
because our leaders have stated outright that masks are political tools rather 
than effective infection control measures. The government has appropriately 
invested heavily in vaccine development, but its rhetoric has politicized the 
development process and led to growing public distrust. 


The United States came into this crisis with enormous advantages. Along with 
tremendous manufacturing capacity, we have a biomedical research system 
that is the envy of the world. We have enormous expertise in public health, 
health policy, and basic biology and have consistently been able to turn that 
expertise into new therapies and preventive measures. And much of that 
national expertise resides in government institutions. Yet our leaders have 
largely chosen to ignore and even denigrate experts. 

The response of our nation’s leaders has been consistently inadequate. The 
federal government has largely abandoned disease control to the states. 
Governors have varied in their responses, not so much by party as by 
competence. But whatever their competence, governors do not have the tools 
that Washington controls. Instead of using those tools, the federal government 
has undermined them. The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, which 
was the world’s leading disease response organization, has been eviscerated 
and has suffered dramatic testing and policy failures. The National Institutes 
of Health have played a key role in vaccine development but have been 
excluded from much crucial government decision making. And the Food and 


Drug Administration has been shamefully politicized, appearing to respond to 
pressure from the administration rather than scientific evidence. Our current 


leaders have undercut trust in science and in government, causing damage 
that will certainly outlast them. Instead of relying on expertise, the 
administration has turned to uninformed “opinion leaders” and charlatans 
who obscure the truth and facilitate the promulgation of outright lies. 


Let’s be clear about the cost of not taking even simple measures. An outbreak 
that has disproportionately affected communities of color has exacerbated the 
tensions associated with inequality. Many of our children are missing school 
at critical times in their social and intellectual development. The hard work of 


health care professionals, who have put their lives on the line, has not been 
used wisely. Our current leadership takes pride in the economy, but while 
most of the world has opened up to some extent, the United States still suffers 
from disease rates that have prevented many businesses from reopening, with 
a resultant loss of hundreds of billions of dollars and millions of jobs. And 
more than 200,000 Americans have died. Some deaths from Covid-19 were 
unavoidable. But, although it is impossible to project the precise number of 
additional American lives lost because of weak and inappropriate government 
policies, it is at least in the tens of thousands in a pandemic that has already 
killed more Americans than any conflict since World War II. 


Anyone else who recklessly squandered lives and money in this way would be 
suffering legal consequences. Our leaders have largely claimed immunity for 
their actions. But this election gives us the power to render judgment. 
Reasonable people will certainly disagree about the many political positions 
taken by candidates. But truth is neither liberal nor conservative. When it 
comes to the response to the largest public health crisis of our time, our 
current political leaders have demonstrated that they are dangerously 
incompetent. We should not abet them and enable the deaths of thousands 
more Americans by allowing them to keep their jobs.”1°°9 [My emphasis. | 


The author will attempt to rebut the signatories. 


1) Control how they behave. This echoed the China model. Tellingly, The 
Editors believed China’s numbers. But did China just stop testing for the 
virus? Did they not provide the faulty testing and masks!°!° to the entire 
world? And as 2022 showed, the CCP did not eliminate the virus. 

2) Stockpiles of PPE were left nearly bare by the Obama administration. Was 
Trump made aware of this lapse? God knows the experience of Dr. Fauci or 
Dr. Redfield could have somehow made this a high priority after their use in 
the 2009 Swine Flu outbreak. (See point #8.) The question is: Did they? 

3) Masks don’t work. And the NEJM knew this from their own minimal 
studies on the topic. And from the NIH Director of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases. Plus, if the N95 masks are so valuable to vital health workers, 
competing over them would furthered that dilemma, wouldn’t it?

7) Governors did vary in responses by political party. Governor Andrew 
Cuomo of New York, did so, irresponsibly, particularly in the New York City 
area. The fact this article mentioned governors denotes that state 
governments MAINTAIN control over healthcare edicts. How much 
cooperation was given between state and federal governments in an election 
year? What of the willful blindness to the politics interjected by governors 
on down to medical practitioners, on masks, ventilators, HCQ, et.al., 
endangered lives in the crisis, and thereafter.

8) The Editors noted some deaths were unavoidable. According to the CDC, 
only 6% of deaths were solely caused by COVID. But as CDC has been 
eviscerated, of what use are they?

The CDC received similar funding until 2019. That responsibility falls to the 
U.S. Congress, approving budgets. Shifting blame always to the “leadership” 
(read: POTUS) is convenient whenever the “quasi-Agencies”, like the CDC, are 
responsible for battling for their budgets. Given the 2018 unusual death spike 
in flu season (as shown in Politics, PCR Test & Traces), it seems that could 
have been an argument point to replenish the strategic stockpile. 


The one glaring hole: is Public Health Preparedness and Response, 
Strategic National Stockpile from 2019.

Trust and Gates Foundation both provided substantial grants to the 
Wellcome Sanger Institute.

As shown earlier in the Operation Virus section, the Gates grant was changed 


in late June.1°2°0 Why was that? 


In the article titled, “The FDA and the Importance of Trust,” Baden’s et. al. 
views on Remdesivir are clear, forceful, and revealing, saying quote: 


“Although the EUA that was issued for Remdesivir required fewer data than 
standard FDA approval, it relied on results from at least one high-quality 
randomized, placebo-controlled trial.2 But the EUAs granted for 
hydroxychloroquine and chloroquine and, more recently, for convalescent 
plasma have raised the troubling concern that political pressure rather than 
a data-driven process influenced the FDA’s decision making. In fact, the 
EUA for hydroxychloroquine and chloroquine, issued on March 28, 2020, 
was withdrawn on June 15, as data from randomized, controlled trials 
consistently showed no benefit and potential risks.”1021 


That lone trial was done on an international data of 1,062 patients was not 
superiorly indicative of Remdesivir robust usage. The study was changed in 
May 2020 - different endpoint sought — to get this as a trial to cite for the 
effectiveness of Remdesivir. 


The drug was a bit more affective in the less critical, whether receiving oxygen 
or not only. While those vented or high-flow oxygen were not “statistically 
significant,” or better off. 


Maybe there are more Gold Standard studies, but the big question: Why 
didn’t the FDA Chair here, and NEJM editor, in Baden, provide that list of 
them to buttress his Remdesivir argument?

As noted at the outset of this book, Trump’s late September 2019 Executive 
Order gave a framework for total Federal government pandemic responses: 
the Operation Warp Speed initiative. 


Why then? Was he been manipulated towards that unsuspectedly? Or did he 
know exactly what was coming? That question needs an answer — not from the 
minions that inhabit D.C. But Trump, under oath, providing testimony a to 
what he knew and when did he know it. 


But certainly, BlackRock did know it as their August 2019 “Going Direct” 
paper was initiated by the Federal Reserve by late March 2020. And, at 
present, Biden’s White House has BlackRock’s B-team players neck deep in 
economic concerns of the United States.

Wally Adeyemo, who worked at BlackRock for just over two years, including 


as an interim chief of staff to founder Larry Fink, is slated to be deputy 
treasury secretary, with a direct hand in shaping the Biden administration’s 


approach to financial regulation. Adeyemo left the firm in 2019 to lead the 
Obama Foundation.”1°46 


Biden’s administration has Obama’s fingers deep in economic and national 
security interests of the nation. As Nicolle Invest wrote in 2021, “Formerly the 
global chief investment strategist at BlackRock, Michael Pyle is now the chief 
economic advisor to Vice President Harris. I should note, Deese, Adeyemo, 
and [Michael] Pyle [advisor to Harris] all also worked with the Obama 
administration.”1!047 This makes Obama well aware of the damages caused to 
the United States. The Barack Obama Foundation received $25,000,000 from 
the Gates Foundation in August 2017.1°48 Similar to his Soros funding of his 
book just prior to his taking his Senate seat in 2005.

Although our tabletop exercise included a mock novel coronavirus, 
the inputs we used for modeling the potential impact of that fictional virus 
are not similar to nCoV-2019.”1°52 


In the fall, China had their outbreak begin in Wuhan Provence. Cases were 
identified from December 8 to January 2 in China. A first case outside China 


was reported in Thailand on January 13.1053 Research papers were released in 
droves, regarding this virus, as Nature published quantities of them by 
January 30%, 


Meanwhile, the World Health Organization downplayed any human-to- 
human transmission as a January 14 tweet set the stage for many criticisms. 
WHO must have referenced the International Journal of Infectious Diseases 
article, published on January 14, 20201954, which made that claim on human 
transmission, in a startling and rather obtuse way: 


“While it appears to be transmitted to humans via animals, the specific 
animals and other reservoirs need to be identified, the transmission route, 
the incubation period and characteristics of the susceptible population and 
survival rates. At present, there is however very limited clinical information 
of the 2019-nCoV infection and data are missing in regard to the age range, 
animal source of the virus, incubation period, epidemic curve, viral kinetics, 
transmission route, pathogenesis, autopsy findings and any treatment 
response to antivirals among the severe cases. Once there is any clue to the 
source of animals being responsible for this outbreak, global public health 
authorities should examine the trading route and source of movement of 
animals or products taken from the wild or captive conditions from other 
parts to Wuhan and consider appropriate trading restrictions or other 
control measures to limit.”1!°55 [Below: EVENT 201 sponsors. Gates has

authorities have found no clear evidence of human-to- 
human transmission of the novel #coronavirus (2019- 
nCoV) identified in #Wuhan, #Chinal@.

“In the event that a natural disaster or other unforeseeable event outside 
the control of the Parties delays a Party from timely complying with its

Nature Medicine, on March 17, 2020, published, “The Origin of SARS-CoV-2.” 
In the article, they discussed the origins in these terms: 


“It is improbable that SARS-CoV-2 emerged through laboratory 
manipulation of a related SARS-CoV-like coronavirus. As noted above, the 
RBD of SARS-CoV-2 is optimized for binding to human ACE2 with an 
efficient solution different from those previously predicted. Furthermore, if 
genetic manipulation had been performed, one of the several reverse- 
genetic systems available for betacoronaviruses would probably have been 
used. However, the genetic data irrefutably show that SARS-CoV-2 is not 
derived from any previously used virus backbone. Instead, we propose two 
scenarios that can plausibly explain the origin of SARS-CoV-2: (i) natural 
selection in an animal host before zoonotic transfer; and (ii) natural 
selection in humans following zoonotic transfer. We also discuss whether 
selection during passage could have given rise to SARS-CoV-2.”1062;1063 


Their discussion explored in the first case, particularly, Malayan pangolins 
and Rhinolophus affinis bats. The researchers noted that: 


“Although no animal coronavirus has been identified that is sufficiently 
similar to have served as the direct progenitor of SARS-CoV-2, the diversity 
of coronaviruses in bats and other species is massively undersampled. 
Mutations, insertions and deletions can occur near the S1—S2 junction of 
coronaviruses, which shows that the polybasic cleavage site can arise by a 
natural evolutionary process. For a precursor virus to acquire both the 
polybasic cleavage site and mutations in the spike protein suitable for 
binding to human ACE2, an animal host would probably have to have a 
high population density (to allow natural selection to proceed efficiently) 
and an ACE2-encoding gene that is similar to the human ortholog.”1064 


The second case was less clear to a lay person: 


“It is possible that a progenitor of SARS-CoV-2 jumped into humans, 
acquiring the genomic features described above through adaptation during 
undetected human-to-human transmission...The presence in pangolins of 
an RBD very similar to that of SARS-CoV-2 means that we can infer this 
was also probably in the virus that jumped to humans. This leaves the 
insertion of polybasic cleavage site to occur during human-to-human 


transmission. ”1°65 


That insertion was discussed more clearly by Dr. Dolores Cahill#°% in an 
interview by Dave Cullen on Bit Chute. (The video was censored off You Tube). 
The interview highlights (at 51:351°°7) the gain of function and the Nature 


Medicine article just cited. Particularly, she homed in on the fact that, “there is 
a stretch of 12 nucleotides that do not occur naturally.”1°68 [Cahill’s Hirsch 
Index = 36°69] 
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And later, “in Beijing, October 2019, an article discusses this particular 
modification.” She mentioned that a PhD student died from this Wuhan lab, 
and up to 40 people came down with the virus. A Chinese paper regarding that 
was published on January 2, 2020. (The Lancet published the information on 
41 patients from China on January 24¢h,1070,1071) 


But the most recent work of this kind that | came across was an

In a piece published May 5, 2021, after a year plus of living with the impacts of 
the SARS-COV-2 Pandemic and responses to it, Nicolas Wade, a science writer 
for Nature and New York Times, published, “The origin of COVID: Did people 
or nature open Pandora’s box at Wuhan?”?°72 In a 4,000-word piece, much is 
discussed from a balanced perspective about the origins of the virus. 


Two theories on origins 
Wet Market 


“The wet market connection, the major point of similarity with the SARS1 
and MERS epidemics, was soon broken: Chinese researchers found earlier 
cases in Wuhan with no link to the wet market. But that seemed not to 
matter when so much further evidence in support of natural emergence was 
expected shortly. ”1073 


Wuhan Virology Lab (Double CGG Hallmark) 


“Contrary to the letter writers’ assertion, the idea that the virus might have 
escaped from a lab invoked accident, not conspiracy. It surely needed to be 
explored, not rejected out of hand. A defining mark of good scientists is that 
they go to great pains to distinguish between what they know and what they 
don’t know. By this criterion, the signatories of the Lancet letter were 
behaving as poor scientists: They were assuring the public of facts they 
could not know for sure were true.”1074 


The second theory was conflicted by: 


“Lancet letter had been organized and drafted by Peter Daszak, president of 
the EcoHealth Alliance of New York. Daszak’s organization funded 
coronavirus research at the Wuhan Institute of Virology. If the SARS2 virus 
had indeed escaped from research he funded, Daszak would be potentially 
culpable. This acute conflict of interest was not declared to the Lancet’s 
readers. To the contrary, the letter concluded, “We declare no competing 
interests.’”1075 [My emphasis. ] 


As noted in the HCQ section, there was conflict regarding the FDA, Medical 
Journals, the WHO trials, amongst other, “coincidences” found. 


Nicolas Wade then referenced back to the Nature article that led off this 
section, noting that their arguments were, “strained” and “contrived.” Wade 
links out to an interesting and relevant beatdown of why all of us need to be 
suspicious of who is feeding you information.1°76 (And from an ex-con no less.) 


Wade noted that MERS and SARS1 were found within 4-9 months to exist in 
an intermediary host species, showing natural origins hypothesis support. 
Meanwhile, the same is not occurring with this bout of SARS.1°77 


As mentioned earlier, GOF seems to be hot area to “get ahead of” pandemics. 
As also entertained, the Ft. Detrick lab and our U.S. Agencies offshored or 
ceased 10 of 21 GOF studies. Wade noted the pairing up of US-China: 


“Shi then teamed up with Ralph S. Baric, an eminent coronavirus 
researcher at the University of North Carolina. Their work focused on 
enhancing the ability of bat viruses to attack humans so as to ‘examine the 
emergence potential (that is, the potential to infect humans) of circulating 
bat CoVs [coronaviruses].’ In pursuit of this aim, in November 2015 they 
created a novel virus by taking the backbone of the SARS1 virus and 
replacing its spike protein with one from a bat virus (known as SHCo14- 
CoV). This manufactured virus was able to infect the cells of the human 
airway, at least when tested against a lab culture of such cells... 


...a crossroads of GOF research concerns; the potential to prepare for and 
mitigate future outbreaks must be weighed against the risk of creating more 
dangerous pathogens.”1078 


Wade bluntly states what most risk-adverse and rational folks have come to 
know: “From the hindsight of 2021, one can say that the value of gain-of- 
function studies in preventing the SARS2 epidemic was zero. The risk was 


catastrophic, if indeed the SARS2 virus was generated in a gain-of-function 
experiment. ”!°79 [My emphasis added. ] 


Grants often fueled this procedure for study and production of research. And 
who provided it? National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
(NIAID), a part of the US National Institutes of Health (NIH). 


Peter Daszak was the prime contractor to Shi’s grants addressing S proteins: 


“We will use S protein sequence data, infectious clone technology, in vitro 
and in vivo infection experiments and analysis of receptor binding to test 
the hypothesis that % divergence thresholds in S protein sequences predict 
spillover potential.”108° 


Though we do not have definitive evidence, “because her records have been 
sealed,” she was at the ballpark, assessing the human-ACE2-expressing in 
mice.1081 Daszak YT Link.1°82 Hypothesis: Motive, means, and opportunity. 


Many have known this story from the outset of January 2020.

FOIA documents’°83, and various researchers since January of 20201984, noted 
that gain of function (GOF) funding was provided to the Wuhan Institute of 
Virology (WIV) from 2014 to 2019. A major player in the GOF cover-up was 
Dr. Peter Daszak, President of the EcoHealth Alliance!°85, and a long-time 
friend of Dr. Shi Zhengli?©8° and Dr. Anthony Fauci. (Independent researcher 
and top-tier champion of censorship off Twitter, a total of nine times, “L,” 
collected up the gross receipts from the U.S. Department of Defense and other 
U.S. agencies. The total was over $61.5 million.) 


Daszak, who immediately dismissed any idea of man-made virus, back on 
February 19, 20201°87, has been a source of discussion and coordination of the 
“natural origin” narrative ever since.1°88 His history with bats, and the “bat 
lady” goes back some fifteen years. This, in and of itself, is not disconcerting. 
But the funding to the EcoHealth Alliance from the Dept of Defense and other 
agencies, are.1°89 “L” has provided an excellent summary (above) and located 
here.109° 


While the U.S. government was funding unauthorized research after a pause 
was made in 2014, Daszak and Zhengli were still hard at it. Their friend in 
North Carolina, Dr. Ralph Baric, had trained up Dr. Zhengli to produce a 


“signature” design for such GOF coronaviruses that even Nicolas Wade felt the 
need to lay out above.1°91 


Notable, as well, the interconnectivity of Peter Daszak’s EcoHealth Alliance to 
The Bidens through a pandemic management company: Metabiota. Hunter 
Biden’s firm Rosemont Seneca Technology Partners invested in this San 
Francisco-based company in 2014.1092 Nathan Wolfe, then CEO of the 
Metabiota is not a stranger to a host of other ‘bad’ actors, including one 
Ghislaine Maxwell°93, Jeffrey Epstein’s now convicted procurer of underage 
girls and young women. (She received a 20-year prison sentence. ) 


EcoHeath co-published papers with Metabiota, received DoD grants, worked 
with the CIA, and is connected to the Ukrainian affair regarding their biolabs 
(built during the USSR’s regime) that is ongoing.!°94 Metabiota’s Vice 
President Mary Guttieri went full CIA, offering that: “they [Metabiota] could 
‘assert Ukraine's cultural and economic independence from Russia’ — an 
unusual goal for a biotech firm.”!°95 Even more so, given this was said in April 
2014 just as Hunter Biden landed on the board of Ukraine’s Burisma.1°9° 


Nathan Wolfe was not just any CEO. He is a WEF Young Global Leader and 
Metabiota obtained a “Technology Pioneer” award from Schwab’s WEF.1°97 
The WEF stated in their June 2021 press release: 


“Metabiota, the global pioneer in infectious disease risk solutions, made it 
to the selection for its contributions in the field of infectious disease 
analytics and risk management.”1098 


Maxwell appeared at galas with Nathan Wolfe in 2011, particularly Time’s 100 
Most Influential (along with Joe Biden), honoring Mr. Wolfe. Wolfe’s book, 
The Viral Storm, thanks two men that have close ties to Bill Gates: Jeffrey 
Epstein and Dr. Boric Nikolic. Nikolic posted as a chief science advisor for Bill 
Gates and became a co-executor of Epstein’s will just two days before his not- 
so-accidental death. James Biden has three parcels on Water Island!°99 that is 
mere minutes from Little St. James, Epstein’s Island. Jeffrey abused women 
with a host of high-profile men flying inbound over a period of many years. 


In short, these are not usual connections. These are people making deals 
worth 10s of millions, if not billions, with a keen interest in manipulation of 
viruses, women, and coordination thereafter of disaster plans that threatened 
all of humanity, starting in late 2019.

In mid-September 2020, a team led by Dr. Li-Meng Yan, posted to 
Zenodo.org, a paper titled: “Unusual Features of the SARS-CoV-2 Genome 
Suggesting Sophisticated Laboratory Modification Rather Than Natural 
Evolution and Delineation of Its Probable Synthetic Route.”1*°1 This was a 
follow-up to Dr. Yan’s interview on Tucker Carlson Tonight, regarding the 
origins and nature of the SARS-COV-2 virus. 


Along with three other Ph.Ds., Dr. Yan, laid out their work on the natural 
origin theory versus the research laboratory origin in their paper. The 
researchers identified the “backbone” as either a ZC45 and/or ZXC21 bat 
coronavirus. More tellingly, the “lab creation” °2 potentially could be 
accomplished in “six months.” If one looked at late March 2019 as a potential 
start date, October 2019 would be achievable for a first-generation, human 
“novel” SARS-COV-2 virus. (And the numerous variants: came about, 
thereafter, naturally.)

Dr. Yan ran afoul of another well-known person in the field of Virology: Dr. 
Robert Gallo.1°4 Gallo published a separate review here.1°5 Gallo laid out 
eight reasons, of which this author will address just one, because the same can 
be applied to his history and connections. [One who makes such an argument 
can be equally investigated on said argument. | 


Dr. Gallo said: “There is also the question of timing. Why is she ‘publishing’ 
the paper now? Why hasn’t she published before? Is it because it is election 
time? Why is she rushing to submit so soon? The research is backed by Steve 
Bannon! I question her credibility.”41°6 


Dr. Gallo was a giant figure in the AIDs retrovirus discussion back in the 
1980s. His work was memorialized and criticized openly in the Hollywood 
movie: And the Band Played On (1993). Such an AIDs discussion introduced 
us to Dr. Anthony Fauci, as well — showing the same players come on stage to 
speak their lines, authoritatively, whether they are truthful, or not. Just as 
with COVID, there are other theories of the case. And both here were working 
hard on a HIV-connected virus yet again.!°7 


In 1962, Gallo cut his teeth investigating viral carcinogenesis in primates. That 
project focused on “type-C viral particles” and he operated the primate 


facilities.11°8 This was around the same time frame that the Polio (1958) 
vaccine garnered Jonas Salk acclaim. But the vaccine involved a key 
componentry: monkey-cultures containing their cellular contaminants. The 
FDA then hid a by-product of the polio vaccines that came from monkey- 
kidney tissues, later called SV-40, labeled a precursor of HIV.°9 


During that same time frame, comparisons can be drawn on testing out 
vaccines on vulnerable populations: the cruel operation of targeting the 
weakest among us. The New York Times, in October 2010, published on the 
Measles Vaccine, 1960 that: 


“The Times reported that a vaccine developed by Dr. John F. Enders of 
Harvard and colleagues, using the measles virus itself, was being tested in 
New York City. With what today would appear as serene indifference, the 
reporter wrote that it was being given to 1,500 ‘retarded children’ at the 
Willowbrook School on Staten Island, in addition to 4,000 children in 
Nigeria, where the disease was epidemic.”1110 


Tellingly, the Nuremberg Code is left aside just fifteen years after the defeat of 
Nazi Germany. The mentally-challenged child, or the Africa continent-located 
subject, was the ongoing methodology to skirt scientific observation and 
human rights. Men, like Dr. Fauci, routinely tested vaccines and drugs on at- 
risk young Black and Hispanic boys in New York City and surrounding states. 


As Robert F. Kennedy Jr. wrote in The Real Anthony Fauci: Bill Gates, Big 
Pharma, and the Global War on Democracy and Public Health: 


“These children are Black, Hispanic, and poor. Many of their mothers had a 
history of drug abuse and have died. Once taken into ICC, the children 
become subjects of drug trials sponsored by [Dr. Anthony Fauci’s] NIAID 
(National Institute of Allergies and Infectious Disease, a division of the 
NIH), NICHD (the National Institute of Child Health and Human 
Development) in conjunction with some of the world’s largest 
pharmaceutical companies—— GlaxoSmithKline, Pfizer, Genentech, 
Chiron/Biocine and others (529).”14 


The oversight boards are routinely populated with Fauci’s friends, in the case 
above, one Dr. Stephan Nicolas. In a prior chapter, this author reflected the 
coziness of Brigham’s Dr. Lindsey R. Baden with Fauci by Baden’s positioning 
at the NEJM, the FDA, and Moderna, among his various hats. Coincidentally, 
both of these doctors are experts in the field of AIDs research (530).12 


Likewise too, in these trials, scores of children died from drug toxicities, while 
the Bernaysian media published up glowing propaganda. The Times did that, 
in 1961, regarding the measles trial on the ‘retarded’ children and Nigerian 
boys and girls saying it: “proved itself 100 per cent effective.”143 This measles 
vaccine program was discontinued until the early 1970s when MMR vaccines 
were then promoted. The 2000s HIV research on Manhattan high-risk kids 
resulted in at least 80 children dying from drug and vaccine research (530).14 


The BBC, in 2004, did a documentary called Guinea Pig Kids that “chronicles 
the savage barbarity of Dr. Fauci’s science projects from the perspective of the 
affected children,” as Robert Kennedy wrote. The BBC film attempted to find 
the names and get the medical stories of the kids that died. They found a pit 
with makeshift tombstones with the names of about 1,000 kids that died at the 
Incarnation Children Center. As Kennedy reflected, The New York Post 
reported on this as well. The Post wrote on these “coerc[ed]” trials that HHS 
regulations have “additional safeguards” supposedly in place.1115.1116 


To counter such revelations, Bill Gates, a close partner of Fauci, handed out 
his first addictive grants to the BBC in 2006, totaling nearly $7 million in that 
year. A 2006 $6.4 million grant to BBC Media Action had the stated purpose: 
“To prevent HIV/AIDS transmission in high prevalence districts of four 
Indian states by using mass media to promote condom use.”!7 One can expect 
the mass media used that grant wisely on Gates condom hustling. 


Scientific projects, with Dr. Gallo attached to them in his earliest days, were 
funded up by the DoD, NIH, and Intel Agencies as more RNA viruses were 
found in primates’ cultures. By 1969, Congress heard testimony from Dr. 
Donald MacArthur of U.S. Army regarding a bioweapons program before a 
subcommittee: 


“Within the next 5 to 10 years, it would probably be possible to make a 
new infective microorganism which could differ in certain important 
aspects from any known disease-causing organisms. Most important of 
these is that it might be refractory to the immunological and therapeutic 
processes upon which we depend to maintain our relative freedom from 
infectious disease. ”1118 


In 1969, Dr. Anthony Fauci was just one year into his half-century trek 
towards becoming “the highest paid leader” in U.S. public health.

> ORIGINS OF HIV? 


_ BELGIAN CONGO 1957: DR. KOPROWSKI

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The Origins of AIDS (2004) leveled charges that the Polio vaccine derived 
from Central Africa accumulation of primates, of various types (chimpanzees), 
originated the HIV virus. This stunning hypothesis was investigated by Bill 
Hamilton and reported on by journalist Edward Hooper in the late 1990s.149 


Unusually, a debate was carried out — at the Royal Society — with Hooper’s 
discussion of origins versus a host of keen scientists dismissing, specifically, a 
Stanleyville (Belgian Congo) medical lab leak theory.!2° Others though, Dr. 
Joseph Vandepitte, confirmed polio vaccinations were carried out at this lab. 
Dr. Vandepitte worked as the director for the lab briefly in 1958. And 
confirmed, local monkeys were captured and slaughtered there. A 1958 
vaccination program at Stanleyville shipped out six monkey kidneys for a 
hepatitis vaccine to Philadelphia (the Wistar Institute).

Dr. Gallo’s involvement in this field grew in the 1970s as did Fauci’s rise at 
NIAID. Gallo was apart of a virus-cancer program published as The Virus 
Cancer Program by the Division of Cancer Cause and Prevention in 1978.12! 
Fauci headed up immunoregulation at NIAID by 1980. In 1984, Fauci 
obtained the directorship at NIAID — and still is there as of this writing. 


Gallo’s expertise cemented later, worldwide, with the discovery of a human 
retrovirus, HTLV. At this point, Gallo was at the National Cancer Institute. 
However, at the same moment, French researchers, Francoise Barre-Sinoussi 
and Luc Montagnier, had a “similar” virus that in a later telling, was notably: 


the same virus as Gallo’s. In 2008, these French scientists received a Nobel 
Prize for their work, while Gallo, did not.122 


Open The Books did an investigation into Dr. Gallo as well, published June 9, 
2022. From their Substack, came a host of revelations: 


“Over 1,800 current and former scientists received up to $400 million from 
third-party paid royalties between 2010 and 2020 (think: pharmaceutical 
companies) for inventions developed while working for the National 
Institute of Health (NIH). 


The royalty payment complex at NIH hasn’t had sunshine since 2005. This 
year, though, NIH was forced to produce these summary numbers under 
judicially mandated production after our organization filed a federal lawsuit 
in October 2021. 


Case Study: Dr. Robert Gallo, #1 royalty payment recipient 


We don’t know which companies are licensing these NIH inventions or 
paying the royalties, and we don’t know how much each scientist is getting 
paid. The NIH is redacting that information from the 1,500 pages we have 
received so far from FOIA production. 


However, we do have the names of each scientist and the number of times 
they have been paid. 


The most frequently paid scientist, Robert C. Gallo, received 316 payments 
between 2010 and 2016. He ranked 1st of 1,805 scientists during this period 
receiving royalties. 


Looking into Gallo’s background and the organizations he leads today 
underscores the need for transparency in royalty patent payments at the 
NIH. 


Gallo the Government Researcher: Patent Controversy 


Dr. Gallo began working at NIH in 1965. His research and response to the 
AIDS crisis made him internationally famous. However, Gallo became 
mired in controversy in the mid-1980s after he published a series of 
scientific papers identifying the virus that causes HIV. 


Gallo the Government Grantee 


As reported on the OpenTheBooks.com state employee salary database, 
Gallo’s most recent salary at the institute founded within the Maryland state 
university was $750,000 in 2021, paid by taxpayers.”1123 


In 2007, Dr. Gallo received a $15 million dollar grant from the Bill and 


Melinda Gates Foundation upon Gallo’s founding of the Institute of Human 
Virology (IHV).1124 Gallo later founded the Global Virus Network(GVN).#25 


[His funding is “largely by the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation.”2226] 


Both of these entities are substantially attached to the University of Maryland 
by web presence or senior adviserships (as shown). The Gates Foundation has 
provided over $250 million to the University of Maryland at Baltimore 
according to its Grants Database over the course of 20 years.1127 
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Maybe more disconcerting are the board of directors at the GVN, namely one 
Quangqi Tian (President of Sino Invest Limited). According to GVN’s site bios: 
“He is engaged in international trade, investment and other businesses and 
has advised several Chinese state-owned companies on projects and ventures 
overseas and played instrumental roles in helping them win more than ten 
construction and investment contracts in Africa, Latin America, and Asia.” 
This seems quite aligned with the Belt and Road Initiatives of Xi Jinping. 


But back to Dr. Gallo. Dr. Li Meng Yan had these particular photos and 
comments, archived off Twitter: “Like Gallo, Bertozzi had worked extensively 
in AIDS research. After seeing Yan’s appearance on Fox, he was eager to use 
the online journal founded only months earlier to correct the scientific record. 


He soon thought of Gallo. How much did Gallo’s strong tie[s] with CCP gov 
work?”1128,1129 [Dr. Stefano Bertozzi, Director of HIV at the Gates Foundation. |

From Dr. Quay’s executive summary (pages 3-5): 


“The Chinese government, WHO, media, and many academic virologists 
have stated with strong conviction that the coronavirus came from nature, 
either directly from bats or indirectly from bats through another species. 
Transmission of a virus from animals to humans is called a zoonosis. 


A small but growing number of scientists have considered another 
hypothesis: that an ancestral bat coronavirus was collected in the wild, 
genetically manipulated in a laboratory to make it more infectious, training 
it to infect human cells, and ultimately released, probably by accident, in 
Wuhan, China. For most of 2020 this hypothesis was considered a crackpot 
idea, but in the last few weeks, more media attention has been given to the 
possibility that the Wuhan Institute of Virology, located near the Wuhan 
city center and with a population of over 11 million inhabitants, may have 
been the source of the field specimen collection effort, laboratory genetic 
manipulation, and subsequent leak. On January 15, 2021, the U.S. 
Department of State issued a statement requesting the WHO investigation 
of the origin of COVID-19 include specific assertions related to a laboratory 
origin of the pandemic. 


This becomes especially important background when evidence that could 
support a laboratory origin has been directly provided by leading Chinese 
scientists themselves, like Dr. Zhengli Shi, head of coronavirus research at 
the Wuhan Institute of Virology and Gao Fu (George Fu Gao), Director of 
Chinese CDC; by the Chinese government, as well as by powerful and vocal, 
pro-natural origin scientists, like Dr. Peter Daszak, of the NYC-based NGO, 
EcoHealth Alliance. 


The most significant evidence provided herein is the finding from RNA-Seq 
performed by the Wuhan Institute of Virology (WIV) of lavage patient 
samples collected on December 30, 2019. These ICU patients were the 
subject of the seminal paper, entitled, ‘A pneumonia outbreak associated 
with a new coronavirus of probable bat origin,’ from Dr. Zhengli Shi and 
colleagues that first characterized SARS-CoV-2.

Again, the author cannot fully vet these conclusions. However, one key insight 
is the concept of intermediate hosting (in animals) versus a one-generation- 
source-for-this CoV-2 virus, which is illuminating for a lay person:

In a true zoonosis, the family tree of virus genome sequences doesn’t pass 
back through the first patient but instead tracks all the way back to an 
ancestor months or years earlier. This is called posterior diversity, and it is 
an easy genetic test to perform. With CoV-2, every one of the more than 
294,000 virus genomes sequenced can be traced back to the first genomic 
cluster and in the first patient in that cluster, a 39-year-old man who was 
seen at the People’s Liberation Army (PLA) Hospital about one mile from 
the Wuhan Institute of Virology. 


The CoV-2 pandemic has the phylogenetic signature of one pure virus 
sequence infecting one human, with human-to-human spread thereafter;

Another conflicting paper from June 2020 illuminated that raw sewage 
samples were taken in Barcelona (as cited in Quay’s analysis) at the beginning 
of this COVID-19 trek to confirm SARS-COV-2 in wastewater. Thereafter 
though, archival samples were thawed, “from 2018 (January-March), 2019 
(January, March, September-December) and 2020 (January-March) were also 
assayed.”4137 One sample, from March 12, 2019 was found positive in the “IP2 
and IP4 assays.” 


The authors of the study stated that, “Barcelona is a business and commerce 
hub, as well as a popular venue for massive events, gathering visitors from 


many parts of the world. It is nevertheless likely that similar situations may 
have occurred in several other parts of the world, with circulation of unnoticed 
COVID-19 cases in the community (5).”1138 Professor Carl Heneghan cited this 
here.

Maybe more visually revealing is that SAR-COV-2 is more likely an orofecal 
transmission versus a purely airborne transmission virus. The Center for 
Evidence-Based Medicine noted this (below) on July 16, 2020, analyzing data 
collected from numerous studies, now updated, reflected that, “Patients with 
digestive symptoms had a longer duration between symptom onset and viral 
clearance and were more likely to be fecal virus-positive (73% vs 14% 
P=0.033) than those with respiratory symptoms. A further review of fourteen 
small studies that vary from 153 cases to a single case report reported that 
SARS-CoV-2 may be transmitted orofecally.”114° 


The virus were detected in sewage samples throughout the world, but testing

Lockstep China 


Beijing was not merely the key source of viral spread. It took great pains to 
promote lockdowns as an effective policy against COVID-19, starting with Italy 
where Xi’s Belt and Road Initiative end points like Marco Polo in reverse. 
Italy signed on first to Belt and Road in 2019.1"42 Italy’s lockdown kicked off 
first in Europe: March 9. Soon though, Italy was not doing lockdown right, 
according to the Chinese.1143 


For punishment, Italy’s leaders suffered from a CCP’s 50-cent army attack on 
social media, foisting a message that China cared about the Italians. As 
Michael Senger cataloged on China disinformation: 


“From March 11 to 23, roughly 46% of tweets with the hashtag 
#forzaCinaeltalia (Go China, go Italy) and 37% of those with the hashtag 
#grazieCina (thank you China) came from bots.”"44 


Recently, with an Elon Musk’s tender offer for Twitter, the disclosure that a 
large minority percentage of accounts are bots (10-20%), reflects how easily 
Twitter allow a real disinformation campaign can be launched.45 
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(CEBM Paper citing a detection study done from Nanjing, China.1"4°) 


Other countries followed right along, neither questioning nor thinking much 
about who they just modeled regarding this novel pandemic. The Western 
World health officials were mimicking the Lock Step approach, designed up by 
the Rockefeller Foundation in 2010, with the usual “Chinese characteristics.” 
As this passage from the paper noted, “A world of tighter top-down 


government control and more authoritarian leadership, with limited 
innovation and growing citizen pushback (16).”1147

More distressing, these countries were suckered into buying test kits and face 
masks from China. The U.S. Department of Homeland Security October 2020 
report reflected that, “over 1,000,000 FDA-prohibited COVID-19 test kits and 
750,000 counterfeit masks (14)”1148 came from China. Peru suffered doubly so 
from China.'449 These measures are all akin to going to a crack dealer for cures 
to addictions. The dealer only sees countries as marks to be exploited again 
and again. 


Some on Twitter posted these China lockdowns, with ginned up music scores, 
active measures campaigns to disinfect, using drones in Hubei province to 
cleanse their regions. This promoted, “China are good people narrative” to 
those observing from afar, that believe and push their perpetual spins.115° 


Such campaigns worked well. Especially, when the people are in get ups that 
make a flu-derived virus seem comparable to a 14 century Bubonic plague 
level outbreak. The need for hazmat suits, empty streets, and coordination 
that only China, the world leader in authoritarianism and hierarchical one- 
party rule (by country size and economy), could happily get a citizenry to 
comply to, so graciously.

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Even The New York Times, in June 2020, felt the urge to discuss the “covert 
influence activities” of China. Positioning the problem as: 


“The United States and China are battling to dominate the global narrative. 
China was criticized for its early mishandling of the coronavirus outbreak, 
but it has regained confidence as other countries have made their own 
stumbles. With the United States in turmoil, upended first by the epidemic 
and now by protests, Beijing sees a chance to define itself as a global leader, 
one unafraid to press its interests in Hong Kong and the region.”1151 


China, once a mere Communist backwater in the 1970s, was offered access to 
U.S. markets from Carter’s declaration of formal state recognition in late 1978 
over Taiwan.52 This was an outgrowth of Nixon’s or Kissinger’s reach out. 
Such concepts as democratization through capitalism were quaintly guised 
under “Globalization” henceforth. China’s behavior, since WTO entry in 2000, 
is a dragon fire of power-hungry desires, hardly kept silent, or secret, from the 
world. Hong Kong was pivotal in the fall of 2019; Corona, at the Ides of March 
2020, became a worldwide issue. China neither cares nor concerns itself with 
any negative responses by other countries — as it employs the largest standing 
army in the world and cozies up to billionaires that buttress “their visions.”

There is so 
much wrong it’s hard to know where to start. How about we start with some 
actual history? Always a good foundation I find. 


The first real history of Mao’s communist revolution in China was produced 
recently, Mao: The Untold Story. It’s an honest chronology of the vast 
depredations and perfidy unleashed upon the long-suffering Chinese people 
by Mao in his blood-soaked quest for power. I'll start with the “punch line.”

Last. The aspersions about our society being in decline are all Progressive 
talking points. It is amusing most of all to hear Putnam’s gibbering cited in 
this article. Wanna know why we are atomized and less socially connected 
and live in a much lower trust society than our parents? Robert Putnam 
reluctantly published the book on this. His groundbreaking work Bowling 
Alone catalogued it. 


Turns out the unrestrained immigration of incompatible cultures beginning 
right after the '65 immigration act - without any intention of assimilation - 
destroyed the social fabric of our society.

Continue on with this mental masturbation and sophistry. Just know its 
purpose is to hide the truth, not reveal it - even if the “useful idiot” author

This was included, unedited, because to know China, the CCP, is to know how 
it leads to many understandings about this current crisis. The tonality may be 
gruff or sarcastic, but one has echoed his sentiments above. The useful idiot 
author was John Lloyd, contributing editor at the Financial Times and co- 
founder at Reuters Institute. 


Reuters Institute proclaimed that, “Thomas Reuters Foundation is the only 
funder who has any role in our governance structure, which is set up to 
maintain our independence.”1456 Reuters Institute received its funding from 
sources including Google News Initiative and Open Society Foundations.

The Thomas Reuters Foundation receives further funding from Omidyar 

Network Fund, World Vision UK, Deutsche Bank, Gates Foundation and BBC 
Media Action. Omidyar provided Democracy Fund Voice nearly $10,000,000 
in 2019.1457 The Democracy Fund Voice discussed further in the BLM section. 


Gates funded BBC Media Action yearly into the millions. In 2010, for example, 
a $27,637,483 grant was provided for “Diseases in Bihar.”1458 


This is reinforced by the Trusted News Initiative established by the BBC in 
2019. The actors involved in that initiative span the power players, a 
coalescence of media might and pharma giants, including Pfizer. Dr. Robert 
Malone et. al. noted this phenomenon being key to the actors that push the 
most disinformation and atomize their opponents. 


As John Mac Ghlionn of the Epoch Times discovered: 


“In 2019, the BBC established the Trusted News Initiative (TNI), a 
partnership that now includes organizations such as Facebook, Twitter, 
Reuters, and The Washington Post. We’re told that it was established to 
tackle ‘disinformation in real time.’ TNI was ostensibly designed to wage a 
war on ‘fake news.’ 


Upon closer inspection, however, it appears to have been designed to 
promote very specific narratives and to silence any dissenting voices, such 
as Malone’s. Instead of trusting the TNI, we should question the motives of 
its members. 


After all, The Washington Post recently published a piece asking people to 
stop criticizing President Joe Biden. The message is clear: Stop being mean 
to the president, even if the president is being mean to you (on more than 
one occasion). 


Then, there’s James C. Smith, chairman of the Thomson Reuters 
Foundation. He sits on the board of directors for Pfizer, a company that’s 
responsible for the creation of vaccines with questionable efficacy and that 
has a history of manipulating data. In short, Pfizer is a company with a 
questionable reputation. Nevertheless, Pfizer Chief Executive Albert Bourla 
was recently named CNN’s Business CEO of the Year. Make of that what 
you will. 


When one thinks of TNI (and the mainstream media in general), various 
terms instantly spring to mind. ‘Objectivity’ isn’t one of them. ‘Highly 
compromised’ and ‘conflict of interest’ do come to mind, however. 


Speaking of objectivity, or the lack thereof, in August 2021, The Atlantic ran 
a much-cited hit piece on Malone, which was high on accusations, but low 
on actual evidence. It attacked his character and credibility—repeatedly. 
Rather intriguingly, the article, like all of The Atlantic’s COVID-19 articles, 
was funded by the Chan Zuckerberg Initiative and the Robert Wood 
Johnson Foundation. 


The former is an organization established and owned by Facebook founder 
Mark Zuckerberg and his wife, Priscilla Chan. The Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation owns stock in Johnson & Johnson, a company whose vaccine 
has been associated with the development of blood clots—the very thing 
Malone has been warning us about for the better part of two years.” 159 


Reuters received funding from Facebook that in turn is heavily linked to Open 
Society Foundations (Soros) through its advisory board. The Great Reset 
denoted the Facebook connections along with the Endgame Section. 


What this shows: That media has been bought through a network of multi- 
tier associations, that are themselves, a spider web. And this is but a cursory 
glance at one pronounced aspect of this media-pharma web. 
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Other philanthropic-based webs are just self-congratulatory action 
committees where people dial for dollars and put on a happy events while 
providing just enough money for Public Relations, in this author’s estimation.

U.S./China battles on Twitter are not unusual. A tweet from the Chinese 
foreign minister, Hua Chunying, who joined in October 2019, mocked U.S. 


State Dept. representative Morgan Ortagus tweet on May 30 regarding the 
CCP on Hong Kong, responding to Ortagus: “I can’t breathe.” 
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Hua is akin to Tokyo Rose, a1940s World War 2 propagandist. On January 8, 
2021, even Twitter, censored the Chinese Embassy over their posts on 
Uyghurs. Likening Uyghur women to, “baby-making machines,” Hua 
Chunying responded to this as, “puzzled,” and correcting, “fake reports and 
information to Xinjiang...We hope Twitter can adhere to objective and fair 
principles and not display double standards on this issue.”#16° 


Hua is a 21st Century Beijing Babbler on Twitter. Notice the Facebook Link 
which cites, “official statistics” of the CCP, published in the People’s Daily. 


Hua spread the idea of virus origination from the United States. Which would 
be of little shock considering the undisclosed foreign activities by the NIH 
Office of Extramural Research reported in June 2020 and Peter Daszak’s 
contractor position on the “bat lady’s” ACE2-receptor mice research. 


In that report, 189 scientists were in violation. Over half (102) were attached 
to a “talents” program. Most troublesome: 93% received Chinese support; 
were predominately: male (82%) between 48-59 years old with 285 NIH 
grants totaling $164 million. Or as the NIH summarized, rather weakly: 


“Another major problem is the Foreign Thousand Talents Plan, through 
which China hires senior American researchers, sometimes in secret, who 
transfer the product of their own research to China. However, while such 
action is not necessarily illegal, it does transfer IP created with U.S. 
taxpayer funds to China for which American researchers receive handsome 
rewards. Going forward, China should make the TTP more transparent, the 
U.S. should be more transparent about its investigations, and the two sides 
should carry out extensive dialogue.” 


Such dialogue is worthless considering when deals are reached, China 
immediately ignored enforcement of legal constraints, using smears, and U.S. 
misdeeds (not tied to the agreement) to weasel out of compliance. Such is not 
unusual when dealing with Eastern or Communist regimes. The former is 
cultural; the latter, is a well-known tactic going back to the days of Lenin. 


In August 2020, two Chinese military-linked researchers were arrested while 
attempted to board China-bound flights by the DOJ. The DHS reiterated this 
in the recent Threat Assessment Report, stating, “Some program participants 
are incentivized or obligated to establish ‘shadow laboratories’ in China that 
mirror US taxpayer-funded research to provide China with early insights into 
U.S. research before discoveries are shared globally. Several U.S. professors 
selected by these programs have been charged with crimes...”1162 


The Times investigated Hua’s reach regarding the U.S. virus origination 
hypothesis. 4,000 reposts came from accounts that tweeted incessantly but 
had zero followership. Noting that, “After excluding accounts that had zero 
followers and had tweeted five times or fewer, over a sixth of the accounts had 
posted 100 or more times for every follower.” (DHS, again, confirmed this.) 


Many were automated to send tweets at a precise time — likely noting traffic 
surges to the targeted geographical location needed to get the right eyes on the 
Chinese messaging. More telling, from The Times: “...Several pro-China 
Twitter users denied being part of a government campaign but acknowledged 
that they joined the platform specifically to follow the foreign ministry 
representatives. The ministry did not respond to a request for comment.”

Others, in the United States, no less, worked at discussing this misinformation 
paradigm as somehow a bottom-up phenomenon. Their researched focused on 
a long-standing debate regarding vaccines. 


Zenodo.org posted a September 19, 2020 paper titled: “CMU-MisCovig: A 
Novel Twitter Data Characterizing COVID-19 Misinformation”63 Computer 
scientists, Kathleen M. Carley and Shahan Ali Memon, from Carnegie Mellon, 
categorized 17 themes tied to their analysis of 4,573 tweets. Their paper is 
under review (changing their title later), but gave this telling analysis: 


“Our analyses show that COVID-19 misinformed communities are denser, 
and more organized than informed communities, with a possibility of a high 
volume of the misinformation being part of disinformation campaigns. Our 
analyses also suggest that a large majority of misinformed users may be 
anti-vaxxers. Finally, our sociolinguistic analyses suggest that COVID-19 
informed users tend to use more narratives than misinformed users.”1164 


In searching on Carley, other works were tied to Climate Change, Vaccine 
Communities, Social Cybersecurity (bots) and Twitter in her more recent 
publications. Memon’s latest papers were with Carley also. Narratives seem to 
be at the very heart of this propaganda: China good, U.S. bad.

The most in-depth look early on into this propaganda campaign was compiled 
by attorney Michael P. Senger in an article called, “China’s Global Lockdown 
Propaganda Campaign.”"65 From the outset, the suppression of people was 
born out of a hint of truth. China, in a course of month, under the edicts of Xi 
fangkong policy, moved to lockdown 57 million people in Hubei province. 
Such a “unconstitutional” lockdown that even The New York Times reported 
on it, citing James G. Hodge Jr,"66 who was the Executive Director of John 
Hopkins Bloomberg School of Public Health.*°7 Professor Hodge is now 
attached to Arizona State’s Sandra Day O’Connor College of Law.1168 


The Times noted a historical Italian connection (quaranta giorna meaning 
“40 days”) while citing Hodge thereafter, regarding the legality, seeding both 
the effectiveness narrative and how the Lock Step™69 method is done: 


“Professor Hodge said quarantines could be effective if they selectively 
isolate only those who have been infected or are suspected of infection. The 
response in Wuhan, with the establishment of a “cordon sanitaire”-type 
boundary, goes much further than that. 


“Quarantine would be saying “You can’t leave your own home, can’t go to 
school, work or church,” he said. But the Chinese authorities “have drawn a 
line around this city and said, ‘No one in and no one out.’ That type of thing 
is obviously an excessive response.’”1170 


Such excessive responses became “an option” in parts of the United States to 
ensure maximum suffering for the population, with politicians divorcing 
themselves from science, logic, and legal ramifications. A well-oiled 
propaganda machine was needed to sell this proposition. And the American 
media readily followed China’s bots in lock step to do this, often paid to do so. 


As Senger continued, in late January, China leaked out to the U.S. social 
media empire (Facebook, Twitter, You Tube) the fangkong theatrics in 
operation to play on the fears of the “Karen” in United States. One such 
hysterical Karen was an epidemiologist and health economist who was posted 
at Harvard and did his education at Johns Hopkins and Harvard and isa 
Biden supporter. Dr. Eric Feigl-Ding beat Neil Ferguson to the punch on 
creating the 1918 Spanish Flu pandemic fear by nearly two months. 


From his January 25 tweet thread"7!, to interviews on CNN to ABC News, 
Ding stated on Twitter, “The sugar coated facts? Goto [sic] other outlets for 
those. I’m just sharing all the verified facts.”.72 His growth from a couple 
thousand followers to over a quarter million on Twitter, means his popularity 
has appealed to the echo chamber Twitter is well-known to be. His 
amplification drew biting criticism from a renowned epidemiologist, we’ve 
mentioned: Dr. Marc Lipsitch. Lipsitch tweeted on March 19th: 


“OK lots of people think this is an intramural tiff. In the sense that we have 
been working @CCDD_HSPH for a decade and at @HarvardEpi for 25y to 
establish ID epidemiology as a field of excellence & we don't like a charlatan 
exploiting a tenuous connection for self-promotion, yes”2473 


Dr. Feigl-Ding later deleted his most popular tweet. Threader application 
captured his hyperbole (below). 


Dr. Feigl-Ding many tweets included Gates Foundation and the Global Fund. 
Dr. Lipsitch evidently, in response to a Feigl-Ding text, responded: “Leave me 


alone.”!!74 Meanwhile, he made friends with New Jersey Governor Phil 
Murphy, who called him a “renowned epidemiologist”75 and of course, Eric 
retweeted Murphy’s high praise. 
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This is to show how one motivated “epidemiologist” can make a propaganda 
dent. (Shown above: A Threader app for Dr. EricDing.) 
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The above example is merely one guy with an outsized platform piggybacking 
off Harvard’s reputation. The Senger expose detailed a far greater expanded 
role of the China Propaganda machine, noted that: 


“Within China, the CCP has long paid hundreds of thousands of social 
media propagandists and also pays for posts on an a la carte basis, totaling 
hundreds of millions of propaganda comments each year. More recently, 
these activities have gone global and escalated dramatically during the 
coronavirus pandemic. Social media companies have proven somewhat 
unserious about the gravity of the problem. When the State Department 
provided a sample of 250,000 accounts likely involved in coronavirus 
disinformation, Twitter refused to take action. These activities affect 
countries with little say in social media governance; a recent study found 
thousands of inauthentic accounts still promoting Serbian-Chinese 
friendship after Twitter deleted thousands of others. A former Facebook 


employee wrote ‘I have blood on my hands’ due to the company’s routinely 
discounting malicious political activity despite its ‘disproportionate 
impact.””4176 [My emphasis. ] 


China offered surveillance help for 22 U.S. States, donating drones for social 
distancing enforcement. "77 Homeland Security listed that (13): 


e China view state or locality’s economic challenges as an opportunity to 
create dependency 

e Beijing leveraged sister city relationships, shipping 450,000 surgical masks 
to Pittsburgh; by turn Pittsburgh did a GoFundMe for $58,000 to Wuhan 

e Chicago saw a Chinese official email a legislator to pass a resolution on 
China’s heroic steps to fight the virus 

e China has offered “guided tours” akin to U.S.S.R of old, offering business 
deals 


Once again, getting a free taste of a crack dealer’s product prior to becoming 
fully addicted to the drug, courtesy of China. As per usual, the dealer is the 
winner in the sampling of the product game. 


China’s sampling of authoritarianism to the Western World, according to the 
IMF, has upside for them.1178 Of course, this too, came from the body that was 
lassoing Ukraine in the 2010s, and must be seen with stark skepticism, if not 
outright hostility.

These problems do not end there. Chinese propaganda and infiltration are not 
relegated to just Harvard yard, Twitter, or the Midwest. Kirk Smith put 
together a twitter thread regarding Houston, Chinese consulate and Texas 
State Representative Gene Wu (D-137*). 


The Houston-based Chinese consulate was closed on July 22, 2020. The FBI 
and other officials remarked that Chinese government was stealing medical 
research and targeting oil and gas industries.1179 Right before the closure, 
Chinese officials were noticed burning items in bins. The local fire department 
was denied access under international treaty agreements. 


Gene Wu, Chinese-born, and unabashedly pro-China while in Texas State 
House. His wife works for ABC13. Wu, like many recent China-born 
operatives, seems to know where the money is: America. They both ran 
interference in the Chinese consulate scandal, positioning any claims, 
regarding stealing research as “baseless.” 18° Wu even gets mentioned in the 
state-run China Daily. During the consulate fire, his tweets were fear 
mongering 101, saying: “this is how WW3 starts...”1181

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A medical angle intersected with Gates funding in Texas, namely: Houston 
and Galveston. MD Anderson Cancer Center is located minutes from Rice 
University and a 1-hour drive from UT Medical Branch at Galveston, Texas. 


NBC News, in April 2019, reported that three scientists were fired from MD 
Anderson when the NIH notified, “55 medical research institutions to report 
the names of researchers suspected of sharing federally-funded research with 
China.”"483 Those three were linked to the Thousand Talents program. As 
reported by Reuters, Galveston is the home to a U.S. National Laboratory, an 


anchor lab for NIAID, Biodefense Network and developing vaccines."484 The 
lab is located on the UT Medical Branch campus. 


It is not hard to imagine that given the proximity of the Chinese consulate, 
research at Anderson, Rice and Galveston’s UTMB Health, that those received 
grants and China scientists were not without conflicted goals. 


Gates, as will see further on, developed a close relationship (Dr. Kevin 
McHugh) at MIT, who recently landed at Rice involving vaccines. 


The MIT and Harvard pipeline are now under DOJ surveillance since late last 
year™85 around the time of McHugh’s announcement of a breakthrough. The 
prosecutors nabbed, “Zaosong Zheng, a graduate student at Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Center in Boston, was arrested December 10 [2019] as he 
was attempting to fly from Boston to Beijing with stolen biological specimens 
in his luggage.” Harvard sponsored Zheng’s visa. In late January 2020, the 
DOJ arrested Charles Lieber, of Harvard.1186 


According to the DOJ, Lieber’s relationship with Wuhan University of 

Technology began in 2011: 
“Unbeknownst to Harvard University beginning in 2011, Lieber became a 
‘Strategic Scientist’ at Wuhan University of Technology (WUT) in China and 
was a contractual participant in China’s Thousand Talents Plan from in or 
about 2012 to 2017. China’s Thousand Talents Plan is one of the most 
prominent Chinese Talent recruit plans that are designed to attract, recruit, 
and cultivate high-level scientific talent in furtherance of China’s scientific 
development, economic prosperity and national security. These talent 
programs seek to lure Chinese overseas talent and foreign experts to bring 
their knowledge and experience to China and reward individuals for 
stealing proprietary information.” 


The charging documents are here. 


On January 10, 2021, almost a year to the day since the WHO had determined 
no human-to-human transmission, a letter sent to the FBI, MI-5, Australian 
Security Intelligence Organization, Canada, and the DOJ, by Michael Senger, 
Stacey Rudin, Dr. Clare Craig, retired Brigadier General Robert Spalding, and 
several others, laid out the Chinese Lockdown scam with 255 footnotes. 


Titled as, “The Chinese Communist Party’s Global Lockdown Fraud,”"87 the 
letter laid out 11 points to the investigatory bodies. It prefaces with: 


“During times of crisis, citizens naturally turn to the advice of those they 
perceive as experts. In early 2020, the public turned to the advice of 
scientific authorities when confronted with an apparent viral outbreak. 
Soon after, most nations followed the advice of prominent scientists and 
implemented restrictions commonly referred to as “lockdowns.” While the 
policies varied by jurisdiction, in general they involved restrictions on 
gatherings and movements and the closure of schools, businesses, and 
public places, inspired by those imposed by the Chinese Communist Party 
(CCP) in Hubei Province. The intervention of federal authorities with police 
power may be required to ensure that those who have promoted these 
lockdown policies have done so in good faith. 


This letter is meant to call the attention of federal authorities in Australia, 
Canada, Germany, the United Kingdom, and the United States (the 
“Nations”) to multiple points of evidence about the origin and historical 
precedent of lockdowns; the scientific literature and debate behind them; 
the provenance and quality of predominant COVID-19 testing protocols and 
models; the motivations, biases, and qualifications of certain prominent 
lockdown supporters; and the source of public-facing communications

The sheer fact that Five Eyes — those intel agencies — have stood aside and

As a “security systems” and cataloger of connections noted, “Tedros’s rapid 
rise to the top of the directorship of the WHO began after his collaboration 
with Bill Gates and the Clinton Foundation. Running some analytics on 
Tedros’s activity between 1991-2018 shows conduct riddled with fraud, 
corruption, the worst forms of human rights abuses, and scandals. ”1195-1196 


Dr. Tedros spoke at a Chinese university commencement on June 16, 20201197 
just as China was added to the Human Rights Council at the UN in April 2020. 
1198 The UN oversees both the WHO and WTO among many other “world 
bodies”, much like the WEF does for the corporations. The UN mission: 
promote highly socialistic policies and subvert the United States and other 
nation states whenever it suits them toward their whimsical green-social 
equity ideas. 

For example, Dr. Alfred de Zayas, an Harvard-educated American lawyer, and 
former UN independent rapporteur on quote, “Promotion of a Democratic & 
Equitable International Order” assigned to the Human Rights Council was 
brought onto a You Tube channel. His discussion pertained to the 
independence of Hawaii and Alaska from the United States. This is a 
destructive position he has held since at least 2013.1199 


Zayas cited Bill Clinton as an argument for this and mentioned reparations in 
his speech. Professor Zayas was a Bernie Sanders supporter in 2016. He also is 
a noted Holocaust Denier prior to his recent UN appointment.?2°° 


Such is the nature of UN officials. (Transition Integrity Project echoed Zayas.) 


A second example is a UN-appointed South African doctor Tlaleng Mofokeng 
as top expert on sexual health and rights as its Special Rapporteur.!2% An 
advocate for abortions and paid sex work by teens, her views are highly 
political, as the doctor wrote in 2018: 


“The Trump administration’s policy blocking US aid to foreign entities that 
provide abortion services is at odds with the laws of many developing 
countries, including South Africa. But with so much money on the line, how 
can governments uphold women’s rights?”!202 


Trump made that policy change on January 23, 2017.1293 Gates is highly 


familiar with Dr. Mofokeng as a September 2019 speaker series hosted by Bill 
& Melinda Gates Institute for Population and Reproductive Health at Johns 


Hopkins University reflected.12°4 Dr. Mofokeng proved her outspokenness in 


further advocacy of sex workers in a April 2019 Teen Vogue article, targeting 
her audience well. She wrote: 


“In South Africa, where I am based, for instance, sex workers are calling for 
decriminalization and legal reform. They argue that sex work is work, as 
affirmed by the International Labor Organization (ILO), a specialized 
agency of the United Nations. This situation in Amsterdam, and the 
continued criminalization of sex workers around the world, is yet another 
example of how we disregard the needs and opinions of the people most 
impacted by policies. But even more so, it’s another example of how we 
misunderstand what sex work actually is. I am a doctor, an expert in sexual 
health, but when you think about it, aren't I a sex worker? And in some 
ways, aren't we all? 


So, what exactly is sex work? Not all sex workers engage in penetrative sex, 
though, undeniably, that is a big part of sex work. Sex-worker services 
between consenting adults may include companionship, intimacy, 
nonsexual role playing, dancing, escorting, and stripping. These roles are 
often pre-determined, and all parties should be comfortable with them.”!2°5 


One should see the concept here. Liberate the idea of “sex” outside of marriage 
as merely a transaction; while also, funding the abortion racket further. 
Because, in spite of all the contraception means available, consistent usage, 
like masks, are only as effective as the routines of the users, male or female. 


Abortions are transactions that occur because failures of contraception, 
frivolous sex, and notable, forced intercourse (rape) that results in 
procreation. “Not all workers engage in penetrative sex” — but the stepping 
stone is merely a matter of inducement (money!) or coercion. Saying 
otherwise obfuscates another important issue: long-term relationships. 


Such “work” destroys intimacy with one preferred and selected partner. Dr. 
Mofokeng thinks that “purchasing intimacy” somehow “affirms people” in 
their lives. It actually traps them a viscous cycle. The statistics and stories on 
the regulated sex industry!2°° are operative examples on why one should not 
offer sexual interactions, for money, as the path to an affirming life, for either 
the “workers” or the “purchasers.” Such debasement is a well-honed plan 
offered by like-minded souls to the lower classes they seek to control for other 
reasons, including subverting a country to Marxist ideology. 


Dr. Mofokeng cited a London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine 
(LSTM) study to buttress her arguments.!2°7 That meta study was funded by 
the Open Society Foundations led by George Soros. The number of 
participates in studies were rather meager for a meta-analysis. Gates funding: 
117 grants sent to LSTM, totaling hundreds of millions.12°8 Gates provided 
substantial grants to the UN Foundation'2°9 and also, their Population Fund. 


Dr. Mofokeng ended her Teen Vogue piece stating that: “We must support 
efforts to address structural barriers and ensure the implementation of a 
comprehensive package of health services for sex workers as advised by the 
World Health Organization, and fund public campaigns to decrease stigma. 
Evidence, not morality, should guide law reforms and sex work policy for full 
sex work decriminalization.”121° 


Citing that morality matters less, while “evidence” is likely bought, should give 
one great insight into the vision she brings to the U.N. which controls the 
WHO. By contrast, Trump, in 2020, withdrew the U.S. from the WHO in late 
May?2* much to the chagrin of United States AMA leadership. (President 
Biden reversed the WHO withdrawal in January 2021.12!2) 


Trump also flip-flopped. The U.S. gave GAVI over $1 Billion towards vaccine 
development on June 4, 2020.1213:1214 GAVI is Gates-owned from its inception. 
GAVI’s messaging: “Nobody is safe from #COVID19 until everybody is 
safe.”1215 All or nothing thinking — from the pushers of a “cure” that is not 
100% safe. This message was repeated by Klaus Schwab as well. 


The AMA’s departing President, Patrice A. Harris, M.A. (psychiatrist), wrote 
on May 29* about Trump’s withdrawal from WHO: 


“In the grip of a global pandemic that has already killed more than 100,000 
Americans, severing ties with the World Health Organization (WHO) serves 
no logical purpose and makes finding a way out of this public health crisis 
dramatically more challenging. This senseless action will have significant, 
harmful repercussions now and far beyond this perilous moment, 
particularly as the WHO is leading worldwide vaccine development and 
drug trials to combat the pandemic. COVID-19 affects us all and does not 
respect borders; defeating it requires the entire world working together. In 
the strongest terms possible, the American Medical Association urges the 
president to reverse course and not abandon our country’s leadership 
position in the global fight against COVID-19.”1216 [My emphasis. ] 


When one hears the WHO is leading worldwide vaccine development, and 
requires the entire world to be on board, the words: “Bill Gates”, “Globalism”, 
“China”, and “Socialism” should immediately attached to that vaccine push. 


The logic to leave comes from the misinformation and agenda pushing of 
WHO's top cohorts: China and Gates, and other well-placed experts, including 
Jeffrey Sachs. Sachs, who chaired The Lancet COVID-19 Commission in 
February 2021, later foisted direct blame on the U.S. for the virus 
development. (Sachs is very pro-China; while preaching from the sustainable 
development bible and pulpit at Columbia University. 1227) 


The Lancet Commission, in 22 written pages, mentioned the WHO 56 times. A 
telling passage from this report: 


“As global cooperation is essential to ensure global vaccination and other 
efforts, we welcome the return of the United States to the WHO, the Paris 
Agreement, and other UN processes, and urge active participation in 
COVAX by all countries to ensure universal and timely access to 

vaccines. "1218 


Footnote 1 was cited to the above quote, offered further details: 
“The work of the Commission has four main themes: 
(1) Recommendations on how to best suppress the epidemic; 
(2) Addressing the humanitarian crises arising from the pandemic; 


(3) Addressing the financial and economic crises resulting from the 
pandemic; 


(4) Rebuilding an inclusive, fair and sustainable world. The Commission’s 


work does not cover the issue of medical treatment protocols, other than in 
regard to their financing and access.”1219 


The emphasis on vaccination, global, Paris Agreement (climate change) and 
“fair and sustainable” suggested far more about the goals of the people 
involved in this publication. For instance, Peter Daszak and Peter J. Hotez, 
both of whom were in on the vaccine hesitancy paper cited in February 2020 
by the National Academy of Sciences, are vaccination, by any means, including 
coercion with physical force. This paper discussed “vaccines” (98 times), but 
refused discussion of other “treatment” (6 times) protocols. This shapes the 
narrative desired. The paper was financially supported by The Rockefeller 
Foundation and Nizami Ganjavi International Center 122° 


Meanwhile, Dr. Harris wrote months prior on March 20, 2020, regarding a 
virtual discussion with President Trump and others: 


“WE NEED MORE PPE AND TEST KITS. 


We will continue to press the government to use every power they have, 
right now, to alleviate these dangerous shortages. 

Second, I made it clear that physicians will need financial support. That’s 
why we combined forces with the American Hospital Association and the 
American Nursing Association to ask the administration for $100 billion to 


support front line health care personnel and providers.”!22! [My emphasis. ] 
Dr Harris continued:“...[W]e’re learning from and sharing first-hand accounts 
of physicians on the front lines. Listen to JAMA Editor Howard Bauchner, 
MD, interview Maurizio Cecconi, MD, in Italy and NIAID’s Anthony Fauci, 
MD; read how The Permanente Medical Group developed new approaches to 
preserve PPE.”1222 


Trump’s team, provided to all states, who are operated by their own State 
Health boards, and overseen by their governors, funding and support in 
regards PPE and ventilators as New York’s governor entreated.!223 Governors 
invoked emergency powers and issued health mandates — not the President. 
The U.S.N.S. Comfort was sent to New York City, on March 30,1224 By 
accounts, the Comfort was underutilized by Andrew Cuomo. The New York 
Times wrote that military protocols and medical exclusions, COVID patients, 
were the issue.!225 One hazards that communications were never done well by 
either party involved. And it is not the President’s job to iron that out — 
micromanagement (command and control) is not what his job entailed.

China’s propaganda and disinformation arm was in full swing in February.1232 
This February 27" article from the People’s Daily, which praises their 
responses while giving “happy news” of their trade endeavors to Europe with 
strict processing. Gong Shijian wrote for the People’s Daily: 


“When China is all out to combat the novel coronavirus epidemic, its freight 
trains are also busy running on tracks to transport commodities between 
Chinese and European cities. 


By Feb. 21, the China-Europe Chang'an freight trains running between the 
western Chinese city of Xian and European cities had made a total of 297

A green channel has been opened in Xi’an to ensure rapid yet strict 
checking and loading of commodities before they go through customs 
formalities, as well as comprehensive disinfection of freight vehicles.

The crafting of messaging included details that seem very convincing but are 
merely state-approved. Notice their social media platforms are prominent at 
the top as well as the major languages to disseminate the article for maximum 
impact. (Chinese people may register this as propaganda too. But many 
millions must buy it. The world functions on keeping people conditioned.) 


The Epoch Times noted in late March a substantial decrease in cell phone 
users reported by China.!234 China has embedded cell phone requirements and 
tracking into their one-system surveillance command-control state. The loss of 
21 million cell phone accounts would be startling if tied directly to loss of life. 
More likely though, the differential was tied to migrant workers that had two 
phones active. Nevertheless, China has history on mass population losses.1235 


Aside from China’s numerical tricks, public praising and noting U.S. fallacies 
on China, their numbers regarding testing are bogus too. By population, 
Worldometer showed U.S.’s old revival, Russia, along U.K, at the top. 


This reflected that resources are being applied to the Corona virus, even in 
spite of the hysteria about a lack of them. This measurement stands at odds to 
ongoing narrative. A narrative that uses as a double-bind psychological 
technique that an AMA president, Democratic leadership, and the 
administrative medical establishment deployed to defeat Trump politically.

Trump was talking about this crisis with Watergate’s Bob Woodward in early 
February. His statements were conveniently released (Woodward book) to a 
gin up public outcry in September 2020 to make it appear Trump was hiding 
something and lying to the American public. In an excerpt, of the Washington 
Post interview (3:05-3:50): 


“It’s a very tricky situation. It’s goes through air. It’s always tougher than 
the touch...It’s more deadly than your strenuous flus. This is 5% versus 1% 
or less than 1%...I wanted to always play it down...Because I don’t want to 
create a panic.”!238 [My emphasis. ] 


Such comments, made 1 week after banning travel from China,239 were not 
solely to understate the virus. Exactly what did medical science even know at 
that point? A JAMA article, published that same day (February 7‘) out of 
Wuhan, Hubei, China, stated that, “In this single-center case series involving 
138 patients with NCIP, 26% of patients required admission to the intensive 
care unit and 4.3% died. Presumed human-to-human hospital-associated 
transmission of 2019-nCoV was suspected in 41% of patients.”124° Trump was 
undoubtedly brief to the verity of those statements. The WHO, on March 3°94, 
stated the mortality rate at 3.4%.1241 (The WHO postured too on a host of 
ideas: severity level, no treatments for COVID, pushing vaccines, and 
containment. ) 


But given a fast-moving situation, is it logical to overreact, tell people, they are 
facing a 3-5% mortality rate if they get a virus? A virus, that in spite of all 
preventative measures, no one can see it to avoid it. Trump had responded. He 
shut down travel so much, that by February 10, 86% of volume was 
mitigated, leading even Southeast Asian counterparts in this measurement.1242 
This was also within his authority.

Double binds are meant to cause anxiety and stress. To put one in a no-win 
scenario because conflicting goals must be balanced or assessed together.

Please note that this 
database is a dynamic system that undergoes regular updates. We 
encourage you to reference the foundation’s 990-PFs published on the 
financials page for the definitive list of all individual grants.”!247 


And up until very recently, Gates grants were not accessible in their entirety. 
Only sometime, in 2021, has the database been “enhanced” and now one can 
download each one made since 1994. (The author created a file prior to this 
change in late March 2021.)

If you’re the United States people, who for two centuries represented the most unique and far-reaching 
experiment and experience in self-governance and individual freedoms, wouldn’t you rather not become like 
China? The worst mistake made was the attempt to turn China into a bastion of freedom. Sadly, the people who 
ran the United States since 1976, were more self-interested and exploitative of the American people, than any 
leaders (probably) in the world.

Sure, most above are a mere drop in the 2.2 Billion budget the WHO complied 
in 2018, but drops, like rain, eventually add up to fill a bucket.1248

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In an example of undermining, the Council on Foreign Relations wrote a 
“danger piece” updated in June 2020, titled: Funding the United Nations: 
What Impact Do U.S. Contributions Have on UN Agencies and Programs ?1249 
The article noted that, “if President Trump’s proposed cuts to foreign aid 
spending go through this year, the United Nations will likely be forced to 
undergo significant changes.” It further noted the assessments are based on a 
“complex formula” tied to national income and population. It has a graphic 
that shows how the UN is organized. 


More tellingly, the reductions homed in on pet projects of the CFR’s writers, 
who were all women. First, were Palestinian refugees. With 250 jobs assigned, 
the authors wrote that such “cuts could prevent 140,000 people from receiving 
food aid and more than 70,000 people from accessing clean water.” Second, 
the suspension of all UN Population Fund monies, happened in 2017. Lastly, 
the WHO lost 20% of their U.S. funding even prior to Trump’s withdrawal 
from the organization in May 2020. Though the writers stated that, “some 


legal experts have argued Trump doesn’t have the authority to pull out of the 
international body without congressional approval.”125° 


Trump’s positioning on the UN marked a sharp departure from prior 
administrations. As the UN pivoted hard against the United States towards 
China, with Bill Gates providing a significant non-government presence, 
estimated as powerful as Australia, and as shown (above), targeted keenly 
towards the WHO and the UN Population programs.

The Gates Foundation in March 2020 provided a $79 million in funding to 
Imperial College.1251 Imperial College, in Report #9 on March 16%, provided its 
catastrophic death model for the U.K. and U.S.A., courtesy of Neil 
Ferguson.!252 The lead-in to the report: “The global impact of COVID-19 has 
been profound, and the public health threat it represents is the most serious 
seen in a respiratory virus since the 1918 H1N1 influenza pandemic. Here we 
present the results of epidemiological modelling which has informed 
policymaking in the UK and other countries in recent weeks.”!253 This model 
was found enormously flawed, coded without regard to fundamentals of 
testing output validity (& sensitivity), documentation of changes to the 
model’s seed variables. (To go into that, in detail, is a research paper in itself.) 


But the usage of it, the IHSE model#254, funded by Gates, supported by Johns 
Hopkins/U of Washington?255, was also conveniently timed with Gates 
stepping down at Microsoft. (Thomas Friedman called for Gates to “take a 
leave” — and the next day — it happened.125° 3 days later, Ferguson’s model 
dropped in the mainstream media. Propaganda commenced in earnest.) 
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Gates profile increased throughout this crisis, as he promoted worldwide 
vaccine programs and “certificates” to ensure people have received the 
vaccination. He appeared on CGTN, a China-controlled media outlet.1257,1258 


It is highly notable he has “organizational capture” at nearly all major medical 
centers in the United States and United Kingdom. He has seeded the D.C. area 
with several billion dollars sent to an array of think tanks, pharmaceutical, 
world body, health and university organizations. The people working at those 
places must be cognizant of the idea that money requires results. Gates 
garners great power and influence from every grant. 
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Johns Hopkins is well-funded by Gates, approaching $750 million over two 
decades. Gates supported their spin off, JHPIEGO Corporation, a 
pharmaceutical company, with over $70 million in funding over 6 years (2011- 
2017). NIH/NIAID Foundation cozied up for $154 million in funding from the 
Gates Foundation. D.C. Think Tanks received over $120 million over six years, 
including both sides of the “political” aisle. 


Gates though is by no means the “innovator” on health systems and 
organizational capture. The Rockefellers, from John D. to the present tense, 
have designed and perfected much of the infiltration process and control 
mechanisms of these medical arenas. For instance, in May 2010, the 
Rockefeller Foundation and the Global Business Network ran a scenario 
package on pandemics and human responses. Published in a 54-page 
document!259, were tidbits on government and world responses. 


Their matrix considered 4 outcomes based on a two-axis approach: Political & 
Economic Alignment and Adaptive Capacity (14). These were labeled: Lock 
Step, Clever Together, Hack Attack, and Smart Scramble (16). 


One passage, on page 18, in the Lock Step scenario, low adaptive capacity, 
strong political alignment, praised a potential response of pandemics by China 
over the United States (sound familiar?): 


“The pandemic blanketed the planet — though disproportionate numbers 
died in Africa, Southeast Asia and Central America, where the virus spread 
like wildfire in the absence of official containment protocols. But even in 
developed countries, containment was a challenge. 


The United States initial policy of ‘strongly discouraging’ citizens from 
proved deadly in its leniency, accelerating the spread of the virus not just 
within the U.S. but across borders. However, a few countries did fare better 
— China in particular. The Chinese government’s quick imposition and 
enforcement of mandatory quarantines for all citizens, as well as its instant 
and near-hermetic sealing off of all borders, saved millions of lives, 
stopping the spread of the virus far earlier than other countries and 
enabling a swifter post-pandemic recovery.”126° 


Lockdowns in the United States did not result in “saving lives” because the 
most deaths occurred in such states. Nursing home deaths were seen most 
prevalent in New York/New York City, by one source, equaling 6,300.12! New 
York published this report on it. The DOJ now wants data from such states 
that issued orders for “vulnerable” nursing home residents. 


Gates also funded that 2010 Rockefeller study through Michael Free of 
PATH?262 (53). The Gates Foundation has provided at least $2.6 Billion in 
funding over the last two decades to PATH.?263 Between PATH and GAVI, 
Gates is not doing this all without measurable results. 


At Davos, in January 2019, Gates proclaimed a 20-to-1 ROI from his $10 
Billion investment in vaccines.1264 With that kind of return, one can see this is 
NOT about helping for nothing but smiles. It’s about money that morphs into 
control and power over all people’s lives, regarding their health choices. Gates 
is truly the progeny of the Rockefeller legacy. 


Below are localities Gates is keenly focused on. Washington D.C. and the 
Maryland area has proved a way to influence political think tanks. The leftist 
ideological bent of states correlates well with Gates grants impacts at a high 
level. From his grants database, one would do well to ascertain his influences 
at the local level on education and libraries. These places require less money 
and can be a long-term contorting influence on outcomes among youth.

All total, in the past decade (2011-2020), Gates has pumped $5.77 Billion 
into the D.C./Virginia and Maryland areas.

Ireland launched its Health Passport in late August 2020. ROQU Group is the 
consulting service behind this technology. According to Dun & Bradstreet, this 
company is in its infancy, with 1 employee and $80,000 in sales. ROQU CEO, 
Robert Quirke, stated that: 


“We are all aware that the current situation regarding viral outbreaks in 
businesses and communities is simply not sustainable. There are too many 
gaps in the current testing system that are hindering our ability to get the 
economy and normal life back on track. It is time to immediately close those 
gaps. This platform provides the breakthrough we have been waiting for 
and can become the standard solution for business, travel, education, 
healthcare, events and all aspects of daily life. Every person on the Health 
Passport platform now represents one life and one job protected." 


In the same vein, [D2020.org, a registered 501c3 organization!27°, make a 
similar push to identify people.!271 They are so brazen they call their plan a 
“manifesto.” And look who is supporting their project? Microsoft, GAVI and 
Accenture, among a host of others with ties to Gates funding. (See Below.) 


Harvard’s Center for Ethics!272 put out a white paper, supporting “certificates,” 
titled, “If We Must Have Them, We Must Do It Right.”!273 The writer, Dakota 
Gruener, listed a conflict of interest, citing Nanomix shareholding, which is a 
blood diagnostic company with a curious Twitter history showing a gap of 
nearly 5 years (July 28, 2015 to April 4, 2020). Nanomix landed a $570,000 
contract on rapid testing for COVID-19. This was tweeted out April 8‘, Their 
CEO wrote about it here. 


More obvious though is that Gruener is the executive director of ID2020. Her 
paper is a Sales pitch: Absolutism to convince people, does not convince 
anyone with a functioning prefrontal cortex. Instead, it’s be quiet and obey 
our plan. As in this passage, on page 7, of the white paper, Gruener stated: 


“As the evidence becomes more conclusive, it will be up to the CDC, the 
WHO, and other public health organizations to define the threshold of 
protective immunity (measured by antibody concentration) that counts as 
‘immune’ and to establish the duration of immunity.” 


The WHO is run by Gates. And the CDC has close ties to Gates and his 
affiliates.

“ID2020 Alliance” was joined by the Grameen Foundation. Who are they?

Their 
alliance members furthers the Rockefeller 2.0 labeling of this section.

The identification plan came to “visible 
fruition” in December 2019 in Science Translational Medicine.

Rockefeller 2.0: Since 1999, Bill Gates heavily funds most high-ranking 
clinical medical schools.128° 


Gates & Global Vaccines 


Gates Vaccine Funding Tree & Grant Outlets 
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Discussion of Gates’ objective to vaccinate the entire world, would be a very 
long conversation. Such source material as the Corbett Report provided many 
details, family background, and the extended story behind Gates, the man, 
that this section can only touch on in a cursory, if an important manner. 


His obsession, the vaccine, requires research and development, and 
ultimately, release to turn a 20-to-1 return on investment. A U.S. FDA- 
approved vaccine was known to be a decade plus long trek, as CNN Indonesia 
reported in July 2020.28! Gates and Operation Warp Speed (OWS), thought 
18-24 months an achievable goal. This coincided with the duration provided 
by Dr. Fauci in press conferences, noting second waves, and this virus being 
around for “18 months.” Suddenly, this sort of science can reach “FDA 
approval” in 1/5 or 1/7 the time? 


The short answer is no; but we have them, nonetheless, under EUA. The two 
vaccines launched in the U.S. on December 13, 2020. 


[If the FDA could get this all done in less than a year, why weren't they doing 
this in 2019? 2018? Did something change, profit, perhaps? Blackmail?] 


In that CNN article, they listed the five Phase IJ/III trials in progress. 
AstraZeneca, Wuhan Institute of Biological Products, Moderna, Sinovac, and 
CanSino Biological (Phase II). This was a mere smattering of the vaccines in 
progress. WebMD, listed nearly 200 in the works, as they cited The Lancet. 
WebMD continued with “FDA requirements” in their COVID-19 Updates: 


“The FDA says that for any vaccine to be approved, it will need to prevent 
infection or decrease its severity in at least 50% of the people vaccinated. 
The goal, as with any vaccination, is to inoculate enough people with a 
vaccine that immunity spreads through a community, even if not everyone 
gets the vaccine. It’s called ‘herd immunity.’ For this coronavirus, some 
experts say about 60% to 70% of the population would need to develop 
antibodies, whether from a vaccine or getting and recovering from COVID- 
19, to create herd immunity.”!282 (Revision 3 of the article.)

In The Lancet, they reinforced the timeline on a USDA-approved Ebola 
vaccine, which took 43 years to reach the public. But still, there is no vaccine 
for HIV. This after forty years since “AIDS” cases appeared in the United 


States. [As discussed, HIV potentially appeared much earlier. Note: Moderna 
is now working on a HIV mRNA vaccine. 1283 Convenient given what we’ve 
learnt about their patents. | 


In the COVID-19 outbreak, “hoping that this time will be different”!284 is 
encouraged. The Lancet author mentioned Bill & Melinda Gates Medical 
Research Institute, CEO Penny Heaton, thinking what has happened, so far, 
with regards to vaccine development, is “amazing.” The Coalition for 
Epidemic Preparedness Innovations (CEPI) Melanie Saville, discussed, 
“attack rate” or, percent of infected population, as important to “event-based 
trial” to “get results.”1285 Both of these organizations are of Gates’s progeny. 


More telling though, is new technology, regarding the actual vaccines, which 
have never been approved in the United States or the European Union 
markets.1286 (This became about markets — and the release of a designer 
vaccine onto an unwitting and uninformed public through problem-reaction- 
solution!287 also known as the Hegelian Dialectic on which Marxism!2°8 rests.)

One was Moderna, mRNA-12731289, a nucleotide-based vaccine. Moderna’s 
vaccine is a synthetic lipid nanoparticle to carry mRNA into the host cells of 
the infected. It therefore operates at a sub-cell level to “train”!29° the host body 
to fight off an infection. But unlike a weakened version of a SARS-COV-2 
(COVID-19) vaccine, basis, this one tampers with one’s “genetic sequence”!29! 
to enhance one’s ability to fight off a basic flu. But now, with a media hyping 
this vaccine as: either a valid course of action; or the predatory media fixated 


on Trump’s connection to it as President, during the vaccine’s development. 


Moderna filed on March 28, 2019 a patent for “parainfluenza virus (hPIV3) 
vaccine” .1292 In this filing, #16/368270, Moderna dropped in this bit of 
foreshadowing: “Severe acute respiratory syndrome (SARS) emerged in China 
in 2002 and spread to other countries before brought under control. Because 
of a concern for reemergence or a deliberate release of the SARS coronavirus, 
vaccine development was initiated.” [My emphasis added.] The full 416-page 
patent application is here.1293 


Notable that the Bill & Melinda Gates foundation provided two grants to 
Moderna. The latter one, occurred in March of 2019,1294 the same month as 
the cited Moderna’s patent application, which is a continuation of initial filing 
from October 28, 2015. Gates provided earlier a $19,984,859 grant in January 
2016. This Gates grant appeared just one month prior to the specific Moderna 
patent (#9,587,003'295) with the matching sequence (19 codons) that included 
the double CGG that Nicolas Wade and Steven Quay noted as not natural in 
their analysis of the virus. This on top of Fauci’s emails that immediately 
noted engineering as early as January 30, 2020. 


From a paper regarding HCQ, this was detailed, the timeline, surrounding a 
Moderna vaccine. Dr. Merritt wrote: 


“Moderna—one of the Gates-funded companies that is working on a 
coronavirus vaccine, is in partnership with NIAID and getting special 
treatment. Moderna was allowed to bypass standard long-term animal drug 
testing, and roll out mRNA-1273 vaccine trials on humans on Feb[ruary] 24 
at the NIH, within months of the genetic decoding of the virus. Moderna’s 
chief medical adviser, Tal Zaks, states, ‘I don’t think proving this in an 
animal model is on the critical path to getting this to a clinical trial.’ And on 
May 2020, after NIH fast tracked Moderna’s vaccine human trials, Tal Zaks 
exercised stock options, selling 125,044 units of MRNA stock for 
$1,526,787.” 1296 


Moderna had never produced a vaccine for mass production; and yet, it was 
selected. The company, just over ten years old, was primarily-funded off a 
massive $240 million upfront deal with AstraZeneca.1297

In a Frontiers in Biology paper, published February 21, 2022 by Ambati et. al., 
a discussion launched on the probability of finding an exact match in the 
BLAST database.1298 The paper, “MSH3 Homology and Potential 
Recombination Link to SARS-CoV-2 Furin Cleavage Site” noted that: 


“Among numerous point mutation differences between the SARS-CoV-2 
and the bat RaTG13 coronavirus, only the 12-nucleotide furin cleavage site 
(FCS) exceeds 3 nucleotides. A BLAST search revealed that a 19-nucleotide 
portion of the SARS-CoV-2 genome encompassing the furin cleavage site is 
a 100% complementary match to a codon-optimized proprietary sequence 
that is the reverse complement of the human mutS homolog (MSH3). 


Based on a recent publication describing insertion variants of SARS-CoV-2 
we would like to bring the attention to our recent findings related to the 
sequence of the furin cleavage site (FCS) in SARS-CoV-2 Spike (S) protein. 
The SARS-CoV-2 causing the COVID-19 pandemic has 82.3% amino acid 


identity to bat coronavirus SL-CoVZC45, 77.2% amino acid identity to 
SARS-CoV, and 96.2% genome sequence identity to bat coronavirus 
RaTG13. While numerous point mutation differences exist between SARS- 
CoV-2 and RaTG13, only one insertion and dissimilarity exceeding 3 
nucleotides (nt): a 12-nucleotide insertion coding for four amino acids (aa 
681-684, PRRA) in the SARS-CoV-2 S protein has been discovered. 


This FCS is vital for human and ferret transmission, expands viral tropism 
to human cells, and is requisite for severe disease in two animal models of 
SARS-CoV-2. 


A BLAST search for the 12-nucleotide insertion led us to a 100% reverse 
match in a proprietary sequence (SEQ ID11652, nt 2751-2733) found in the 
US patent 9,587,003 filed on Feb. 4, 2016.71299 


With a 100% match extended to a 19-nucleotide sequence and the exact match 
for the Moderna Patent filed above, Ambati et. al. continued with, “We did not 
find the 19-nucleotide sequence CTCCTCGGCGGGCACGTAG in any 
mammalian or viral genomes except SARS-CoV-2 with 100% coverage and 
identity in the BLAST database.”13°° (Supplemental material to this study.) 


The author cannot fully vet this from their background. However, this paper 
has not been retracted, or censored, as of this writing (July 22, 2022).

Dr. Robert S. Langer is major shareholder at Moderna. An MIT-Harvard 
scientist-inventor, Langer in 2012, at Microchips, “developed a wirelessly 
controlled microchip that would deliver drugs after implantation in a patient’s 
body.”13°1 From this success, Gates provided Microchips Biotech, Inc. in 
January 2014 a $20,470,038 grant.1302 The company is now owned by Dare 
Bioscience which listed the Gates Foundation in its 10-K filings (147) for 
“deferred grant funding liability.”13°3 


[One can ascertain Dr. Kevin McHugh also ran into Gates at MIT regarding 
the subcutaneous platform for monitoring vaccinations. Additionally, this

AstraZeneca has AZD1222 which has a “chimpanzee adenovirus to carry in 
DNA for spike antigen.”1308 On September 9th, AstraZeneca placed on hold 
their trials. The issue was a vaccine , developed a serious 
neurological problem...though not much has been made publicly available 
about what happened.”:3°9 (And nothing generally will be revealed.)

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Gates has so many investments tied to COVID and computational physics 
regarding the highly active biopharmaceutical space. It would be hard to track 
in a year the positioning of his empire regarding vaccines and such 
technologies. However, the example here shows investments and crossovers. 


Schrodinger was working on COVID-19 therapies. The company, well-funded 
by Gates, put out a press release. Robert Abel, Ph.D. at Schrodinger noted on 
June 22, 2020: 


“A new collaboration between Schrodinger and Google Cloud is designed to 
advance both goals—and thereby accelerate the hunt for effective medicines 
to treat COVID-19. 


This collaboration is one piece of an unprecedented philanthropic initiative 
that has brought together leading biopharma companies from around the 
world—including Novartis, Takeda, WiX7, and Gilead Sciences—to develop 
antiviral therapeutics for COVID-19.”1313 [My emphasis. ] 
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February 2020 


Schrodinger did an 24 initial public offering in August 2020.1344 5,000,000 
shares (with 10% of those shares sold by the current stockholders, Richard 
Friesner) were put on the market at $66.00 initially by Morgan Stanley. 


Gates, prior to a 1%* IPO, had $49,999,999/33,543,539 preferred stock shares 
and $9,999,995/588,235 ($17) towards common stock. Shares modified after 
the 2020 February IPO (page 84) as shown below. This was due to a January 
24, 2020 agreement (84) with the Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation TRUST. 


The article above regarding collaboration with Gilead and WuXi was tied to a 
Gates Ventures, LLC, mentioned on June 23, 2020, citing it as, “in connection 
with a research project to develop an atomistic simulation platform that is 
capable of modeling key chemical processes (85).”13%5 
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August 2020 (IPO to sell 3,000,000 shares, 500K of Richard A Friesner.) 


Gates and WuXi AppTec were both funders Series E (above). Now, are mutual 
partners in Gates Ventures, LLC which is registered in Colorado but is 
headquartered in Kirkland, Washington. 20 employees of Gates Ventures live 
in Washington D.C., showing the D.C. hub or center, once again. 


WuxXi has U.S. and Chinese operations. In 2010, WuXi, was in the process of 
building a new R&D center based in China. Soros Fund Management, LLC., on 
May 16, 2011, had a sizable stake ($8,400,555) in WuXi Pharmatech the 
company building this lab.1316

Such interaction is likely incidental, but the reality is: biopharmaceutical 
research has government importance with the highest security needed. This 
lab is controlled in China and their intelligence services are watching closely 
any scientists. (The WHO just took a year to gain access to a lab for SARS-

Soros was not merely dumping money into an irrelevancy. One could argue

In Scientific American, Harvard Medical School doctor, AIDS pioneer, and 
vaccine advocate, William A. Haseltine, wrote in June 2020: 


“The US alone plans to vaccinate hundreds of millions of people with the 
first successful candidate. One serious adverse event per thousand of a 
vaccine given to 100 million people means harm to 100,000 otherwise 
healthy people...We know all the candidates tested to date in non-human 
primates failed to protect any of the monkeys from infection of the nasal 
passages, the primary route of human infection...An effective COVID-19 
vaccine also faces several hurdles beyond our control. The older we get the 
poorer our ability to respond to vaccines. Resistance to vaccination begins 
early at age 30 and becomes progressively more profound with time. That is 
especially troubling as those over 60 are the population most at risk. 
Vaccination of the elderly may sometimes succeed by administering 
repeated doses and by increasing the potency of the vaccine with powerful 
adjuvants. But these adjuvants can be especially risky for the very old.”1319 


The U.S. has approximately 330 million people or potentially 330,000 
harmful events to healthy people. Of course, we know, those people or their 
families, will not be able to sue for harms. Additionally, those powerful 
adjuvants are posed as working better by the CDC, but this Harvard doctor, 
just stated, it is “especially risky” to the very old. [VAERS] 


Dr. Haseltine qualified his statement, then added what Rockefellers 2010 plan 
looked like: 


“But a safe vaccine, effective for all those at risk, is worth the wait, 
especially when we have other solutions in hand. We already know from the 


experience of countries in Asia that the epidemic can be stopped in its 
tracks with basic public health measures: widespread testing, contact 
tracing, and mandatory controlled quarantine—not necessarily in a dismal 
public health facility as many imagine, but in our own homes with virtual 
supervision or in a hotel environment.”132° 


Virtual supervision? Asia? (Code for “China,” as they “sealed” in their 
citizens. '321,1322 Or did they put on a show?) 


In 2012, the pandemic that the world had been 
anticipating for years finally hit. Unlike 2009's 
H1N1, this new influenza strain — originating 
from wild geese —was extremely virulent and 
deadly. Even the most pandemic-prepared 


nations were quickly overwhelmed when the 


virus streaked around the world, infecting nearly 


20 percent of the global population and killing 
8 million in just seven months, the majority of 
them healthy young adults. The pandemic also 
had a deadly effect on economies: international 
mobility of both people and goods screeched to 


a halt, debilitating industries like tourism and 


breaking global supply chains. Even locally, 


normally bustling shops and office buildings sat 
empty for months, devoid of both employees 


and customers. 


The pandemic blanketed the planet— though 
disproportionate numbers died in Africa, 
Southeast Asia, and Central America, where 

the virus spread like wildfire in the absence 

of official containment protocols. But even 

in developed countries, containment was a 
challenge. The United States’s initial policy of 
“strongly discouraging” citizens from flying 
proved deadly in its leniency, accelerating the 
spread of the virus not just within the U.S. but 
across borders. However, a few countries did 
fare better— China in particular. The Chinese 
government's quick imposition and enforcement 
of mandatory quarantine for all citizens, as well 
as its instant and near-hermetic sealing off of 
all borders, saved millions of lives, stopping 

the spread of the virus far earlier than in other 


countries and enabling a swifter post- 


pandemic recovery. 


Rockefeller Foundation’s Wet Dream (18) 


It seems the real goal here is to do things as our Communist-led counterparts 
do and destroy civil liberties under the guise of addressing the nature of a flu 
that has a neat, effective, and cheap solution: HCQ + Zinc, for example.

“informed consent”!324, and whether parents give it by allowing their kids to 
attend school, regarding vaccine programs.

Gates continued to play his media games on the global vaccine front. In a sit- 
down conversation with Bloomberg Businessweek, an outlet owned by, 
Michael Bloomberg, Gates was cautioning others on rushing a vaccine 
(because progress could help Trump at the time). 


“President Trump,” are the first words out of the interviewer’s mouth, citing 
“politics hijacking the approval process.”1328 Gates response: “That would be a 


tragedy...We saw with the completely bungled plasma statements that when 
you start pressuring people to say optimistic things, they go completely off the 
rails. The FDA lost a lot of credibility there.” 


The statement Gates is referring to were those of FDA commissioner Stephen 
Hahn discussing a therapeutic differential (high titre versus low titre) that had 
shown a “35% reduction in mortality.”1329 


What is noticeable, in the Hahn interview, again by Bloomberg, is that double 
blind, “gold standard” of randomized trial to prove things comes with a price: 
placebo to half your patients. People discussed getting clear scientific evidence 
on therapeutics, while deftly submitting that vaccines, which need trials and 
thousands of enrollees to prove they are safe, take longer periods of time, but 
then, will gladly pronounced their rushed vaccine is perfectly safe. 


Politics is again mentioned. As Hahn answered Bloomberg’s statement that, 
“it’s an incredibly political time,” with: “I can only hope that being honest and 
straightforward lessens that impact. But as you mentioned, we're in an 
incredibly politicized time, and these are really difficult concepts to explain to 
the American people.”133° 


Exactly who made this political? It wasn’t Trump first. 


After shutting off travel from China, right after a declared crisis by the CDC, 
Trump was attacked for xenophobia against China.

Politics became an opportunity to get desperate bailout packages hammered 
out in late March.

CNBC, an avid Gates supporter (Sorkin and Quick routinely do interviews with 
Gates, and his largest contributor, Warren Buffett), did an video interview 
with Pfizer CEO Albert Bourla on September 14.1337 The interviewer stated 
the confidence at “60%” a vaccine would be approved by the end of October.

“We, the undersigned biopharmaceutical companies, want to make clear 
our on-going commitment to developing and testing potential vaccines for 
COVID-19 in accordance with high ethical standards and sound scientific 
principles. 


The safety and efficacy of vaccines, including any potential vaccine for 
COVID-19, is reviewed and determined by expert regulatory agencies 
around the world, such as the United States Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA). FDA has established clear guidance for the development of COVID- 
19 vaccines and clear criteria for their potential authorization or approval in 
the US. FDA’s guidance and criteria are based on the scientific and medical 
principles necessary to clearly demonstrate the safety and efficacy of 
potential COVID-19 vaccines. More specifically, the agency requires that 
scientific evidence for regulatory approval must come from large, high 
quality clinical trials that are randomized and observer-blinded, with an 
expectation of appropriately designed studies with significant numbers of 
participants across diverse populations.”1339 


Gates, meanwhile, stated this to CNBC in early September: 


“T do think once you get into, say, December or January, the chances are 
that at least two or three will (seek approval) — if the effectiveness is there. 
And so, we have these phase three trials that are going on. The only vaccine 
that if everything went perfectly, might seek the emergency use license by 
the end of October, would be Pfizer.”134° [My emphasis. | 


CNBC noted immediately thereafter, “The Gates Foundation...announced in 
March a collaboration to develop a coronavirus vaccine with several life 
sciences companies including Pfizer. It also owns stock in Pfizer, as well as 
Johnson & Johnson, Merck and others and has given multimillion-dollar 
grants to Pfizer for the development of various vaccines in recent years.”1341

When viruses spring anew, humanity adapts as it has for the entirety of its 
existence. The inability to see what caused one’s ills, has been the reality for 
the overwhelming portion of recorded human existence, roughly 98% of 5,000 
years of the written record. Or if we want to date it to the first human meme — 
a handprint — more like 99.7%.1344 This, by chance, closely matches SARS-

Remember too: those are ALL deaths. COVID is a but a sliver (~10%) of the 
comorbidities associated to deaths.

“Over 10 years ago (2), researchers performed a systematic review of 
published studies looking at viral shedding and disease transmission for 
viral influenza. They ‘found that there is scant, if any, evidence that 
asymptomatic or pre-symptomatic individuals play an important role in 
influenza transmission. As such, recent articles concerning pandemic 
planning, some using transmission modeling, may have overestimated the 
effect of pre-symptomatic or asymptomatic influenza transmission. More 
definitive transmission studies are sorely needed.’ 


Preexisting conditions have always been the biggest factor in the severity of 
acute infection. In one study (7) of 5,700 hospitalized COVID-19 patients in 
NY, 94% had a chronic health problem, and 88% had two or more chronic 
health problems. Hypertension, obesity, and diabetes were the three most 
prevalent conditions. 


Other studies (8,9) have been done to prove this link to previous underlying 
chronic disease and poorer clinical outcomes, as well. 


There are two very different schools of thought on why this might be. Germ 
theory rests on the ideas that disease arises from germs outside the body, 
microbes are generally to be guarded against, every disease is associated 
with particular microorganism, disease can strike anyone, germs as 
detrimental, and it doesn’t put an emphasis on our immune system (10). 
This theory was developed over 200 years ago by Louis Pasteur, credited 
with the discovery of microbes. 


But we have learned a lot more about microbes in the last 200 years. For 
example, we now know we have as many bacteria in our bodies as we have 
of our own cells (12). Most of these bacteria are beneficial and actually help 
us—our gut microbiome, for instance, functions to maintain our gut 
integrity, assists with nutrient absorption, and helps us thrive (13). 


A Third Option: Germ-Terrain Duality 


So it is really the germ that causes disease? Or is it the terrain that allows 
the germ to set up shop? 


A third theory incorporates both: the germ-terrain duality. This theory 
argues that ‘microbes need to be guarded against, but not at the expense of 
the terrain. Disease is due to both germs and the person’s diseased state, 
both equally important. To prevent disease, we must build our defenses, 
and create an environment of health’ (10). 


This study (11) of malaria also points to the germ-terrain theory, showing 
how ‘tobacco use and/or physical strain under the hot sun, which cause cell 
and tissue damage, have been implicated in the etiology of malaria fever 
under the germ-terrain duality theory.’ ”1358,1359 


As one noted at the chapter outset, it is neither-nor, but a combination of 
both.

A 2020 paper discussed what a medical doctor awoke to with the COVID-19 
onslaught. Lee D. Merritt, M.D. published in the Journal of American 
Physicians and Surgeons a piece titled, “The Treatment of Viral Diseases: 
Has the Truth Been Suppressed for Decades?” She wrote: 


“This idea that viruses—like the current pandemic SARS-CoV-2 virus—can 
be killed by commonly used drugs—antibiotics, antimalarial, or 
antiparasitic agents—profoundly changes the practice of medicine. 


The scientific paper that first got me thinking about a potential motive to 
hide this data concerns the in vitro inhibition of human influenza A virus 
replication by chloroquine (CQ). It was published in 2006. This paper and 
others, including one published in 2005 about the effectiveness of CQ 
against SARS-CoV-1, the cause of severe acute respiratory syndrome, show 
CQ, from which HCQ is derived, to be extremely effective against some 
viruses. 


Given the supposed concern of health officials over deaths by influenza, 
why was the research into CQ not pursued? Consider that the entire $69 
billion-per-year vaccine industry is based on “preventing” viral diseases that 
are otherwise “untreatable”—like viral influenza A, measles, etc. If a cheap 
and effective treatment is available for these illnesses, the entire vaccine 
industry crashes down like a house of cards.”1361 [My emphasis. ] 


Additionally, Dr. Merritt, discussed that the CDC had been advertising 
vaccines, especially for influenza, for many years. This while reporting 80,000 
deaths from influenza while the real total is significantly lower. The coupling 
of “influenza like illnesses” with a host of other respiratory viruses. The CDC 
has stop reported clearly the “4-7 percent” was influenza itself, and now, just 
pushes, “hospital and police forces and other professions to vaccinate their 
staff to ‘protect the public.” 1362 


Dr. Merritt raised the valid concern about how medical and nursing students 
are being taught, and the underlying motivation for the pivot: 


“Most physicians today don’t learn that the mortality of childhood diseases 
in well-nourished, unvaccinated, First-World children was negligible prior 
to the advent of vaccines. Nor do they understand the big difference 
between vaccine immunity and disease-acquired immunity. After recovery 
from measles or the flu...or any other common viral illness, a person walks 
away with full-spectrum cellular and humoral immunity...Vaccine 


researchers concentrate on producing an antibody response, which is a very 
incomplete form of immunity. Even repeated doses of such vaccines do not 
produce...immunity that is lifelong...”1363 


The vaccine produced can “mask” future interactions with an RNA virus. If 
one has antibodies, a new interaction with the virus can replicate rapidly, 
before the immune system is triggered properly, thus an overwhelming 
disease kills the patient. “Vaccination is not a panacea. It was once the last 
resort to the treatment of disease. In the age of huge vaccine profit... 
[Remember: 20 to 1 ROI for Gates? | it has become the first choice for every 
disease.”1364 [My addition and emphasis. |]

These “profitable” arenas are also attached to the hunt for viruses that caused 
them — which has become a 3-card Monty game. As AIDS, was, in particular, 
sold more than “scientifically proven” to the public through a shell game of 
finding a retrovirus to blame for immunodeficiency in sick people with various 
unhealthy markers prior to their “new diagnosis.” 


The patients, first found in a “cluster” study in Los Angeles, in 1981, breathed 
life into researchers, like Robert Gallo and Luc Montagnier. Such researchers 
had been cancer chasers since Nixon’s declared war on it in 1971. Gallo, as 
mentioned, was attached to the Virus-Cancer Program. Their test tubes had 
produced little progress on that issue during that time. And their grants and 
focus needed a new boost. “AIDS” was that boost. 


During the fog, in the start of the AIDS war, little focus was paid on the root of 
issues for the suffering individuals found. The more obvious culprits, 
poisonous drugs (poppers, LSD, meth), medications (antivirals, antibiotics) 
and malnutrition were ignored in Gay and IV drug users found in these cluster 
studies. 80% of new-born children declared AIDS patients were born to 
mothers with IV drug usage that destroyed their immune systems.13¢5 Most of 
the first patients, while homed in on for their sexual orientation, were ignored 
for their lifestyle choices regarding drugs. (Vulnerable populations to be 
exploited. In mid-2022, like clockwork, Monkeypox was attached to Gay sex.) 


One particular drug, called Poppers, when inhaled, resulted in nitric oxide 
that compromised one’s circulatory and respiratory systems. The damage 
created a petri dish for tumor growth (Kaposi’s sarcoma) and also 
pneumocystis carinii pneumonia (PCP), a lung disease that comes about 


through fungus remaining in the lungs, dead tissue that the body cannot rid 
itself of through detoxification, once the immune system is damaged. 


Additively, the lifestyle of lacking proper nutrition, using other toxic 
chemicals, that multiply the impacts to a body, one should be able to 
acknowledge, a resulting disease came not just from a particular retrovirus; 
but rather, an entirety of co-existing issues that resulted in immune deficits. 


Studies show stress factors like drugs can trigger “new arrangement of genetic 
sequences (DNA) in the cells,”13°° thus, you are adapting, if negatively, to the 
usage of drugs. (Ever seen a person after a decade that has used “hard” drugs, 
both prescribed and illegal? Unrecognizable?) 


By contrast and in parallel, (SARS-COV-2) “Wuhan Virus” impacted a certain 
portion of population, severely, based on compromised systems tied to 
breathing and the heart. The fact some geneticist or lab scientist worked up 
“an attack” on the ACE2 receptor, to impact such a population, offered 
insights into the motivations behind certain bio-molecular research. 


We found out that Peter Daszak had been deeply involved in pitching to 
DARPA a virus mitigation program through his China-located research. 
DARPA rejected this pitch.1367 But undeterred, his cohort, Dr. Shi Zhengli, was 
hard at work manipulating viruses in Wuhan to the eagerness of Daszak’s own 
admissions.1368 Daszak’s forced proximity to February 2020 The Lancet paper, 
2021 Wuhan investigative team, chairing a August 2020 vaccination paper, 
and his longtime friendship to Tony Fauci, should not be easily dismissed as 
coincidental and random. Create the problem. See the reaction. Provide the 
solution.

Such claims are not without merit. Giuseppe (Joseph) Tritto, a biotech and 
nanotechnology expert and Executive President of the World Academy of 
Biomedical Sciences and Technologies, wrote just that concerning the P4 Lab 
in Wuhan (Shi Zheng-Li), the role of Chinese Communist Party, and missing 
information needed to make a quality vaccine. 13691370 


Dr. Tritto, in an interview, prior to his new book release, stated this: 


“Because providing the matrix virus would have meant recognizing that 
SARS-CoV-2 was created in the laboratory. In fact, the incomplete genome 
made available by China is missing some inserts of the amino acids of AIDS, 
which act as a smoking gun. In the meantime, however, negotiations are 


underway between the intelligence agencies of 5 countries (USA, Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand, Japan) and China. Perhaps the former, in diplomatic 
negotiations, would be willing to postpone the Chinese responsibilities, of 
which they have evidence, in exchange for the possibility of obtaining the 
matrix virus to develop a universal vaccine.”1371 


Guiseppe further noted that 11 different strains had been identified of this 
virus in summer 2020. “The A2a genetic line which developed in Europe and 
the B1 genetic line that took root in North America are more contagious than 
the O strain originating in Wuhan.”1372 Meaning again, this is not an easy 
puzzle to solve. (Variants were used to continue lockdowns — while China just 
did what it normally does: control people, information, and smears anyone 
that thinks otherwise, through their social credit system. The U.S. media 
seems “all in” for China as well. Note: Facebook et. al. provided China with 
the technology for the social credit system.1373-1374) 


Notice a connection to “AIDS” retrovirus amino acids.

AIDS was immediately turned into a gay-impacting disease at its outset. Fora 
while, it was called GRIDS (Gay Related Immune Deficiency Syndrome). 
While the lowly “drug user” patients (which made up 1/3 of the cases in 
affluent nations, US and Germany), were discounted, or routinely buried in 
the tabulations of cases.1375 


The “CDC purposely skewed their statistics”1376 and tabulated their cases into 
categories which downplayed drug usage while upping the homosexual counts. 
This reinforced fears in the homosexual community, especially the affluently 
positioned, who would come to clinics and discuss their issues, with their 
doctors connected to “teaching hospitals” and “medical journals.” Many of 
those professionals counting had a stronger affinity for alignment to a 
“homosexual” case than reporting the truth about “all” cases. In more basic 
terms, the drug user did not garner the empathetic viewing than those with 
GRIDS would receive from the media, or the general public, conditioned by 
gender or their political views in such responses. 


Again, sounding familiar to COVID-19 situation where people die “with” 
COVID, not “of” COVID, with mis-categorizing of deaths being reported in 
Florida‘377.1378, and by the CDC, in general, as just discussed. This while 
acknowledgement that persons over 60 were substantially more at risk but did 


not help in response to COVID-19. This as healthy souls were locked down 
with the unhealthy — and most at risk. HCQ smeared, while Remdesivir and 
vaccine fever ramped up. And the unhealthy, flu-positive, landed in nursery 
homes in New York by executive order.1379:1380 


As 2020 went on, the propaganda and exploitation of COVID with kids 
intertwined with the teacher’s unions, from Los Angeles to New York, came to 
pass. Teachers attempted to both put themselves in a “high risk” category for 
negative impacts of COVID and leverage this flu for “social change,” calling for 
the abolishment of the police.13811382 The majority of American teachers are 
women; and also vote for leftist policies. 


[Early 2021: The Biden administration has not pushed for schools to fully 
open, calling for 1 day a week in-person education by April.1383 The 
degradation of education is purposeful and malicious.

Kids are losing out — the most — because sociopathic 
leaderships are gleefully putting their politics above a kid’s well-being.

[June-July 2022: Monkeypox is being hyped by the media, yet again, and 
the overlay of gay men, who can contract the pox is eerily similar to the initial 
scare of AIDs. The rarity of monkeypox and source of it — Africa — is again, 
exploitable for narrative. ]

Again, back to AIDS. 
The reasons for the gay community focus tied to several ideas1384: 


1) Mainstream culture knew nothing of Poppers - thus exposure to this may 
hijack the community escapism and rights to be liberated in their lifestyle. 

2) Determining that such a drug might be impacting, is not something an 
addict will readily accept. Denial would close off treatment options. 

3) AIDS establishment — medical researchers — enticed their gay allies with 
high-paying consulting fees for community and “political” outreach to 
patients (medical researchers gained a new honey pot on their virus hunt) 

4) Pharmaceutical companies also had a stake in the growth and stability of 
their market of drugs, legal and illegal, and the marketing to all involved. 

5) The promotion of Poppers was aligned to healthiness in the community. 

6) Such outlets have allies in writing and media communities that push 
agendas for the gay community and grow allyship across the spectrum. 


7) Lastly, the CDC was unwilling to explore the drug connection, suppressing 
data that did not align with their suppositions. Their own internal analyst, 


Harry Haverkos, determined that in 1982. Later his findings were published 
in a 1985 journal — Sexually Transmitted Diseases1385 — and The Wall 
Street Journal. 


Again, familiar? 


COVID-19 has the CDC, NIH, and the FDA dismissing treatment options and 
numerous studies regarding HCQ/Ivermectin. Efforts to suppress distribution 
of medicines, EUA (Emergency Usage Authorization) politics, pharmacists 
overruling doctors, or choosing to push Remdesivir or a quickly-batched up 
and dangerously hasty “vaccine”, are reckless. [Trump too — this author 
hated his position as shown above in Politics Under A China Dream. ] 


Dr. Merritt weighed in, in detail, on this suppression tactic: 


“Never have I seen such political brawling over a legal pharmaceutical. 
When the current pandemic was starting to kill Americans in significant 
numbers, President Trump identified HCQ and azithromycin as having 
excellent cure potential. Around the world, doctors were speaking and 
writing about the great cure rate of COVID when these drugs were given 
early... 


To my knowledge, neither governors nor boards of pharmacy have ever 
outlawed any legal drug—not even opioids like Oxycontin that cause about 
30,000 deaths a year. But when it comes to HCQ and CQ, governors, 
medical boards, and boards of pharmacy in most states have either 
outlawed or limited the use of HCQ or threatened doctors with licensing 
board scrutiny... 


Dr. Anthony Fauci, an immunologist and head of the National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Disease (NIAID) of the NIH, has discouraged use 
of HCQ for COVID-19, but praised Middle East respiratory syndrome 
(MERS) treatment with HCQ in 2013...Note also that on Apr 28, 2020, Dr. 
Fauci touted the positive findings for Remdesivir, even though no 
randomized controlled studies have been completed... 


Media acted in lockstep with corrupt politicians. They said HCQ was 
experimental. Not so—it has been around for decades, and approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration (FDA). Then, they claimed it was illegal for 
doctors to use HCQ off label. Wrong again. Nearly every doctor, every day, 


uses a drug ‘off label,’ because, once FDA approved, drugs are not re- 
studied to add every potential benefit. And now scientific literature ‘hit 
pieces’ against antimalarial drugs are being published and quoted.”1386 


One such study, done in Brazil,1387 as Merritt noted, was designed to fail as 
noted before in the Hydroxychloroquine & Medicine section. 


The paper selected patients that had accumulated organ damage. Then 
prescribed the aforementioned WHO levels of HCQ to them (toxic and lethal 
potentially) and ultimately, determined HCQ did not work. The existing 
damage was merely acerbated by such high dosage. HCQ is a preventative of 
viral damage in the correct dosage amount. HCQ does not reverse damage; 
nor will it work if one overdosed a sick patient. (Ethics investigations are being 
sought. The AAPS noted that the Lancet editor seems quite vocal against 


Trump, but pro-WHO and China. )1388 
Richard Horton, the Lancet editor in question, wrote in the Guardian: 


“The ‘century of humiliation,’ when China was dominated by a colonially- 
minded west and Japan, only came to an end with the Communist victory in 
the civil war in 1949 ... Every contemporary Chinese leader, including Xi 
Jinping, has seen their task as protecting the territorial security won by 
Mao and the economic security achieved by Deng.”1389 


Quite a statement for a doctor to make in defense of China. The same China 
that persecutes Uighur Muslims as “infected with extremism” as they are sent 
to “job-training centers.”139° [Which brutalizes women; holding 1,000,000+ 
Muslims hostage. | 


Lives are being exploited for politics and other control motivations. This by 
the way does not reduce U.S. complicity in the design of the virus. Individuals 
on both sides of the Pacific would naturally need to be held to account. Such 
calls are rarely delivered upon.

The identification of a patient’s health profile (underlying causes, as in AIDS) 
could have saved lives. But rather, therapeutic options were curtailed in a 
time-critical treatment discourse. Patients were not valued; but for their 
numerical accounting by the health officials or politicians. 


The Praetorian Media hyper-focused on case counts (antibody, faulty PCR 
tests), political actions (mandates and lockdowns), or inactions from the 


federal level, when the control of pandemic is, by the U.S. Constitution, is a 
state-level management effort. Thus, the reason state’s mandates (not 
legislative, but EOs by governors) have garnered pointed questions and 
justifiable disdain. The most knowledgeable and worried citizenry, regarding 
liberties and maintaining sovereignty against federal and bureaucratic 
overreach, saw through the media ruse and political posturing.

Another echoed method to the “effectiveness” of this developed virus was its 
targets: obese, respiratory-addled, heart-medicated people with immune 
issues.

*According to the CDC, “The sum of percentages is greater than 100 because some patients are 
reported with more than one illness [disease or condition]. Of persons reported with AIDS- 
defining opportunistic illnesses, 65% also were reported with severe HIV-related immunosup- 
pression [corresponding almost exactly to the share of the microbial diseases among the total of 
23,527 AIDS-defining diseases]. ... The 36,634 adults/adolescents presented on this table are 
those persons reported with immunosuppression as their only AIDS-indicator condition [rather 
than disease]” (Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 1997). 


These targets are also good for propaganda, akin to the original AIDS 
epidemic, that included 26 diseases by the early 1990s (Journal of 
Biosciences, Vol. 28. No 4, 384).1393 Creating fear and drama makes for 
interest and publicity. Now, multiply that by hundreds of times under the 
COVID-19 paradigm. 


Imagine this in the hands of the Globalists at Davos? One doesn’t have to. 


Relevantly, in the AIDS push, not all diseases were immunodeficiency-related. 
Above (Duesberg, et. al., 2003) noted the definition for AIDS lumped together 
many diseases that are not connected, particularly, to a virus. 


This lumping together of diseases led to a $93.3 billion expenditure by 2000 
to the U.S. taxpayer to create an anti-viral program on the newly coined HIV 
virus (388). 1394 To garner cases, positive for antibodies, diagnoses HIV/AIDS, 
instead of protecting one from the disease itself. Much of the AIDS research, 
hypothesis, and overall tug-of-war is a comedy of errors, intrigue, 
declarations, and indeed, multiple actors that played a role in promoting and 
propagating a healthy amount of anxiety regarding AIDS epidemic. 


One very familiar voice from that era and now: Dr. Anthony Fauci. 


Lawrence K. Altman, M.D. for the New York Times wrote in 2001, quoting 
Fauci on AIDS:1395 


“It is the rare person who gets up and strips himself of his personal agenda 
and articulates what we really do not know because by saying that they 
would diminish the impact of their own work, which is their agenda.” 


Such talk of agendas, regarding AIDS, seem eerily prescient of what 2020-22 
COVID response has been. Then, in 2001, such agendas, included, according 
to Altman: 


“Drug companies, foundations and international agencies are trying to 
deliver anti-H.I.V. drugs to AIDS ravaged third world countries in Africa 
and elsewhere. But the potent anti-H.I.V. drugs can produce anemia, 
bleeding, kidney stones and other unwanted side effects, and close 
monitoring is needed. Another critical unanswered question is: what is the 
best way to deliver anti-H.I.V. therapy in the third world where medical 
facilities are scarce? 


Is a vaccine possible?”1396 


Again, notable that vaccination is a hot item to push. Dr. Fauci is well 
acquainted to Gates “Decade of Vaccines” council as he sat on its board. 


For its part, the Gates Foundation has granted over $3B in grants for AIDS 
and $1.6B for TB and Malaria. Their focus: Sub-Saharan Africa targeting. 


The BMGF further stated, “about half of all people living with HIV, 
particularly men, do not know they have the virus.” Their areas of focus for the 
Foundation have changed over the years quite significantly.

In doing recent literature searches, a June 2020 study from the Journal of the 
International AIDS Society, was done by at least three WHO-affiliated 
researchers, on South and East African subjects. Why just Africa? 


As we know, WHO is a Gates-run organization, as he and his subsidiaries, by 
grants, constituting 20% or more of the World Health Organization’s yearly 
budget. But it is even clearer. The study cited: “Funded by Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation.”1399 The CDC marched to the same tune. 


It should not escape notice what likely happened in Africa. Move the goal post 
of a disease to an uncontrollable and unmonitored environment, fund it well, 
and assert that circumcision has a causative impact on HIV’s spread. While 
ignoring clean water, nutritional food sources and consistent sanitation as 
more impactful to the now 26 diseases “connected” to AIDS.

Fear of an invisible virus, the years of propaganda with regards to diseases, 
and their existence tied to viruses, bacteria and fungi, have made it easy for a 
hypochondriac or a “Karen”, to evolve and garner more advocacy. When fed by 
the propaganda in media — that either misreports medical studies or the 
studies themselves are hijacked by pharmaceutical or foundation ties — 
“Karen” is reinforced in their thinking while the pushers gladly provide"4°2 
them a solution (14). 


Meanwhile, the ignoring of basic health maintenance — clean water, good 
nutrition, lifestyle, and sanitation — is due to the lack of research funding in 
those arenas. Common sense answers do not get funded. Problem discovery 
and chemical production does. The overriding edict is to follow, problem — 
reaction — solution, to make a buck for their funders, particularly Gates.

Media & Societal Shifts 
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Aside from Gates, WHO, and China, the domestic chaos comes from media, 
calcified government sources (both Democrat and Republicans) and the 
overreach of state and local officials, particularly the administrative state. But 
they all understood the goal: people are more easily controlled once their 
emotions are triggered (fear, frustration, anger, depression) and they must 
accept onerous reaches into their lives to “protect them.” 


This emotional desire was expertly deployed by a forgotten name of the 20 
century: Edward Bernays. (Watch: The Century of the Self4°4 for a primer on 
Bernays. He wrote the book Propaganda in 1928. Goebbels was also a fan.) 


From that film, Pat Jackson, a protégé of Bernays, noted the manipulation 
skill that Edward found through his uncle’s writings, Sigmund Freud. Namely, 
at first, the way consumerism can be generated from tapping a person’s 
unconscious desires. But it’s not just about consumerism. 


Tapping unconscious desires, and feelings, can be through sloganeering, 
selling people ideas by wrapping them up in a shallow veneer of subjective 
truth. Phrases ending with “matter” makes what came before it seemed 
tantamount to a rejection. If one does not allow that to be 100% true. 


In Bernays heyday, the 1920s through the 1950s, mass consumerism took off 
in America. Bernays was employed by William Randolph Hearst, who ran 
much of the publishing world. Product placement in newspapers, film (as the 
newest medium at that time) by famous people, were not new, but just 
amplified and keenly targeted by Bernays. He deployed psychologists to write 
studies on products or ideas. Then, these psychologists would be referenced in 
those same newspapers or film owned by Hearst or contracted Bernays. Thus, 
circular referencing expertly to trigger group or herd mentality towards a 
particular object or goal. 


(Note: Gates does this too — where he funds research papers to provide 
evidence of efficacy, promotes these ideas in his web of medical universities 
and funded outlets, which then give the media “expert validation” to push 
them out to an unwitting public.) 


Bernays said, “If propaganda could be used for war. It could also be used for 
peace.” He did this for Freud too. Freud was financially strapped in the mid- 
1920s. Bernays floated Freud cash and suggested he could publish his uncle’s 
books in the United States for him. 


From doing that, Freud’s popularity and thinking on the masses, sex, and herd 
democracy, shot into the consciousness of psychology, generally through 
newspapers that reviewed “Uncle Freud.” Bernays later, after Freud took off 
(Overton Window), leveraged Freud’s name accordingly. His propaganda 
skills had paid off for his financial piece in getting Freud into the public view. 


This peaceful approach has nothing on Bernays violent revolutions developed 
on contract. Namely, the nascent CIA’s work in Central America in the 1950s 
involving bananas and the President of Guatemala. 

The result: the term “Banana Republic” is entrenched into your vernacular. 


Bernays may have, indirectly, set about the propaganda of the 1930s in Nazi 
Germany. Germany had suffered under immense reparations from WWI, 
causing widespread resentments to fester. Those resentments were channeled 
through Goebbels/Hitler propaganda foisted daily onto the people. Walter 


Lippmann, a Bernays contemporary, described this: “Where all think alike, no 
one thinks very much.” That became the German mindset. 


The depression in America was equally, if not worse, in Germany by 1933. 
Playing on irrational desires, feeding them, over and over, images and ideas 
about “who” their enemy was, created a maelstrom that ended, or rather, 
began once again, in World War II. (Sounds akin to 2015-2021.)

“Wear your mask” has created, according to this author, a very 
disabling narrative that has kept people controlled; transfixed in a “crisis.’

Can’t social media platforms distort enough based on who exactly bought the 
advertisement and who they targeted for the message?4°8 Google (Alphabet) 


was potentially able to shift millions of voters’ “opinions” and thus votes, 
through “search engine manipulation” and “search suggestion” effects.1429 
(Google HQ discussed the 2016 Election results.141°) 


Are the facts told — or do “lies of omission” generally color the view one has 
about tragedies? Media outlets, “bury the lead” or “headline smear” or “create 
clickbait” because it’s not about facts, or linear analysis of events, but spinning 
the message for easiest consumption to maintain the subversive tactics. Why 
is Twitter just a headline reply length — to limit people to a soundbite, a 
picture, a video (that can be distorted — one angle) to show whatever the 
purveyor of the message wanted? 


The New York Times did this exact method in their resurrecting their attacks 
on Brett Kavanaugh in September 2019.14 The Washington Post published an 
opinion piece to buttress these authors inability to interview a man (but said 
Justice Kavanaugh “personally requested the Times reporters lie on his 
behalf”42) about an allegation the book writers garnered no direct evidence 
on. They did not have a first-person victim story (from thirty plus years ago), 
but created a sensationalized headline, five days later: Did Brett Kavanaugh 
ask New York Times reporters to lie in their book? Yeah, pretty much.1413 


Without doubt, the recent nomination of Amy Coney Barrett will be a 
contentious fight to keep her off the bench given her religious beliefs are 
antithetical to any radical leftist. [She was confirmed. And so far, not radical. | 


Any commercial messaging formulated has intent — to trigger emotions, to 
signal virtue, to dismiss other brands, to obtain exclusivity, to think or behave 
like the advertisements’ “characters” — while creating doubts on one’s 
choices.1414 In a graduate school MBA class, the author was tested (along with 
15 classmates) on brands -— or rather, a partial reveal of a logo, box or shape — 
and for 25 brands, the majority identified them almost instantaneously. 


Symbols!445, unconscious appeal, normalizing behaviors (Overton window), 
saturate the market (Twitter trending, MSM talking about Trump 24/7) are 
Bernaysian tactics at work. That is the power of “relationships” through 
“propaganda” to create the environment of commonplace. 


Bernays wrote in Propaganda (25): 


“This practice of creating circumstances and of creating pictures in the 
minds of millions of persons is very common. Virtually no important 
undertaking is now carried on without it, whether that enterprise be 


building a cathedral, endowing a university, marketing a moving picture, 
floating a large bond issue, or electing a president. Sometimes the effect on 
the public is created by a professional propagandist, sometimes by an 
amateur deputed for the job. The important thing is that it is universal and 
continuous; and in its sum total it is regimenting the public mind every bit 
as much as an army regiments the bodies of its soldiers.”246 


Bernays explained how such manipulation worked well for America’s entry in 
World War I. So well, that (28), “the manipulators of patriotic opinion made 
use of the mental clichés and the emotional habits of the public to produce 
mass reactions against the alleged atrocities, the terror and the tyranny of the 
enemy. It was only natural, after the war ended, that intelligent persons 
should ask themselves whether it was not possible to apply a similar technique 
to the problems of peace.”14:2 Whether peace or war, propaganda operated on 
either pole, to disastrous results for a society. Bernays viewed Goebbels’ 
burgeoning hatred program in Germany circa 1930 and rebranded his 
philosophy to “public relations” for a reason. (Financial reasons as cited 
above. ) 


Such sabre rattling worked well too for building the impetus for war in 2003 
in Iraq. Weapons of mass destruction were called out over and over as the 
essential reasons to invade, and later, “spread democracy” in a region of the 
world never known to be fan favorites of Americans or such democracy. The 
New York Times, venerable for its Leftist politics and its obliviousness to its 
own character and responsibility in promoting such wars, wrote in May 2004: 


“Articles based on dire claims about Iraq tended to get prominent display, 
while follow-up articles that called the original ones into question were 
sometimes buried. In some cases, there was no follow-up at all.”1418,1419 


Some may remember Thomas Friedman feelings about Iraq War. He appeared 
on Charlie Rose, proclaiming that U.S. government was justified in, “go[ing] 
over to that part of the world...and burst that bubble. We needed to go over 
there, basically, take out a very big stick and burst that bubble...Which part of 
this sentence don’t you understand...Suck on this...We could have of hit Saudi 
Arabia. We could of hit Pakistan. We hit Iraq because we could.”142° 


The war, lasted, officially, for 8 years, cost at least $1.1 trillion US421,1422, and 
killed hundreds of thousands of Iraqi civilians along with 4,488 U.S. deaths 
and 32,226 casualties.1423 While the Times (who Friedman writes for) didn’t 


shoot any bullets, it primed the pump, promoted “cannisters” to build a 
narrative for invading and destroying a country based on a well-crafted lie sold 
to the U.S. population. The ones in government (Bush, Rice, Cheney) led the 
way. 

While writers, like Judith Miller, then at The New York Times, a graduate of 
Barnard College1424, certainly had no problems with disinformation and 
catastrophizing of non-existent WMD to offer reasons for the United States to 
go into Iraq. Miller wrote a convenient, narcissistic clean-up action in 20151425, 
titled, The Iraq War and Stubborn Myths, on her investigation, still insisting 
on her journalistic integrity: 


“No senior official spoon-fed me a line about WMD. That would have been 
so much easier than uncovering classified information that officials can be 
jailed for disclosing. My sources were the same counterterrorism, arms- 
control and Middle East analysts on whom I had relied for my stories about 
Osama bin Laden and al Qaeda’s growing threat to America—a series 
published eight months before 9/11 for which the Times staff, including me, 
won a Pulitzer.”1426,1427 


One can tell the highest prize in journalism was more important to her than 
the assistance in the disinformation campaign. One that sent soldiers into 
battle over what amounted to an orchestrated blame-shift and smear 
campaign to Iraq. Highly expensive propaganda sold to the United States by 
another expert propagandist from an all-women’s college in New York. 


The New York Times has not changed for the better since 2003. Rather, it 
devolved further. The “paper of record” changed headlines at the behest of 
social media darling, congresswoman Ocasio Cortez, and the 2020 political 
foes of the original headline: “TRUMP URGES UNITY VS. RACISM.” The 
headline morphed to read: “ASSAILING HATE BUT NOT GUNS.”1428 


Further, it prepackaged the focus on topics, particularly regarding President 
Trump. First it was the Russia probe to later, a racial division focus.1422 One 
thought the purpose of journalism was to report the news as it occurred, not 
presuppose the outcome, or hyperinflate rhetoric for partisan gains. 


The fake news guilt is just not on The New York Times. 


This plagued all media. A whole book could be penned on this topic. Counting 
in Alphabet, Facebook, and Twitter, and their subsidiaries (YouTube, 
Instagram), the “illusion of choice” prevailed by 2019. Their revenues and 


“corporate media rebranding” moved faster than Roadrunner evading Wiley 
E. Coyote. The trust in media fell like Wiley off a cliff.143°

Because of these shifts, often, no rational conversation seemed worth the 
trouble. Post-2016 election, forces were aligned to make Trump the fall guy. 
From D.C. to Silicon Valley, to the corporate media connected to the spook 
agencies (managed by previous presidents’ appointees), the message was 
uniform: get Trump out.

The author stumbled upon this in his tweeter feed. As one can see, it was later, 


“promoted.” According to Alexa, as of August 19, 2020, Moguldom.com has a 
global engagement at #113,901. This rank trended upward since the George 


Floyd incident. Before Floyd, it was around #185,000. Visitors:(72.7% were 
from the U.S.; 10.2% from India.) 


Interesting is the tact to reparations as a narrative by certain outlets. 
Moguldom.com, in November 2014, looks like an Afro-centric, pro-business 
front in this Archive.is captured above.1445 Alexa compared it favorably to 
Blackenterprise.com in terms of similarity for keyword search at a 4.7 out of 
5.0, or 94% similarity. But the discussion is keenly duplicitous — free 
enterprise and business formation — and also: give me reparations. Because, 
as Duke Professor Sandy Darity, opined, “the culpable party is the federal 
government.”!446 (Yes, the very one that these people seek to destroy.) 


Any such “reparations” will be a tax, a confiscation of wealth, from those 
deemed owing based on 21% century positioning to a government which then 
redistributes those assets or payments to others. Such “ideas” were done in 
former Soviet Union to the death of millions situated on farms by the 
technocrats of their day by use of government force. It will be no different in 
theory or practice here. (This explains pushes to disarm everyone.) 
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The site openly lists Reparations as a main topic, in 2020, while giving you the 
connections one should be aware of regarding their political leanings for the 
moment. Reparations propaganda was well-used on their Tweeter feed. This 
less than 3-week differential reflected a momentous shift in support from a 
repetitive tweet. The site is the brainchild of Jamarlin Martin.1447 
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But this site is certainly not the entirety of the issue. Rather, it is 
representation of the extremist viewpoints that have been incorporated into 
the Democratic National Committee Party Platform (draft form). Such 
platforms are always loaded with big tent messaging. Reparations is 
mentioned on page 36 in a “study” along with “Black lives matter” in the same 
paragraph. “Slavery” which has been illegal in the United States for eight 
scores of time, gets mentioned four times in the document. Twice in that 
paragraph. 


We believe Blackjlives matter, and will establish a national commission to examine the lasting 
economic effects of Slavery. Jim Crow segregation, and racially discriminatory federal policies 
on income, wealth, educational, health, and employment outcomes; to pursue truth and promote 


racial healing; and to study reparations. We must acknowledge that there can be no realization of 
the American dream without grappling with the lasting effects of slavery, and facing up to the 
centuries-long campaign of violence, fear, and trauma wrought upon Black Americans. 


“Trauma” seems to be the apt term for the psychological “divide and conquer” 
messaging of the Democrats since 2016 campaign. Any policy that followed 
the Constitution, like immigration, was to be actively ignored to the detriment 
of American citizens. Who in the majority do not stop immigrants from 
coming here legally (see any university campus), to explore the opportunities 
of the United States. Sane policies, that other countries use, are somehow 
labeled racist. Because the goal is to foster illegal immigrants for a voting 
block ensuring power stays with these extremists. 


Meanwhile, discrimination has been cited by the Justice Department at Yale 
University against Asian and white applicants, according to AP News. Similar 
complaints existed at Harvard University, reflecting who is running 
universities and what they are actual endeavoring to do.

Tyflocracy: The New Art of Oppressive Governance 
Mentioned before, this author has seen many come out clearly as to degree of 


manipulation of data and people during the COVID Crisis. Of these many, if 
one had chosen to read, digest and comprehend them, would note how 
woefully outmatched one can be — in breath, depth, and verbosity — and 
maybe, one would have moved quickly ignored them for lighter literary fare. 
That glossing over would not serve anyone in this crucial moment. 


Well, luckily that was not the case with Ethical Skeptic. From his blog, a telling 
bit: 
“In my profession and research skepticism is the substrate of science, and I 
feel it is abused when applied in lieu of science by agenda-schooled 
journalists, stage magicians, propaganda bloggers, psychologists and 
party/social activists. The bank robbers.”1448 
He is an evolutionist and ignostic atheist. He is also a former Naval officer (O- 
6?), worked in D.C., directed “black intelligence” and is a scientist that headed 
up a research lab. He has travelled worldwide, ran companies, met G8 world 
leaders and advised them, but also, ran into very life-threatening situations. 
His views are often antithetical to my own, atheism and vaccines, for instance. 
That said, one found his piece on Tyflocracy, worthy of inclusion here. For the 
most part, I will include it word for word, so as to not destroy any of his 
meanings and insights. Here also is an interview with him.

“T think it is time that we craft a new theory of misdirected governance, one 
which carries us beyond the misapplied, impotent and worn-out terms ‘Nazi’ 
and ‘Fascist’. A new form of evil is on the block. This one is much smarter than 
the old forms of oppressive administration and rule. It not only wields power 
by means of bureaucracy and thick legislation but understands the strategic 
importance of displaced risk. Unlike the Nazi’s, this type of rule doesn’t don a 
uniform, create an organization, publish its goals, and say, “Here I am, come 
and fight me”. Unlike Fascism, it does not seek uniformly to merge 
corporation and government into powerful forms of despotism. Its reach is 
achieved indirectly — as key dispositions of risk are imparted to those 
organizations and groups which are disfavored, while immunity from risk is 
granted to those groups which are favored. Burdens of taxation are 
disproportionately placed onto those groups which hold any form of 
independent power, apart from the government, its numerous proxies, or its 
new constituency. No specific action of damage nor constitutional violation 
can be attributed legally and directly to the tyflocracy. All of its malicious 
impacts are clouded by the plausible or real doubt of inductive inference — the 
asymmetric, long-reaching cloudiness of how harm is apportioned. Or more 
precisely, ignored but strategically managed risk. 


The first duty of a government is to promote the economy and commerce of a 
nation in order to foster the general welfare. In a tyflocracy, a few power 
holders have decided that this is an incomplete purpose of government. 
Instead, in tyflocracy a social cartel assumes power, in the name of virtue, and 
holds that general welfare is something which is rightfully and only possessed 
by the government. Such welfare therefore can be bestowed solely through the 
direct and ‘just hand’ intervention which the government provides. Virtue 
always justifies despotism. 


This socio-perception of welfare ownership and virtuous ‘just hand’ serves to 
elevate the importance of government such that it must quod erat 
demonstrandum, defend itself at all costs against other governments (war) 
and internal constituencies (tyflocracy) — which threaten this now crucial ‘just 
hand’. However, since most constitutions forbid the use of military force 
against a country’s own citizenry, the ‘blind eye’ tactics below must be brought 
into play as an alternative style of asymmetric warfare. 


A tyflocracy does not simply therefore fear its own citizenry (as in the case of a 
constitutional republic), but moreover has collectively determined that the 


sustaining of its power is now of such paramount importance that it must 
declare war on its own citizenry if they dare to get in its critically virtuous way. 


A tyflocracy will punish its constituency for attempting to hold it 
constitutionally accountable, through terror, illegal immigration, 
corrupt/occulted elections, excessive redistribution of wages and the 
wholesale purchase of its democratic power. 


A tyflocracy is conducting a style of asymmetric risk warfare on its own 


citizenry — identifying them as being privileged, racist, sexist, bigoted or 
scientifically illiterate for not toeing their party line. A tyflocracy targets power 
wielding independent citizens (to include the middle class and above), 


selecting in favor for citizenry who are less powerful, more dependent and 
more influence enabling. A tyflocracy features the following elements: 


Tyflocracy/philosophy: illicit governance: expansion of power by strategic 
employment of risk/: /from Greek: tu@Aoc (tyflés: blind eye)/: a power- 
wielding and expansive form of governance or administration which is 
willfully or maliciously blind to a suffering subject group or citizenry — often 
displaced in favor of groups who are not under its charge, employed as a 
means to increase its power. A group who strategically apportions risk, 
dismissing or refusing to examine its impart to a disfavored group over which 
they rule or have administering authority and impact — wherein a condition of 
negligence is indistinguishable from malevolence. A government who has 
assumed that the ‘general welfare’ is something it possesses and owns, and has 
duty to apportion to its constituents based upon virtuous justice — making the 
government an indispensable entity which must protect itself at all costs, up to 


and including ending public scrutiny of its conduct, corrupt mechanisms of 
power and election, and establishing a credible/vital nuclear option. 


1. A tyflocracy will destroy, overtax, or otherwise negatively impact a 
producing asset in favor of new non-producing assets, former outsiders or 


offshore assets which serve to increase its power/preferred constituency. 


2. A tyflocracy asymmetrically employs risk (medical, toxin, disease, and 
disease mitigation, genetic, aging, violent demonstration, illegal immigration, 
financial, crime, convalescence, social, market, pension) as weapons against 
its own people or those under its proxy organization’s administering 

authority; knowing that risk requires greater effort to measure and is often 
neglected for study by inductive science. A tyflocracy will refuse to intervene in 


such risk situations, allow a mob or cabal to shift that risk onto their enemies, 
and finally cite this denial of action as a kind of virtue on its part. 


3. Each risk imparted is justified before those which it seeks to disfavor or 


displace, as being based upon compassion, justice and scientific literacy. A 
cloud of academic ‘skepticism’ and celebrity contempt for privilege will rightly 
surround any counter to its agenda. 


4. A tyflocracy will set up structures of non-governmental proxies, which act 
on its behalf and are not impeded by the public scrutiny and accountability 


entailed in a constitutionally chartered government. Legally designating these 
extra-constitutional proxy-government entities as government-authorized 


monopolies will be near to impossible. 


5. A tyflocracy will employ virtue or science signaling as propaganda, passed 
among key detached non-liability-bearing agents (social skeptics), to justify its 


actions. Science will consist of a few, after the deployment of risk, suggestive 
inductive studies — with the majority being large — never replicated, data 
study-failures to confirm any disliked observation (blind eye). 


6. Productivity in a tyflocracy is defined as M1 and M3 monetary units 
exchanged under any form, and taxed. It does not typically regard as 
important, the real or durable output of its average citizen. Most of this is 
provided in the nations financing the tyflocracy. 


7. A tyflocracy will overtax its citizens in favor of social policies supporting 
broached immigration laws, in order to reduce power of its risk-bearing 


citizens and increase its own social democratic ranks or autocracy/oligarch 


reach. 


8. A tyflocracy will burden and distract its risk-bearing citizenry with the 
constant specter of war, and enemies which much be countered with 


overwhelming might. Yet in contrast it will slowly dismantle domestic law 
enforcement and alter crime statistics to lend the false impression that crime 
is on a downtrend. Virtue typically involves some form of denigrating law 
enforcement officials. 


g. A Free Press does not exist in a tyflocracy, only protected ‘communicators’ 
and communications media passed off as providers rather than publishers. 
The ‘Press’ saturates media with plagiarized and duplicate source material 
originating from oligarch and syndicate controllers. A preponderance of the 


members of the ‘Press’ adhere to one set of politics and are from a single 
political party. 
10. A tyflocracy employs the specter of terror, and terror itself, to manage the 


attention/perceptions of its citizens through constant fear. Virtue, justice, and 
despair all rise in direct proportion inside a tyflocracy. This terror or despair is 


then used to mitigate or control access to voting/polling. 


11. A tyflocracy will allow minority sectors and extremist sectors to function 
with violence and impudence; because these voters are critical in maintaining 
its power — and as well finds their activism useful in terrorizing the former 
population they are seeking to disempower. A blind eye is turned to what it is 
they represent and the actions they undertake. ‘Press’ reports will focus on 
diversion and innocuous topics and avoid reporting the horrid actions, 
looting, violence and destructive marches of their constituents. 

12. The only middle class in a tyflocracy exists with those bureaucracy ranks 
who administer and enforce it. Imported products and services are dumped on 
the market so as to hide the rate of inflation which damages all non-public- 
funded sectors of business. Business is the competition to a tyflocracy, and the 


tyflocracy must be protected at all costs. 


13. A tyflocracy will identify and permissively threaten through its detached 
agents and communicators, its own dissenting citizens; justified through their 


being caste as privileged, racist, sexist, bigoted or scientifically illiterate. 
14. A tyflocracy does not measure nor track unemployment; rather the flux 
rate of those who transition from/to assistance rolls. Under the guise of virtue, 


a blind eye is turned to those who truly have been abandoned and left with 


long term economic recession and joblessness. A significant plurality of the 
tyflocracy can be unemployed, and this will not be published by its statistical 


agencies. 


15. Because the tyflocracy has become the sole fount-of-survival for a majority 
of its new citizen-base, because everything is now administered by the 
tyflocracy or its proxies, and because the tyflocracy is a body which enforces 
the general virtue/justice — it now must be protected at all costs, by means of 


well-funded extremist groups — bearing threat of crime/violence toward or 
public shaming of dissenting citizens. Nuclear weapons are essential to protect 


this now non-expendable entity.”1449 [My emphasis added. |

Globalists at Davos, UN, China

From 2014 to 2016 GHG emissions 
showed little to no growth due to a reduction in coal use but started to grow 
again from 2016. In the last decade, GHG emissions have grown 2.4 per 
cent on average, growing 3.1 per cent in 2019 to reach a record high 14.0 
GtCO2e. Chinese coal use may have peaked in 2013, but that peak may be 
crossed given its growth from 2016 onwards. 


The United States of America emits 13 per cent of global GHG emissions 
and has per capita emissions that are three times the global average. 
However, over the last decade, the country’s GHG emissions have been in 
decline (0.4 per cent per year), decreasing by 1.7 per cent in 2019, which 
partially offsets the increase of 3.0 per cent in 2018 that was due to greater 
energy demand in response to an unusually warm summer and cold winter. 
Changes in the United States of America’s emissions continue to be driven 
by the shift away from coal towards gas and renewables (32).”1457

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The Climate Leadership Council is keenly focused on this issue. And it brought 
together a who’s who of business on its website (archived). It soft launched in 
May of 2016 with the assured hopes that Hillary Clinton would happily give 
them the best policy conditions to succeed. Run by Ted Halstead, a Harvard 
graduate, and four-time think tank founder, according to his Wikipedia page, 
he is decidedly, a globalist.

It is unique how carbon emissions are so important for the U.S. but ignored 
for the biggest piece of the carbon emissions pie.

Leading this push is one Klaus Schwab of the World Economic Forum (WEF). 
Schwab came of age in Germany of WWII, where a hellscape of inhumane 
actions filled the continent.

100; 2009, Forbes 100 Most Influential, 2010 Atlantic Council Global Citizen) 


Schwab was trained up with a special degree from Harvard by Henry 
Kissinger, who made a large impact upon his thinking.1462:1463 
As this insightful article written by Winter Oak.org noted: 


“The original fascist project, in Italy and Germany, was all about a merger 
of state and business. 


While communism envisages the take-over of business and industry by the 
government, which — theoretically! — acts in the interests of the people, 
fascism was all about using the state to protect and advance the interests of 
the wealthy elite. 


Schwab was continuing this approach in a denazified post-WW2 context, 
when in 1971 he founded the European Management Forum, which held 
annual meetings at Davos in Switzerland.”1464

In the above paragraph, the catastrophizing language is an overt tell. Words 
like: Crisis, triggered, pandemic, no parallel, history in just the first sentence. 
Klaus’s WEF writers immediately put this out in June 2020 — mentioning 
hyperbole, in sentence two, as this was compared to a “generations” crisis.

Schwab’s detailing of transhumanism comes through vividly from his book 
Shaping the Future of the Fourth Industrial Revolution(37):

Indeed, some of 
us already feel that our smartphones have become an extension of 
ourselves. Today’s external devices—from wearable computers to virtual 
reality headsets—will almost certainly become implantable in our bodies 
and brains. Exoskeletons and prosthetics will increase our physical power, 
while advances in neurotechnology enhance our cognitive abilities. We will 
become better able to manipulate our own genes, and those of our children. 
These developments raise profound questions: Where do we draw the line 
between human and machine? What does it mean to be human?” 


If Klaus has anything to say about it, probably as an underclass in 215t century 
society. As the motivations are being sought to design, or “reimagine” or 
“reset” humans and their DNA for better uses. But not without the inevitable 
conflicts as Klaus professorially puts it here (51): 


“This gives rise to an inequality that goes beyond the societal one described 
earlier. This ontological inequality will separate those who adapt from those 
who resist—the material winners and losers in all senses of the words. The 
winners may even benefit from some form of radical human improvement 
generated by certain segments of the fourth industrial revolution (such as 
genetic engineering) from which the losers will be deprived. This risks 
creating class conflicts and other clashes unlike anything we have seen 
before.” 1466

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Klaus was talking about a great transformation in 2016, when his younger 
(now deceased) protégé Ted Halstead launched the Climate Leadership 
Council on which Klaus, Microsoft, and the cadre of big business elites

or not, and his pulling out of the Paris Climate Accords, enraged further this 
Globalist transhumanist sect.

“A global crisis has shocked the world. It is causing a tragic number of deaths, 
making people afraid to leave home, and leading to economic hardship not 
seen in many generations. Its effects are rippling across the world. 


Obviously, I am talking about COVID-19. But in just a few decades, the same 
description will fit another global crisis: climate change. As awful as this 
pandemic is, climate change could be worse. 


I realize that it’s hard to think about a problem like climate change right now. 
When disaster strikes, it is human nature to worry only about meeting our 
most immediate needs, especially when the disaster is as bad as COVID-19. 
But the fact that dramatically higher temperatures seem far off in the future 
does not make them any less of a problem—and the only way to avoid the 


worst possible climate outcomes is to accelerate our efforts now. Even as the 
world works to stop the novel coronavirus and begin recovering from it, we 
also need to act now to avoid a climate disaster by building and deploying 
innovations that will let us eliminate our greenhouse gas emissions. 


You may have seen projections that, because economic activity has slowed 
down so much, the world will emit fewer greenhouse gases this year than last 
year. Although these projections are certainly true, their importance for the 
fight against climate change has been overstated. 


Analysts disagree about how much emissions will go down this year, but the 
International Energy Agency puts the reduction around 8 percent. In real 
terms, that means we will release the equivalent of around 47 billion tons of 
carbon, instead of 51 billion. 


That’s a meaningful reduction, and we would be in great shape if we could 
continue that rate of decrease every year. Unfortunately, we can’t. 


Consider what it’s taking to achieve this 8 percent reduction. More than 
600,000 people have died, and tens of millions are out of work. This April, car 
traffic was half what it was in April 2019. For months, air traffic virtually came 
to a halt. 


What’s remarkable is not how much emissions will go down 
because of the pandemic, but how little. 


To put it mildly, this is not a situation that anyone would want to continue. 
And yet we are still on track to emit 92 percent as much carbon as we did last 
year. What’s remarkable is not how much emissions will go down because of 
the pandemic, but how little. 


In addition, these reductions are being achieved at, literally, the greatest 
possible cost. 


To see why, let’s look at what it costs to avert a single ton of greenhouse gases. 
This figure—the cost per ton of carbon averted—is a tool that economists use 
to compare the expense of different carbon-reduction strategies. For example, 
if you have a technology that costs $1 million, and using it lets you avert the 
release of 10,000 tons of gas, you’re paying $100 per ton of carbon averted. In 
reality, $100 per ton would still be pretty expensive. But many economists 
think this price reflects the true cost of greenhouse gases to society, and it also 
happens to be a memorable round number that makes a good benchmark for 
discussions. 


Now let’s treat the shutdown caused by COVID-19 as if it were a carbon- 
reduction strategy. Has closing off major parts of the economy avoided 
emissions at anything close to $100 per ton? 


No. In the United States, according to data from the Rhodium Group, it comes 
to between $3,200 and $5,400 per ton. In the European Union, it’s roughly 
the same amount. In other words, the shutdown is reducing emissions at a 
cost between 32 and 54 times the $100 per ton that economists consider a 
reasonable price. 


To understand the kind of damage that climate change will 
inflict, look at COVID-19 and spread the pain out over a much 
longer period. 


If you want to understand the kind of damage that climate change will inflict, 
look at COVID-19 and spread the pain out over a much longer period of time. 
The loss of life and economic misery caused by this pandemic are on par with 
what will happen regularly if we do not eliminate the world’s carbon 
emissions. 


Let’s look first at the loss of life. How many people will be killed by COVID-19 
versus by climate change? Because we want to compare events that happen at 
different points in time—the pandemic in 2020 and climate change in, say, 
2060—and the global population will change in that time, we can’t compare 
the absolute numbers of deaths. Instead we will use the death rate: that is, the 
number of deaths per 100,000 people. 


As of last week, more than 600,000 people are known to have died from 
COVID-19 worldwide. On an annualized basis, that is a death rate of 14 per 
100,000 people. 


How does that compare to climate change? Within the next 40 years, increases 
in global temperatures are projected to raise global mortality rates by the 
same amount—14 deaths per 100,000. By the end of the century, if emissions 
growth stays high, climate change could be responsible for 73 extra deaths per 
100,000 people. In a lower emissions scenario, the death rate drops to 10 per 
100,000. 


In other words, by 2060, climate change could be just as deadly as COVID-19, 
and by 2100 it could be five times as deadly. 


The economic picture is also stark. The range of likely impacts from climate 
change and from COVID-19 varies quite a bit, depending on which economic 


model you use. But the conclusion is unmistakable: In the next decade or two, 
the economic damage caused by climate change will likely be as bad as having 
a COVID-sized pandemic every ten years. And by the end of the century, it will 
be much worse if the world remains on its current emissions path.” 


(If you’re curious, here is the math. Recent models suggest that the cost of 
climate change in 2030 will likely be roughly 1 percent of America's GDP per 
year. Meanwhile, current estimates for the cost of COVID-19 to the United 
States this year range between 7 percent and 10 percent of GDP. If we assume 
that a similar disruption happens once every ten years, that's an average 
annual cost of 0.7 percent to 1 percent of GDP—roughly equivalent to the 
damage from climate change.) 


If we learn the lessons of COVID-19, we can approach climate 
change more informed about the consequences of inaction.”1476

Shiva: “Bobby, you know better than anyone, how we are witnessing both the 
patterns of the old colonization of 500 years. And I think it’s very important 
that Black Lives Matter wakes up to the Gates empire, which is a racist empire.

Weasel position #1 was tied to asymptomatic carriers that ignored the second 
part of the statement: “false feeling of protection and can even be a source of 
infection...” Weasel position #2, was provided by Reuters on April 6, 20201529, 
to say there was a shortage of medical masks.

On January 22, 2020, two days into a Biden administration, the DOJ filed 
charges against Douglass Mackey, aka Ricky Vaughn, 31, of West Palm Beach, 
in the Eastern District of New York.

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The complaint alleges that 4,900 unique phone numbers texted to the number 
in this meme.1533 The tweet was retweeted appropriately 175 times (22).1534 A 
few problems with this case: 


1) 4-year-old “alleged crime.” Somehow, this is a priority? But the 2020 
election, that had a host of legal questions, not important at all? FBI deemed 
no oddities or irregularities were worth pursuing? (Project Veritas noted one 
FBI investigation regarding a Postal worker being unbelieved.) 


2) Injure, oppress, threaten, or intimidate. This stretches reality. How 
did someone viewing this get intimidated? How do you become threatened? 
Oppressed? Injury — where is the victim in the case? 


3) The filing names no victim, either a Jane/John Doe. Without a 
factual harm — demonstrated in court — there is no depriving of rights. (FBI 
will be hard at this element, seeking out a victim to put in their ambulance.) 


Here is a good discussion of this case. 


A dangerous and salient viewpoint here is to restrict and eliminate individual 
rights, push Communism guised as “Socialism” to garner political ends of 
absolute control.

This leads to a strange intersectionality — rich, white liberals and militant 
black and Marxist-aligned people.

Sticking to this theme, in June 2020, Merriam-Webster took up the cause of 
redefining the word “racism” based on a letter from a 22-year-old graduate of 
Drake, Kennedy Mitchum. She stated, “I thought the current definition was 
misinforming the masses and the dictionary is where people go to get a better 
understanding of a word. It's not just, 'I don't like you.’ It should include racial 
prejudice as well as the institutional power and oppression that exists all 
together."'543 Models C and D from above seems to shape her thinking.

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Not to be outdone by CNN, a new Kafka trap was set for the President Trump 
by Fox on white supremacy. This particular topic had been used by the media 
to smear then candidate and former President Trump as a racist through 
model A of Kafka. Trump denounced David Duke in 2000, when he 
entertained a run for the presidency as a Reform Party candidate.1549 Notable 
then: Jesse Jackson was a part of the Reform Party before his departure which 
Trump mentioned in the above clip. 


Jesse Jackson gave Trump kudos in this C-Span posted video, discussing their 
relationship going back to the 1980s.155° Trump gave his typical jovial speech 
thereafter.

On September 29, 2020, Chris Wallace, of Fox, brought into the debate the 
Charlottesville hoax of Trump. Scott Adams, who supported Trump, and 
critiqued the president often on his policies, and his verbal ticks, noted that 
what Trump actually said after the “fine people” snipped quote for smearing:

On October 1, 2020, John Roberts, of Fox, 
asked Press Secretary Kayleigh McEnany: “I would like ask you for a definite 
and declarative without ambiguity or deflection. As the person that speaks for

To which the McEnany replied: “This has been answered. Yesterday by the 
President himself. The day before by the president himself. On the debate 
stage, the President was asked this, and he said ‘sure’ three times.” She 
continued to recite various instances, going throughout his 1st term where this 
question has been asked and answered the same way.

John Roberts, responded, ignoring the recitation of Trump’s comments, from 
even the day before: “But just to clear it up, this morning, can you, naming it, 
make a declarative statement.”

Roberts, after the briefing, exploded on air: “For all of you on Twitter that are

BLM Global Network Foundation has funding tentacles back to people like 
George Soros ($30M)1557 through his Open Society Foundation.*558 Soros has a 
method too: Train rioters to create chaos, remove reason, emphasize emotion, 
and expunge the concept of consequences for actions from that by rooting this 
in past misdeeds of forefathers and an inherited guilt concept.

On January 23, 2020, at Davos, Open Society Foundation announced a $1 
Billion initiative that, “will seek to promote rigorous education and reach 
institutions in need of international partners, as well as neglected populations, 
such as refugees, incarcerated people, the Roma and other displaced groups. 
OSUN, with the help of its allies, is ready to start a massive ‘scholars at risk’ 
program, merging a large number of academically excellent but politically 
endangered scholars into this new global network.” 1559 


The network as of this writing included: “Bard College and the Central 
European University, which Soros founded, will be the primary partners of the 
new network. Other partners include Arizona State University, the American 
University of Central Asia in Kyrgyzstan and BRAC University in 
Bangladesh.”156° [My emphasis. | 


Black Lives Matter founders have generated a platform and rabid following in 
just under a decade. One has to give them credit for this rapid rise to power. 
Like any substantial organization, they created organizing principles and 
mission statements to reinforce their particular worldview. 


Most telling is their original “mission statement” of BLM, quoting: “We seek to 
disrupt the Western prescribed nuclear family structure requirement by 
supporting each other as extended family and villages that collectively care for 
one another especially our children to the degree that mother’s parents and 
children are comfortable. ”15% 


After digesting that bit of word salad, their next point, goes even further. The 
destruction of the family and liberating from “heteronormative thinking” like 
Communist Russia in the 1920s, has been well underway for the last 60 years 
in the United States. 


Notice the words: disrupt, prescribed, structure, collectively. Absent is any 
mention of men. They do not hide their goals. And do not align in any way 
towards peace or conformance to society. The recent intimidation tactics, 
piggybacking any incident deemed, “problematic”, by going into the streets 
and interfering with people’s businesses, meals, and work lives is, in point of 
fact: domestic terrorism. (18 U.S. Code § 2331 Subsection 5 A & B parts 1-11.)

On September 22, 2020, Time Magazine listed BLM’s founders in their top 
100 influencers.156 The writer, Sybrina Fulton, is the founder of the Trayvon 
Martin Foundation. In this piece, a link to “how to help black lives matter 
protests” links out to various donation portals, including The Bail Project. 


Various ways, according to Time, to help BLM are shown below.+5°3 Time has 
promulgated a “93% peaceful” narrative. The interconnection to Soros will be 
shown. 


You can choose to donate to a bail fund in your city or state; the National Bail 


Fund Network lists a number of bail funds by state. 


You can give money to national bail organizations, like National Bail Out and 


The Bail Project, or other groups focusing on helping specific communities, like 
the Black Trans Protesters Emergency Fund or the LGBTQ Fund. 


ActBlue—a nonprofit that facilitates small-dollar donations online, often to 
progressive groups—has organized a way for people to split donations between 
up to more than 70 groups at once, including community bail funds, mutual aid 
funds, and racial justice organizers. 


The Bail Project became a key point of intersection, validating the coordinated 
plan for creation of violence and disruption in Louisville on September 23, 
2020. This was to respond to the Breonna Taylor grand jury outcome. The 
local organizer was Holly Zoller, Bail Disruptor. She admitted to handing out 
supplies to “protestors and rioters.”15°4 Zoller, on the captured call, admitted 
to “handed out supplies” and “umbrellas, masks, goggles, gloves” and “she 
drove the U-Haul truck and dropped items off.” She found out at the end of 
the call that she was not talking to U-Haul agent. But who she was talking to

Cohort billionaire, Michael Bloomberg, put $16 million towards funding felons 
in Florida who owed courts fines.15°7 (In Florida, a felon must not owe the 
state in order for them to vote.)

This reflected billionaire-backed coordination using foundations as cut outs 
for providing funding, disruption, and backing extremist ideas. The night in 
Louisville resulted in 2 police officers getting shot and wounded. 
Definitionally, this is violence. All the while giving media (Time) non-violence 
reports to push a false narrative. These billionaires are actively funding groups 
— using the cover of “doing good” around the world.

The BLM organization is never alone. Antifa, a collection of souls based out 
the Northwest, primarily, operated under the same precepts, if less gendered. 
Some apologists have created a bogeyman far-right group (a convenient blame 
shift) to say hijacking of the protests is taking place.1568 Typical, these shifts of 
arguments are grounded in race inequities to sell the position. But one that 
has seen Twitter posts from Andy Ngo5® and Ian Miles Cheong who are on 
the ground in Portland, Seattle, Rochester, Kenosha, Minneapolis, Louisville, 
Chicago, and Los Angeles, and the sabotage factor is hard to discern away 
from the Antifa and BLM actions. This while the U.S. House drafts HR 350. 


False equivalency is a well-honed Leftist tactic: taking isolated incidents 
(white male gunman or policeman excessive force) versus mass rioting across 
cities for weeks. Media outlets do this routinely, using their talking heads, to 
promote “mostly peaceful protests” or “93% were peaceful”157°,1571 as a recent 
narrative was spun. 


The U.S. Crisis Monitor (ACLED) stated, “Violent demonstrations, 
meanwhile, have been limited to fewer than 220 locations — under 10% of the 
areas that experienced peaceful protests. In many urban areas like Portland, 
Oregon, for example, which has seen sustained unrest since Floyd’s killing, 
violent demonstrations are largely confined to specific blocks, rather than 
dispersed throughout the city (CNN, 1 September 2020).”1572 


Most of their cited sources are mainstream news outlets — CNN, Bloomberg, 
New York Times, Forbes, NPR — as ACLED continued, “Despite the media 
focus on looting and vandalism, however, there is little evidence to suggest 
that demonstrators have engaged in widespread violence. In some cases where 
demonstrations did turn violent, there are reports of agents provocateurs — or 
infiltrators — instigating the violence.”'573 [My emphasis. | 


“Umbrella man” was working in coordination with an African American male 
who appeared to harass him, but then later, the black male was walking with 
him side-by-side. This after Umbrella man did break into an AutoZone. While 
cited he was identified with the Hells Angels “linked” to the Aryan Cowboys, 
more video existed of far more unaffiliated people of color breaking into 
stores, Target, or burning down buildings in Minneapolis. 


The ACLED used this twist of words: “It was one of the first reports of 
destructive activity that day, and it ‘created an atmosphere of hostility and 
tension’ that helped spark an outbreak of looting following initially peaceful 
protests, according to police investigators, who believe the man ‘wanted to sow 
discord and racial unrest’ (New York Times, 28 July 2020).”1574 [My 
emphasis. ] 

Their biases were further shown in the use of federal action to quell 


“protesters” than became “hostile” to use their words. As the ACLED cited the 
usual suspects, and mentioned Deep State positioning: 


“Rhetoric soon translated to action: in early June, the government used 
National Guard troops, Secret Service agents, and US Park Police — among 


other federal agents — to violently disperse peaceful protests in Lafayette 


Square outside the White House to create a photo opportunity at St. John’s 
Church (Vox, 2 June 2020; New York Times, 10 June 2020). The incident 


prompted a rare public condemnation from former Secretary of Defense 
James Mattis and an eventual refusal from current Defense Secretary Mark 
Esper to support the invocation of the Insurrection Act, which would allow 
the deployment of active-duty troops to respond to demonstrations 
(Atlantic, 3 June 2020; TIME, 3 June 2020).”1575 [My emphasis. ] 


Mattis condemnation was hardly what it was made out to be. He made it about 
Trump’s leadership. But there was a concerted effort by former Defense 
people (through Liz Cheney on January 3, 2021) to overtly undermine 
Executive authority. In harsher times, such was tried as sedition. 


The report itself can be gleaned for further discussion here.1576 The study was 
performed by the Bridging Divides Initiative at the Liechtenstein Institute on 
Self-Determination at Princeton University. 


Bridging Divides statement on partners revealed some well-known names in 
philanthropy, “We also receive a variety of multi-partisan funding including 
grant support from the Democracy Fund, as well as gifts in support of our 
overall mission from the Charles Koch Institute, Millions of Conversations, E 
Pluribus Unum Foundation, and individual donors.”1577 [My emphasis. ] 


The Democracy Fund listed important linkages out to who is driving these 
initiatives: “Democracy Fund launched as an independent foundation in July 
2014 and is a part of The Omidyar Group. We also support and make our 
grantmaking data available to the Foundation Center’s Foundation Funding 
for U.S. Democracy tool.” Candid.org is the Foundation Funding for U.S. 
Democracy umbrella organization that also partnered to “change the world” 
as their website footer notes. 
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Candid.org board of trustees1578 included members of the Rockefeller 

Foundation (2) and Jeff Jones, of the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation. The 
reason one connected the dots here ties into interlocking boards and 
foundations creating the narratives to push and recycle into the mainstream 
media run primarily by six corporations. 


Gates has supplied 17 grants to Candid.org, for just under $30M dollars. A 
grant of $15,000,000 landed in October of 2018 for the stated purpose: “to 
Enhance Global Data, Insights and Knowledge of and for the Social Sector.”1579 
Candid has a 2030 initiative plan. It is quite a plan; and echoed much of the 
UN and Gates precepts, nakedly. 


A final point: ACLED’s coverage on demonstrations and political violence, on 
Hong Kong, reflected them as 96% peaceful.'58° But seemed to ignore their 
own data displayed on China’s abuses, particularly violence against civilians 
on a scatter chart. That report writer was the same as the study shown above 
(Sam Jones). One of ACLED partners, The Carter Center, has 10 grants from 
Bill Gates, including two that were over $70,000,000 (2017).158! Reflecting yet 
another politician, long forgotten, to some, but still working overtime to 
destroy the United States of America.

During demonstrations, leftists are quick to submit in interactions with police, 
this while operating in coordinated cells. A videographer, an inciter (bumping 
& verbal abuse), destroyer of property (tagging, throwing bricks), a medic, 
transporter, and putting women at the front of their groups to ensure no 
interfering actions will take place. (Women won't be accorded a threat level as 
high as a man, while being just as prone to violence and chaos making. 
Women are not as able to become lethal through brute force alone. Young 
women make excellent inciters of disruption as the law punishes them much 
less severely for the same criminal actions.) This while shouting slogans or 
threats over and over, wanting people to react to them. 


The media have ignored their abuses, while intently looking for citizen 
responses (any white person — since this Marxist “iteration” is about 
substituting race for class) to frame the situation along racial lines. (Though 
white liberals are populating these groups — BLM and Antifa.1584 Many are just 
disaffected college kids from affluent families who have gender, identity, or

At the Rand Institute, Heather Williams wrote that, “Thankfully, the Justice 
Department has stated that the FBI will investigate whether there was an 
organized effort to push protestors into violence. Such an effort will be critical 
both to determine the truth about what has happened and to identify whether 
any domestic violent extremist groups have the organization and resources to 
have coordinated an effort in multiple cities around the country. 71587 


Pushed protestors into violence? Are they incapable of knowing violence is 
wrong? Also, the same FBI that spent precious capital on setting up Michael 
Flynn. Or more tellingly, investigated NASCAR’s Bubba Wallace “noose” 
garage puller by sending 15 agents.1588 If only the FBI was as interested in 
protecting domestic tranquility in cities as much as they were in a garage 
investigations of inanimate objects from October 2019, maybe violence (and 
the deaths like David Dorn) would not have transpired. 


But such is the level of political deflection by such think tank outfits. The Rand 
Institute has received 21 grants from the Gates Foundation totaling $30.3 
million dollars.1589 


As just shown, Gates certainly has not been left out of the recent dilemmas 
surrounding race. He also funds the [HME site below'5°°, through his ample 
donations to the University of Washington. From the site: “The Institute for 
Health Metrics and Evaluation (IHME) is an independent global health 
research center at the University of Washington.” The LSTM has BLM as a top 
article on their website as of September 2020. Gates grants liberally flowed to 
this London university. 


PATH too, in Washington state, funded by Gates, furthered the “health crisis” 
racism narrative.5% Or a July 2020 $623,826 research grant to the University 
of Illinois “to provide technical assistance related to racial equity-centered 
practices in planning and implementing Guided Pathways.” Georgetown 
University, a prestigious D.C. university, receive a November 2019 
$4,050,000 grant to, “to support a research and policy agenda to better align 
postsecondary education and the workforce and advance the Postsecondary 
Value Commission's emerging value definition and measurement framework, 
through an equity lens.”1592 Georgetown has received (34) grants totaling over 
$75 million through the Gates Foundation. 


The American Association of State Colleges and Universities (AASCU) has 
been the recipient of numerous grants(17) from the Gates Foundation and 
adhered to the guided pathway script. An AASCU January 2020 release noted 
that, “Not all postsecondary institutions have the resources to begin the 
structured transformation process necessary to narrow achievement gaps for 
current and future generations of students.” On the main website, a visual 
promoted this title: “We Hold These Truths: Dismantling Racial Hierarchies, 
Building Equitable Communities” by Tia Brown McNair.

Such is the interconnection of narratives and motivations and Bernays tactics 
behind all of this.

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Trump’s record on crime gets overlooked. His administration saw crime rates 
drop (until the surge starting in May/June 2020), while also putting reform in 
place. The First Step Act was passed in December 2018 to bipartisan 
support.1594,1595 His critics thought Trump had no chance of being a reformer 
on crime, particularly drug offenses or reducing prison populations.15° Yet, 
his political stances are highly malleable based on negotiations — as anyone 
who bothered to look should know: Trump wanted to accomplish things in a 
town not known for, or desirous of, change. 


He wanted to deal. That’s it. (This is a weakness too.) 


Again, it helped that crime rates were at multi-decade lows.1597

The FBI preliminary report on 2019 rates, showed further declines, after the 
First Step Act. Those highlighted in red show upticks primarily in aggravated 
assaults in large metropolitan areas and murder rates in smaller localities. 


Democrats control most cities, greater than 100,000 people, and their policing 
efforts show in the allowance of aggravated assaults. Upticks in smaller 
locales, on murder and rape, are likely most attributable to a growing opioid 
and methamphetamine crises. Those locales are generally far more 
Republican in their voting patterns. Crime occurrences have patterns based on 
policing and socio-economic factors. Allowance of the small becomes 
allowance of the big over the course of time.

The continuation of state and federal incarceration rates dropped under 
Trump’s administration was published in October 2020 by the U.S. 
Department of Justice by E. Ann Carson, Ph.D.1599 This applied to both 
residents and adult populations, reflecting the First Step Act had continued 
the de-incarceration of the United States. 


This should have been a major news story. More relevantly, for the further 
discussion, the drops in both Black and Hispanic populations are telling over 
the last decade under both Obama and Trumps administrations. This is giving 
credit where it is due.

Above reflects age composition. One can make the argument younger black 
and Hispanic males (18-29) are locked up at higher percentages. But also, 
white males overrepresent categories (45 — 65 or older). Women have some 
anomalies, but a far lesser group are locked up (101,348) versus (1,279,079).

We started here, due to the Floyd (Minneapolis) and Brooks (Atlanta) deaths, 
because these were arrests in progress. In the first case, the cop used 
sustained, unnecessary force, restraining Floyd, who offered no resistance at 
the end. It “appeared” appalling to any rational person. The primary assailant 
cop, Derek Chauvin, was arrested and charged with two counts, 34 degree 
Murder and 2" degree manslaughter1©°°.1601, four days later, by prosecutor 
Amy Sweasy.

But from this, one “heinous” act — and his Milgram buddies*®°2, riots ensued 
throughout the country. Planning was involved as mysterious brick caches16°3 
were showing up for rioters.1©°4 Protesters, by day, became rioting, looting, 
and torching, by night. Downtown metropolitan areas of predominately 
Democrat-run cities such as Chicago, New York, Seattle, D.C., Minneapolis, 
and others were in ruins. Chicago had the most murders in one night in sixty 
years.1©95 (Crime rates skyrocketed — a plan? — in a host of major U.S. cities.) 


[Earlier Editions: Floyd’s incident, in hindsight, on video is not as cold- 
blooded as once perceived. Floyd’s prior behavior and noted drugs in system, 
made it unlikely any efforts would have saved his life. Yet, that event became 
the touchstone for a host of riots seen throughout the country and deaths from 
those riots. May 2021: Chauvin was convicted. And the DOJ is pursuing Civil 
Rights charges. The jury sequestered had at least one BLM supporter who 
brazenly forgot to mention that fact.16°° A whole book could be written on this 
case. | 


Media outlets, like Bloomberg CityLab, by September were running analytics 
to make a case for the less policing, using traffic stops as a quantitative 
measure of effectiveness in Minneapolis. The article written by Sarah Holder, 
Racheal Dottle, and Marie Patino, opened with, “As protests over the killing of 
George Floyd in Minneapolis continue across the U.S., policing data from that 
city show one particularly stark change in behavior: a precipitous drop in the 
number of traffic stops.” The stops on average declined by 80% from the 
numbers recorded prior to Floyd. 


Notable was the lack of guidance from the law enforcement on reasons, but 
that did not hinder the authors. “The Minneapolis police department 
answered CityLab’s technical questions and assisted in the parsing of this 
data, but representatives did not respond to requests for comment on why 
traffic stops and other police stops might have dropped.”?°°7 The writers 
continued on, “One explanation for the change in behavior could be the 
phenomenon of a ‘pullback’—police reducing their proactive activity in the 
wake of public criticism of their performance.” The writers then added that 


“hundreds of request from officers” to leave along with “post-traumatic stress 
disorder”, priorities changing and impacts of COVID-19 maybe at the heart of 
recent drops in traffic stops. 1608 


As a result, these instant data impacts were seen as supporting “criminal 
justice advocates” !©°9 position that less reliance on police would be better 
solved by “unarmed, non-law enforcement officials”!®° A.K.A., the social 
worker. The writers followed that talking point being offered by Democrats: 


“Amid calls to defund, dismantle or reimagine the police, portions of police 
budget cuts in Philadelphia and New York City came from removing some 
crossing guard duties from officers; Berkeley, California, council members 
moved this summer to create a new Department of Transportation that 
would handle most traffic stops in the police’s stead.”!°1, [My emphasis. ] 


From that point, in the article, the pivot is to racial disparities, citing a 
Stanford project on crime. Citing anecdotal (for instances) and broad 
conclusions, from an activist viewpoint, such as:

If you’re a person of color there’s a certain anxiety associated with that, 
when you see a police car or you see a police officer or if you’re in traffic,’ 
said Donald Crumbley. An organizer with the Minneapolis activist group 
ISAIAH, Crumbley has been working with Black barbershops and Black 
churches to hold the Minneapolis Police Department accountable for the 
killing of Floyd. ‘It used to be, do I want to go home or go to jail. Now it’s, 
will I make it home or will I be going to the morgue.””1612 


As the counterpoint, Minneapolis Public Radio’s Brandt Williams told of 
policing deterioration on the street and chaos in the council of not supporting 
their efforts, noting again around 100 officers have left the department. 


“Just months after leading an effort that would have defunded the police 
department, City Council members at Tuesday’s work session pushed chief 
Medaria Arradondo to tell them how the department is responding to the 
violence. 


The number of reported violent crimes, like assaults, robberies and 
homicides are up compared to 2019, according to MPD crime data. More 
people have been killed in the city in the first nine months of 2020 than 
were Slain in all of last year. Property crimes, like burglaries and auto thefts, 
are also up. Incidents of arson have increased 55 percent over the total at 
this point in 2019.”163 


The Council President Lisa Bender called her officers, “defiant.” Quite 
interesting considering the lack of moral or enforcement support she offered 
them, by going along with “defunding the police” as the council did months 
ago. If one is losing their job, and being labeled as a monster or supremacist 
(by the media), what response would be expected from them? Thus, the drop 
in traffic stop interactions is easy to understand. People respond to incentives 
and punishments alike.

Minneapolis’s defunding move, with Keith Ellison, the attorney general, and 
other hard left activist politicians, made it obvious that law and order are 
indeed over. Videos of Minneapolis show a war zone in some areas. How did 
this happen? Through amplification of one incident to make it “justifiable” to 
loot, riot, burn down the very town you live in — without responding 
immediately before impacts to an already bewildered populace can happen. 


Such activism works off emotion. Groups are only useful if they effect change. 
Creating emotional arguments of danger and threats of ever-present violence 
make for convincing arguments. Especially to those who ignore crime has 
been on the decline for many years. (This will be discussed ahead in FBI 
Crime Statistics section.) And while incidents do occur, eliminating ALL bad 
actors is never going to happen. Why? 


Those new social workers, have to be first trained up to the level of the current 

officers. That takes time and money (because square one). Such resources are 

being requested: 
“Despite the uptick of crime in his ward, Cunningham, who supports the 
creation of a new community safety agency to replace the police 
department, said it’s particularly important now to start instituting some of 
those public health-based approaches to violence prevention. Recently, the 
council took more than $1 million from the police budget to hire ‘violence 
interrupters’ to intervene and defuse potentially violent confrontations. ”164 


Thus, the new social workers are born. They may start “unarmed,” but when 
incidents happen with ever present bad apples, due to a society that has 1-4% 
of sociopaths (Martha Stout, Ph.D.), the call will be to arm them up. So, again, 
the Hegelian Dialectic is at work. $1 million dollars just reflected stealing 
from one pot, to create from scratch, a competing model. Neither will work 
better. Minneapolis put these sociopathic fools in charge of money and policy. 


Meanwhile, calls to disarm Americans are unconstitutional. We’ve seen an 
explosion of arms buying in the recent months. Why again? Because police 
officers are being told to stand down, riots are happening, and law-biding 
citizens know they need to protect themselves. It is logic tied to observable 
calls to eliminate police. Self-protection is a basic human need — as is food, 
water and shelter. 


These studies conveniently ignore why such traffic stops occur. When officers 
pull over a suspect, for violations, they do find arms, not registered; drugs that 
are not legal; and felons that are in violation of outstanding warrants. Again, 
in America alone, approximately 3-12 million people have anti-social 
personality disorder traits. These are non-discriminatory. 


These exist in people from all walks of life. As Robert Hare noted too, there are 
distinct factors. Officers can observe indirectly certain Hare items: stimulation 
(out well after midnight), pathological lying (ask driver questions to test 
truthfulness), manipulation (bargaining, downplaying, deflection), impulsivity 
(unusual movements of vehicle), irresponsibility (high speeds, no lights, 
towing equipment improperly) or don’t accept responsibility (lie, and then 
blame shift). If an officer gets failures on all of these, with warrants or 
weapons, the stop was more than justified. Aggression is the final indicator.

In the author’s estimation, 50% of Hare checklist can profile a stopped 
subject. Backgrounds are run on stops. License, suspensions, whether 
convicted of batteries, assaults, or domestic violence. History of drug charges. 
The author will detail one’s personal history that gives light to firm reasons 


why officers are not just idling pulling over everyone. They know statistics on 
the offenders released too. 


Again, the root cause of behavior is who raised the person; did they have a 
nuclear family; and did they get learning about right and wrong. (Even then, 
they'll be always the sociopath next door in small percentages.)

In a second, now overlooked, case from Atlanta, Brooks, he was detained for 
driving while intoxicated — as he slept in his car in a Wendy’s drive thru — but 
then, resisted. He fought two officers, took a taser, a less-than-lethal 
weapon!®6, and attempted to flee the scene. The officers, now in distress, 
reengaged to stop Brooks. When Brooks turned, fired, and missed, whether 
the officer was in “immediate danger” is irrelevant. 


The timing of what was going occurred in under two seconds. People under 
duress have prefrontal cortex shutdowns and operate on instincts.1©17 Cops, 
are in a fight mode, and Brooks was armed, fleeing’®!8 and was facing violation 
of parole for an arrest, a likely reasoned response on his part while under the 
influence.1°9 


One does not get to break the law, by fighting the cops, flee, and maintain 
nothing occurred to cause the officer(s) from using force. Brooks was no 
longer just a man drunk. He was an armed man, under duress, of his own 
making, and it is “foreseeable” that his adventure could endanger others. 
Garrett Rolfe, 27, was charged with 11 counts, including felony murder, 
potentially punishable by death. [Case is ongoing; reinstated is Rolfe.162°] 


Those cars are occupied. The struggle and then shooting occurred as these 
people sat in this drive thru. 
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Fatal shootings in arrest happen, though rarely, in the United States per 
number of interactions police have with suspects. 


The following tables shows the rates of interactions based on various factors. 
It utilizes The Washington Post death by suspect database (a politically left- 
leaning source)62!, FBI and DOJ tabulations of crimes based on type and race. 
This analysis spells out that: 


1) Interactions are very infrequent, ending in death, by U.S. population 

2) That very rarely does it occur without a weapon by the suspect 

3) Cops also face death on the job 

4) That racism is not the causative factor; interaction levels show, more often, 
that Asians and Hispanics have more to fear, by odds alone 

5) The media, long peddlers of hyperbole and dramatization to stir up hatred, 
mistrust, play on the minds of people for eyeballs and promotion of biases

Even by population alone, the frequency rate is very low. One is much more 
likely to unintentionally drown (3,536/year622) than to be shot and killed by 
cops while armed, or unarmed. The totality of deaths from 2015-2019 was 
4,934 total, or 987 deaths per year, or nearly four times less likely than 
unintentional drowning. The number of law enforcement interactions number 
in the several millions for each race and ethnicity as shown. 


The comparison here is to show the infrequency of a “death” event — not to 
compare the act of drowning to a shooting. Moreover, of these fatal 
encounters, only 3.6% were of the unarmed and not fleeing types as shown.

In these very worse of cases, that of cops acting against unarmed and not 
fleeing suspects, we get to situations that would require further information, 
investigation, and prosecution, potentially. In such interactions, Hispanics 
and Asians would be the most prevalent by ratio at 196-198,000-to-1 odds. 
This again showed that it is exceeding rare based on police contacts for all 
offenses. (This excluded rape statistics — approximate 130,000 reports per 
year, table 18, FBI. Note also, Hispanic ethnicity is not capture in DOJ 
information shown. The FBI did capture data, though it is incomplete, as not 
all enforcement agencies provide this data. So, the devil is in the details.) 


The differential if we look at state-by-state may provide greater intelligence on 
unique policies. Though one thinks the point is shown, regarding rarity and 
race. This however will be sensationalized as the media gains clicks and views 
from bias reporting. (And also are not law enforcement at risk.)

The Washington Post posited their statistics per total populations’®23, 
instead of just the arrested offenses. Of course, as will show ahead, some 
get arrested many times per year.

But comparing to all populations — skews numbers 
further from reality, moving the narratives as The Post did. 


Notice that, The Washington Post only “homed in” on two races/ethnicities, 
accurately enough: black and white. Again, the devil is in the details, and the 
issue is NOT merely black and white. Meanwhile, they also ignored completely 
518 deaths in their analysis. Don’t all lives matter?

Over this same time frame, 257 officers were feloniously killed. There are 
approximately 686,665 full-time LEOs in the United States as of 2018 from 
Statistica.1°24 For that year, one’s odds of death by felony were approximately 
12,261-to-1. (Obviously, some retire, some come on the force, some quit or 
other contributing factors.) But it is clear: they face nearly 25 times more 
likelihood of death than in the worst-case scenario presented for suspects. 


In 2018, 991 deaths were recorded for all contacts. 10,310,960 offenses, in 
2018, were recorded. The probability here is 10,404-to-1. So, roughly, each 
group faces the same level of death prospects in these rare and violent events. 


If we limit suspect offenses to their “violent offenses” (1,206,836)1©25 in 2018, 
the odds go to 1,217-to-1, or 10-fold increase over the cops’ chances of death. 


Sadly, this numerical analysis is seen as coarse and unfeeling. Rather, it just 
puts the subject into various contexts and exposes the media for what it is. 


This is the backdrop for radical calls to “Defund the Police” and do other more 
anarchist maneuvers to destroy the United States. Destroying statues, 
decrying old wounds (that no one alive suffered personally), and reorganizing 
society (“social workers”) to handle crime, is a naked bid for a Marxist 
revolution. (Or certainly, a way to drive further policies to destroy freedoms.) 


The proximate blame for crime rests at the feet of Democrats. Since they run 
most of the cities, from the very political centers that make and enforce laws, 
vote in their judges, and later, those judges, populate the prisons from the 
sentencing guidelines as applied to the now convicted persons.

One Year After the First Step Act: Mixed Outcomes 
As the recent crime rates improved, people not capable of controlling 
themselves under the law, were incarcerated, longer, it may be hypothesized 
that certain political forces wanted higher rates of crime. 


(The First Step Act was applied poorly in some cases as noted above. 
Meanwhile, there were suddenly pushes at the local levels (New York City) to 
reduce or eliminate bail for recently arrested persons.1©26 One such character, 
was arrested over 100 times, before hitting a 92-year-old woman on the street. 
Rashid Brimmage is 31 years old. His first arrest occurred at 16.1627)

So, how can a guy get arrested this many times, including sexual violence, still 
be out roaming the streets? The officers catch them. Prosecutors must be 
lenient. Or: given these arrests, the judges are not sentencing properly. 


This guy’s first major arrest was for Grand Larceny, committed as an as an 
adult. But aside from 36 misdemeanors, and 3 felonies, he’s considered a 
minimal threat compared to the likes of El Chapo. 


A telling line from The New York Post article states something this author 
knows well: “Thrive mental health program and criminal justice system have 
done [anything] nothing beyond cycle him in and out of police custody.”1628 


The author is familiar with the criminal system in a different state. 


[In 2001-2003, I was incarcerated in Indianapolis county jail for 10 
months, 1 month at RDC in Plainfield, and then 16 months at Westville 
Correctional Center. It was my first felony offense, which occurred after priors 


for public intoxication, battery (both in 1996), and invasion of privacy 
(concurrent with the stalking charge).1629 


I’ve been pulled over for speeding numerous times (5) in 30 years also. 


About 3 weeks before prison release’®3°, a meeting with releasees was set up. 
At it, one remembers a parole officer calling us all “a recyclable resource.” This 
is how the State justifies such policies — they are highly incentivized to let 
people go, no rehab, to do more crimes. New York City is swamped with all 
sorts of offenders. But the above, repeat offender, happened only recently — 
overall crime had been down in NYC — but advocates were quite vocal to keep 
bad bail policy, The Marshall Project, for instance, in place, due to COVID.163! 
Neither reform nor public safety is addressed under this policy. (As just shown 
above, the Marshall Project has ties to The Bail Project.) 


This while also hammering those that cannot pay private attorneys to defend 
themselves properly. Public defenders are there to assist in convictions via 
plea bargains — because it is time consuming to get convictions — and so, they 
operate for the State to push people through the system. Justice and 
innocence are rarely, if at all, of much import. Those are honorable notions — 
with all sides, from the victim, prosecutors, judges, public defenders, to the 
defendant — having their preferred roles to play, their parts, like on a 
Shakespearian stage. 


I took a plea after 10 months. If I had gone to trial, it was assured I would be 
found guilty and get the 8-year sentence (do four in prison) plus probation, 
thereafter.

Noticeable are the 2019 non-respondents in Georgia (Atlanta) and King 
County in Washington (Seattle). Maricopa (Phoenix), New York City, Orange

Gone with Illiberal Winds 

If threats and riots were not enough, and they are, the cultural erasure has 
become the ultimate pressure point of these radicals to push until a response 
comes. Because statues are racists, brands are stereotyping (Eskimo Pies*°49), 
and history is painful when you project one’s moral lens onto people 170 to 
225 years ago, from a place of immoral behavior seen in the present tense. 
Destruction is the calling card of the Left — Anarchists — Totalitarianism — to 
their own society. (Fueled no less by CCP influences.) 


On June 23rd, The Washington Post, published Ana Lucia Araujo, a history 
professor at Howard University, take on this, titled: “Toppling monuments is a 
global movement. And it works.”165° She started off with this: 


“It’s not just Confederate statues that are coming down. Across the United 
States, Belgium, Portugal, France, Brazil and the United Kingdom, 
protesters have taken to the streets to demand racial justice and an end to 
state-sponsored violence. To do this, demonstrators are confronting all 
symbols of white supremacy, which include statues depicting slave traders, 
slave owners and colonizers. ”1651 


As discussed, racism, while existing, individual to individual, it is not a state- 
sponsored violent force in the 21st century Western countries. Moreover, 
slavery existed long before the Western powers (England and Spain, for 
instance) were even a contemplation. Before even Rome was relevant. The 
prevalence of slavery still exists on the African continent under current 
management.1652 And lastly, colonization happened in multiple centuries, 
under multiple empires, with multiple outcomes, with the spreading of 
culture, and the disruption of it too. (China currently enslaves people. But 
controls information about their ills very well.) 


She ends with this passage: 


“But our public spaces need monuments and memorials that pay homage to 
black and indigenous peoples. Museums and school curriculums should tell 
the history of slavery and colonialism and its violent legacies today. 
Removing symbols of white supremacy is part of this work and a critical 
step to remaking public memory and public spaces. 


Toppled, removed, dismantled or incorporated into museums, it’s time for 
these monuments to go.”1653 


Indigenous peoples were not without slavery’s sins. The Federalist cited Tony 
Seybert’s Slavery and Native Americans in British North America and the 
United States: 1600 to 1865. “Most Native American tribal groups practice 
some form of slavery before the European introduction of African slavery into 
North America.”1©54:1655 Even if that is not wholly believed, from that source, a 
1974 article published in the American Quarterly (reprinted by Johns 
Hopkins University Press), by William G. McLoughlin, noted: “Yet we also 
know that by 1800 most of the Southeastern Indians were practicing the same 
kind of black slavery in their communities as the neighboring Southern white 
communities (368).”1656 


Further on, it was legitimately hypothesized, white used a “divide and rule 
(370)” mystique to delude the Indians to dislike blacks. Only to later state, 
tellingly, “Of course most North American Indians had practiced a variety of 
slavery for centuries before white men arrived (371).” McLoughlin goes on to 
note it was the “racist” quality of slavery, the additive feature, that of 
superiority. Which was later emphasized as a formal double-cross of British as 
they played the Indians off the Spanish and French colonials. 


In short, you have a battle of a myriad of cultures for land, rights, and their 
people’s claim to them. Allies one day, become mortal enemies the next. And it 
resulted in a new nation (U.S.), that broke away from all these forces. 


McLoughlin writes in a key passage to this overall discussion: 


“Because American intellectuals like Knox, Washington and Jefferson still 
held the romantic view of the noble savage, they believed that the Indian 
was potentially, at least, the equal of the white man. The Indian's problem 
was not that he was innately inferior, but that he was still a savage. He 
needed only to be civilized and Christianized to become capable of full 
citizenship and equality in the American Republic. The Indian policy of the 
age of Washington and Jefferson was directed toward the ultimate 
amalgamation, incorporation or integration of the Indians into white 
America as equals-a form of extinction, no doubt, as Bernard Sheehan has 
demonstrated, but on the surface a benevolent one, at least in theory.”1°57 


But as it turns out, again, citing McLoughlin, neither Indians or white 
Americans agreed with the citizenry (Indians) or intellectually equal (new 
Americans). Conflicts continue. Treaties made and broken. Cultural 
acclimation impacts Indian tribes to this very day. 


(Note: the author’s grandmother was a “half-breed” Cherokee. His 
grandfather’s relation includes Sam Houston. McLoughlin’s credentials, 
meanwhile, are far more substantive: he taught at Brown University from 
1954-1992, with expertise in religion, Cherokee and Native Americans. 
Garnered his Ph.D. from Harvard and served in WWII.?658) 


At the time of the Civil War, the Five Tribes, particularly, the Cherokee, joined 
the side of Confederacy instead of the Union. (Location mattered — their 
relocation to Oklahoma.) Rebellions (1841, 1842, 1850) occurred among the 
Cherokee’s 4,000 slaves held by 1860.159 


Irony to the end of the war: “Cherokee chief, Stand Watie, is credited as 
the last Confederate general to surrender.”!©6° Other ghastlier sins were seen 
throughout the indigenous populations — cannibalism, scalping, and sports 
including the prize of human heads.16° 


This begs a question, can we allow the tribal leaders transgressions in the past, 
to stand in monument, knowing they were no better than their white 
counterparts in the actions of slavery of blacks, or slavery itself? Do we link 
every “conceivable sin” to only those of certain origins? Why? 


Even calling for a distinction, two and three centuries ago, will not make a 
difference to today. If one erases statues, selectively condemning, while 
praising others, whose sins are less noted, but equally enough apparent, what 
is the message? Moreover, mind-reading what people thought (Indian tribes 
were predominately oral history-based), is not of any use here either.

For a historian, teaching at 
university, Araujo offered little but a 
one-sided view in her open critique. 
This though has become a useful 
tactic and fosters an intermediate 
goal: destroy symbolism, demoralize 
one’s opponents, smear one’s past, 
and bring the country to crisis. These

Yuri Bezmenov (alias: Tomas Schuman) defected from KGB in 1970. He was 
born to a Russian military officer in 1939, experiencing the aftermath of World 
War II as a child. He was self-aware and knew Marxism-Leninism “is an 
absolutely false system that produces none of the advantages or benefits of the 
‘worker’s paradise’ that it promises.”1699 His father’s connection to the military 
afforded him a training that most in the United States never received at the 
Institute of Oriental Languages, that was under direct control of the KGB and 
Communist Central Committee. This university was a haven for “future Soviet 
diplomats, foreign correspondents and spies.”!7°° He learned languages 
(Hindi, Urdu, English), military tactics, and interrogation methods as a primer 
for deployment to India as a translator in the 1960s. 


Yuri noted a time-honored scheme — a money exchange scam — that the 
Russians would buy up Indian goods in rubles, sell those goods in US or 
British currency, because rubles don’t trade well on the open international 
market. (The Soviets cancelled debts, with foreign powers, going back to the 
birth of the Bolshevik Revolution.) The reason the ploy worked as Yuri 
observed is not because the Indians are unintelligent, but rather, ideologically 
subverted to believe their Russian “allies” are their friends. 


This wasn’t their first subversive mission. Russians cozied up to China in the 
1920s, educating high-ranking officials’ offspring on their new ideology. Peter 
Neville-Hadley wrote that, “Bigger names at the Moscow universities included 
two abandoned sons of Mao who spent nearly 10 years in Russia and the 15- 
year-old Jiang Jingguo (Chiang Ching-kuo), later premier and president of 
Taiwan, sent to Russia by his father, Nationalist leader Chiang Kai-shek.”17% 
When Mao came to power (1949), Russia expanded influence (sending 
advisors) until conflict arose over a multitude of issues: personalities of 
leaders, dominance, and territorial claims by China.17°2 


As Elizabeth McGuire, professor of history at California State University noted 
for her book Red At Heart, “What began as a trickle in the ’20s still 
represented a significant proportion of Chinese Communist Party membership 
at the time and by 1928, as much as 15 per cent of Politburo members had 
been educated in Russia. In total, up to the 1950s, 8,000 or more Chinese 
students passed through Russian revolutionary institutions, typically staying 
for about two years. ”1203 


The KGB do subversion tactics from the masters: Bernays, Lenin, Stalin, 
Goebbels and Mao, taught throughout the 20 century. Contorting the media, 
politics, academics, and legal apparatuses of any Society, psychologically, to 
question one’s values. Current ones are “bad” while communist ones are 
“good” and “moral.” Such tactics though required useful, and well-placed 
idiots. 


Michael Whitney Straight, an American, was “turned” while at Cambridge 
University. Straight later became the publisher of The New Republic magazine 
for 8 years, a publication slanted towards the USSR since 1917.1794 The 
American Weatherman were pliable17°5 through Cuban intelligence in the 
1970s, using the United Nations as a base.12°° Each example is relevant well 
into the 21*t century, providing an “origin story” to think about closely. 


President Barack Obama launched his political career from Weather 
Underground founder, Billy Ayers’ house in 1995.1227 The same U.S. President 
sending messages of “flexibility”12°8 to Vladimir Putin, once a KGB heavy in 
East Germany.!7°9 Putin worked for and allied closely with Yuri Andropov, 
KGB head, and later, General Secretary of the Communist Party from 1982- 
1984. Putin was an KGB agent for 16 years.

The USSR propaganda arms were always moving on the chess board, as 
another KGB defector, Ladislav Bittman, explained, “The history of the 
Russian Communist party before and after the Revolution explains why Soviet 
leaders are more confident of secret games played by the KGB to manipulate 
international relations.”7!2 Their conflict-creating military arms deployed in 
Berlin 1948, Hungary 1956, Cuba 1962, Czechoslovakia 1968, Afghanistan 
1979, among others. Immediately after their aggressions, “Soviet leaders 
claimed peaceful coexistence is threatened by American and Western 
imperialists.”17!3 Meanwhile, their forces stayed put — until the USSR collapse 
in 1991124, some forty-six years after WWII. 


Anyone that asked questions formed a different perspective on “Socialism.” 


Did the Eastern Bloc form peacefully due to allegiance to Russia after World 
War II? Did people who sought to leave the umbrella of the Soviet satellites do 
so with blessings and kindness? Where they offered transportation to their 
next destination? Or was it, a bullet in the head? Or a trip to a reeducation 
camp deep inside Mother Russia?

Yuri noted the truth in “Czechoslovakia” was the rule, never the exception. 


A searing example lay in Ladislav Bittman’s active measures page turner, The 
KGB and Soviet Disinformation: An Insider’s View (1985). From the outset, 
Bittman stated, “I spent fourteen years in Communist intelligence, including 
two years as deputy commander of the Czechoslovakian disinformation 
department. I got involved in many operations against the so-called outside 
enemies of socialism...following the Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1968 
I defected and asked the American government for political asylum.” 

Bittman detailed similarly what Yuri noted are the intelligence activities from 
behind the Iron Curtain, and their threats, internationally. 


Such threats came home to roost, as Ladislav wrote, “In May and June 1968, 
anonymous pamphlets and threatening letters frequently appeared on the 
doors of houses, telephone poles, and telephone booths.”:718 Continuing on 
threats and methods, Bittman wrote, “When Moscow needed visual evidence 
of imperialist intrigues and dangers of counterrevolution in Czechoslovakia, 
the KGB manufactured it.”1719 Caches of weapons were found out from an 
anonymous tip, promoted vigorously by the press, Rabotnichesko, for 
example, attacked the Czech government for their passiveness regarding 
“dissidents.” Faked letters pointed at Jews were exploited to congeal fear. In 
late August 1968, the Soviet Union invaded with their military.172° 


The timing, by happenstance, tied with the rise of progressive (leftist) policies 
in 1960s as discussed. Bittman echoed that Vietnam, revelations of Watergate, 
and the CIA-FBI investigations regarding it, opened the appeal of Soviet 
propaganda to receptive targets. And that, “demoralization and erosion of 
power in target countries” can be achieved over several decades. 


Professor Godson, of Georgetown, noted the old Soviet Union in a briefing in 
March 2017, before the Senate Intelligence Committee, “influenced the politics 
after World War II...and were planning to undermine Europe and the United 
States.” Godson continued, “The United States from the late 1940s through to 
the 1960s took countermeasures”!72! against Soviet “active measures” 
deployed throughout the globe. 


Godson was no stranger to this disinformation fray — in writing the foreword 
to Bittman’s book!722, he garnered Marxist attacks!723,1724 from Lyndon H. 
LaRouche!725, Jr., who ran for President from 1976 to 20041726, LaRouche 
formed the Labor Party and was its 1976 Presidential candidate. LaRouche 
(1922-2019) was an avowed Marxist, married a psychiatrist, who was of 
similar political leanings. And his EIR (larouchepub.com) website promoted 
common leftist themes. 


LaRouche’s name appeared in the Trump a.k.a. The Steele Dossier. (Talk 
about a blast from the past!) 


Do people defect from the United States? Aren’t the whiners told, “you are 
FREE to leave at any time!” One noticed no one renounced U.S. citizenship. 
People trekked by the hundreds of thousands over thousands of miles, just to 
birth their children, to assure U.S. citizenship. Then risked the chance of being 


sent back for their illegal entry. DO people ever trek to China for their 
citizenship? Or Russia? Or North Korea? Or Sudan? Or Cuba? Why not? 


Back to Yuri. He worked in the media for Novosti Press Agency, a journalistic 
front for KGB propaganda materials and escorting outsiders, from journalists 
to businessman, on their tours of glorious Mother Russia. Yuri noted, “My 
work with the KGB entailed combining my journalistic duties with the 
collection of intelligence data, and the spreading of ‘disinformation’ to foreign 
countries for...Soviet propaganda and subversion.” 


Bittman noted the KGB candidates post World War II were, “chosen for 
appearance and family connections” and furthermore educated in “courses 
dealing with Marxist-Leninist doctrine, they study foreign history, culture, 
languages, and official diplomatic techniques.”!727 Stated even more tellingly, 
“In comparison to with American operatives, KGB officers are better trained 
in cultural traditions...because of the skill in local language patterns.”1728 
Jokes, and precision with language, masked what Americans failed to see, a 
deeper plan for obtaining and exploiting holes in Americans: their easy trust. 


Yuri, Ladislav, and others of their ilk knew the game played was wrong, but 
none had a choice to forgo the KGB recruitment or the rewards for a job well 
done. Bittman reflected this predicament: 


“T often thought about my situation during this period. Was I better than 
most Stalinists only because I submitted a courageous proposal identifying 
myself with a liberal element while many others were still waiting? I had to 
admit that I had been lucky during the early fifties — the worst years of post- 
war Czechoslovakia — because I had been in university classrooms instead 
of hunting and killing so-called counterrevolutionaries. If I had been a few 
years older, I might have become a murderer...because, at the time, I had 
followed party orders just as blindly as these men.”2222 


Power corrupts, even the principled, and Soviet power was absolute in that 
corruption. And these were an elite class of operatives inside the socialist 
system that didn’t have upward mobility for any average worker. Some 
amongst these operatives were true believers — and who dared to discover 
their principles would get them killed? 


They heard the stories. They were the stories. 


Bittman showed KGB installation was not rooted in fairness or justice, but 
brutality and indiscriminate killing. The first head of CHEKA, the precursor 
name of the KGB, Felix Dzerzhinski stated in 1918: 


“The CHEKA is not a court... The CHEKA is obliged to defend the 
Revolution and conquer the enemy even if its sword does by chance 
sometimes fall upon the heads of the innocent.’ Despite protests of party 
officials...of recruiting many sadists, criminals, and degenerates, both Lenin 
and Trotsky approved Dzerzhinski’s terrorist methods.”123° 


Yuri, landed back in India, after a brief Novosti interlude, with a new KGB 
assignment to bribe officials and intrude in Indian affairs. He became a deputy 
chief of Research and Counter-Propaganda Group — in 1969, at 30 years old. 


The mission: to influence “politically significant” Indians through common 
themes: booze, broads, awards, and free junkets. Those unwilling were 
smeared and hounded through media of the time.1731 


Yuri gave a telling example of how Hue, South Vietnam had a mass execution 
of people that were “Pro-American,” literally, several thousand. This came to 
his attention after the Americans liberated the town after a short-term 
communist occupation. The reason communists could “round up” so many 
people was they had a list — files of information on the locals to complete the 
heinous crime.1Z32 His work, and many others stationed there, created these 
same files against Indian VIPs he courted. It disgusted him. 


Yuri’s field boss told him to not waste time on the easily converted, the useless 
idiots to the cause. Rather, “aim higher” at the most capitalistic and pro- 
American elements in India. 


India’s neighbor, Pakistan, was ripe for subverting too — as the USSR deployed 
its KGB trained operatives to stir the pot to for revolution, a war, or whatever 
they could do ultimately to become the solution to the conflict: another 
communist regime.1733 


Bittman affirmed this. Pakistan was infiltrated through the Baluchis, an 
Iranian ethnic group, tasking them to foment liberation with USSR 
support.1734 (Picture below: populations of Baluchs.)

Once the cause 
arose, rallying to bail out people around the country, who were not always the 
types of souls one should be so quick to support, was not to be discussed. 


People are emboldened to fight the police, call for defunding them too, in the 
name of “legalizing marijuana” and “free access to education” while all student 
debt should be cancelled. (The author still has substantial student loans.)

The overall goal: create chaos. By moving from an open society to a closed one, 
where security is handed to the state, slowly, in the beginning, the subversion 
is achieved. Open societies allow all to take upon themselves daily duties, 
garner property, critique the politics and views held, and take free approaches 
that move one’s life ahead, or not. Freedom is the value most cherished. 


However, adoption of false idea(s) destroyed that freedom in due course.

To garner equality, who will decide? Solely? The State? — who can’t provide a 
driver’s license, pave roads, maintain a budget, or keep detainees alive for trial 
(Epstein) because leftist policies subverted this. 


People need to make individual choices and businesses need freedom to 
produce products for people, improving their lives daily. Not a bureaucrat, or 
an algorithm, sitting in an office, or a server room, crunching data — witha 
human bias (as algorithms still need initial human programming) assured. 


As Yuri surmised, “If God had wanted us equal, he probably would have made 
us equal.

The linchpin to this subversion is a concentration on irrelevancy. The United 
States has vast resources, a formidable military (the equal of any 3-4 of the 
largest in the world), a stable rule of law (when applied strictly), and 
numerous other advantages. But diverting attention to diversity quotas, 
environmental Armageddon!2®2 (climate change)1751, hate speech and crimes, 


multiplicity of genders, and what the latest celebrity said on 


Twitter/Facebook, and one can see the reason why actual problems to don’t 
get visibility especially from the Mainstream Media, who are, far Left.

James Robbins, special assistant to the Office of the Secretary of Defense and 
author of Erasing America: Losing Our Future by Destroying Our Past 
(2018), agreed with Yuri’s 35-year old assessment of this subversion 
phenomenon in Goodbye, America for Prager University: 


“In the words of filmmaker Michael Moore, America is ‘a nation founded on 
genocide, built on the backs of slaves, and maintained through the 
subjugation of women to second-class citizenship and economic 
disempowerment.’ 

Is that America’s history? 

Is that who Americans were—and are? 


George Orwell understood that the most effective way to destroy a people is 
to deny and obliterate their own understanding of their history. 


History is much more than a collection of facts. History, and our 
understanding of it, tells us who we are as a people in the same way your 
personal memories and experiences define and shape who you are. Wipe 
out your memory, and you wipe out your identity. 1754 


Yuri spoke to a prime tactic used, “double standards,” regarding the treatment 
of USSR versus the USA. The necessity to destroy any challenge to basic moral 
values, for easier subverting, is essential. The key moral values lay in the 
United States Constitution (the Republic) and its free market systems. To 
undermine, the target must be receptive — the use of democracy — to impart 
new values, whether good or bad — preferably, a mix bag here. 


Bad ideas are not always revealed until a formerly good process has been 
irrevocably changed. Public Education seemed a good idea. But as the decades 
have shown, and the statistics regarding the make-up of teachers’ political 
views, and the pushing now of the 1619 Project and BLM messaging, public 
education was a handy way to subvert “several generations” towards hatred of 
their country. 


Ideas represented the highest level of subversion. People rarely defend facts; 
but will defend their beliefs unto death. Belief in a God, as Yuri noted, has 
been the precursor to persecution for said beliefs. 


To create a subversion of ideas one started at the source. Schools, media, and 
politics all are populated with entertainment. Schools have turned over their 
responsibility to visual media and pictures, instead of words. They created 
“new math”!255 that was confusing and didn’t build up the average mind of the 
students. 


They created a hierarchy of privilege to pit students against one another!75° — a 
pyramid structure of oppression, intersectionality, instead of just teaching 
reading, writing and arithmetic. Social sciences are populated with crap 
research!757, publishing hoax papers?!758 — showing that scholarship is missing 
completely. Classic writing and novels are considered racist — as Laura Ingalls 
Wilder award for children’s literature was renamed in 2018 due to her 
“racism.”!759 The 1619 Project culminated this trek back 400 years to make a 
Marxist argument that the United States is founded in slavery and evil.176° And 
more sinisterly, wants to teach that premise to school children. 


Race is a well-worn tactic of the 20 and 21st century Marxist. G. Edward 
Griffin noted this long ago, citing Manning Johnson, a former hardened 


Communist who left the ideology after the Hitler-Stalin Pact of 1939 which 
allowed for the division of Poland at the start of World War II. (Quite 
interesting that Nazis and Communists made this pact, don’t you think?) 


Subversion towards total government control and undermining education 
with racial and gender studies in U.S. schools has been entryism in its most 
classic form. The United States school system degradation happened from 
these “fake” struggles across gender, race, and sexuality. Meanwhile, science 
and entrepreneurship has been hijacked for its capitalism, very often by the 
greatest benefactors of capitalism, like Gates, who gives grants specifically tied 
to “racial inequities” that only exist because of focus on past ills no one can fix. 


If you are rational, why dwell on things done by people dead for 50 or 100 
years or more? It is a hustle, creating more, not less conflict. Such was the 
outcome in the 1960s. Shown in excerpt from The Century of the Self (2:17:15- 
2:20:15), regarding the Esalen Institute (Human Potential Movement). In that 
segment, the echoes of 2020 can be observed: power, fear of cops, shaming 
others and collectivism.

Mainstream media started this in earnest in late 1940s. The first television 
broadcast was in 1939. Radio broadcasts started in 1910s.17° The first full- 
scale manipulative radio broadcast was Orson Welles War of the Worlds in 
19381262, which caused various degrees of panic, outrage, and calls for 
regulation. Nonetheless, it proved that people can be manipulated — again 
Bernays — with just a little priming and escalating of stakes based on 1898 
fiction by H.G. Wells. (This was the “precursory” social media too, radio.) 


Modern 21*t century media has such effects, video cameras, infographics, and 
dramatic delivery to maintain both a veneer of truth and greater potential for 
subversion. The opinions of the anchors counted significantly as Walter 
Cronkite editorialized:3 on the Vietnam War in 1968174, leading to Johnson’s 
exit from a run for President!7®5, and a very slow withdrawal from that war, he 
initiated full-scale, in 1964. (LBJ aficionados and the Leftist media have 
blame-shifted the war prolongment onto Nixon’s due to Anna Chennault’s 
discussions with South Vietnam, “calling it treason.”17°° LBJ’s inciting actions, 
escalating the war, weren’t at all to be questioned; or his other policies that 
reverberate well into the 215t century. Neither man, though, is without their 
sins.) 


The media had power and they knew it. 


The commercialized media subversion is an unhealthy tour today. Gillette 
making commercials that attack masculinity through a feminist’s lens (2019), 
garnered 32,000,000 YouTube views, but had 1.5 million downvotes to 
800,000 upvotes. It rated a top-50 disliked video of all time on YouTube’s 
platform.1767 


In 2020, the release of Cuties seemed to finally appall the entire spectrum of 
Americans. However, a few media hacks turned this into an opportunity to 
attack QAnon, a collection of online people that have their viewpoints on the 
who, what, how and why, and the depth of corruption in the United States, 
getting their information, often, in coded missives. 


The QAnon people are not the issue. But are painted as “alt-right” because 
anyone left of Stalin is “right wing” to the media now. Journalists at outlets 
like Real Clear Politics, Media Matters, The New York Times'768, The Reason, 
Quillette, and CBC, defended or downplayed the pedophile-pushing Cuties 
flick as it triggered conversations about child exploitation numbering the 
hundreds of thousands yearly. (Cuties depicted pre-teen girls in seductive 
outfits, made by a French director, seen in excerpts on Twitter and on Netflix 
posters by the author.

Name a phenomenon where thousands or hundreds of thousands have not 
become a bit capitalistic? People who are apart of group will always tend to 
seek out voices and want their time. Time is not free. It costs. Therefore, most, 
if they are investing many hours per week in anything will seek to make 
money. It starts as a hobby, becomes a “jobby,” then a career. This bothers 
people that do not understand how life works or are attempting to destroy Q- 
Anon folks because it challenges their narrative and/or initiatives. 


The movement is also based on information. Q people are encouraged to seek 
their own interpretations and do their own research. The author does not 
know enough about any specific Q drops to make this an issue at all.

On October 2, 2020 Q-Anon was condemned by the U.S. House of 
Representatives, 371-18. The bill co-sponsor, Denver Riggleman (R-VA) said, 
“QAnon and other conspiracy theories and movements that dehumanize 
people or political groups, incite violence or violent threats and destroy faith 
and trust in our democratic institutions must be identified, condemned and 
exposed through facts.”1772 He continued, calling it, “a grift.” 


The same rhetoric could and should be applied to Antifa and BLM as they 
actively pronounced their desire to destroy democratic institutions, like 
defunding the police, abolishment of ICE, and seek abolishment of individual 
rights. The same should apply to these Democrats. Who have actively 
campaigned against the police and abolishing the filibuster in Congress. 


Or how about those facts? Such as, ex-CIA director deemed certain ones too 
incendiary to produce in Russia Gate.1773 As Sean Davis noted on Tucker 
Carlson, “I’m told that it is Gina Haspel personally who is blocking continued 
declassification of these documents that will show the American people the 
truth of what actually happened.”!774 She was the CIA station chief in London 
where Christopher Steele happened to do his dossier work. 


FBI Director Wray, according to The Hill, thinks of Antifa as, “the term refers 
to an ideology, not an organization.” The Hill stated that Q-Anon is “tied to 
multiple instances of criminal activity,” and “directly linked to violence.” 1775 
FBI has labeled Q a “conspiracy theory, a domestic terrorism threat” linking it 
to heinous crimes. This while FBI Portland ignored fires in their purview. 
Note: 97% of donations from the DOJ went to Hillary Rodman Clinton in the 
2016 election. (Adam Schiff is doing another hearing on October 15.) 


When you are over the target, one gets the most flack. 
Why is this group so despised by Democrats and Republicans? 
Are they setting fires, looting, rioting, and intimidating people in the streets?

Overall, an erosion of belief in fundamental pillars of society — political bodies 
— is seen in the present day. Columbia Journalism Review published a telling 
“Confidence” survey that shows the demoralization process being done to and 
on the American public. Only the military garnered a great deal of confidence, 
reflecting both a danger (coup potential, if turned) and opportunity (maintain 
order and stability).1776 


From Columbia Journalism Review: “This poll was conducted online by 
Reuters/Ipsos from December 7 to December 20 throughout the United 
States. It gathered responses from 4,214 adults, including 1,657 people who 
identified as Democrats and 1,505 who identified as Republicans. It has a 
“credibility interval,” a measure of the poll’s precision, of about 2 percentage 
points. Credibility interval = +/- 2% for total, +/- 3% for Democrats and 
Republicans, +/- 5% for Blacks and Hispanics.”1777 


The Columbia Journalism Review poll also confirmed the pending death of print newspapers 
and magazines and a remarkable shift to social and online media as sources of news. 
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A telling statistic gathered: “42% of Democrats believe the media does not 
have a partisan bias. Only 10% of Republicans believed the same.” 1778,1779,1780 


Those that “believe” most are the ones likely to be a part of professions 
involved in the psychological manipulation, control, and fantasies of media. 
They, likely as not, are gaslighting themselves — as they believe their own lies 
after telling them so much to others. The “useful idiots” of the subversion 
campaign will be “normalized” out of existence, as Yuri noted. As the 
totalitarian regime, they voted for and propagated, will have little use for their 
ideas, once the dictator achieves complete control.178 


The Republicans, are generally, individualists and skeptical still of what is told 
to them. Conservative acting because they value tradition, stability, and 
structures that have stood 200 years plus of existence in the U.S. Only a bitter 
(or potentially evil) person could think tearing down the past is such a 
wonderful idea. Rome was not built in a day; the Enlightenment didn’t happen 
overnight either.

After Destabilization, a Crisis will come. The length of the crisis — is 
considered short, if the demoralization and destabilization have been 
successfully achieved, this lasts six months.

Therefore, this is not a process that should have ever occurred in the 
Western States — Australia, Britain, Canada, France, Germany, and the United 
States, for largest examples, should be uniquely aware of the dangers of 
subversion.

In May 1962, Milgram experiments!784,1785, cited as “obedience in 
authority”!78°, gave one set of people the power to control electric shock, based 
on the respondents giving right or wrong answers. It allowed them to apply 
increasing voltages (up to 450V), while hearing the “shocked student” scream 
and beg them to not do so. But, being directed or commanded to apply the 
shock by the expert, the “teacher/shocker” eventually didn’t flinch to do as 
commanded, reflecting as Bernays presumed, quite rightly, “people are stupid 
and easily manipulated.”1787 


Milgram stated much the same conclusion: “A substantial proportion of 
people do what they are told to do, irrespective of the content of the act and 
without limitations of conscience, so long as they perceive that the command 
comes from a legitimate authority.” 


The shockers didn’t physically see the shocked person — as it was, obviously, 
not done either. But the screams of pain didn’t stop them from applying the 
shock. Variations in the experiment showed that dressing in street clothes, 
instead of wearing a lab coat, dropped obedience, on applying the shocks, 
from 62.5% to 20%. As Martha Stout, PhD in The Sociopath Next Door, wrote, 
“Packaging and perceptions are not everything, but evidently, they get pretty 
close (65).”1288 Again, Bernays could be just as easily cited here. 


Agency and Authority lay at the heart of hierarchical structures. 


On a much broader level, economics and freedom is defined by the liberal 
ability to choose work or occupation, make buying choices, and the fair 
expectation of rule of law (contractual enforcement and property protection in 
the economic arena). That the government has diffused powers to operate 
from the democratic selection of its leaders, where no one institution can use 
undue powers to force its hand. Freedom to plan one’s own life — within such a 
confine of agreed upon rules — comes from, as Hayek put it: “bearing the risks 
that freedom entails only if those risks are not prohibitively great.” 


People that expressed central planning is achievable, that optimized 
computing powers are nigh at hand, and there is enough “big data” or 
“algorithms” to determine what people’s wants, abilities, and circumstances 
are — without asking them — are forgetting (or ignoring conveniently) the very 
dark, instinctual natures all humans have. But, as if following Bernays’ 
concept as a game plan: “So the question naturally arose: If we understand the 


mechanism and motives of the group mind, is it not possible to control and 
regiment the masses according to our will without their knowing about it?”1789 


That was the foregone conclusion about state planning, manipulation and 
attempting socialism in 1930s. One can see the echoes 90 years hence. 
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The very power structures the “true believers” sought to destroy will inevitably 
reform — not as a gentle caretaker — but rather, harsh and brutal taskmasters, 
now held by the dictates of whomever happened to rise up to its pinnacle. 
Such power, as in Milgram, is very easy to abuse, and brought to the fore very 
extreme presentations of humanity’s abuse. (Power corrupts. Absolute power 
corrupts absolutely.) 


Friedrich A. Hayek wrote The Road to Serfdom'z2, published in 1944, as a 
compelling argument against such Socialists forces in Italy, Germany, Russia, 
Great Britain, the USA and Japan, among others. Each of these countries 
established some level of market interventionism (some more pronounced, 
and radicalized, with more ideological elements — the human abuses 
described) or central planning that was “sold” as “effective.”1791 


These forces germinated for a period over 70 years starting with Otto von 
Bismarck and the 1st modern welfare state. The Fabians‘792 (George Bernard 
Shaw, Sydney & Beatrice Webb) existed to push similar ideas in Great Britain 
(through its Labour Party) by 1900. 


The Webbs visited the Socialist Soviet Union in the 1930s — returning to 
publish Soviet Communism: A New Civilization? (1935)-— at the height of 
Stalin’s Terror. The Webbs dropped the question mark in their 2"¢ edition in 
1937, getting a plug from British economist John Maynard Keynes, a rival of 
Hayek’s.1793 (Picture above from Fabian Society Wikipedia. )1224 


Hayek in Serfdom, noted this interconnection, from his first-hand interaction 
with the dark forces seen in both interlopers: “It is significant that this 
abandonment of liberalism, whether expressed as socialism in its more radical 
form or merely as ‘organization’ or ‘planning’, was perfected in Germany. 
During the last quarter of the nineteenth century and the first quarter of the 
twentieth, Germany moved far ahead in both the theory and the practice of 
socialism, so that even today Russian discussion largely carries on where the 
Germans left off. The Germans, long before the Nazis, were attacking 
liberalism and democracy, capitalism, and individualism.”2295 


Germany, under Hitler, aggressively followed the Italian Fascist model — a 
corporatism control of planning — ramping up their war machine, nationalist 
propaganda, confiscation of property and eradication of Jews. 


Echoes of corporatism pervade the recent COVID-19 shift to “essential 
workers” that included only the largest most widely held stocks in the U.S. and 
abroad. Meanwhile, the small shops, the salons, the restauranteur, the local 
machine shop was restricted right out of business. The Leftist mayors and 
governors arrested gym owners and salon operators out of spite.

Hayek again, laid out the subtle mechanisms of the Socialist cum Fascist 
model, as being an all-encompassing consumption of a person into an 
ideological driven purpose, starting from an early age: 


“The idea of a political party which embraces all activities of the individual 
from the cradle to the grave, which claims to guide his views on everything, 
was first put into practice by the socialists. It was not the fascists but the 
socialists who began to collect children at the tenderest age into political 
organization to direct their thinking. It was not the fascists but the socialists 
who first thought of organizing sports and games, football and hiking, in 
party clubs where the members would not be infected by other views. It was 
the socialists who first insisted that the party member should distinguish 
himself from others by the modes of greeting and the forms of address. It 


was they who, by their organization of ‘cells’ and devices for the permanent 
supervision of private life, created the prototype of the totalitarian party. 


By the time Hitler came to power, liberalism was dead in Germany. And it 
was socialism that had killed it.”122° [My emphasis added. | 


This march by Nazi Germany got a plug via abdicating British monarch, 
Edward VIII‘797 and his divorcee wife, Wallis Simpson (who’d slept with 
Joachim von Ribbentrop).1798, 1799 Little wonder, they were exiled quickly. 


KGB defector Ladislav Bittman, in his book, noted further evils from alliances 
of convenience, “The situation changed when the United States officially 
recognized the Soviet Union in 1934...the growing threat of Nazi Germany and 
a worldwide campaign inspired by the Communist International for a united 
front against fascism helped open the door...for Soviet intelligence.” 


Such intelligence promulgated into substantial U.S. government positions, 
and produced: Alger Hiss, Victor Perlo, Noel Field, Jack Soble, and the 
Rosenbergs, among the well-known spy names in U.S. history. Recently, it was 
found the source of the “Steele Dossier” was a Russian agent. The FBI had 
labeled that source of intel since 2009. 


The socialist-communist concept infected high positions of power across the 
world, even when for a “greater good.” The United States appointed General 
Motors CEO, William S. Knudsen, Director of Production, Office of the 
Undersecretary of War in 194018°°, ostensibly to direct planning of all war 
implements. (Henry Ford was also asked.) War rationing was felt in the U.S. 
and UK economies, while other national powers, were more impacted, with 
personal restrictions the rule, not any exception. 


Atrocities were rampant in Germany, most notably — but were not isolated to 
just Germany. The Soviets were equally brutal from the top on down. They had 
the longest experiences with a dictated socialism — allowing peasants to keep 
their lands at the outset of the 1917 implementation of socialism through the 
Communist party.!8° While later, destroying family concepts and private 
property by incremental turn-of-the-screws by the late 1920s. 


Stephen Kotkin, author and expert on Stalin and his regime, noted, in a long 
passage: 


“[H]e had a lot of urban activists, people who were young. In many cases 
part of the regime or wanted to be part of the regime and wanted to build a 
new world and were impatient that that new world should happen as soon 


as possible. [Stalin sent] a lot of these urban activists out to the countryside 
to become the kind of tip of the spear as it were, to force these issues. 


The other thing he [Stalin] did was to instigate class warfare. Something 
called a kulak, which is a derogatory term that they used for better off 
peasants. Stalin introduced quotas for kulaks, rich peasants in each village, 
and those kulaks would be subject either to execution on the spot, summary 
execution or deportation internally to frozen wastes. If there was a village of 
100 people, and Stalin would say we want 25 kulaks, well what was a kulak 
on the ground? 


The answer was, what if you have two cows? What if you have three cows? 
Do you need to have four cows? They debated this. The answer was, you had 
25 kulaks or you yourself could be subject to deportation. They had to find 
25, no matter how many cows they had. This was very divisive and people 
tried to defend and protect their own families. They didn't want to fall 
under the knife, under the deportation or the execution. They began to 
finger their neighbors and others as the kulaks.”18°2 


Starvation totals reached five to seven million and around 50% of the 
population were malnourished during the installation of the first five-year 
plan (1928-1933) under Stalin. 


Hayek wrote, tellingly, about the above Soviet experiment, in 1944: 


“Our generation has forgotten that the system of private property is the 
most important guarantee of freedom. It is only because the control of the 
means of production is divided among many people acting independently 
that we as individuals can decide what to do with ourselves. When all the 
means of production are vested in a single hand, whether it be nominally 
that of ‘society’ as a whole or that of a dictator, whoever exercises this 
control has complete power over us. 


In the hands of private individuals, what is called economic power can be an 
instrument of coercion, but it is never control over the whole life of a 
person. But when economic power is centralized as an instrument of 
political power it creates a degree of dependence scarcely distinguishable 
from slavery. It has been well said that, in a country where the sole 
employer is the state, opposition means death by slow starvation.” 18°3 


In short, the turning over of one’s agency to their authorities — seeking to 
delegate out their individual responsibilities, was not just some random 


feature, but a hallmark signature of Socialist policies. Greater benevolence in 
the US and UK socialism-lite versions is due more to the English traditions of 
law and individualism, than the Socialist policies ever working there to 
anyone’s benefit. (Running out of other people’s money will happen.) 


The German, Soviet, Italian, and Japanese outcomes — pervasive targeting of 
peoples, destroying wealth, lives, and wills on a march later to World War II 
that costed more than 50 million lives — should be the learnable lesson of any 
abdication of one’s freedom to a nebulous bureaucrat or his academically- 
trained handler: The Self-Proclaimed Benevolent Dictator. 


Bernays cited the problem clearly in Propaganda: 


“There are invisible rulers who control the destinies of millions. It is not 
generally realized to what extent the words and actions of our most 
influential public men are dictated by shrewd persons operating behind the 
scenes. Nor, what is still more important, the extent to which our thoughts 
and habits are modified by authorities.”18°4 


While it is not always a life of greatest enjoyment or optimal feeling of value, 
there are much worse fates. Those fates have been achieved through the 
propaganda of selling you on your permanent slavery at the behest of a 
powerfully charming, and yet controlling person, who claims to know what is 
best for you in all matters of life.185 


That person, may too, be, just a slave. 


But may have the knowledge of knowing it.

Infiltrate the press. 
Gain control of key positions in radio, TV, and motion pictures. 


Continue discrediting American culture by degrading all forms of artistic 
expression. An American Communist cell was told to "eliminate all good 
sculpture from parks and buildings, substitute shapeless, awkward and 
meaningless forms." 


Control art critics and directors of art museums. "Our plan is to promote 
ugliness, repulsive, meaningless art.” 


Eliminate all laws governing obscenity by calling them "censorship" and a 
violation of free speech and free press. 


Break down cultural standards of morality by promoting pornography and 
obscenity in books, magazines, motion pictures, radio, and TV. 


Present homosexuality, degeneracy, and promiscuity as "normal, natural, and 
healthy."

Discredit the Bible and emphasize the need for intellectual maturity which 
does not need a "religious crutch.”

Support any socialist movement to give centralized control over any part of 
the culture--education, social agencies, welfare programs, mental health 
clinics, etc. 

Eliminate all laws or procedures, which interfere with the operation of the 
Communist apparatus. 


Discredit and eventually dismantle the FBI. 
Infiltrate and gain control of more unions. 


Infiltrate and gain control of big business. 


Transfer some of the powers of arrest from the police to social agencies. Treat 
all behavioral problems as psychiatric disorders which no one but 
psychiatrists can understand [or treat]. 


Dominate the psychiatric profession and use mental health laws as a means of 
gaining coercive control over those who oppose Communist goals. 


Discredit the family as an institution. Encourage promiscuity and easy 
divorce. 


Emphasize the need to raise children away from the negative influence of 
parents. Attribute prejudices, mental blocks and retarding of children to 
suppressive influence of parents.

CREDIT SYSTEM 


It's been dubbed the most ambitious experi- 
ment in digital social control ever undertaken. 
The Chinese government plans to launch its 
Social Credit System nationally by 2020. 


WHAT'S THE AIM? 


The system intends to monitor, rate 
and regulate the financial, social, 
moral and, possibly, political behav- 
ior of China's citizens - and also the 
country’s companies - via a system 
of punishments and rewards. The 
stated aim is to “provide the 
trustworthy with benefits and 
discipline the untrustworthy.” 


The Chinese government considers 
the system an important tool to steer 
China’s economy and to govern 
society. There is still much specula- 
tion about how the final system will 
actually function. Details in this 
chart are based on pilot schemes and 
plausible expert expectations. 


HOW DOES IT WORK? 


Each citizen is expected to be givena 
social credit score that will increase 
or decrease depending on whether 
the subject's social behavior is 
acceptable. 


The system is expected to draw on 
huge amounts of data about each 
and every individual, gathered from 
traditional sources - such as 
financial, criminal and government 
records and existing data from 
registry offices or school officials - 
along with digital sources. The latter 
include data collected on the 
Internet, such as the subject's search 
history, shopping preferences on 
e-commerce sites and interactions 
on social media. 


Moreover, the system could also rely 
on information obtained through 
video surveillance systems with help 
from facial recognition technology.

The above graphic is why the struggle between Capitalism and Socialism is 
won at the ballot box. The current Democratic leadership in Congress actively 
courted “socialist ideas”, free healthcare, college, and the Green New Deal, as 
ways to appeal to the untapped socialist voter.

This was developed by Northwestern University professor, Barnor Hesse. 


So, the overall purpose here: to make divisions through Marxist means using 
race and culture in that schism is now at the heart of the U.S. educational 
system.

No better way to reflect the march to mediocrity than the college board test: 
the SAT. The number of changes to the SAT (or ACT) would be a book long 
endeavor. The best site the author found to summarize wholesale changes is 
here. 


Among the tidbits, multiple times has this test’s content been contorted and 
revised, question types weighted differently, and heavily promoted to capture 
all students, including many teenagers that would not be attending colleges at 
all. Or as the College Board, in the 1970s, determined, “an independent study 
of the decline found that most (up to about 75%) of the test decline in the 
1960s could be explained by compositional changes in the group of students 
taking the test; however, only about 25 percent of the 1970s decrease in test 
scores could similarly be explained.”1815 
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From 1952, when only 95,500 tested on the SAT, until it reached 1.163 million 
in 1963-64, the mean scores on the test remained stable in both Verbal and 
Math portions.1816 From 1963 to 1977, the decline in Verbal scores was from 
478 to 429. While Mathematics declined from 502 (a peak), down to 470 
(page 13). (A further analysis: This was published by Taki’s Magazine who 
inserted the historical composite graphic from Unsilenced Science.) 


In the mid-1980s, composite scores were on the rise as Kaplan and other 
services helped teenagers learn the art of test taking. Practice examinations 
prepared the college-bound student. The ACT, the lesser sister of the SAT, put 
out its first sample test in 1985. And since scoring well likely also meant 
admission to more selective schools (with bigger price tags and “potential” to 
land illustrious positions thereafter), the rationale to score well was justified. 
This was marketing at its finest. Government-backed educational loan 
markets flourished. 


By 1994, the entire test went through an enormous makeover. In 1995, the 
scoring rationale was revisited, which raised scores to meet the historical 
levels seen. (The path: modify the test, presume it is acceptable, then 
immediately skew the data upwards. Hides a bunch of flaws, if made.) 


This is captured more tellingly here from 1990: “In this year, ten students out 
of 1.2 million test takers (roughly one in 120,000 students) get perfect scores 
of 1600 on the SAT.” Then, only a few years later: “Starting with the April, 
1995, SAT test, students can miss as many as four questions and still get a 
perfect 1600. In 1994, 25 students got perfect scores out of about 1.25 million 
(about 1 in 50,000 students). The first recentered SAT in April has 137 perfect 
scores out of about 200,000 test takers (about 1 in 1,400 students ).”1817 


In 2005, the score was segmented into 3 parts, moving the perfect score to 
2400. In 2014, the scoring went back to 1600. Testing included “extended- 
time” for those that asked, or were given, that option. Online testing is added 
into the mix. Mandatory taking of the test is added state by state. 


It appears the latest batch of changes have only destroyed the motivations of 
the test takers aside from one group: Asian-identified persons. Likely, as 
anything, discussed, these kids are taught to succeed, are highly motivated by 
their parents, who stay together in marriage, and the stereotype has been 
“conscientious” for many generations, regarding people from the Far East. 


But that begs the question: what is happening to the other teenagers? Who is 
teaching them reading, writing, and mathematics? Is it any wonder these same 
souls are upset, in debt, and now, rioting in the streets? 


The answers may shock people. Look at who teaches your kids. What is their 
political makeup?

Law has avoided precedent, recently, legislating from the bench.1®!8 Recent

The imperative to contort the election process came conveniently with the 
COVID-19 crisis.

The U.S., with Joe Biden, John Kerry, Victoria Nuland and others running 
point on operations in Ukraine, came at odds with both the European Union 
and Russia.

Ukraine as one in which the Ukrainians cannot be expected by any parties to 'choose between’ Russia 
and the West. Obama has been saying that zero sum choice would be deadly and deeply divide 
Ukraine. Obama is right. So he needs to maintain that rhetoric more loudly than ever - and 
communicate to Putin and Russia that we don't want Ukraine to divorce itself from Russia, and will 
encourage the Ukrainian legislature to understand that... 


Secondly, Obama needs to consult with leaders in both chambers of Congress privately — in the WH — 
and underscore how serious Russia's moves are, that they threaten to bring back a Cold War-like 
division of interests. To do nothing would be mistake, but so too would only responding militarily. What 
Obama needs to show as a demonstration of strength is a willingness to quickly marshall US and 
European economic aid and loan guarantees to Ukraine -- to tether ourselves to them. Russia was 


going to provide $15 billion in support and has now withdrawn it. We should step up to the plate, with 
Europe, and invite Russia to be part of the pkg. If Russia won't then proceed alone (but to put in scale, 
our aid proposals to Egypt were about $1 bill in cash and $1 bill in loan guarantees; so this would be 
large — and Obama needs Congressional leaders to understand that this is really important).

The Balding Report came from Typhoon Investigations and was posted to 
Albert Marko’s blog which is focused on politics and economics.

He 
assisted and/or complied the writing, citing a source called “Aspen” that he 
knew. The report’s first draft came out in September. As did the discussion of 
Hunter Biden’s hard drive by late September.

I nave to go to Houston with Beau tmrw for MD Anderson check up. Some thoughts after doing 
some research. And some further thoughts on organization going forward. 


1. Poroshenko appears to be the likely next President. Determining our teams relationship with 
him is important. He is credible with the west and by all accounts a true reformer (by Uk 
standards). 

2. Some sort of decentralization will likely occur in the East. If it doesn't the Russians will 
continue to escalate there destabilization campaign, which could lead to a full scale take over 
of the eastern region most critically Donetsk. The strategic value is to create a land bridge for 
RU to Crimea. 

3. That won't directly affect Burisma holdings but it will limit future Uk exploration and utilization 
of offshore opportunities in particular. 

4. It will also result in further destabilization of Uk nationally and for whatever govt is in power. 
And the US will respond with even stronger sanctions. Those sanctions will threaten the 
tenuous support of the EU which does not have the political will to incur steep energy price 
increases. 

5. Which will result in further price increases on RU gas to the Uk. 

6. The IMF loan guarantees will allow the Uks to weather the economic impact, but the required 
reforms to Uk public subsidies will weaken the new President. 

7. There will be enormous pressure on Burisma to lower prices for the national good. Even if 
the company takes a hit in profits it would seem imprudent to raise prices in convert with RU 
price gouging. 

8. Burisma has an opportunity here to play the hero if it ignores the artificial market value of 
their product and plays to the national interest. 

9. Kazakstan could play a pivotal role by providing gas at rates lower than what the RUs are 
asking but | doubt they would want to poke the Bear.

14. And it is the moment (btw now and Elections) that he needs to weather. If he is seen as 
unfairly profiting from the RU induced price spike things could turn against him fast. 

15. The Burisma website or press releases should talk about how Burisma as the largest 
independent is committed to supplying Uk industry with as much power at a fair price as 
possible during this crisis with an emphasis on utilizing the best technologies and world class 
team to ensure increased production and domestic delivery post haste. 

16. We can actually be of real value here. Developing relationships, bringing US expertise to 
the company, supplying strategic advice on politics and geopolitical risk assesment. 

17. BSF can actually have direct discussions at state, energy and NSC. They can devise a 
media plan and arrange for legal protections and mitigate US domestic negative press 
regarding the current leadership if need be.

This could be the break we have been waiting for if they really are smart enough to understand 
our long term value. If they are looking to just use us until the storm passes then we risked far 
too much for far too little. We could be invaluable in expanding their operations outside Uk by 
promoting their US partnerships and expertise- whether that's China, Mexico, other parts of the 
Black Sea, Poland etc... 


Finally, we need to have a plan on how we develop a corporate entity or LLP that allows us to 
draw on funds generated here to free us from existing (under-producing current commitments) 
and to build our own investment and expansion strategy.

IF MCCABE’S CONFIDANTE was Lisa Page, hers was Peter Strzok. The two 
communicated constantly, most often by text message, which over the 
period from August 2015 until the messages abruptly stopped in June 
2017, numbered in the tens of thousands. 

Few outside the FBI knew anything about Strzok, which was how he 
preferred it. But at the moment Comey was fired, Strzok was arguably 
the single most important agent in the bureau: he was the lead or co-lead 
investigator for both the Clinton email investigation and the Russian 
interference in the presidential election, a testament to the extraordinary 
confidence his superiors placed in him. 

Since joining the FBI in 1996 after serving as an army field artillery 
officer, Strzok had emerged as one of the bureau's top espionage and 
counterintelligence officers, someone who could be trusted with the most 
sensitive cases. It was Strzok who had located a rental car used by three 
of the September 11 terrorists. He embodied the clean-cut, fit ethos of the 
bureau, coupled with a keen intelligence and soft-spoken manner that 
belied a tough investigator. 

No one was more steeped in the details of the Russia investigation 
than Strzok. Deeply suspicious of Russian intentions, Strzok considered 
Russia the greatest global threat to American security, implacably hostile 
to the democracy and freedom America stood for. Even the possibility 
that Russia had penetrated an American presidential campaign was a 
threat of the gravest magnitude. 


But Trump s decision to fire Comey

Far from ending Trump’s travails with law enforcement, as Trump 
had hoped and expected, his decision to fire Comey led directly to the 
appointment of Robert Mueller as an independent special counsel and 
caused the FBI to open a formal investigation into the president himself. 


Stewart is building up suspense and the reputations of the Comey, McCabe, 
Page and Strzok. Comey as the diversity builder; McCabe the dutiful assistant; 
Page the tenacious soccer mom with a badge; and Strzok, the diligent warrior 


against all enemies, foreign and domestic. This fight against all-powerful 
Trump thus ensues. It is quite a convincing narrative to open with to properly 
engage an audience that likely, as not, detested Trump. 


As the opening of this book and evidence has shown thereafter, these things 
are not quite the FBI droids you are looking for. Rather, the machinates of 
Page-Strzok planning started as early as December 2015, and on through the 
summer of 2016 with the Steele Dossier, the eager spreading of pee tape 
rumors; and then, the early January White House meeting to hijack Trump 
right from the start. Star Wars references notwithstanding The FBI Empire 
Strzok Back against the feeble rebels: Donald Trump’s administration. 


But for Stewart’s part in writing, one has to assess his background. He grew up 
in Quincy, Illinois, graduated from DePauw (’73) in Greencastle, Indiana (a 
town the author started off his mediocre engineering career in 1996).

(He is a non- 
voting trustee at DePauw.) 


This is not to indict his choices: but rather, to confirm that whatever his 
positioning on Trump was, or ended in, a blowhard interloping on a sacred 
office he did not deserve, or a Russian-controlled treason-maker, Stewart 
certainly gave the FBI passes on their behaviors prior to Trump ever swearing 
an oath to the office from just those opening snippets. 


Moreover, Stewart knew Trump’s opponent very well: Hillary Clinton from his 
writing of Blood Sport. 


This author did not give Mr. Stewart’s book a full viewing. Others more 
accommodating to Mr. Stewart’s tomb thought it “unbiased.”1941 However, an 
opposing viewpoint does exist that purchased this book and has also read his 
works in the past.

James B. Stewart is one of my favorite journalists. Thirty years ago, he won a Pulitzer Prize for a book, 'Den of Thieves’, in which he dispassionately chronicled the rise and fall of 
Michael Milken (remember him?). So it was with some excitement | noticed he had put out a book entitled ‘Deep State’ , which | hoped would be the same dispassionate 
reporting on the current controversies as 'Den of Thieves’.

Epstein kept up appearances well. He funded The Edge Foundation founded 
by John Brockman.19!6 The think tank/foundation has hundreds if not 
thousands contributors, including Bill Gates and as Jeffrey Epstein referenced 
on his website (in 2013): Karry Mullis. (Epstein has been scrubbed though.) 


Epstein had another website dedicated to New York. There, in April 2013, the 
site was promoting charter schools. But also, his connections to the rich and 
powerful as a snippet below will illuminate. His connections to Harvard — 
through a $30 million dollar donation — was used in each iteration of publicity 
to give him validity, building an aura of respectability in spite of his conviction 
for sexual predation.1%7 (He provided Bill Clinton advice on starting a Health 
Initiative in the mid-2000s. This after two dozen flights to Epstein’s Island.) 


The rabbit hole on Epstein goes much further and is beyond the scope of this 
book. Nevertheless, he was involved in “cutting edge” research, including the 
Open Cog Foundation, founded by Ben Goertzel, PhD1918 with an artificial 
intelligence mission.1919 (Such research has borne fruit: Sophia.192°) 


Gates continued talking to Epstein well into 2013, in particular, discussing 
“Schrodinger,” as mentioned above.

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But Clarke is not alone; nor is she the most vituperative lady added to this 
division. In February 2021, Pamela Karlan (Stanford) was appointed to the 
same Civil Rights division.193° She appeared at the Ukrainian impeachment to 
critique and giddily oppose’93! Donald Trump. She later sat on Facebook’s 
oversight board?932 that assisted, according to! , in the managing of 
information throughout the 2020 election cycle. 


This tidbit from Time lays out an intertwining timeline that occurred

Schmidt among a who’s who of Democrat political operatives and former

According to Politico on February 6th: “Karlan had earlier gone on leave from 
her position with Facebook to volunteer for Joe Biden’s transition team, 
Taylor said, and had no involvement in any of the cases the group has already

To backtrack, one highly suspects her testimony 1935 given in December 2019 
to buttress a morally bankrupt Joe Biden and his son’s kickbacks from 
Ukraine aided in her recent DOJ appointment.

As Bloomberg continued on, the story gets more telling: 


“During the decade-long U.S. heroin epidemic, Avantor has cultivated a 
remarkable line of business: selling acetic anhydride across Mexico in 
containers that are big enough to make lucrative quantities of illegal 
narcotics but small enough to load into the trunk of a car. Sales come via a 
network of distributors, online sellers, and stores spread across the country. 


Without the right chemicals, it’s impossible for cartels to make two drugs 
that are plaguing America: heroin and methamphetamine. Avantor is one of 
a handful of U.S. companies that supply the legal market for those 
chemicals in Mexico—a market the cartels have had little trouble tapping to 
make narcotics on a massive scale, a Bloomberg Businessweek investigation 
has found.”1942 


Vanita, of course, cared very much about the American people. While working 
for the ACLU in their racial justice program, she obtained settlements for 
immigrant children detained at Texas prison, according to the ACLU 

website. 1943 Her father’s company though has the advantage of working 
outside of the U.S. as the Bloomberg reporters locked on to the key method of 
keeping the drugs flowing while pretending to care about people’s lives: 


“Easy access to drugmaking chemicals for narcos in Mexico appears to be 
facilitated, in part, by a lack of outside oversight. International and U.S. 
drug laws regulate the trade worldwide, but their reach often ends at the 
Mexican border for local subsidiaries of American companies. International 
narcotics authorities can interdict sales between nations, but not within 
them. In the U.S. the companies operate under tough U.S. drug laws, which 
charge them with ensuring their chemicals aren’t being diverted to make 
narcotics. If they fail, the U.S. Department of Justice has broad authority to 
shut down their American operations or charge them criminally. But that 
oversight doesn’t apply when the companies make and sell those chemicals 
inside Mexico rather than shipping them there from the U.S.”1944

In 2019, prior to a public offering by owners New Mountain Capital and 
Goldman Sachs, a former executive noted increased sales in Mexico were 
eagerly sought to juice up Avantor.

On October 9, 2020, Nancy Pelosi brought forth a create a commission for 
removal of a sitting President tied to the U.S. Constitution’s 25 amendment, 
citing his COVID diagnosis.1948 The 25 amendment states in Section 4:

by law provide, transmit within four days to the President pro tempore of 
the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives their written 
declaration that the President is unable to discharge the powers and duties 
of his office. Thereupon Congress shall decide the issue, assembling within 
forty-eight hours for that purpose if not in session. If the Congress, within 
twenty-one days after receipt of the latter written declaration, or, if 
Congress is not in session, within twenty-one days after Congress is 
required to assemble, determines by two-thirds vote of both Houses that 
the President is unable to discharge the powers and duties of his office, the 
Vice President shall continue to discharge the same as Acting President; 


office.”1949 [My highlights and emphasis added. ] 


The broaching of this topic had everything to do with Joe Biden, and not 
Donald Trump, as it will likely turn out.

More desperately, over the summer of 2020, a paper was released called the 
Transition Integrity Project.1953 The group behind this election hypothetical 
included Clinton heavyweights — John Podesta and Donna Brazile — and 
former head the Republican National Committee, Michael Steele, and 
journalist William Kristol (co-founder with Robert Kagan of New American 
Century). The stated reasons for the strategy plan for our U.S. Elections: 


“In June 2020, the Transition Integrity Project (TIP) convened a bipartisan 
group of over 100 current and former senior government and campaign 


leaders and other experts in a series of 2020 election crisis scenario 
planning exercises. The results of all four table-top exercises were alarming. 
We assess with a high degree of likelihood that November’s elections will be 
marked by a chaotic legal and political landscape. We also assess that the 
President Trump is likely to contest the result by both legal and extra-legal 
means, in an attempt to hold onto power.”1954 


Who started the chaotic legal landscape? The ACLU has filed nearly 400 
lawsuits in an August 6, 2020 article from ABC 55, regarding voting, 
immigration, and the census, on which elections are based, among other 
things. The Washington Times reported on October 25, “Hundreds of lawsuits 
move through the courts,”95° as, “Democrats are generally pushing for the 
widest voting possible, demanding mail-balloting, extended windows to cast 
and count those ballots and fewer fraud checks such as signature-matching or 
witnesses to verify that ballots are cast legitimately.” 


Republicans have responded too, with The Times noting, “Former House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich took to Twitter on Friday to complain about the state 
of affairs in Pennsylvania voting. ‘Pennsylvania Democrats are methodically 
changing the rules so they can steal the election. It is amazingly open, 
dishonest, ruthless and will work unless the state (especially Philadelphia) is 
flooded with law enforcement.’” 1957 


This is a classic case of blaming Trump for what this group of bipartisan 
leaders are doing preemptively to further chaos along in an already 
“intentionally” chaotic year. 


But this was just act one. The report continued, noting historical impacts of 
2000 and the 1876 election (whereby, these 100 plus leaders insert their 
opinion(1): “resulted in a century of Jim Crow, leaving deep wounds that are 
far from healed today.”) These wounds are due to picking at them again and 
again for political exploitation of a community. The “experts” value race at 
election time. Moreover, their policies only invest in community indebtedness 
to them (welfare dependency) and not in garnering assets (education, 
entrepreneurial aspirations, investments at and in birth). But one is straying 
here. 


Their bullet points, notice language, and emphasis, on Trump: 


1. Concept of election night is no longer accurate and indeed is 
dangerous. 


“This period of uncertainty provides opportunities for an unscrupulous 
candidate to cast doubt on the legitimacy of the process and to set up an 
unprecedented assault on the outcome.” 

2. Determined campaign has opportunity to contest the election 
January. 

“We assess that there is a chance the president will attempt to convince 
legislatures and/or governors to take actions — including illegal actions — 
to defy the popular vote. Federal laws provide little guidance for how 
Congress should resolve irregularities when they convene in a Joint 
Session on January 6, 2021. Of particular concern is how the military 
would respond in the context of uncertain election results.” 

3. Administrative transition process itself may be highly disrupted. 
“Participants in our exercises of all backgrounds and ideologies believed 
that Trump would prioritize personal gain and self-protection over 
ensuring an orderly administrative handoff to his successor. Trump may 


use pardons to thwart future criminal prosecution, arrange business deals 
with foreign governments that benefit him financially, attempt to bribe 
and silence associates, declassify sensitive documents, and attempt to 
divert federal funds to his own businesses.” 

4. Plan for a contested election. 
“If there is a crisis, events will unfold quickly, and sleep-deprived 
leaders will be asked to make consequential decisions quickly. Thinking 
through options now will help to ensure better decisions. Approach this as 
a political battle, not just a legal battle. In the event of electoral 
contestation, sustained political mobilization will likely be crucial...” 

5. Focus on readiness in the states, providing “political support” for 
a complete and accurate count. 
“Governors, Secretaries of State, Attorneys General and Legislatures can 
communicate and reinforce laws and norms and be ready to confront 
irregularities...” 

6. Address the biggest threats head on: lies about “voter fraud” and 
escalating violence. 
“Voting fraud is virtually non-existent, but Trump lies about it to create a 
narrative designed to politically mobilize his base and to create the basis 
for contesting the results should he lose.” 


7. Anticipate a rocky administrative transition. 


“Transition teams will likely need to do two things simultaneously: defend 


against Trump’s reckless actions on his way out of office; and find creative 


solutions to ensure landing teams are able to access the information...” 


This reflects the thinking of one Hillary Rodham Clinton. She is not divorced 
from this situation. She, not, Joe Biden was selected in 2016 to succeed 
Obama. 


First point, calling it dangerous to have results in an age where we have 
technocrats wanting (and can) instantly trace your whereabouts? It has never 
been impossible to get election results. And states have laws on recounts when 
the differentials are within a certain percentage point. To call it dangerous, is 
to create the emotional platform (Soros or Bernays technique) to rile up a mob 
of people. That is the danger. Uncertainty creates fears — exploitable. 


Second point, defy popular vote? Echoes the current radical departure from 
the strict design of the electoral college. 2016 was decided by a handful of 
states with substantial margins, while California was overwhelmingly decided 
in favor of Clinton, where she ran up a huge vote differential. The introduction 
of “military” is a serious breach of the Constitutional norms. 


The Trump administration was hijacked by these same subversive players.

Third point, paints Trump as a money hungry man (billionaire) who suddenly 
has access to the U.S. Treasury without any checks on it. It is one of the most 
preposterous statements in this document. Foreign deals of any monetary 
value still need Congressional approval that is hardly done in a time of chaos. 
The pardons are a part of his power as President until he is no longer at noon 
on January 20, 2021, under this scenario. This demeaning of the Presidency 
tact — by persons we know cheat (Brazile) in elections — is quite telling. 


Point four, is Yuri Bezmenov’s 4 stage plan: Demoralization, Destabilization, 
Crisis, and Normalization. 2020 was the “crisis” of the West. 


Point five, echoed the sentiments of Stalin. “I don’t care who votes. I care who 
counts the votes.” Political support is a nice term for saying, “our people.” 


Point six, voting fraud exists and is widespread. Even Democrats, Jerry 
Nadler, in 2004, noted that on C-Span, “paper ballots are extremely 


susceptible to fraud.”196° Which has not apparently improved much even with 
technology. The 2020 Iowa Caucus saw the use of a new application 
(Shadow)?9°! that had issues, tabulating, and other conflicts of interest. 


So, when determining that fraud does not exist, or as stories in early voting 
(Pennsylvania’9®2, Minnesota,1963 Texas1964 Michigan’9° ) showed that it 
assuredly does exist, this point becomes quite the canard by these “bipartisan 
experts.” 


The Post Millennial posted on October 31°, that Broward County (Florida) 
found “50 new voter applications recently set to them were for people who in 
actuality are recently deceased. Steve Vancore, a spokesperson for the 
Supervisor of Elections confirms.”19° In the 2000 Election, this county was 
ground zero, among others, for the election recount dilemma, and the ultimate 
5-4 Supreme Court decision. In another story, in Kentucky, DeShawn Bojgere 
is facing federal charges as a former U.S. Post Service employee that threw 
away mail, including more than 100 absentee mail-in ballots in mid- 
October.19°7 


The desire to have integrity in elections would be much more attainable with 
in-person, identification verification for citizens over eighteen. Remember: 
these same technocrats have no problem with universal enforcement of a 
“vaccine certificate” to do any in your life: travel, job, entry into a building. But 
switch to the other end of the spectrum, in eagerly promoting mass mail-in 
voting.

The same sorts of actors appeared too on the “technology” side of the big steal

The Laches concept ties to lack of diligence or “out of time” as Lexis Nexis 
writer Deirdre R. Wheatley-Liss wrote in 2012. The elements: “knowledge of a 
claim, unreasonable delay, neglect, which taken together hurt the 
opponent.”1989 


For this election example, timeliness of fraud. The moving party (Trump) 
could not reasonably foresee fraud, or that attempt, whether civil or criminal. 
The action or crime must occur before one can have a claim to raise. (Ripeness 
of a case, not anticipating of it, would have to apply to it.) 


Unreasonable delay. This election cycle is approximately 12-18 months in 
total. Georgia, for example, did not approve Dominion Voting Systems for 
usage until summer 2019. A piece by PBS in October was aired regarding their 
use in Georgia. 


Wisconsin has tight laws on shelter-in-place and casting ballots by mail-in. It 
appears that mail-in ballots at 3:42 am (4:42 EST) was all it took for Biden. 
Yet, this does not warrant review? 


The election had mail-in ballots weeks before the election. In Pennsylvania, 
accepting of votes past the date of election, using the postmark as a method, 
even as SCOTUS judge (Alito) issued an order to segregate those ballots. To 
this day, no one will know if that order was carried out acceptably. 


Criminals rarely stop their crimes because an order from a judge is issued. 


Even in the state of Pennsylvania, where Laches was used, Act 77 was the law 
in play. But that law was not finally executed by the will of the Pennsylvania 
voters. Therefore, the means to apply mail-in ballots were errant. The PA 
Supreme Court thought the claim rests on what the outcome was (cheating or 
not cheating) not what law of the state should be at the moment of election. 


The primaries also ran under the misuse of the law at the moment. But that 
was neither raised by either major party. No case brought does not make this 
instant cause less viable or neglected. As the country was put into a “national 
emergency’ mode, one can surmise, the courts may have been open, but 
limited access. (Or as Ball noted, coordinated efforts were made by them.) 


Again, the issue was not raised — and one has to wonder how useful a defense 
it is to expect one to know frauds will occur under the cover of a pandemic. 
And what part court(s) would play into that — irrespective of their party 
affiliation. 


Of course, if the courts were open to the framing of the Plaintiff's arguments, 
this would be moot. The system would work to hear out such claims. 


Instead, these various courts dismissed quickly, ignored the complaints, 
affidavits, and expert analysis on Dominion, or mail-in, and video evidence to 
frauds.

Dominion is just the latest in a long line of technology-tied ballot systems

Trump may have hoped that Barr was an honest character. But Barr’s CIA 
background (groomed in the 1970s under Bush), his 1991 AG appointment by 
Bush, his donor and work history ever since the 1980s, proved he is neck deep 
in swamp coverups. Barr twisted the knife in on the 2020 election in an Axios 
piece (who cited the AP): “there was no widespread fraud.”1992 


Axios Jonathan Swain wrote a key reflection point: “The relationship between 
the president and his attorney general was arguably the most consequential in 
Trump's Cabinet.

Even his admirers within the administration told me that 
the chaos I was experiencing was par for the course for four years. Being 
President is not a branding exercise, and the management style one might 
take in approaching a branding exercise is not right for trying to run an 
administration. President Trump fancies himself intuitive, not needing to 
do heavy homework (of, saying, reading his full PDB). In this case, that 
resulted in him not understanding his full powers or the varieties of courses 
of action that were available to him. He left the details in the hands of 
personnel, but his personnel choices were terrible. 

Until he was elected President, Donald Trump had never spent one night in 
DC. Based on all [that] I observed, my guess is that the day Donald Trump 
fired Mike Flynn, his goose was cooked. For the next four years Trump got 
managed, he got handled, by the bureaucracy.

3. Crisis — election counting stopped in 6 cities in 6 swing states, then a 
surprise happened 

4. Normalization — the media gaslighting anyone who sees anything odd 
about the election”2° [Slightly corrected. ] 


Continuing on to his strong hypothesis: 


“So why do things seem surreal? Perhaps because you are living through a 
Psy Op to take over our country, and reality as you know it is being 
engineered. That’s the weak hypothesis... 


If the Weak Hypothesis is correct and we are living through a Psy Op, who 
is behind the Psy Op? China is behind the Psy Op. 


I am not the proverbial Old China Hand, but decades ago I was once a 
Young China Hand. Since the Chinese publication in 1998 of: Unrestricted 
Warfare: Two Air Force Senior Colonels on Scenarios for War and the 


Operational Art in an Era of Globalization, by Qiao Liang (7+) and Wang 


Xiangsui (= #H#)2002, it has been understood that hard—line elements 
within the Chinese National Security community have been envisioning and 
positioning themselves for war with the USA. The ‘unrestricted’ part of 
‘unrestricted warfare’ is the part that avoids direct military confrontation 
and seeks instead to conquer through non-kinetic means. 


In 2015, a lifelong China-dove (i.e., advocate of helping China stand up and 
prosper) named Michael Pillsbury wrote a book (The 100 Year Marathon) 
where he reversed course. He had been wrong all his professional life, he 
said, as he now understood that China had embarked on a 1949-2049 plan 
to turn the USA into a vassal state.
